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Cleveland,  Feb.  19.— The  last  rites 
over  the  body  of  Senator  Hanna  were 
held  this  afternoon  at  St.  Paul's  Epis- 
copal church,  corner  of  Euclid  and  Case 
avenues.  During  this  solemn  service 
Cleveland  was  a  silent  city.  Nearly  all 
bus.ntSB  was  suspended  the  entire  after- 
noon. Street  railway  and  steam  road 
traffic  on  every  line  In  the  city  was 
stopped  for  five  minutes,  from  1  to  1:05 
o'clock.  People  generally  In  all  parts 
of  the  city  bowed  their  heads  in  regaid 
for  a  brief  space  of  time  at  that  hour. 
Cleveland  mourned  as  it  has  never 
mourned  before. 

A  eulogy  was  delivered  by  Bishop

Tt.e 
nation  h?s  honored   him   with   its   civic 
function   at    the   capitol    of    the    United 
States,    the   commonwealth   of   Ohio   by 
the   hands   of   her   government   has   re- 
ceived him  back  into  her  care  and  keep- 
ing,   the   city   has   stood   silently  about 
his   bier,    reverencing   his    memory    and 
sorrowing  at   his   departure.     And   nov." 
the  holy  church  would  commit  his  boJy 
to  the  earth,  from  whence  it  came,  ai:d 
hif^   soul    to   the   rlghetous   Saviour   who 
redeemed  it  and  who  lived  with  an  in- 
finite  affection.      It    Is   not    the   time   or 
place   for   extended    eulogy   and    praise, 
such  words  will  be  fitly  spoki-n  by  these 
well  equipped  for  such  a  privilege.    Cut 
there  are  certain  qualifies  nnd  charac- 
teristics of  this  man  so  highly  regarded 
by  all  classes  of  people  that  ought  as- 
suredly   to    rereive    recognition    in    Hie 
niid?l  of  his  friends  and  associates  and 
at    this   solemn    hour.     The   testimonies 
that   have   been   given    from   many   and 
various    sources    blend    together    in    a 
cc-mmon  strain  and  harmony  after  the/ 
spoke  of  his  high  integrity,  of  his  daunt- 
less purpose  and  his  tender  true  h<^art. 
Their  <  omvtf>site      resultant      seem.s     Lo 
portray,  with  unmistakable  outline  and 
detail,   the  features  of  his  human  ser- 
vice.     Those    v.ho   are    assembled    here 
need    no   inspiration   for   that    love   and 
pstlmp.tlon   of  this  earnest,  helpful  life. 
"VVe  knew  him  well,  we  loved  him  well, 
we   mourn    for  him    with   undlminishe.l 
sorrow    because    we    shall    see   his    face 
no  more.      But   we   may   each    of   us   go 
forth  Into  the  life  God  bath  granted  us, 
with  an  enthusiasm  for  our  tasks,  since 
we  noted  how  worthily  he  did  his  duty 
for  others,      and      we      realize  that  the

His  was  a 
course  with  such  an  actuating  motixe 
that  Invites  the  antagonism  of  what- 
ever is  contemptible,  false  and  selfish, 
and  though  the  arrows  fly  swiftly,  yet 
do  they  fall  from  such  a  shield  harm- 
lessly and  the  champion  sustained  by 
his  integrity  stands  forth  unscathed 
and  triumphant  at  last.  He  Is  an  ex- 
i  ample  to  the  young  men  of  our  coun- 
try who  would  achieve  success  in  any 
department  of  endeavor.  And  his  ad- 
Ivice  Is  a  legacy  to  the  ardent  youth  of 
jour  great  republic, 
I     'Then,  too,  he  was  a  purposeful  man. 

!  He  had  definite  objects  In  his  life.     He 
had    aims    to    achieve,    goals    to    reach, 
.standards  to  attain.    Is  he  not  conspicu- 
|ous  in  this?     The  Apostle  Paul  speaks 
of  a  class  of  men  who  do  nothing  with 
i  an  intelligent  reason,   who  never  reach 
a  conclusion,  who  never  score  a  success 
I  because    they    beat    the    air.      How    in- 
flexible   and    dauntless    in    his    purpose 
;  was  this  man  we  remember  before  God 
today.      Clear    visi(*ned,     quick    in    his 
perceptions;  his  diagnosis  of  a  situation 
;  was    rapid    and    searching.      And    then, 
I  when  he  had  determined  upon  his  duty, 
,  how    positively    and    persistently,    and 
patiently  and   fearlessly  he  moved   to- 
j  wards    its    compassing.      I     think      he 
;  would  have  disdained  a  mean  or  an  evil 
:  course.     His  record  is  before  the  nation 
now.     They  are  quick  to  determine  the

Paris,  Feb.  19. — ^A  representative  of 
the  Matin  who  ha»  reached  the  center 
of  the  Russian  military  concentration 
at  Harbin  after  great  hardships,  due  to 
the  trans-Siberian  railroad  trains  being 
crowded  with  thousands  of  troops.  In  a 
dispatch  dated  from  Harbin,  Thursday, 
confirms  the  announcement  that  that 
place  will  be  the  main  base  of  the 
Russian  land  operations.  Thus  far  the 
ba£>e  has  succeeded  In  maintaining  its 
communication  with  Port  Arthur.  The 
concentration  of  tro<.ys,  the  correspon- 
dent says,  proceeds  syBtematically,  and 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  speedy 
arrival  of  120,000  m.en  from  the  divisions 
of  Moscow,  Ivleff  and  Varsovie.  Before 
twelve  days  shall  have  elapsed  the  Rus- 
sians will  have  disposed  of  an  army  of 
400,000  men  through  Manchuria.  In- 
j  tense  demoralization  exists  among  the 
populace,  and  the  people  of  the  sur- 
I  rounding  villages  are  flocking  Into  the 
}  town,  seeking  to  reach  Western  Rus- 
sia. The  railroad  Lrrlns,  however,  are 
blocked  and  over  20w)  voyagers  are  thus 
held  up.  The  intense  cold  prevailing 
Increases  the  suffering  and  adds  to  the 
dUIiculties  of  bringing  forward  trooptj. 

Paris,  Feb.  19.— ri-mlflcance  Is  at- 
tached to  the,  Fi-'i  -'O's  article  dis- 
cussing the  po.ssible  ^etreat  of  the  Rus- 
sian forces  from  Port  Arthur  toward* 
the  north.  The  Figraro  Avhich  is 
Intensely  pro-Rus*:ian  and  enjoys  the 
favor  of   the   Russian    court,    says: 

"The  Russian  note  explaining  the 
delays  In  the  military  operations  has 
had  the  effect  of  confirming  Viceroy 
Alexleff's  plan  to  withdraw  northward 
towards  Mukden  and  Harbin."

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  19.— Today  and 
tomorrow,  the  'closing  days  of  carnival 
week,  will  be  observed  practically  oniy 
by  a  cessation  of  work.  There  will  be 
little  rejoicing.  Such  a  carnival  time 
Is  not  remembered.

REMAINS  OF  SENATOR  HANNA 

Funeral  Services  Held  at  Cleveland  After  Thousands 

Had  Taken  Last  Look  at  Body. 


CLEVELAND   HOME   OF  THE  LATE  SENATOR  HANNA. 


Cleveland,  Feb.  19.— The  last  rite.^ 
over  the  body  of  Senator  Hanna  were 
held  this  afternoon  at  St.  Paul's  Epis- 
coi'al  rhurch.  corner  of  Euclid  and  Case 
avenue?*.  During  this  solemn  service 
Cleveland  was  a  silent  city.  Nearly  all 
bus.ntss  was  suspended  the  entire  after- 
noon. Street  railwaj'  and  steam  road 
traffic  on  every  line  in  the  city  was 
stopped  for  five  minutes,  from  1  to  1:05 
o'clock.  People  g^enerally  in  all  parts 
of  the  lity  bowed  their  heads  in  regaid 
for  a  brief  space  of  time  at  that  hour. 

Cleveland  mourned  as  it  has  never 
mouriifd   before. 

A  eulogy  was  delivered  by  Bishop 
Leonnrd,  as  follows: 

•■\Ve  are  giilhered  together  here  to- 
day in  this  house  of  God  for  the  last 
services  of  l)t;-nediction  over  the  body  of 
our  distitig-ujslied  citizen,  our  kindly 
neishf'f'r  :iiid  t.ur  beloved  friend.  The 
nation  h?s  honored  him  with  its  civii- 
function  at  the  capitol  of  the  United 
States,  the  commonwealth  of  Ohio  by 
the  hands  of  her  grovernment  has  re- 
teived  him  back  into  her  care  and  keep- 
ing:, the  city  ha.s  stood  silently  about 
his  bier,  reverencing  his  m.emory  and 
sorrowing  at  his  departure.  And  nov,- 
the  holy  church  would  commit  his  bo.ly 
to  the  earth,  from  whence  it  came,  and 
his  soul  to  the  rlghetous  Saviour  who 
redeeir.ed  it  and  who  lived  Avith  an  in- 
finite affection.  It  Is  not  the  time  or 
place  for  e.\tended  eulogy  and  I'rriise, 
such  words  will  be  fitly  .spoken  by  those 
v.ell  equipped  for  such  a  privilege.  I3ut 
there  are  certjiin  (lualUies  nnd  charac- 
teristics of  this  man  so  highly  regarded 
by  all  classes  of  people  that  ought  as- 
purediy  to  receive  recognition  In  Ihe 
ntidsl  of  his  friends  and  associates  and 
at  this  solemn  hour.  The  testimonies 
that  have  been  given  from  many  and 
various  sources  blend  together  in  a 
Cfrr.m.ou  strain  and  harmony  after  the/ 
spoke  of  his  high  integrity,  of  his  daunt- 
less purpose  and  his  tender  true  heart. 
Thvlr  compnpite  resultant  seems  lo 
pf>rtray.  with  unmistakable  outline  and 
d«'»ta!l.  the  features  of  his  human  ser- 
vice. Those  v.ho  are  assembled  here 
need  no  insplr;!tion  fur  that  love  and 
estlnip.tlon  of  this  earnest,  helfiful  life. 
■\Ve  knew  him  well,  we  loved  him  well, 
we  mourn  for  him  with  undlminishc  1 
sorrow  Itcause  we  shall  see  his  face 
no  more.  Rut  we  may  each  of  us  go 
forth  Into  the  life  Cod  hath  granted  tis. 
with  an  enthusiasm  for  our  tasks,  since 
we  noted  how  worthily  he  did  his  duty 
for  others.  and  we  realize  that  the 
world  he  served  is  not  unmindful  of  hia 
greatness  and  goodness,  nor  vmgiv. teful 


for  what  he  strove  after  and  for  what 
he  accomplished. 

"And  lirst,  the  universal  comment  is 
upon  his  integrity.  This  was  a  key- 
note In  his  life.  I  recall  a  fine  ringing 
address  he  made  at  Kenyon  college 
last  year,  when  the  badges  were  bemg 
conferred  upon  its  graduating  claas, 
and  the  thought  of  his  heart  found  ex- 
pression in  his  eloquent  words  as  he 
urged  upon  those  men  the  essential  Im- 
portance of  high  and  pure  Integrity. 
It  Is  this  word  that  is  carved  deep 
upon  the  stone  that  marks  his  long  and 
u.^eful  business  career.  He  was  nut 
only  honest,  but  he  was  fair  and  Just 
in  all  his  dealings.  He  was  respected 
by  everyone  In  his  employ.  Each  man 
of  the  hundreds  that  looked  up  to  him 
felt  that  in  the  master  mind  there  was 
always  the  clear,  unspeakable  element 
of  integrity.  His  held  was  an  un- 
spoken one  and  his  methods  were  never 
belittling  or  degrading.  His  was  a 
course  with  such  an  actuating  moti\e 
that  Invites  the  antagonism  of  what- 
ever Is  contemptible,  false  and  selfish, 
and  though  the  arrows  fly  swiftly,  yet 
do  they  fall  from  such  a  shield  harm- 
lessly and  the  champion  sustained  by 
his  integrity  stands  forth  unscathed 
and  triumphant  at  last.  He  is  an  ex- 
ample to  the  young  men  of  our  coun- 
try who  would  achieve  success  in  any 
department  of  endeavor.  Atid  his  ad- 
vice Is  a  legacy  to  the  ardent  youth  of 
our   great   republic. 

"Then,  too,  he  was  a  purposeful  man. 

He  had  definite  objects  In  his  life.  He 
had  aims  to  achieve,  goals  to  reach, 
standards  to  attain.  Is  he  not  conspicu- 
ous in  this'.'  The  Apostle  Paul  speaks 
of  a.  class  of  men  who  do  nothing  with 
an  Intelligent  reason,  who  never  reach 
a  conclusion,  who  never  score  a  success 
because  they  beat  the  air.  How  in- 
flexible and  dauntless  in  his  purpose 
was  this  man  we  remember  before  God 
today.  Clear  visicjned,  quick  In  his 
perceptions;  his  diagnosis  of  a  situation 
was  rapid  and  searching.  And  then, 
when  he  had  determined  upon  his  duty, 
how  positively  and  persistently,  and 
patiently  and  fearlessly  he  moved  to- 
wards Its  compassing.  I  think  he 
would  have  disdained  a  mean  or  an  evil 
course.  His  record  is  before  the  nation 
now.  They  are  quick  to  determine  the 
deceiver,  the  charlatan,  the  corrupt,  and 
this  day,  far  and  near,  from  high  .and 
low,  rich  and  poor,  goes  forth  but  one 
splendid  verdict  of  praise  and  approval, 
becau.<5e  he  chose  the  path  of  private 
and  public  rectitude,  and  that  path  is 
the  straightest  road  to  ultimate  ac- 
comvillshment. 
"And    finally    how^    true    and    tender 


of  heart  he  was.  He  reached  the 
highest  levels  in  life  but  It  did  not 
siK>il  him.  His  good  heart  was  un- 
touched by  any  canker  of  jiride  or 
arrcTgance.  Great  men  stoop  down  to 
those  thctt  are  humble  and  obscure. 
Good  men  do  the  same.  And  If  you 
wish  a  Ju.<?t  estimate  of  this  life  and 
character,  I  beiieve  you  will  find  it 
among  those  who  feared  him  not,  be- 
cause they  knew  his  heart:  they  knew 
he  was  their  best  friend,  their  bene- 
factor and  their  sympathizer.  Would 
you  see  him  among  the  laborers  on  the 
dcxk,  among  the  workmen  In  the  mill?, 
among  the  Salvation  army  people, 
among  fieople  and  plain  folk,  you  would 
find  him  cordial,  hearty,  wholesome  and 
friendly.  Do  you  note  the  signs  of 
universal  mourning  and  symixithy  in 
our  city  and  our  slate?  It  is  not  alone 
because  our  great  statesman  and  sen- 
ator is  dead,  but  because  our  dear 
friend  is  gone  Into  the  greater  life  and 
is  hidden  from  our  view.  Do  you  not 
recognixe  the  reality  of  this  man's 
genial,  generous  efforts  in  the  .silent 
approbation  those  300,000  miners  arc 
offering  while  we  worship  here,  the 
tribute  that  rebukes  the  noise,  shall 
harangue  which  would  Infianie  one 
class  agaln.st  another:  and  that  tells 
the  world  of  the  reverence  of  the  vast 
industrial  army  for  a  rlghteLiU.s  man, 
of  a  strcmar  leader,  and  a  considerate 
•mployer.

Paris,  Feb.  19. — A  representative  of 
the  Matin  who  has  reached  the  center 
of  the  Russian  mlU^^ary  concentration 
at  Harbin  after  great  hardships,  due  to 
the  trans-Siberian  railroad  trains  being 
crowded  with  thousands  of  troops,  in  a 
dispatch  dated  from  Harbin,  Thursday, 
confirms  the  announcement  that  that 
place  will  be  the  main  base  of  the 
Russian  land  operations.  Thus  far  the 
base  has  succeeded  in  maintaining  its 
communication  with  Port  Arthur.  The 
concentration  of  trocps,  the  correspon- 
dent .says,  proceeds  systematically,  and 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  speedy 
arrival  of  120,000  men  from  the  divisions 
of  Moscow,  Kleff  and  Varsovle.  Before 
twelve  days  shall  have  elapsed  the  Rus- 
sians will  have  disposed  of  an  army  of 
400,0W)  men  through  Manchuria.  In- 
tense demoralization  exists  among  the 
populace,  and  the  people  of  the  sur- 
rounding villages  are  flocking  Into  the 
town,  seeking  to  reach  Western  Ru.s- 
sia.  The  railroad  yrins.  however,  are 
blocked  and  over  20uU  voyagers  are  thus 
held  up.

Washington,  Feb.  19.— The  house  upon 
convening  today  passed  a  bill  amending 
the  land  laws  so  that  in  a  county  which 
lies  In  two  land  districts  proof  may  be 
made  at  a  county  seat  of  such  county 
for   either   district. 

Another  bill  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion of  pipe  lines  for  oil  and  gas  tiirough 
the  Indian  territory  was  pat-std,  after 
having  been  amended  so  as  to  limit  the 
period  of  grants  under  the  bill  to  :.'<•  years 
on  the  suggestion  of  Air.  Williams  (.Miss.j 
^ho  said  the  territory  was.  or  at  least 
he  hoped  it  was,  on  tlie  eve  of  acQuiring 
stateliood. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foote  (HI.)  chairman 
of  the  naval  affairs  committee,  tlie  liou.se 
went  into  .committee  of  ihe  whole  with 
Mr.  Hepbtirn  (lowa>  in  the  cliair  and  en- 
tered vipon  con.«lderation  of  tlic  naval  ap- 
propriation bill.  The  minority  an- 
nounced that  they  wanted  live  liours' 
time  for  general  debate  and  i*-n  hours 
were  agreed   upon   to   be   divided   euuaily. 

Referring  to  the  recent  troubles  in  San 
Domingo  Mr.  Fo.«s  said  the  time  may 
co»4ie  when  the  I'nited  States  will  say  to 
San  Domingo  and  Hayti  that  if  they  can- 
not preserve  order  the  American  navy 
Will  do  it  for  them.  The  Monroe  doctrine 
aJso  must  be   loolied  out  for. 

In  conclu.'sioii  he  said  that  wlien  it  be- 
came necessary  to  strike  a  blow  the 
United  States  should  possess  the  power 
to  Ptrlite  a  blow  sucli  as  Dewey  struck 
at  Manila.  Mr.  Meyer  (La.),  the  ranking 
minority  member  on  the  committee,  com- 
batted  the  statement  that  the  navy  was 
top  heavy.  He  regarded  the  building  of 
a  strong  navy  a.s  a  measure  of  peace. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  (Dem..  N.  Y.>  said  that 
whoever  can  read  the  signs  of  the  times, 
the  program   of  this  government  Is  plain.

Arkansas    Mob     Takes 

Awful  Vengeance  on 

Negro  Murderer. 

Little  Rock.  Ark.,  Feb.  19.— Glencot 
Bays,  a  negro,  hunted  down  by  a  mob, 
was  burned  at  a  stake  early  today  near 
Crossett.  He  was  charged  with  the 
murder   of   J.    D.    Stephens,    of   Ashley 

county.  Stephens,  who  was  a  wealthy 
planter,  had  a  few  words  with  Bays 
yesterday,  the  negro  later  securing  a 
Fhotgun  and  killing  Stephens  at  close 
range.  The  negro  tlien  beat  the  body 
with  the  butt  of  the  gun  and  made  hla 
escape.  Bloodhounds  were  brought  ou  a 
special  train  from  Lakeville. 

They  leadlly  took  the  scent  and 
traced  the  murderer  to  his  father's 
home  where  the  negro  was  found  hid- 
ing in  H  well.  A  mob,  several  hundred 
Kroiig,  surrounded  him  and  dragged 
hlni  forth  when  he  made  a  full  con- 
fession. With  hands  and  feet  tied 
he  was  bound  to  a  stake  In  his 
father's  yard.  Brush  was  piled  around 
him,  the  torch  applfced  and  the  inan 
slowly    burned    to   death.

That   he   likes   peanuts   and   eats   hay 
is  the  extent  of  the  knowledge  of  most 
Americans    about    "my    lord,    the 'ele- 
phant."     They  have  seen  the  ponderous 
pachyderm    lumber    post    in    procession 
in  the  circus  tent  and  seen  him  hobbled 
'by  chains  at   the  park,  and  know  that 
he   is   big  and   thick  skinned,   says   the 
I  New  York  Ti-ibune.  The  country  school- 
;  boy  doubtlei-.s  knows  one  faet  more  than 
;  this,    for    he    has    been    obliged    to    use 
his  Ingenuity  inventing  a  plausible  ex- 
cuse  for   being    tardy   because  an   elt- 
[phant   shuffled   past   in   the  dusty  road 
,  that  morning  while  he  was  on  his  way 
to  school,  and  his  nature  demaiided  that 
he  should  stay  his  progress  to  examine 
the    footprints    and    carefully    pace    off 
the  distance  between  each  one.       Per- 
haps the  time  was  not  ill  spent. 

The  elephant  has  the  gentleness  and 
dociiitj'  of  greatness  and  the  obedience 
of  a  well  trained  child.       Indeed,  he  is 
described    as     the    most    gentle    of    all 
animals,  and    except  when     frightened, 
the  slightest  tap  with  a  small  stick  on 
either  side  of  the  head,  the  pressure  of 
the    knee,    or    even    a    word    is    sfflclent 
to    guide    him.        The    government    of 
India   has  officially  stated.  In  pink-tied 
documentb,   that   "all  who  have  had  to 
deal    with    elephants    agree    that    their 
good    fiuainies   cannot   be  exaggerated; 
,  that  their  vices  are  few   and  occur  only 
in    exceptional    animals;    that    they   aie 
neither  treacheious  nor  retentive  of  In- 
i  jury,  and  that  they  are  obedient,  gentle 
j  and    patient    beyond   measure." 
I     The  Indian  government  owns  2000  or 
I  more  elephants,   and     ought  to     know. 
;  Possibly   the  man-killers   one  hears   of 
!  in  the  United  States  are  the  "exception- 
{al  animals."      Runaways  sometimes  o<'- 
:  cur,    as    In    the    case    of   horses.       The 
{rider    In    such    a    case    feels    much    as 
j  he  might  astride  a  runaway  locomotive 
whose  headlong  flight  he  is  endeavoring 
to    restrain    by    hooking    the    crook    of 
his    walking   stick   around    the    smoke- 
!  stack.       He   is  fortunate  if  he  escapes 
(injury.      The  elephant,  however,  is  more 
[gentle   than    a    horse.       A   horse,    hovv- 
j  ever  loving  in  dLsposition,   is  as  likely 
to  plant   his  hoof  on   the  corns  of  his 
master  as  on  those  of  his  worst  enemy. 
The   elephant    i.s   more   considerate,   al- 
most   never    stepping    upon    a    human 
being.       A   man   standing   In   the   midst 
of    a    herd    of    elephants    has    little    to 
fear  from  the  forest  of  legs  abotit  him. 
Perhaps  this  trait  is  due  to  their  method 
of     protecting     their     young.         When 
alarmed,   the  young  of  a  herd  of  wild 
elephants    diappear    beneath    the    huge 
forms  of   the   females  and   are  seldom 
peen  again.      Coming  upon  such  a  herd, 
I  one  w  ould  describe  it  as  containing  only 
adults.       G.    P.    Sanderson,    the    officer 
I  in  charge  of  the  government  elephant 
catching  establishment  in  Mysore  for  a 
number   of, years,    declares    that   in    th« 
many  rushes  and  crushes  of  large  herds 
which    he    has    seen    he    has    known    oi 
only    two    young    elephants    being    dis- 
abled. 

In  many  things  "a  decidely  stupid 
animal"  Is  the  government's  next  offi- 
cial statement  regarding  the  elephant. 
John  Lock  wood  Kipling  comments  that 
"  'simpicity  of  character'  were  a  better 
word  than  stupidity.  A  stupid  crea- 
ture refuses  to  learn  and  obey.  The 
elephant,  under  sympathetic  treatment, 
always  tries  to  obey,  and  can  be  taught 
to  perform  acts  foreign  to  all  we  know 
of  Its  nature."  The  natives  would 
never  accept  the  government's  charac- 
terization. They  tell  tales  in  support 
of  the  elephants  Intelligence  that  have 
a  Munchausen  flavor.  One  ma.liout  told 
a  tale  of  how  an  elephant  wreaked 
his  vengeance  upon  his  driver,  against 
whom  he  had  a  grudire.  When  on  the 
road,  it  was  the  driver's  custom  to 
sleep  beyond  the  reach  of  his  hobbled 
charge.  One  night  the  elephant  poss- 
essed himself  of  a  bamboo  and  chewed 
the  end  until  the  fibres  were  looFe  and 
I  he  whole  resembled  a  kitchen  broom. 
Reaching  out  with  this,  he  entangled 
the  fibres  in  the  long  hair  of  the  driver, 
and  puling  him  within  reach  in  this 
way,  destroyed  him. 

Another     elephant     was       skilful     in 
counting.        His    daily    ration    included 
12    wheaten    flapjacks.       One     day      the 
mahout,   who  had  a   large   family,   took 
one  for  himself.      The  wise  animal  dis- 
covered  the    short    deal   and   proceeded 
to  turn  the  pile  over  and  lay  them  out 
In   a  row,   trumpeting   loudly   when   the 
niahout  passed  by.       A  third   elephant, 
I  with    his    mahout,    was    engaged    by    a 
,  British   tea   tilanter   to   root   up  a   large 
I  quantity    of    bushes.        Like    the    office 
I  boy  when  the  ball  team  Is  in  town,  he 
I  enjoyed  going  to  funerals.      On  this  oc- 
j  casion    the    mahout    asked    for    a    ten 
days'  leave  of  absence  to  attend  a  fun- 
'eral,   assuring  the  planter  that  he  had 
I  Instructed  the   elephant   to  work  falth- 
,  fully    under    the    goad   of   a   substitute. 
The    planter    consented,    and     the    ele- 
1  phant  w  as  duly  charged  to  behave  well 
and  work  hard  during  his  master's  ab- 
I  sence.      The  funeral  was  a  thirsty  one. 
and    on    the    eleventh    day    the    driver 
had  iiot  returned.      On  this  morning  the 
[Substitute  was  observed   to  run   to  the 
bungalow  of  the  planter.       Breathless- 
ly he  announced  that  the  elephant  had 
declined    to   continue   his   laboi-s.       The 
planter  said.  In  his  British  wrath,  that 
ho  would  see  about  that,  and  went  out 
with  a  whip  to  reason  with  the  recal- 
'^itrant  beast.       He  was  soon  seen  re- 
trunlng  to  the  house  at  full  speed,   the 
elephant  In  pursuit,   with  trunk  rai.sed. 
No  work  could  be   performed  until   the 
mahout  returned,  two  days  later,  when 
the   elephant   assumed   his   usual   meek 
demeanor    and    again    obediently    took 
up  the  task.       The  planter.   It  Is  added 
(and  this  appears  to  be  the  most  prob- 
able part   of  the   tale),  decided   that   he 
could  not  afford  to  employ  union  labor 
of  this  sort,   with   the  constant   danger 
of    a    strike    tying    up    his    plantation, 
and  locked  the  combination  out. 

No  American  would  ever  describe  the 
ponderous  thead  of  "m.v  lord"  as  grace- 
ful no  matter  how  lacking  in  arti.^tic 
sense  he  might  be.  much  less  think  to 
u.so  it  as  a  comparison  in  describi.ng 
the  walk  of  feminine  beauty.  This  Is 
the  language  of  an  Oriental  poet  de- 
scribing the  endless  charms  of  such  a 
person:  "A  voice  as  sweet  as  that  of 
the  Koi'  and  a  gait  as  voluptuous  as 
that  of  the  elephant.  An  eye  like  the 
antelope's,  a  waist  like  the  lion's  and  a 
gait  like  the  elephant's,"  John  Lock- 
wood  Kipling  says  that  the  "back  view 
of  an  elephant,  as  he  shuffles  along,  i^ 
like  nothing  so  much  as  tjiat  of  the 
stout  and  elderly  longshore'  fisherman 
and  sailor  of  our  wa.terlng  places,  whose 
capacious  nether  garments  alone  among 
hum.aji  habiliments  have  the  horizon- 
tally creased  bagglness  peculiar  to  ele- 
phants." The  usual  gait  of  the  ele- 
phant is  a  walk— In  fact,  it  is  his  only 
gait.  It  may  be  increased  to  a  fast 
shuffle  of  fifteen  miles  an  hour  for  .1 
short  distance.  It  is  said  that  a  very 
gtjod  runner  might  keep  out  of  an  ele- 
yiiant'a  way  on  a  smooth  piece  of  turf,

but  in  the  jungle.  In  which  they  are 
generally  met,  any  attempt  to  escape 
by  tlight.  unless  supplemented  by  con- 
ceahneut,  would  be  unavailing. 

A  normal  load  for  continuous  travel 
of  a  fair-sized  elephant  is  800  pounds, 
so  the  animal  is  equal  to  eight  ponies, 
small  bullocks,  and  to  three  and  one- 
half  camels.  With  this  load  the  ele- 
phant will  keep  up  with  an  ordinary 
army  baggage  train.  He  is  Invalu- 
able in  a  roadless  country  and  the 
Jungle,  and  when  the  cattle  of  a  bag- 
gage train  or  the  horses  of  a  battery 
are  stalled  in  a  bog  or  struggling  help- 
lessly at  a  steep  place,  he  is  almost 
a  special  providence.  Then  his  trunk 
and  tusks  at  once  become  a  lever, 
Bcrewjack,  doghooks  and  a  crane.  With 
his  aid  the  confusion  of  overturned 
raits  and  gun  carriages  soon  assumes 
Its  right  position.  By  main  force  he 
lifts  them  over  and  sets  them  down 
right  side  up.  His  head,  protected  with 
a  pad.  Is  a  ram  of  Immense  force. 

Klephants  cannot  jump;  they  cannot 
even  cross  a  trench  seven  feet  wide, 
although  the  step  of  a  large  one  Is  Mix 
and  one-half  feet  long.  Full  grown  ele- 
phants are  credited  with  being,  as 
swimmei-s,  equal  to,  if  not  better  than, 
any  other  land  animal.  A  government 
herd  of  seventy-nine,  several  years  ago, 
was  obliged  to  swim  at  one  point  six 
hours  without  touching  bottom;  after  a 
rest  on  a  sand  bank  the  animals  com- 
pleted the  swim  in  three  houi-s  more. 
When  wild  and  accompanied  by  their 
young  they  either  carry  these  across 
on  their  backs  or  support  them  in  front 
by  their  trunks. 

There  is  a  widespread  misconception 
regarding  the  height  of  elephants. 
Most  persons  would  declare  that  they 
had  seen  them  more  than  ten  feet 
high;  that,  in  fact,  this  was  the  aver- 
age height.  It  Is  believed  that  no  ele- 
phant can  be  found  in  India  which  mea- 
sures more  than  ten  feet  in  extreme 
height.  The  African  elephajit  is  per- 
haps one  foot  higher.  Jumbo  an  Afri- 
eari  elephant,  was  twelve  leet  high. 
If  asked  to  gviess  how  many  times  the 
eircumference  of  the  elephant's  foot 
should  be  multiplied  to  obtain  his 
height.  some  persons  undoubtedly 
would  say  ten  times.  If  this  were  cor- 
rect there  would  be  found  elephants 
nearly  fifty  feet  high,  as  the  diameter 
of  the  fr.ot  of  a  large  elephant  is  eight- 
een Inches.  Usually  the  elephant's  al- 
titude may  be  determined  by  multiply- 
ing the  eircumference  of  his  foot  by 
two.  Some  of  the  stories  of  tall  ele- 
phants undoubtedly  have  come  from 
one  of  the  Indian  methods  of  measure- 
Pient.  Sanderson  says  that  "elephants 
are  of;en  measured  by  throwing  a  tape 
over  the  shoulders,  or  even  back,  the 
ends  being  brought  to  the  ground  on 
each  side  and  half  the  length  taken  aa 
the  elepehant's  height.  Thia  accounts 
for  the  ele^en  or  twelve-foot  elephants. 
Even  the  same  elephant  varie?  with  its 
condition  v.hen  measured  in  this  way. 
An  eight-foot  beast,  in  fair  condition, 
gives  a  height  of  eight  feet  nine  in- 
ches by  this  method." 

The  restless  swaying  motion  of  the 
elephant  Is  v.ell  known.  It  Is  almost 
continuous.    A  story  is  told  of  the  effect 


of  the  swaying  of  a  shipload  of  forty 
upon  a  vessel  lying  off  shore  in  Indian 
waters.  The  elephants  had  been  got 
aboard  with  considerable  difficulty. 
After  all  had  been  conducted  to  their 
placts  in  the  hold  the  vessel  put  down 
the  stream  and  anchored.  In  the  course 
of  a  few  hours  the  officers  of  the  ship 
obseived  that  the  vessel  was  rolling 
from  side  to  side  in  a  rhythmical  way. 
The  roll  became  longer  and  longer,  and 
there  was  fear  that  the  vessel  would 
tuin  turtle.  Investigation  showed  that 
the  elephants  had  found  that  a  »oul- 
Batlsfying  motion  could  be  secured  by 
swaying  in  concert,  and  were  enjoying 
themselves  to  the  full.  The  mahoutri 
were  ordered  below  to  make  them 
"break  stop." 

Unfortunately  for  the  elepehants  the 
mahouts  have  no  conscieme,  ;:nd  steal 
from  his  rations  without  hesitation.  It 
IS  a  poor  mahout  who  cannot  support 
three  generations  of  his  family  on  the 
allowance  for  his  charge.  "The  worst 
ailment  the  elephant  has  to  face,"  says 
the  elder  Kipling,  "is  semi-starvation, 
the  lot  of  most  elephants  in  captivity." 

It  is  generally  believed  in  India  that 
elephants  die,  but,  like  the  burial  place 
of  Moses,  no  one  knows  where  their 
carcasses  He.  The  bodies  of  the  dead 
are  never  found  ai.d  there  Is  no  reason- 
able explanation  for  this  fact.  The 
Singhalese  have  a  superstition  that  on 
feeling  the  approach  of  dissolution  they 
repair  to  a  solitary-  valley  and  there 
execute  their  last  shuffle.  There  may 
be  truth  in  this  legend,  as  MaJ.  Powell 
Cotton  of  the  British  army  found  an 
elephant  graveyard  in  his  recent  explo- 
ration trip  across  a  part  of  Africa,  but 
where  these  valleys  are  is  still  a  mys- 
tery.

Outgrowth  of  Ages 
of  Feudalism. 


New  York,  Feb.  19.— No  nation  has  a 
better  right  to  be  proud  cf  wliat  its  wo- 
men have  done  In  war  time  than  Japan. 
Even  the  mothers  and  wivfs  of  ancleiil 
Sparta  have  been  rivalled  in  do'jds  of  pa- 
triotism and  selT-  sacrifice  by  t>i«  women 
of  Jai>an. 

In  the  feudal  times,  which  came  to  an 
end  in  Japan  only  thirty  years  atjo.  all 
gentlewomen   were   trained   in    tne   use   ol 

the  sword  and  lance.  The  women  of  the 
samurai  class  received  a  reifi.iiir  mili- 
tary education  and  if  the  ca;3ile  of  a 
daiinio  was  Vtesiegcil.  they  were  capable 
of   assisting  in    the   defense.    If   necessary. 


A  noted  instance  of  the  martial  prowess 
of  the  Japanese  women  occurred  during 
the  siege  of  the  castle  of  Wakamatsu,  in 
1!s»jI».  whf're  the  Shogun  made  his  linai 
stand  against  tlie  forces  of  the  Miljado. 
Nearly  lOtMt  women  and  giils  belonging  to 
the  families  of  the  samurai  attached  to 
the  Shogun  fought  behind  the  barricades 
and  on  the  castle  walls.  Many  uf  them 
were  killed  in  battle,  while  not  a  few  com- 
mitted suicide  rather  than  undergo  the 
humiliation  of  defeat. 

Yet  the  Amazonian  qualities  of  tlie  wo- 
men did  not  detract  from  their  wornaiijj- 
ness.  They  were  tender  mothers  and  lov- 
ing wives.  The  nursing  of  the  wounded 
and  sick  was  part  of  the  education  of 
every  samurai  woman. 

With  the  passing  away  of  the  age  of 
chivalry  in  Japan,  upon  the  downfall  of 
the  Shogunate,  the  Japanese  woman  was 
called  upon  to  face  new  conditions.  ai;d 
how  she  met  these  conditions  is  shown  in 
the  history  of  the  Chinese  war  in  1810. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  some  10,(X»0 
Japanese  women  volunteered  to  go  to  the 
front  as  nurses  in  the  field  hospitals  at 
Tp  tlie  outbreak  of  the  Chin'se  war.  and  ad- 
J[^  vices  from  Japan  state  that  the  number 
of  women  volunteering  to  go  to  the  fro:il 
as  nurses  today  is  greater  than  In  ii'Jo. 
But  the  women  who  stay  at  home  are  not 
laclting  In  patriotic  devotion. 

There  is  an  anecdote  concerning  tie 
mother  of  the  heroic  Commander  Sakfv- 
moto,  who  was  killed  on  tlie  biidge  ol 
hie  ship,  the  Akagl.  at  the  battle  of  YaUi, 
which  shows  how  the  spirif  of  patriotism 
flames  in   the  hearts  of  Japanese  women. 

An  official  of  the  navy  department 
called  on  the  family  of  the  naval  offict  r 
to  convev.  as  delicately  a.s  possible,  tne 
news  of  his  death.  Having  communicated 
his  tidings  to  a  member  of  the  family,  he 
was  about  to  depart,  when  the  shoji  slid 
open  softly  and  the  aged  mother  of  the 
dead   commander  staggered   in   llie   room. 

She  had  been  an  accidental  eavesdropper 
and  had  not  heard  all.  Trembling  with 
emotion  she  bowed  low  to  tne  visiting 
officer  and  said: 

"Tell  the  emperor  1  rejoice  that  a  son 
of  mine  has  been  able  to  be  of  some  ser- 
vice to   him." 

Some  Japanese  women  refused  to  weep 
over  their  dead,  because  it  was  oiiiijidereu 
disloyal   to  tlie   Mikado   to  weep   for  tho.se 


who  had  the  honor  to  die  fighting  for 
him.  When  a  wife  or  a  mother  heard 
that  a  husband  or  a  son  had  been  killed 
in  battle,  the  first  expression  utter<?d  was 
an  acknowledgement  of  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  her  by  the  gods  In  b«ing  be- 
reaveQ  for  the  cause  of  the  emperor. 

To  the  Western  mind  such  patriotism 
appears  to  be  fantastic  and  hard  to  un- 
derstand. In  tlie  light  of  Japanese  his- 
tory It  does  not  seem   so   strange. 

The  spirit  of  patriotism  in  the  Japanese 
women  of  the  present  generation  is  the 
outgrowth  of  ages  of  feudalism.  The 
loyalty  and  devotion  which  the  women 
of  past  generations  gave  to  their  feudal 
family  head  are  In  the  present  gen'.'raiion 
given  to  the  Mikado. 

In  time  of  war  the  empress  of  Japan 
sets  an  example  for  all  the  women  of  the 
country  by  her  activities  in  behalf  of  uii 
those  who  are  suffering  or  In  distress. 
She  may  be  seen  frequently  visiting  the 
great  military  hospitals,  accompanied  by 
a  party  of  court  ladies  and  noblemen's 
Avives. 

Following  the  example  of  the  Empress, 
all  the  great  ladies  of  Toklo  society  do 
what  tiiey  can  to  relieve  the  distiess  and 
suffering  that  inevitably  follow  war. 
There  is  no  class  of  women  that  docs  n'.>t 
contribute  sn^thing  to  this  cause;  even 
those  butterl..cs,  the  geishas,  and  the 
\inhappy  creatures  in  the  Yoshiwaras 
give  their  share. 

It  is  only  the  women  of  the  samurai 
class  who  show  passionate  patriotism  in 
wartime.  All  classes  of  society  arc  rep- 
resented in  the  modern  Japanese  army, 
and  the  peasant  woman  has  given  proof 
that  she  is  quite  as  devoted  to  the  Mi- 
kado  as    the   samurai    lady. 

A  story  Is  told  of  an  old  peasant  woman 
who  sent  her  only  son  to  fight  for  tne 
Emperor  In  the  Chinese  war.  Uy  depriv- 
ing herself  of  everything  but  the  i  .'irest 
necessaries  of  life,  and  tolling  earlv  and 
late  in  the  fields,  she  had  been  able  to 
give  her  son  a  superior  educaJion,  and  she 
had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  him  fairly 
started  on  a  business  career,  which  prom- 
ised to  be  successful,  when  the  call  to 
arms    sounded.  * 

The  little  peasant  mother  bade  her  son 
give  up  his  Duslness  and  enter  the  ranko 
of  the  army.  The  boy  did  as  his  mother 
wished,  and  his  regiment  was  one  of  the 
first    to   set    foot    on    Chinese   soil. 

Every  morning  just  before  daybreak 
the  little  peasant  woman  rose  and,  after 
making  a  careful  toilet,  as  an  orthodox 
Buddhist,  she  went  to  a  little  shrine  near- 
bv  and  prayed  to  Ojin,  the  god  of  war. 
Siie  did  not  pray  for  her  son  to  come 
home  safe  and  spund.  but  she  prayed 
that  he  might  prove  worthy  of  the  honor 
of  wearing  the  Mikado's  uniform. 

One  day,  when  the  old  woman  was  re- 
turning to  her  home  from  the  temple,  she 
met  a  messenger  who  told  her  that  her 
son  has  been  killed  in  the  attack  on  Port 
Arthur.  The  mother's  eyes  grew  dim  with 
tears,  and  she  swayed  unsteadily  for 
momoTit.  Then  she  turned  and  started 
to  jto  back  to  the  temple. 

"Where  are  you  going?"  cried  the  mes- 
senger. "Don't  you  understand  what  I 
say''     Your  son   hns   been   killed." 

"Yes,  I  understand,"  said  the  old 
woman,  calmly,  "and  I  am.  going  to  thank 
Ojin  for  the  honor  he  has  conferred  upon 
me' 

The  Japanese  woman  who  above  all  oth- 
ers distinguished  herself  in  wartime  was 
the  Empress  .TIngn  Kogo,  who  led  a 
Japanese  army  In  person  to  Korea  in  203 
A.  D.  and  conquered  that:  country.  t?lit 
was  equally  renowned  tor  ner  beauty,  her 
piety,   her  energv  and  her  martial  valor. 

She  assumed  the  supreme  power  on  the 
death  of  her  husband,  the  Mikado  Chi- 
unaV  in  200  A.  D.,  and  immediately  dem- 
onstrated her  military  genius  by  sup- 
pressing a  formldalile  rebellion.  A  few- 
years  later  she  invaded  Corea,  and  quick- 
ly siibiugated   that  country. 

She  dressed  in  male  attire  and  fought 
at  the  head  of  her  soldiers. 

After  her  return   from  Korea  she  gave

With 
the  high  price  of  poultry  they  are 
tempted  to  kill  off  all  their  fowls  and 
send  them  to  market,  while  on  the  other 
hand  they  do  not  wish  to  kill  the  hen 
that  lays  the  golden  eggs. 

"Duluth  is  In  no  worse  condition  than 
the  rest  of  the  country,"  said  a  Michi- 
gan street  dealer  this  morning.  "Eggs 
are  scarce  all  over  the  country.  The 
winter  has  been  a  very  severe  one  in 
the  East  as  v.eli  as  In  the  West,  and 
eggs  are  worth  anywhere  frojn  30  to 
50  cents  a  dozen.  Hens  simply  will  not 
lay  unless  they  are  kept  warm,  and 
there  are  veiy  few  hen  houses  built 
1  that  can  withstand  such  a  continued 
'  spell  of  extreme  cold  weather.  The 
farmers  have  been  busy  keeping  them- 
selves warm,  and'  the  hens  have  had 
to  look  out  for  themselves. 
!  "Just  at  presenthhere  are  practically 
no  receipts  of  freA  eggs  and  the  deal- 
ers who  are  fortunate  enough  to  get 
them  can  ask  any  price  they  wish. 
There  Is  a  very  small  demand  for 
them,  as  few  people  can  afford  to  use 
many  eggs  at  the  price  asked." 

Poultry  prices  are  very  firm.  Chickens 
are  selling  for  15  cents  and  hens  at  14',a 
cents  per  pound. 

Dairy  products  are  also  high.  Butter 
I  has  jumped  2  cents  a  pound,  and  the 
;  wholesalers  are  gettin  28  cents  a 
'  pound  for  creamery  prints  and  17  and 
18  for  the  fancy  dairies.  Cheese  is 
!  very  lirm,  but  there  has  been  no  raise 
in  prices. 

Apples    are    also    higher.      The    price 
jumped   from   $3   to   $3.50   per  barrel    to 
i$3.75  and  $4  during  the  past  week.     The 
i  crop   last    year   was   a   heavy   one,    but 
j  the  supply  of  the  local  dealers  is  be- 
coming exhausted. 
Meat   prices  remain   unclianged   from 
j  last  week. 

The  slight  moderation  in  the  weather 
I  conditions  has  had  a  good  effect  on 
trade  in  general.  With  the  thermometer 
'  registering  10  and  20  degrees  below  zero, 
al  shipments  of  produce  had  to  be  held 
up  and  trade  was  almost  at  a  stand- 
still. A  slight  reaction  occurred  during 
the  past  week,  and  if  the  weather  con- 
tinues to  moderate  the  dealers  expect 
brick  business  during  the  next  few 
days. 


SEVERE  PASSAGE. 


steamer  Pallanza  Narrowly 
Escapes  Disaster. 

Halifax.  N.  S.,  Feb.  19.— After  nearly 
foundering  on  one  side  of  the  .Atlantic, 
the  Hamburg- American  liner  Pallanza, 
which  arrived   yesterday  from   Hamburg, 


was  seriously   threatened  with   fire  when 
the  steamer  was   within  500  miles  of  the  I 
American     coast.      For     five     hours     the  I 
crew    worked    with    unabated    energy    to  ! 
subdue    the    flames    which    raged    in    the  I 
cargo  and  finally  conquered  them  by  the  j 
injection    of    steam    into    the    hold.     Al- 
though    there     was     Intense     excltemeilt 
among    the   138    pasengurs,    there    was    no 
panic. 

Starting  from  Hamburg  Jan.  18.  the 
steamers  troubles  began  before  she  was 
scarcely  clear  of  the  European  coast. 
On  Jan.  2«r'  she  encountered  a  westerly 
gale  that  tore  the  guys  from  the  smoke- 
stack and  broke  the  funnel  at  its  base. 
So  furious  was  the  gale  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  tlie  steamer  to  lay  to  and 
her  he.ad  was  kept  into  the^  storm,  wliiie 
the  crew  by  hard  work  secured  the  funnel 
with    tackles. 

Two  davs  later  another  gale  was  en- 
countered which  ripped  off  the  deck  lad- 
ders, carried  away  sever.al  boats  and 
smashed  a  portion  of  the  bridge. 


If  So,  Can  Make  Apple 

Fall  Up  Instead  of 

Down. 


WR.shlngton,  Feb.  19. — Professor  Jo- 
hann  Scharf  of  the  Catholic  university, 
instructor  in  languages  by  occupation, 
and  dreamer,  scientist  and  inventor  by 
choice,  has  discovered  the  long  sought 
and  elusive  anti-gravitational  force, 
and  if  his  hopes  and  expectations  are  re- 
alized, as  he  thiks  they  will  be.  he  has 
solved  the  problem  of  aerial  naviga- 
tion as  well. 

Of  course  Professor  Scharf  isn't  giving 
away  any  secrets,  and  his  conversation 
on  the  subject  of  his  discovery  is  veiT 
general  indeed;  but  he  has  said  enough 
to  lead  his  friends  to  believe  that  he 
has  something  wonderful  up  his  sleeve, 
and  that  one  day  he  will  be  as  famous 
a  man  as  Newton  was  after  the  apple 
hit  him  on  the  head.  Professor  Scharf 
will  be  famous  for  a  slightly  different 
reason,  however,  for  if  the  anti-gravital 
force  1^  as  potent  as  he  thinks  it  is,  the 
apple  that  starts  to  drop  when  hcis 
around  will  stop  right  then  and  there 
and,  if  the  professor  feels  in  the  humor, 
will  fall  up  instead  of  down. 

Professor  Scharf's  friends  and  ac- 
qualnetances  have  known  for  some  time 
that  he  was  preparing  to  announce  a 
discovery  that  would  make  the  scien- 
titic  world  short  of  breath  and  weak  in 
the  knees,  but  even  the  most  optimistic 
of  them  did  not  dream  of  anything  quite 
so  wonderful  as  an  antl-gavltatlonal 
force.  Such  a  force  has  been  the  dream 
of  dreamers  just  about  as  long  as  other 
dreamers  have  delved  In  figures,  facts 
and  fancy  in  search  of  the  philosopher's 
stone  and  the  gold  of  the  third  world. 

Once  the  presence  of  such  a  force  is 
established  it  will  make  aerial  naviga- 
tion as  easy  as  rolling  off  a  log,  aero- 
dromes, aeroplanes  and  airships  of  all 
kinds,  sizes  and  shapes  will  be  as  com- 
mon to  the  air  as  railroad  trains,  street 
cars  and  automobiles  now  are  to  the 
earth;  bodily  weight  will  be  a  matter  of 
personal  desire  and  not  of  scales  and 
balances,  and  cold,  hard  figures  and 
things  will  be  as  upside  down  and  gen- 
erally mixed  as  can  well  be  Imagined. 

This  view  of  the  case,  however,  is 
not  worrying  Professor  Scharf  to  any 
noticeable  degree,  and  he  says  he  will 
soon  be  able  to  announce  his  discovery 
to  the  world  and  prove  it,  too.  Tho 
latter  feature  of  his  statement  is  of  the 
greatest  Interest  to  those  who  have 
heard  him  talk  about  "the  force." 

Professor  Rcharf's  first  public  re- 
markb  on  the  subject  of  his  discovery 
were  made  In  the  lobby  of  the  Arling- 
ton hotel  last  night,  and  were  extremeiy 
optimistic.  It  is  due  to  the  professor  to 
say,  however,  that  his  remarks  were 
not  intended  as  a  public  announcement 
of  his  discovery,  and  that  the  prema- 
ture statements  mentioned  were  forced 
out  of  him  by  his  joy  and  enthusiasm 
over  his  latest  experiments. 

The  professor  had  just  come  from  hi.? 
laboratory,  where,  after  establishing  an 
anti-gravital  connection  with  the  elec- 
trical axis  of  the  earth,  he  had  made  a 
pair  of  registered  and  government-In- 
spected scales,  with  the  professor  on 
board,  perform  all  sorts  of  stunts  not 
usually  found  among  the  accomplish- 
cents  of  an  Inanimate  and  self-respect- 
ing piece  of  mechanism.

E.  L.  Warren,  chief  of  the  Chippewa 
estimating  corps;  F.  P.  Leisen,  cashier 
of  the  First  National  bank  of  Cass 
Lake;  Sam  Sutor  .proprietor  of  the  En- 
dion  hotel;  H.  T.  Allerton.  a  prominent 
capitalist  of  this  place.  The  name 
adopted  was  the  "Cass  Lake  Hospital 
a5>sociation."  and  the  following  are  the 
officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  J. 
D.  Jones,  president;  E.  L.  Warren,  vice 
president;  F.  P.  Leisen,  secretrary;  Sam 
Sutor,  treasurer;  H,  T.  Allerton,  man- 
ager.

CHARACTER    FIRST. 

The  ease  with  which  Japanese  torpedo  boats  ap- 
proached the  Russian  ship.«j,  disabled  them  and  got  safely 
away,  is  beginning  to  cause  considerable  concern  in  this 
country  for  fear  the  nation  is  going  to  needless  expense 
in  the  construction  of  big  battleships,  and  the  advice  is 
freely  offered  to  go  slow. 

Although  the  world  powers  are  all  building  better, 
stronger  and  more  costly  ships  than  were  ever  built  be- 
fore, there  never  was  a  time  in  history  when  navul 
equipment  became  obsolete  faster  than  it  does  today. 
The  inventive  faculty  is  largely  responsible  for  this,  and 
in  America  the  inventive  faculty  is  well  developed.  No 
sooner  does  one  man  invent  an  impenetrable  defease 
than  another  devises  a  gun  or  infernal  machine  that  is 
irresistible,  and  so  it  goes  from  good  to  better  or  bad 
to  worse. 

But  there  is  one  fact  in  this  connection  that  should 
always  be  borne  in  mind.  More  depends  upon  the  op- 
erator than  upon  the  machine.  No  matter  how  great  a 
naval  equipment  may  be  possessed,  it  will  not  be  ef- 
fective unless  directed  by  good  men. 

If  there  had  been  wide-awake,  well-trained  and  well- 
disciplined  men  on  board  the  Russian  warships  at  Tort 
Arthur,  there  might  have  been  a  much  different  tale 
told  as  to  the  Japanese  attack.  A  well-directed  shot 
from  one  of  those  battleships,  hurled  at  each  of  those 
torpedo  boats  would  have  sunk  it  to  the  bottom  of  the 
sea  with  practically  all  on  board.  The  ships  were  there, 
the  guns  were  there,  the  men  were  there.  But  not  the 
right  kind  of  men.  There  was  Russia's  fatal  defect,  and 
her  beautiful  battleships  were  useless  before  the  attack 
from  superior  seamanship,  superior  skill  and  superior 
daring. 

All  this  simply  furnishes  further  proof  of  a  fact  long 
established— that  a  nation  must  rely  upon  its  citizenship 
in  time  of  war.  Neither  wealth,  nor  power,  imr  pomp, 
nor  a  glorious  past  will  win  battles.  That  requires  men 
— true  men,  skilled  men,  patriotic  men,  brave  men.  And 
such  men  can  only  be  produced  when  there  is  love  of 
country  in  the  popular  heart. 

Under  present  conditions,  battleships  are  necessary 
as  well  as  torpedo  boats,  and  torpedo-boat  destroyers, 
but  the  first  prime  necesity  is  a  loyal,  intelligent  and  true 
citizenship.  In  the  long  run  it  will  pay  better  to  build 
character  than  to  build  big  navies. 


SHAFROTH'S  RETIREMENT. 

The  uncommon  sight  of  a  congressman  abdicating 
his  seat  in  the  house  because  he  believed  fraud  had  been 
'esorted  to  by  his  partisans  in  securing  his  election 
has  startled  the  country,  and  the  affair  has  been  widely 
commented   on. 

John  F.  Shafroth,  representing  the  First  Colorado 
district,  is  the  man  who  has  occasioned  all  this  wonder 
and  comment,  and  he  voluntarily  relinquished  his  seat  in 
favor  of  a  contestant  when  he  discovered  from  evidence 
adduced  that  his  election  was  partly  the  result  of  fraud. 
Mr.  Shafroth  was  first  elected  to  the  Fifty-fourth  con- 
gress as  a  Republican;  was  re-elected  to  the  Fifty-fifth, 
Fifty-sixth  and  Fifty-seventh  as  a  silver  fu-fion  candi- 
date and  his  campaign  of  last  year  was  made  as  a  Dem- 
ocratic nominee,  the  face  of  the  returns  showing  his 
election  by  nearly  2800. 

While  it  is  true  that  few  men  would  have  acted  as 
Congressman  Shafroth  did,  it  is  a  somewhat  peculiar 
coincidence  that  there  is  so  much  wonder  expressed 
when  a  man  does  right.  Is  honesty  becoming  such  a 
rare  virtue  that  it  is  a  matter  for  comment? 

The  fact  is  that  there  was  nothing  particularly  grand 
or  awe-inspiring  in  Shalrolh's  resignation,  although  it 
showed  him  possessed  of  a  fair  mind.  In  congress,  a 
member  of  the  minority  party  always  stands  a  poor 
show  when  there  is  a  contest,  and  an  especially  poor 
show  when,  as  in  Shafroth's  case,  there  was  evidence  of 
fraud  in  his  behalf  sufficient  to  convince  himself.  If  he 
had  not  manfully  stepped  down  and  out,  he  would  have 
been  kicked  out.  What,  then,  is  there  so  very  extraoi- 
dinary  about  it? 


THE  VICIOUS  VALENTINE. 

A  murder  in  St.  Paul  as  the  result  of  a  valentine  in- 
cident serves  as  another  warning  to  those  individuals 
who  consider  it  a  funny  thing  to  send  through  the  mails 
the  hideous  and  disgusting  caricatures  that  are  com- 
monly known  as  "humorous"  valentines.  There  is  noth- 
ing humorous  about  them,  and  the  verses  that  usually 
accompany  them  are  of  a  vile  and  degrading  character. 

The  individual  who  will  employ  these  libelous  and 
scurrilous  prints  as  a  means  of  expressing  his  humor  is 
simply  a  cowardly  scandal  monger  that  dares  not  come 
out  in  the  open  and  express  his  sentiments  regarding  the 
people  to  whom  he  sends  such  missives. 

F'urthermore  their  greatest  power  for  evil  lies  in 
their  anonymous  character.  Many  a  person  is  suspect- 
ed who  is  entirely  innocent,  and  estrangements  and  heart- 
burnings are  the  result. 

It  would  seem  that  the  "comic"  valentine  is  a  proper 
subject  for  legislative  enactment,  and  if  the  practice  of 
sending  them  through  the  mails  cannot  be  prevented  by 
making  the  sender  guilty  of  the  crime  of  criminal  libel, 
then  steps  should  be  taken  to  prohibit  their  sale. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  one  to  be  the  recipient  of  these 
nauseous  valentines  in  order  to  realize  their  evil  ef- 
fects. The  harmful  results  are  everywhere  manifest 
every  time  Feb.  14  rolls  around.  The  sentimental  fea- 
ture of  the  day  is  all  right  and  should  b  encouraged, 
but  only  such  valentines  as  bear  tokens  of  love,  admir- 
ation and  good  will  should  be  tolerated.  The  other  kind 
should  have  no  place  in  civilized  countries.

Few    traveling  men   who   visit  I 
the    ranges    and    transact    business    with , 
the  merchants  have  thus  far  failed  to  re-  ' 
turn    to    the    head    of   the    lakes    without  I 
commenting    upon     the    Improved    condi- 
tions  In   the    places   they   visited. 

J.  F.  Henderson,  who  has  been  selling 
goods  up  on  the  ranges  for  the  last  ten 
years,  arrived  In  Duluth  this  morning 
after  a  trip  to  the  mining  towns. 

"It  was  really  a  surprise  to  me  to 
see  the  changes  that  have  gone  over  a 
number  of  range  towns."  said  Mr.  Hen-  \ 
d-^-rson  this  morning  at  the  Hotel  McKay, 
■'and  I  must  say  that  it  was  agreeable 
to  myself  and  most  of  the  men  who 
travel   In    tho   Northwest. 

"A  few  weeks  ago  one  could  hardly 
get  his  nose  into  town  In  the  Western 
part  of  the  state  and  the  Dakotas  with- 
out being  accosted  by  one  or  more 
smooth  gentlemen  who  Invariably  liad  a 
Masonic  Temple  to  sell  or  who  would 
lead  them  to  the  open  gambling  halls 
whirh  apparently  formed  a  part  of  tlie 
hotel    lobbies. 

"At  present  there  is  'nothing  doing-' 
down  town  in  Duluth  and  while  It  can- 
not be  said  that  drinking  ^las  been  prac- 
tically stopped  for  the  presf-nt  retail 
dealers  do  not  think  that  any  money  is 
to  be  made  selling  their  stocks  at  low 
prices.

"It  is  pretty  tough  on  railroad  crews 
when  they  are  uable  to  move  cither  pa.^- 
senger  or  freight  traJTlc  on  time  and,  ol 
course,  complaints  are  common  among 
passengers  and  shippers. 

"All  through  the  Northwest,  however, 
they  are  encountering  snow  about  three 
feet  deep  on  the  level  and  it  Is  an  almost 
absolute  impossibility  to  run  trains  when 
the   mercury   gets   frozen. 

"There  is  a  limit  to  all  the  work  which 
can  be  done  by  locomotives  and  this  is 
putting  them  pretty  close  to  the  limit. 
When  intense  cold  prevails  the  cold  air 
against  the  outside  of  the  boiler  reduces 
the  heating  power  of  the  fire  and  the 
con.sequence  Is  that  fires  which  would 
ordinarily  bring  on  a  good  head  of  steam 
fall    to    give    much    steaming    power. 

"AH  railroad  men  of  the  Nortliwe.^t 
will  be  glad  when  the  present  snow  melts 
away  and  we  begin  to  have  spring  weath- 
er. It  will  not  alone  give  them  better 
conditiorus  under  which  to  work  but  will 
give    the    railroads    a    chance    to    handle

United  States  Agricultural  Department 
Weallier  Bureau,  iJuluin.  Synopsis  of 
weather  conditions  for  tiie  twenty-four 
hours  ending  at  7  a.  m.  (central  time), 
Feb.  19.— It  is  somewhat  colder  this  morn- 
ing in  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  South- 
west, the  coldest  7  o'clock  temperature 
being  lo  degrees  below  zero  at  Green  Bay, 
St.  Haul  reporting  4  degrees  below  and 
Duluth  7  degrees  above  zero,  at  the  same 
hour.  Temperatures  have  risen  In  East- 
ern states  and  northward  from  Montana 
and  North  Dakota.  Rain  or  snow  fell 
quite  generally  la  districts  east  of  the 
Mississippi,  and  over  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, and  In  California  near  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  barometer  remains  high  in  .he 
upper  Mississippi  Valley  and  Lake  region. 
The  north  Pacific  "low"  has  increased  la 
energy  and  Is  central  over  British  Colum- 
bia  this    morning.

THE  FAILURES  OE  1903. 

According  to  the  failure  statistics  of  1903  issued  by 
Bradstreet's,  there  were  2  per  cent  fewer  failures  in  the 
United  States  last  year  tiian  in  190J,  though  the  total  li- 
abilities were  greater.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  causes 
of  business  disasters.  In  1903  lack  of  capital  was  the 
cause  of  32.5  per  cent  of  all  the  failuro;  incompetence, 
20.5  per  cent;  inexperience.  6.4  per  cent;  unwise  credits, 
^.4  per  cent;  speculation,  i  per  cent:  neglect,  J. 8  per 
cent;  extravagance,  .09  per  cent;  fraudulent  disposition, 
10.4  per  cent.  It  will  be  noticed  that  incompetence  caused 
one-fifth  of  all  the  failures  last  year,  which  shows  that 
the  era  of  prosperity  had  the  effect  of  drawing  many 
»nen  into  lines  of  business  with  which  thej-  were  insuf- 
ficiently acquainted,  with  the  result  that  fheir  incompet- 
ent management  caused  failure.  In  1896  and  1897.  in- 
competence  caused  only   12  per  cent  of  the   failures. 

Undue  competition  did  not  cause  as  large'  a  per- 
centage of  failures  as  in  1902.  from  which  fact  the  con- 
clusion is  drawn  by  the  compiler  of  the  statistics,  that 
190.1,  "while  a  year  of  stress  for  many  who  were  specu- 
latively involved,  was  after  all  a  fairly  favorable  season 
for  the  average  trader,  over  whose  head  the  financial 
strain  seems  to  have  p5ssed  without  much  if  any  effect." 

The  failures  in  Canada  are  also  included  in  the  com- 
pilation, from  which  it  appears  that  nearly  70  per  cent 
of  the  failures  in  the  Dominion  were  due  to  lack  of  cap- 
ital, as  against  32.5  per  cent  in  the  United  States,  but  8 
per  cent  less  failures  occurred  in  Canada  than  on  this 
side  of  the  boundary  line,  on  account  of  incompetence. 
The  percentage  of  failures  in  both  countries  due  to  fraud 
was  exactly  the  same — 10.4  per  cent — which  tends  to 
prove     that     the     people     of     the     two     countries  differ

MODESTY  NOT  IN  CLOTHES. 

.*«an  Francisco  Chronicle:  Americans 
Journeying  In  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  or 
Japan,  or  for  that  matter  In  some  of  the 
countries  of  Southern  Europe,  are  quick 
to  be  scandalized  by  what  seems  to  them 
the  common  immodesty  of  the  person 
among  the  natives  of  those  lands.  Clothes 
In  some  parts  of  the  world  are  not  nearly 
as  sacred  aa  they  are  In  th«  still  puritani- 
cal England  and  the  United  States. 
Anioiig  us  the  idea  of  clotiVes  Is  a  twin 
to  the  idea  of  personal  modesty.  Our 
youths  and  maidens  are  brought  up  in 
the  bellf^t  that  tiie  human  body  is  a  tnintc 
to  bo  ashamed  of  and  to  be  covered  up 
as  lightly  as  though  it  were  the  gory 
corpse  of  one  whom   we  had  murdered. 

Simpler  people  do  not  share  this  notion 
of  the  essential  Immodesty  of  the  nude. 
Whether  in  marble  or  in  the  flesh,  they 
take  the  body  as  a  fact,  neither  to  li^; 
falllated  nor  denied,  nor  yet  hidden.  In 
this  they  are  of  the  same  mind  with  tlie 
whole  world  previous  to  a  few  centuries 
ago.  The  middle  ages  was  a  period  of 
purity  without  prudery.  From  the  mid- 
dle ages  we  derive  both  our  ideals  of 
pure  womanhood  and  a  literature  and  an 
art  in  which  nudity  was  confessed  and 
dis^played  as  frankly  as  though  the  hu- 
n-an  body  were  a  tree  or  a  flower. 

Immodesty  consists  in  a  state  of  mind, 
not  in  .'i  stale  of  deshal>ile.  Thero  is  a 
difference  between  I^ady  Godiva  riding 
througli  the  streets  of  Coventry  and  Lit- 
tlo  Egypt  performing  at  a  bachelor's  din- 
ner. 

Clothes,  indeed,  have  occasioned  more 
sins  than  thty  have  ever  prevented.  Im- 
modesty relies  upon  clothes,  not  upon 
nakedness,  for  its  most  startling  effects. 
The  dressmaker  has  no  more  profitable 
customer    than    the    courtesan. 

It  Is  a  narrow  and  provincial  state  of 
n'ind,  neither  catholic  nor  liberal,  that 
Icngs  to  put  a  flannel  shirt  on  tlio  un- 
clad islander  of  the  South  seas,  who  is 
totally  without  any  intention  of  shocking 
and  who  cannot  got  it  Into  his  head  that 
he  is  doing  wrong.  Some  of  the  statues 
in  th?  Vatican  bring  blushes  to  the  Am- 
erican cheek,  but  the  Italian  of  either 
sex,  reared  In  a  different  society,  sees 
nothing  startling  or  Immodest  In  tho  gal- 
leries. 

Modesty,  in  so  far  as  It  is  affected  by 
cUithes,  is  a  thing  of  change  and  fashion. 
Women.  In  a  baU  room  at  this  period 
wear  without  a  second  thought  gowns 
that,  a  hundred  years  ago  In  this  country, 
would  have  driven  all  maidenly  faces 
behind  their  fans.  Some  of  us,  perhaps, 
deem  the  bustle  Immodest,  but  good  wo- 
men nev^r  balked  at  It.  A  bathing  suit 
Is  modest  at  the  sea  shore,  but  it  would 
be  immodest  on  Kearny  street,  although 
there  mljrht  l>e  as  many  spectators  on 
the  beach  as  on  the  street.  Actresses 
will  wear  costumes  on  the  stage,  before 
a  thousand  people,  which  they  would  not 
wear  in  their  own  homes  before  a  com- 
pany  of  their   nearest   friends. 

Since  even  our  own  notion^i  of  the  mod- 
esty of  clothes  are  so  unstable,  we  should 
be  slow  to  place  the  charge  of  immodestv  1 
against  peoples  whose  customs  are  dif-| 
ftrent  from  our  own.

On  the  night  of  Feb.  1  last  Mr.  Con- 
way gave  an  exhibition  of  his  poweis 
to  a  party  of  professional  menT  and  the 
result  of  his  performance  was  the  Issu- 
ance of  ills  sweeping  challenge. 

Mr.  Conway  had  taken  from  the  office 
a  large  number  of  cancelled  pay  checks, 
each  one  of  which  was  written  by  a 
different  hand.  Now,  of  course,  this 
reading  of  a  commercial  memoranda  is 
a  far  different  and  slower  task  than 
reading  from  a  page  printed  in  large 
type,  and  Mr.  Conway,  after  asking  one 
of  the  party  to  select  100  checks  from 
the  pile,  explained  that  he  simidy 
wished  to  Illustrate  the  commercial 
utility  of  his  remarkable  powers. 

It  may  be  said  in  passing  that  Mr. 
Conway,  besides  reading  the  checks,  is 
expected  to  detect  any  error;  and  any 
bank  teller  will  testify  that  the  number 
of  mistakes  that  may  be  made  in  the 
simple  writing  of  a  check  are  surpris- 
ing. As  an  illustration  of  what  Mr. 
Conway  had  to  read  In  one  check  the 
following  actual  copy  of  one  of  the  slips 
— containing  an  error — is  presented;

There  was.  therefore,  more  Canadian 
grain  exported  from  I'nited  Stales  ports 
than  from  Canadian— in  fact,  nearly  as 
much  as  was  exported  from  Canadian 
ports  of  botli  American  and  Canadian— 
and  the  Canadian  grain  is  a  considerable 
item  in  the  traffic  of  these  American 
ports.  Last  jear  it  supplied  over  21  per 
cent  of  the  grain  exports  of  New  York, 
40  per  cent  of  the  grain,  shipments  from 
Boston,  and  nearly  65  per  cent  of  the 
Portland   shipments. 

A  large  number  of  very  Interesting  de- 
ductions ma  be  drawn  from  these  figures. 
The  most  Interestine  is  that  tiie  Cana- 
dian route  apparently  receives  as  much 
as  it  gives. 

It  is  estimated  In  the  \Ve.st  that  the 
grain  acreage  of  Manitol)a  and  the  North- 
west Territories  is  a  full  20  per  cent 
above  last  year.  Careful  estimates  give 
this  year's  acreage  at  mora  than  3  oOi.iKW  1 
acres  in  Manitoba  and  the  Territories.  ' 
Last  year  tiie  w^heat  crop  was  e  limated 
to  have  amounted  to  6o,0<>l,i:»00  bushels;  so 
this  season  the  most  conservative  estim- 
ate the  prospective  yield  at  S5.00i).o00  bush- 
els. 

Tlie  Great  Lakes  and  St.  Lawrence 
Transportation  company  lias  now  ten 
ships  in  commission  between  Duluth  and 
Queljec  bringing  grain  from  the  West. 
The  vessels  are  the  largest  carriers  en 
the  St.  I^awrence  canals,  being  256  feet 
long,  41  feet  deep,  and  carrying  2250  tons 
each  on  14  feet  draft  of  water.

This  with  ninety-nine  others  was 
handed  to  Mr.  Conway  and  he  began 
to  read.  rFom  a  throat  Uiat  swelled 
and  receded  with  marvellous  motion, 
the  words  cajiie  like  bullets  from  a 
Maxlin  srun. 

At  first  It  was  utterly  Impossible 
except  in  the  three  clerks  from  the 
railroad  office,  who  were  familiar  with 
his  work,  to  distinguish  a  word.  By 
degrees,  howtver,  the  ears  of  the 
novice  listeners  became  attuned  and 
before  Mr.  Conway  had  finished  there 
were  few  in  the  room  who  could  not 
follow  him. 

When  he  came  to  the  check  contain- 
ing the  error  In  the  cent.s,  as  shown 
above,  Mr.  Conway  simply  threw  it 
aside  to  indicate  that  he  had  detected 
the  mistake.  His  performance.  In- 
cluding: the  handling  of  the  checks,  oc- 
cupied exactly  six  minutes  and  seven 
seconds,  or  over  510  words  a  minute 
or  84  words  a  second. 

Mr.  Conway  next  picked  up  a  book, 
with  which  he  was  familiar.  and 
which  was  printed  in  long  primer  type. 
It  was  noticed  that  he  had  chosen 
one  of  Ingorsoll's  lectuires,  for  thf;- 
reason,  as  Mr.  Conway  frankly  ad- 
mitted, that  the  orator  used  but  Iha 
simplest   words. 

It  was  absolutely  Impossible  in  the 
beginning  to  follow  the  reader.  The 
words  seem  to  pour  from  his  mouth 
like  hail  driven  on  the  gale.  The 
three  clerks  declared  that  Mr.  Conway 
was  pronouncing  every  word  and  that 
they  could  follow  him.  Mr.  Conway 
read  along  enough  to  demonstrate  this 
to  many  in  the  room,  who  by  degrees 
came  to  dlstlng'ulsh  first  a  word  here 
and    there    and    then   whole    sentences. 

In  the  thirty  minutes  of  the  test. 
Mr.  Conway  read  55»/i  pages  of  447 
words,  each,  a  total  of  24,808  words,  or 
827  a  minute.  During  all  that  rapid 
fire  of  agnosticism  Mr.  Conway  never 
faltred,  and  h's  voice  was  as  strong 
at   the    close    as    when    he    began. 

One  word  more  about  this  marvellous 
voice.  Mr.  Conway,  who  is  a  per- 
form,er  upon  violin  and  organ,  as- 
tounded his  liearers  by  demonstrating 
that  his  voice  had  a  range  of  just  one 
note   short   of  four  octaves. 

Seating  himlself  at  the  organ.^  ha 
Ftruck  the  F  below  double  C.  Then 
like  a  subterranean  rumble  came  from 
his  chest  a  corresponding  note.  In 
succession  he  followed  the  notes  past 
three    octaves    and    then    on    up    to    h. 

"There  Is  no  shorthand  reporter  that 
lives  who  could  follow  Mr.  Conway, 
said  James  E.  Wilkejison.  court  re- 
porter and  one  of  the  most  rapid 
stenographers  in  the  countiT-  '  Fred- 
erick Ireland,  reporter  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  holds  the  record.  I  be- 
lieve    of  223   words   a     minute. 

"The  average  speed  for  court  re- 
porters Is  from  150  to  180  words  a 
minute,  but  there  are  very  few  who 
ca  make  180  words  a  minute  for  ten 
minutes  at  a  ctretch. 

"I  once  reported  a  speech  of  Senator- 
elect  Isldor  Raynor  of  one  hours  dur- 
ation. He  averaged  105  words  a  min- 
ute I  got  the  speech,  but  the  strain 
is  one  I  will  never  endure  again.

There 
is  a  small  regiment  of  such  women 
'  there. 

I  "One  in  particular,  who  always  fol- 
lows the  stable  of  a  well-known  poli- 
tician, is  there  in  all  her  glory.  She 
seems  to  have  had  wonderful  luck,  and 
lives  in  splendor  at  one  of  the  leading 
hotels. 

"She  got  the  tip  at  the  very  beginning 
of  the  meeting  to  play  the  horses  ridden 
by  H.  Phillips,  the  boy  who  will  ride 
for  Thomas  &  Shields  this  year,  and 
she  went  at  it  heavily.  It  was  nothing 
for  her  to  bet  $1000  or  even  $5000  at  a 
clip,  an  1  she  soon  had  a  bank  roll  that 
was  too  heavy   to  carry. 

"The  big  gamblers  are  at  her  feet. 
She  has  diamonds  galore  and  rides  to 
and  from  the  track  in  a  $10,000  automo- 
bile. Every  bet  she  makes  seems  to  win 
for  her. 

"She  gives  champagne  suppers  and 
entertains  royally.  In  fact,  she  gets  a 
world  of  amusement  out  of  the  racmg 
game  Just  as  she  did  in  New  York. 

"Then  there  is  the  little  old  lady  who 
used  to  bring  her  lunch  to  the  big 
tracks  here,  and  ask  tips  from  every- 
body she  met.  She's  down  at  New  Or- 
leans, and  how  she  lives  is  a  mystery 
to  all.  She  never  bets  more  than  a 
dollar  at  a  clip,  and  aparently  she  gets 
on  more  dead  ones  than  anybody  at  the 
track.  Maybe  she's  got  money  stowed 
away  somewhere,  but  if  she  has  she 
talies  good  care  not  to  let  anybody 
know    where   it    is. 

"Another  veteran  is  the  woman  who 
used  to  visit  Guttenburg  in  the  old 
days  with  her  son.  Her  husband, 
dead,  owned  a  big  furniture  storo, 
and  she  played  the  races  behind  his 
back. 

•Her  son  was  her  betting  commis- 
sioner, and  they  went  acros  sthe  Hud- 
son day  after  day,  no  matter  how  fierce 
the  wintry  weather  was,  to  play  the 
game  conducted  by  the  Big  Four  of 
Hudson  county— Walbaum,  Crusius, 
Carr  and  McLaughlin.  Last  summer 
she  looked  ill  and  seedy,  and  this  win- 
ter she  seems  to  be  worse  off  than  ever 
before.  I  do  not  know  what  has  be- 
come of  her  son. 

The  men  regulars  at  New  Orleans  are 
numerous,  and  most  of  them  have  had  a 
prosperous  campaign,  but  some  of  them 
are  in  dire  circumstances.  If  they  can- 
not beg  or  borrow  enough  coin  to  get  to 
Bennlng.s  next  month  they  will  start  to 
walk  home. 

"These  fellows  were  broke  when  Ja- 
maica closed  the  season  here  last  No- 
vember, but  they  got  to  New  Orleans 
just  the  .same  and  had  money  to  bet 
with  after  they  got  there.  One  or  them 
worked  a  slick  game  on  a  woman  who.se 
husband,  a  well-known  bookmaker, 
had  befriended  him  some  time  ago. 

"He  met  the  woman  In  the  grand- 
stand one  day  in  December  and  told  her 
a  pitiful  tale  of  hard  luck.  She  felt 
sorry  for  him,  and  told  him  she  would 
give  him  a  chance  to  pick  up  a  few  dol- 
lars by  making  bets  for  her. 

"The  fellow  was  very  grateful  and 
proceeded  to  bet  $50  for  the  woman  on 
the  first  race.  The  horse  won  at  5  to  1, 
and  the  woman  bet  the  $300  right  back 
on  the  even  money  favorite  in  the  sec- 
ond race. 

"Again  the  horse  won,  and  the  newly 
made  commissioner  was  in  high  glee. 
Then  he  hurried  down  to  the  ring  to 
cash. 

"In  the  third  race  was  a  horse  owned 
by  a  bookmaker  of  shady  reputation. 
The  slick  fellow  knew  him  and  asked 
him  if  the  ^orse  had  a  chance.  The 
bookie  saic:: 
"  'Not  a  chance  on  earth,  for  we  ain't 


ready  to  bet!' 

"The  price  was  6  to  1,  and  the  slick 
fellow  hurried  up  to  the  woman  in  the 
grandstand  and  told  her  that  this  par- 
ticular horse  was  a  lead  pipe. 

"  'Plunge!'  he  said.  'Put  the  $600  on; 
$300  each  way!' 

'The  woman  liked  another  horse  In 
the  race,  but  the  tip  was  so  powerfully 
strong  that  .«he  finally  consented  to 
play  It.  The  slick  fellow  ran  off  to- 
ward the  betting  ring,  but  he  stuffed 
the  600  plunks  into  his  trousers  pocket 
and  after  a  few  minute's  delay  he  went 
back  to  the  woman,  telling  her  that  the 
money  was  down. 

"They  watched  the  race  together, 
and,  coming  into  the  stretch,  the  book- 
maker's horse  was  three  lengths  front. 
The  slick  fellow,  his  heart  in  his  mouth, 
and  believing  that  he  had  been  double 
crossed,  yeled  like  an  Indian.  It  was 
not  until  the  last  jump  that  the  book- 
maJier'e  horse  was  beaten  by  a  whisker. 

"  It  was  a  splendid  tip.  Walter!'  said 
the  woman  smiling.  'Never  mind,  you 
did  no  harm.' 

"  'But  I  was  sure  It  would  win!'  was 
the  reply.  'And.  oh,  how  I  rooted!  I'm 
shaking  like  a  leaf  and  am  going  down- 
stairs for  a  bracer.' 

"Whereupon  he  hurried  off  to  a  cor- 
ner of  the  betting  ring  and  looked  the 
600  plurA.ers  over  with  an  air  that  de- 
noted Intense  satisfaction. 

"That  was  the  beginning  of  his  run 
of  good  luck,  for  he'll  come  North  with 
a  bank  roll  of  at  least  $25,000,  if  I'm  not 
mistaken.  And  the  good,  kind-hearted 
woman  was  never  wise  to  the  game  he 
played."

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LEPROSY'S 
CAUSE 

Is  Fish  Is  the  Final  Con- 
clusion of  English 
Physician. 

Thinks  That  His  Proof, 

Though  Circumstantial, 

Is  Complete. 


London,  Feb.  19. — Jonathan  Hutch- 
inson, one  of  the  best  known  members 
of  the  medical  profession  In  England, 
began  an  investigation  some  years  ago 
of  leprosy.  The  result  has  been  to 
convince  him  of  the  soundness  of  the 
theory  that  in  all  ages  and  in  all  coun- 
tries leprosy  has  been  and  still  Is  due 
In  the  main  to  the  consumption  as  food 
of  decomposing  or  imperfectly  cured 
lish. 

Before  arriving  at  this  conclusion 
Htitchin.son,  exhausted,  the  possibilities 
of  research  In  this  country  and  in 
Europe,  and  then  made  a  journey  of 
Investigation  through  the  leprous  dis- 
tricts of  India  and  South  Africa.  He 
now  publishes  a  long  letter  suggesting 
that  the  time  has  come  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  practical  measures 
which  should  follow  the  acceptance  of 
his    statements. 

Dr.  Hutchinson,  while  admitting  that 
the  evidence  which  conned  s  leprosy 
with  fish  Is  of  an  inferential  or  cir- 
cumstantial kind,  declares  that  never- 
theless it  is  quite  as  strong  as  "that 
which  convicted  the  Thibborne  claim- 
ant  of   perjury." 

No  specific  virus  of  leprosy  has  ever 
been  if^olated  from  any  specimen  of 
fish.  But  when  the  disease  has  once 
shown  itself,  a  bacillus  is  present  in  the 
patient's    tissue. 

This  bacillus  cannot  be  kept  alive  or 
cultivated  outside  the  human  body, 
r.or  can  it  be  conveyed  to  animals.  It 
It,  further,  highly  probable  that  it 
cannot  be  transferred  from  person  to 
person  by  touch,  by  the  breath  or  even 
by  Inorula.tlon,  whether  accidental  or 
intentional. 

Certain  facts,  however,  make  It  in 
a  high  degree  probable  that  if  received 
into  the  stomach  of  a  healthy  per- 
son—that  is,  by  food  contaminated  by 
a  leper's  hands— it  may  produce  the 
disease.  This  special  risk.  Dr.  Hut(h- 
inson  maintains,  is  of  rare  occurrence, 
and  is  encountered  almost  solely  by 
infants  nursed  by  leproUs  mothers  and 
by  young  children  who  may  accept  food 
directly  from  the  hands  of  lepers. 

Dr.  Hutchinson  dwells  again  upon 
the  point  that  leprosy  is  not  contag- 
ious. He  contents  himself  with  nov.- 
reminding  us  that  he  has  shown  that 
attendants  In  leper  asylums  do  not  C(jn- 
tract  the  disease;  husband  and  wife 
very  seldom  suffer  at  the  same  lime, 
and  its  subjects  are  freiquently  brought 
Into  nonf-leprous  districts;  and,  al- 
though no  precautions  may  be  observ- 
ed,   the   disease    never   spreads. 

Other  points  for  the  establishment  of 
which  the  necessary  data  and  proofs 
have  already  been  printed,  may  be 
brieflv  recapitulated  as  follows:  In 
almo.'st  all  countries  and  most  ages 
fish  food  has  come  under  popular  sus- 
picion. From  many  regrions  whej-e  the 
di.sf;i--'  formerly  prevailed  it  ha^  t|i'~olly 
disrifi^^red,  and  this  has  always  been 
coincident  with  improvement  in  agri- 
culture and  the  comparative  disuse  of 
fish  as  food,  assisted  not  infrequently 
by   a   change   of   religious   creed. 

At  the  present  time  it  may  be'  as- 
sorted that  all  regions  where  the  dis- 
ease is  remarkably  persistent  or  ex- 
cessively prevalent  are  either  fishing 
centres  or  come  under  the  influence  of 
Roman  Catholicl->^m.  In  India  those 
who  profess  ve«eta.rianism  are  almost 
wholly  fre*>,  tho.=e  with  whom  It  is  a 
•matter  of  indifference  suffer  in  moder- 
ate degree,  and  those  v.ho  observe 
fish  eating  on  fr*'*i  days  suffer  in  very 
remarkable  excfcss. 

In  India,  while  the  general  prevalence 
is  onlv  three  or  four  per  1000.  it  rises 
i  on  the  Island  of  Minicoy,  which  is 
devoted  to  fishing,  to  150:  and  in  Katl- 
goan  which  is  also  a  fish-cunng  cen- 
ter to  500  per  10.000.  In  several  places 
-_Ca.;e  Colony.  Hawaii.  &c.— the  out- 
'  break  of  leprosy  followed  directly  on 
the  intrbduction  of  fish  curing. 

In  other  places  tradition  credits  the 


Introduction  of  the  disease  to  Catholic 
missionaries;  an!  sometimes,  as  in  the 
states  of  Colombia,  asserts  that  a 
priest  was  the  first  victim.  Father 
Damien's  case  was  only  one  among 
many  that  ha\e  occurred  in  which 
Catholic  priests,  living  In  leprosy  dis- 
tricts and  eatinjr  the  fish  of  the  coun- 
try,   have   themselves    become   lepers. 

Dr.  Hutchinsoi  now  urges  upon  gov- 
ernments, misitionary  organizations, 
etc.,  the  duty  of  giving  their  active  aid 
in  bringing  the  siavingk  nowledge  home 
to  those  ultimately  concerned,  and 
points  out  that  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
all  in  civil  auihority  to  enforce  the 
adequate  supervision  of  ail  salt  fish 
factories.  He  points  out  an  interesting 
fact,  and  one  cf  much  importance  in 
the  prevention  cf  leprosy— namely,  that 
in  a  certain  stage  of  civilization  there 
is  an  actual  preference  for  fish  in  a 
tainted  condition. 

"Tlie  testimotiy  of  observers  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  supports  this  state- 
ment," he  says.  "It  would  appear,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  an  acquired  or  cultivat- 
ed taste  like  that  for  high  game,  and 
that  If  it  once  le  lost  It  Is  suceeded  bj 
delinite  aversion. 

"This  revulsion  of  taste  has  long  ago 
happily  passed  over  the  greater  part  of 
Europe,  including  the  British  Isles.  In 
these  regions  i  .  would  in  the  present 
day  be  impossible — even  were  there  no 
sanitary  Inspectors— to  dispose  of  stink- 
ing nsh;  but  it  nas  not  so  in  the  middle 
ages,  and  it  is  even  now  not  so  at 
many  fishing  stf.tions;  nor,  for  instance, 
is  it  in  Norway,  Iceland  or  Tracadie 
In  the  places  n.nmed,  tainted  fish  is  still 
by  many  preferred  to  fresh,  and  lep- 
rosy still  prevails. 

"There  is  gocd  reason  to  hope  that, 
once  got  rid  of,  this  perversion  of  taste 
is  net  likely  to  recur,  and  in  this  rests 
one  of  our  chief  hopes  for  the  extinc- 
tion of  leprosy." 

Dr.  Hutchlnscn  does  not  mention  the 

generally  accepted  explanation  for  the 

i  once  almost  uni  .-ersal  taste  in  the  coun- 

i  try  for  high  game.     Before  the  days  of 

railways,   before    even  good   roads     and 

!  fast  coaches  w(  re  fairly  general,  game 

I  both  venison  ar.d  birds,  was  sent  from 

I  the  distant      moors      of      Scotland  and 

Yorkshire   and   other  sporting   dl.strlcts 

to  the  dwellers  in  towns,  and  especially 

in  London,  whe -e  fashions  were  born. 

Owing  to  the  very  slow  transporta- 
tion, slower  in  the  shooting  season  of 
autumn  and  winter  than  any  otlier 
time  of  the  yea-,  the  game  got  high  by 
the  time  it  was  delivered.  And  in  this 
condition  it  was  eaten,  and  so  the  tasto 
for  it  was  acquired. 

Now  that  game  can  be  brought  fresh 
from  the  most  remote  parts  of  the 
United  Kingdom  to  any  of  the  town:^, 
the  taste  for  hijirh  game  has  almost  en- 
tirely died  out.  The  same  reasons  may 
apply  to  fish  going  from  the  coast  to 
inland  centers.  It  would  be  practic-ally 
impocslhle  to  sell  tainted  fish  today  in 
an  inland  town,  as  Mr.  Hutchinson 
points  out,  but  extracts  from  Erasmus 
recently  printeci  in  the  London  Times 
bear  testimony  io  the  appetite  for  offen- 
sive fish  which  existed  in  England  in 
the  sixteenth  centpry. 

In  India,  esp.?cially.  Dr.  Hutchin.son 
urges    that    sal :    should    be    made      as 


cheap  and  as  abundant  as  pos»ible.  Th« 
grt-at  fish  curing  establishments  there 
are  now  supplied  with  salt  free  of  dxity, 
but  the  repeal  of  the  salt  tax  is,  h« 
thinks,  of  primary  importance. 

In  the  following  interesting  passage. 
Dr.  Hutchinson  urges  the  consideration 
of  his  views  upon  the  Roman  Catholic 
church: 

"Upon  Its  authorities,"  he  ecyn, 
"there  rests,  I  cannot  but  think,  a  very 
grave  responsibility. 

"Surely  I  need  make  no  protestation 
that  I  write  without  the  slightest  shade 
of  prejudice  in  reference  to  a  form  of 
religious  belief  which  was  not,  so  Ions' 
ago  that  of  all  our  forefathers,  when  1 
aver  my  conViction  that  onward  from 
the  time  of  their  institution  the  fasts  of 
that  church  have  been  largely  condu- 
cive to  the  extension  and  prevalence  of 
leprosy. 

"That  disease  prevailed  all  over  Eu- 
rope during  the  ascendancy  of  that 
i  church,  and,  while  it  has  disappeared 
from  most  of  the  districts  which  have 
seceded,  it  still  prevails  in  many  whicii 
have  not  (Spain,  Portugal,  Italy  and 
many  of  the  Mediterranean  islands). 

"Some  months  ago  1  offered  to  confei* 
with  any  accredited  representative  of 
the  church,  and  to  place  at  his  disposal 
the  facts  upon  which  my  opinions  are 
based.  I  also  threw  down  a  friendly 
challenge  to  name  any  place  where  th» 
church's  missions  had  been  long  estab- 
lished and  where  leprosy  had  not  in- 
creased. 

"The  only  answer  which  I  have  re- 
ceived to  these  suggestions  has  come  in 
the  form   of  applications   for  subscrip- 
tions to  various  missionary  leper  homes 
i  under  the  care  of  priests,  thus  affording 
la  sort  of  sidelight  confirmation  of  my 
i  contention    that   throughout    the    world 
'leprosy  and  Roman  Catholicism  go  hand 
j  in  hand. 

I     "The  subject  is  a  very  Important  one. 

If  the  Roman  church  would  either  allow 

i  flesh   meat   on   fast   days,   or,   following? 

I  the  usage  of  the  Greek  church,  forbid 
!  fi.sh    as    well   as   flesh,    there   are    large 

communities  from  which  leprosy  would, 

I I  believe,  wholly  disappear. 

I  "It  is  no  light  accusation  that  is  thu» 
[brought.  It  is  that  during  the  last 
thou.sand  years  or  more  these  enforced 
fasts,  by  originating  an  artificial  de- 
mand In  places  Inland  where  otherwise 
there  would  have  been  no  market,  have 
conduced  to  the  consumption  of  badly 
pre.served  fish,  and  thus  have  been  tli© 
cause  of  untold  misery  in  the  form  of 
lepro.sy.  In  the  past  this  has  been  done 
in  ignorance;  but,  if  continued  in  the 
future,  it  will  be  only  after  a  vei-y 
earnest  warning  on  my  part."

A.  H.  Wethey,  Alex  J.  John- 
ston, Juilgt)  J.  M.  Biokford,  all  of  Butte, 
and  C.  E.  MoBroom.  of  Spokane.'  Th^ 
princical  office  will  be  at  Spokane  with 
a  branch  office  In  Butte.  The  new  cor- 
poration win  be  known  as  the  Original 
Consolidated   Mining   company. 

The  company  will  take  over  the  Orig- 
inal, the  Ea.1t  and  West  Stewart  mines 
and  probably  some  others  fn  the  Imme- 
diate vicinity  of  these  properties.  The 
three  big  coppor  mines  which  the  com- 
pany will  control  are  in  the  richest  cop- ' 
per  belt  of  Butte  and  have  been  worked 
succes.sfully  by  Senator  Clark  for  years 
and  are  still  producing  rich  ores"  In  un 
limited  quantities.

Company. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Feb.  19. — State 
officials  have  received  letters  from 
Kennedy,  Dearborn  county,  which  they 
declare   tend    to   show   that   conditions 

exist  there  almost  equaling  In  cruelty 
the  peonage  system  of  the  South.  Ugly 
charges  are  made  against  a  railroad 
construction  comiiany  there.  One  writer 
says  the  company  has  employed  several 
thousand  men,  hiring  them  for  $1.50  a 
day  and  then  discounting  this  about  20 
per  cent  on  pay  day. 

Signs  are  posted  in  the  sleeping  quar- 
ters that  men  refusing  to  go  out  at  any 
hour  of  the  night  will  be  discharged 
and  paid  off  at  j<|  cents  a  day.  The 
men,  he  says,.,  ri^re  paid  with,  checks, 
which  the  compaip'  only  accepts  at  a 
discount,  and  ttiey  are  charged  5  cents 
for  a  2-cent  --Btftmp.  The  men  are 
charged  $4  a  w^k  for  board,  but  for 
many  days  at  a  time  are  compelled  to 
subsist  on  corn  bread  and  syrup.  No 
one  is  paid  until  the  expiration  of  the 
first  two  montljs. 

One  official  declined  that  similar  con- 
ditions were  responsible  for  the  out- 
breaks among  the  Greek  laborers  on 
the  IndnanapoUs  Southern  at  Blooming- 
ton  last  week,  when  Governor  Durbin 
was  asked  for  troops  to  subdue  them. 
The  state  authorities,  however,  are 
powerless,  as  the  supreme  court  has 
held  the  weekly  wage  law  unconstitu- 
tional, although  one  official  states  he 
has  recently  received  fifty  pitiful  pleas 
for  relief.

He'll  never  have  dyspep- 
sia, as  food  never  passes  Into  his  stom- 
ach by  way  of  the  throat.  How  much 
he  enjoys  eating  we  shall  see  later  as 
he  disposes  of  this  food  and  drink  we 
ha\e  here.  His  life  is  sustained  by 
liquids  administered  through  a  gastric 
fistula   of    his    stomach." 

V»'hereupon  the  gastronomic  marvel 
began  devastating  piles  of  food  and 
buckets  of  drink.  A&  he  gorged,  the 
sack  at  the  base  of  his  neck  began  to 
bulge.

THE  ELKS  ROARED 


When  California  Judge  Spun 
a  Pumpkin  Yarn. 

New  York,  Feb.  19.— In  the  early 
hours  of  the  morning,  at  the  banquet 
tendered  by  tho  New  York  Elks  lo 
Grand  Exalted  Ruler  Joseph  T.  Fan- 
ning at  the  WalJorf- Astoria,  Henry  B. 
Melvin,  judge  ol  the  supreme  court  of 
Callfronia,  kept  the  400  Elks  cheering 
and  roaring  by  turns.  He  nominated 
Champe  S.  Ancrews,  grand  ruler  of 
New  York  lodges,  for  president  of  the 
United  States,  waiving  publicly  the 
slight  circumstance  that  he  was  him- 
self a  California  Kepublican  of  the  most 
golden  hue  and  that  Mr.  Andrews  was 
a  Tammany  Deiiocrat.

West  Superior  street  will  not  be  paved 
Curing  the  coining  summer  unless  an  un- 
expected change  In  the  sentiment  of  the 
property  owers  in  that  vicinity  takes  place 
during  the  next  few  weeks. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  council  a 
re.solution  was  passed  authorising  the 
boaid  of  public  works  to  employ  a  man 
to  canvass  the  proiierty  owners  on  Su- 
perior street,  between  Fourteenth  and 
Twenty-sixth  avenues  west,  to  determine 
their  sentiment  In  regard  to  the  proposed 
Improvement. 

P.  G.  Hanson  was  employed  by  the 
board  to  make  a  canvass  of  the  property 
ownerb  and  find  out  whether  a  petition 
for  a  new  pavement  would  obtain  a  sulTi- 
clent  number  of  signatures  to  be  valid. 

It  wa.s  hoped  that  the  properly  owners 
between  Eighteenth  and  Twenty-second 
avenues,  at  least,  would  be  favorable  tu 
the  proposed  pavement,  and  that  it  might 
pos.sll»lr  be  extended  to  Fourteenth  and 
Twenty-sixth   avenues. 

Mr.  Hanson,  however,  after  making  a 
thorough  investigation,  reported  to  the 
board  today  that  the  property  owners 
were  not  in  favor  of  a  new  pavement  tins 
year.  They  claimed  that  the  proi)trty  was 
not  in  a  position  to  stand  a  heavy  as- 
sessment for  a  new  pavement  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  although  the  present  cedar  block 
Savement  is  in  a  bad  state  of  repair.  Mr. 
[anson  was  of  the  opinion  that  even  in 
the  district  between  Elgliteenth  and 
Twenty-second  avenues,  which  Is  the 
most  important  business  center  of  the 
West  End.  the  petition  would  tail  to  se- 
cure the  required  number  of  signatures. 

It  is  unlikely,  therefore,  that  the  mat- 
ter will  go  further  this  year.  The  board 
win  present  the  report  of  Mr.  Hanson  to 
the  council  Wednesday  evening,  and  un- 
less the  council  takes  some  further  ac- 
tion the  movement  will  be  dropped  until 
next  year. 

The  action  of  the  council  taken  was 
owing  to  the  fact  that  Superior  street  is 
the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  western  por- 
tion of  the  city,  and  the  cedar  block  pave- 
ment in  the  district  between  Fourteenth 
and  Twenty-sixth  avenues  west  Is  in  a 
bad  state  of  repair,  making  heavy  team- 
ing a  very  difficult  proposition.  It  wa.s 
believed  that  the  property  owners  would 
be  favorable  to  the  new  pavement  if  the 
matter  were  brought  up.  but  the  report 
of  Mr.  Hanson  will  cause  the  work  to  be 
delayed  for  another  year  at  least.

New  Haven,  Feb.  19.-Next  to  Presi- 
dent Arthur  T.  Hadley.  the  most  Import- 
ant person  connected  with  Yale  unlver- 
ty  is  Anson  Phelps  Stokes.  Jr.,  secretary 
of  the   Yale  corporation. 

His  office  virtually  carries  with  It  a  sec- 
retaryship to  tho  president,  as  well  as  to 
the  entire  university.  Many  questions  of 
policy  are  left  to  him  for  decision,  and 
in  many  ways  he  exercises  a  large  in- 
fluence upon  the  management  of  the  uni- 
versity. 

The  schedule  of  Mr.  Stokes  for  his 
dally  work  is  an  Involved  affair,  for  not 
only  must  he  devote  eight,  ten  or  twelve 
hours  to  college  matters,  but  he  must 
also  spare  a  certain  part  of  the  day  for 
his  work  in  connection  with  .St,  Paul's 
parish,  of  which  he  is  acting  rector. 
When  he  first  came  to  Yale  It  was  under- 
stood that  ho  was  to  act  as  as.slstant  at 
St.  Paul's;  but  when  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Edwin  S.  Lines,  accepted  the  bishopric 
of  Newark  that  left  a  vacancy  In  the  rec- 
torship which  the  church  officials  have 
not  been  anxious  to  till,  and  the  duties 
of  the  office  fell  on  Mr.  Stokea. 

This  pressure  of  work  accounts  for  Mr. 
Stokes'  quick  transits  across  the  green. 
With  his  six  feet  two  of  height  and  his 
almost  boyish  countenance  he  was,  when 
he  first  came  to  this  city,  a  conspicuous 
figure  as  he  hurried  through  the  streets, 
but  he  soon  became  so  WtU  known  that 
now  his  tlylng  rushes,  even  when  some- 
times the  wind  plays  tricks  with  the  tails 
of  his  coat,  only  cause  people  cheerfully 
and  accommodatingly  to  make  way  for 
him  perhaps  a  cheery  good  day  as  he  flies 
by. 

Few  voung  secretaries,  even  of  a  big 
university,  have  a  1125.000  office  building 
erected  after  their  plan,  but  such  was 
the  luck  of  young  Mr.  Stokes,  for  two 
maiden  aunts  of  his  gave  to  the  college, 
soon  after  he  was  appointed  secretary. 
Woodbridge  Hall  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  executive  officers  of  the  university. 
The  building,  which  is  of  Indiana  lime- 
stone with  marble  trimmings  and  fini.shed 
inside  with  marble  and  old  mahogany,  is 
the  handsonxest  college  administration 
building    in    the    world. 

Many  old  houses  here  and  abroad  were 
searched  for  the  beautifully  grained  wood 
that  constitutes  the  furnishings  of  the 
secretary's  office  and  other  parts  of  the 
building.  It  is  amid  these  surroundings 
that  Mr.  Stokes  spends  the  greater  part 
of  each  workday.  He  generally  attends 
chapel  in  the  morning,  but  is  in  Ills  of- 
fice by  8:30. 

Most  of  the  large  number  of  letters 
which  await  his  arrival  in  the  morning  ' 
are  answered  by  him  without  consultation 
with  his  chief.  A  grief-stricken  appeal 
from  a  woman  in  Pensylvania  who  wants 
funds  sufficient  to  take  her  to  South 
Dakota  to  secure  the  divorce  from  her 
husband  that  she  cannot  get  in  her  own 
state  and  who  has  heard  of  the  generous 
Inclinatlona  of  the  young  secretary,  and 
Incidnetlly,  of  his  financial  prospects,  may 
amuse  Mr.  Stokes,  but  certainly  does  not 
require  consultation  with  President  Had- 
lev  as  to  the  reply.

That  the  Japanese  soldier  can  tire- 
lessly trot  along  with  nothing  to  sus- 
tain him  but  a  handful  of  rice  and  dried 
fish  and  a  little  lea  when  his  heart 
grows  heavy — this  is  conceded;  that  h© 
sleeps  well  at  night  with  a  covering 
little  larger  than  a  handkerchief,  and 
needs  only  opportunity  for  ablution  to 
keep  himself  in  good  condition — this  has 
been  testified  to  by  many  military  ex- 
perts; that  he  looks  smart  on  parade 
and  handles  his  modern  weapon  of  p.'-e- 
cision  as  if  he  means  business — this  has 
been  declared  by  many  travelers;  but 
has  he  also  that  combination  of  nerve 
and  courage  which  is  indispensable  to 
the  first-class  fighting  man — those  qual- 
ities of  heart  and  head  which  would 
make  him  endure  such  a  loss  as  caiue, 
for  example,  to  the  First  Minnesota 
regiment  at  Gettysburg?  This  question 
can  not  be  answered  now,  says  the  New 
York  Globe.  We  must  await  develop- 
ments. The  Japanese  have  met  only 
the  Chinese,  and  the  Chinese  do  not 
count. 

Yet  there  Is  indirect  evidence,  and  on 
the  principle  that  from  one  you  may 
know  all,  the  war  of  1895,  when,  though 
against  the  Chinese,  presents  Incidents 
which  seem  to  justify  favorable  opinion 
of  the  Japanese  and  to  warrant  the  pr»- 
dictlons  that  the  war  v.ith  Russia  may 
reveal  surprises.  When  the  attack  on 
Fort  Arthur  was  being  made,  there 
came  a  critical  moment.  A  gate  would 
not  yield.  A  young  soldier — and  he  of 
the  coolie  class — rushed  forward  and 
held  a  stick  of  dynamite  against  Lh* 
gate  until  the  same  force  which  effected 
a  breach  blew  him  to  atoms.  But  it 
was  one  of  the  Samurai  class — tho 
Samurai  whose  sacred  sword  is  relied 
upon  as  Japan's  chief  defense — who  wa.s 
the  hero  pa:'  excellence  of  the  war.  At 
Wei-Ilai-AVei  the  crippled  Chinese  fleet 
was  protected  by  a  huge  boom.  It  was 
folly  to  assail  by  land  as  long  as  the 
lleets  guns  were  unsilenced.  A  mid- 
night attack  on  the  obstruction  by  tor- 
pedo boat  destroyers  ignobly  failed 
Fierce  weather  was  helping  the  de- 
fenders and  proportionately  impeding 
the  besiegers.  A  young  ensign  sought 
the  discouraged  Japanese  admiral  and 
said  he  had  Invented  a  device  by  which 
dynamite  could  surely  be  attached  to 
the  boom.  He  received  consent  to  try 
it.  With  a  picked  crew  he  went  for- 
ward, and  as  the  party  drew  near  the 
barrier  the  ensign  explained.  The  de- 
vice that  was  to  fasten  the  explosive 
was  himself.  Sorrowfully  his  comrades 
returned  to  a  place  of  safety  and  in  a 
few  minutes  came  the  explosion.  When 
the  Jap.anese  fleet  was  within  the  har- 
bor and  the  Chinese  vessels  were  sunk 
or  captured,  som.e  fragments  of  the 
body  of  the  ensign  were  recovered  from 
the  bay  and  borne  back  to  Japan  lying 
in  slate  on  the  quarterdeck  of  a  cruiser. 
When  the  great  war  fete  subsequently 
occurred,  the  mikado,  for  the  first  time 
in  historj',  yielded  precedence  to  a  sub- 
ject. The  father  of  the  hero  was  al- 
lowed to  approach  the  bier  first,  and 
turned  away  smiling.  Theatrical,  per- 
haps, but  is  not  the  war  spirit  usually 
theatrical? 

The  English  point  to  Scully  at  Delhi 
and  v.e  to  Cushing  at  Plymouth  and 
to  Hobson  at  Santiasro.  but  In  Intrepid 
gallantry  the  Japanese  ensign  seems 
equally  worthy.  If  the  ordinary  Jap- 
anese spirit  in  any  degree  api-roachea 
to  this  high-water  mark,  the  czar  per- 
haps has  been  guided  by  a  wise  Instinct 
in  shrinking  from   war. 


HALIFAX  BEING  NEWLY  FORTIFIED 


New  York,  Feb.  19.-Durlng  the  past 
six  months  every  steamer  belonging  to 
the  Furness  hae  arriving  at  this  port 
has  landed  explosives  and  big  guns,  says 
a  World  dispatch  from  Halifax,  N.  S. 
They  were  distributed  among  the  harbor 
fortifications.  Tne  staff  of  workmen  em- 
ploved  until  recently  w;is  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  garrison  and  numbered 
1800.  These  men.  u  ider  direction  of  engi- 
neers from  England,  working  in  night 
and    day    shifts,    made   great    changes    in 


the  forts  and  assisted  in  mounting  the 
new  guns  all  of  wnlch  are  of  the  latest 
pattern  with  disappearing  mounts.  The 
old  guns  were  dismounted.  Gen.  Parson, 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Imperial 
forces  In  Canada,  acting  under  ordern 
from  the  war  office  has  ordered  a  three 
days'  mobilization  of  the  royal  artillery. 
The  order  calls  for  the  manning  of  every 
fortification  by  every  av.ailable  man.  The 
guns  will  be  thoroughly  tested  and  dis- 
charged and  searchlights  will  play  every 
night.

They  came  out  of  the  same  lot 
as  these,  which  we  are  holding  at 
tifty-flve  cents."  "Where  Is  Radnor 
Manor?"  you  inquire,  and  he  repHles 
softly,  pointing  downward — "In  the 
basement."  The  receipts  of  eggs  in 
this  city  In  the  first  twenty-two  days 
of  January  were  68.000  cases,  as  against 
S.5,000  for  the  .same  period  last  year. 
"We  never  had  so  bad  a  quality  of  egg? 
before."  says  a  dealer.  "There  Is  more 
white  and  less  yolk  than  I  have  seen  in

Unusual  Naval  and  Military  Activity

Racine,  Wis.,  Feb.  20.— All  that  re- 
mains of  the  Rarlne  county  asylum  is 
snicnilderlng  ashes,  with  a  loss  ag- 
grrt-gating  5115,000.  The  stables,  laun- 
dry and  pump  house  were  saved.  All 
of  the  133  patients  escaped,  the  rescue 
In  jnany  cases  being  made  with  the 
greatest  difficulty.  The  lire  originated 
in  the  attic  by  a  defective  flue.  The 
flames  spread  rapidly  and  soon  the 
main  structure  was  enveloped  in 
flames.  The  local  Are  department  dis- 
patched two  full  companies  to  the  seen. 3 
(uid  one  steamer  and  a  hose  wagon 
vere  also  sent  to  the  asylum,  it  bein^ 
four  miles  frcm  the  city.  The  water 
Buiply  ^^as  soon  exhausted  and  the 
firemen  could  do  little  to  check  the 
Humes  and  turned  their  attention  to- 
vjirds  the  adjoining  buildlnss. 
The  patients  of  the  institution   were 


finally  corraled  and  brought  to  the 
city  on  a  special  train  whtre  they 
are  being  temporarily  ci>red  for  at 
the  city  hall,  police  office  and  the 
cc>urt  house.  iMerchants  offered  bed- 
ding and  clothing  liberally.  Many  of 
the  patients  were  thinly  clad  and  suff- 
ered much  from  the  severe  cold.  The 
fire  started  about  8:15  p.  m.  and  was 
fought  for  nearly  an  hour  before  an 
alarm  was  sent  to  this  city.  By 
that  time  the  blaze  was  beyond  control. 
Meanwhile,  the  keeper  and  attendanLs 
fought  heroically  in  rescuing  the  In- 
mates as  many  of  whom  yelled  and 
hooted  like  wild  blasts  and  wanted  to 
plunge  back  into  the  flame?. 

The  loss  is  covered  by  about  $35,000 
Insurance.  Steps  will  be  taken  im- 
mediately to  rebuild.  The  Inmates  for 
the  present  will  be  distributed  around 
at  the  various  asylums  in  the  state 
and  a  large  number  of  them  will  l>e 
taken  to  the  state  asylum  at  Oshkosh.

Boston,  Feb.  20.— Never  in  the  history 
of  art  in  this  country  until  the  pres- 
ent .sea-son  has  there  been  planed  an  ex- 
hlbltio..  th.it  in  no  city  of  the  old 
world  jould  be  equalled— a  condition 
whlc  haccurately  describes  the  great 
colecltion  of  the  works  of  the  late 
James  McNeill  Whistler  which  Is  to  be 
exhibited  in  this  city  by  the  Copley 
society.  The  proposed  exhibition, 
which  opens  February  23.  would  at- 
tract great  interest  eitlier  in  l^ondon 
or  Paris  where  the  name  and  wit  of 
Mr.  Whistler  are  even  better  known 
than  on   this  side  of  the   water. 

Many    pictures,    indeed— among    them 
the    artists    most    famous    portrait    of 
himself,   hLs  "Uttle   White  Girl."    -Fire 
Whe'el."    and    others— come    from    Lon- 
don,   and    others    fix>m    Paris    but    the 
great  majority  are  owned  in  this  coun- 
try, and  it  is  the  co-operation  of  these 
ovrnt'.is.    here    and    abroad,      that      has 
made    it   possible    for   the   Copley    Soci- 
ety   of   Boston   to   bring   together   what 
will    undoubtedly    be    the    world's    beat 
colection  of  the  pictures  of  this  modern 
master.        At    present    the    numl>er    of 
the    pictures    to    be    exhibited    is    esti- 
mated  at  about   160,   among  them   se\-- 
eral    canva.sea    from    the    artist's    own 
studio  that  will   now  be  shown   for  the 
first   time  to   the   public.

Out-side    of    art     circles     the     Copley  i 
Society     is    probably     not    particularly  , 
•well  known,  even  in  America.     Its  his-  ; 
toiy.  however,   is  an   illustration   of  the 
growth   of   American  art   interest    that 
has    been    so    much    di^scussed    of    late 
yeai-s.     and     the    aocitrty     itself    differs 
essentially    m    many    particulars    from 
any    other  organization    in    the    United  : 
States,  or  i>erhaps  anywhere.     Certain-  ; 
ly  nothing  in  this  country  has  exceeded  ^ 
the   beauty    of  its   'Artists'    Festival*,"  i 
■while   some   of  its   exhibition.s,    notably  i 
those    of    recent    years,    have    included  ■ 
pictures    from    the   private   galleries   of 
pnictically    every    important    American 
city. 

The  society,  in  short,  has  more  than 
vindicated  the  prophesy  made  by  a 
Btrolling  fortune  teller  to  the  young 
woman  who  st,H.tod  it  that  she  would 
"found  an  institution  which  would  e^a- 
iure  long  after  her  death."  Starting 
originally  as  an  alumni  association  of 
th?  Bo.^ton  Museum  School  of  Fine 
Arts,  two  years  after  the  opening  of 
the  school,  the  organization  waa  at 
the  beginning  purely  social  and  was  the 
first  club  of  Its  kind  to  which  me.i 
and  women  were  aiimiHtted  without 
restriction*. 

The  new  society  was  called  the  Bos- 
ton Art  Students'  association,  and  as 
an  example  of  its  early  crudeness  it  is 
told  of  one  of  its  first  exhibitions  that 
the  colection  happered  to  be  one  pic- 
ture short  of  making  an  effective 
inrouplng  on  the  walls.  An  artist  who 
lived  conveniently  near  at  hand  was 
asked  if  he  had  nothing  more  that 
could  be  brought  in  to  supply  the 
deofilency.       He  thought  a  minute. 

"No,  I  haven't."  he  answered  present- 
ly; "but  I  can  run  home  and  paint  you 
something." 

This  he  did  in  les.s  than  an  hour, 
thus  making  an  interesting  contrast 
between  the  socie-ty's  early  exhibi- 
tions and  the  present  Whistler  show 
•which  has  been  months  and  months 
In  preparation.      Indeed,  the  society  no 


longer  exhibits  the  work  of  its  local 
members,  but  h,is  gained  the  reputa- 
tion of  bringing  to  this  city  all  man- 
ner of  treasures  from  the  world's 
varlQUS  art  centers.

This  fact  wipt.^i 
out  a  blot  which  might  otherwise  rest 
upon  the  fair  name  of  Duluth  as  a  home 
for  the  laboring  man.  There  is  work 
and  good  wages,  but  no  one  in  the  suf- 
fering families  to  do  it. 

One  glaring  instane  of  poverty  and 
want  reported  to  and  investigated  oy 
the  society  is  a  family  containing  live 
children.  The  father  has  been  sick  for 
weeks,  and  there  Is  no  one  else  in  the 
family  to  provide  food  for  the  little 
ones,  who  hud  lived  on  nothing  but  corn 
meal  and  water,  cooked  on  top  of  tho 
stove,  for  two  weeks  before  found  !>y 
Bethel  agents.  This  had  been  their  only 
food. 

Another   case   of  the  same   kind    was 
investigated      where      the      family  wis 
found  to  have  been  subsisting  on  coffee 
and  oatmeal  for  ten  days.     The  unfor- 
tunates in  both  cases  appeared  nearly

The  agent  for  the  owner,  who  is 
not  a  resident  of  the  city,  had  been 
kind  to  the  tenant  and  allowed  the  rent 
to  become  long  overdue,  but  finally  felt 
compelled  to  eject  her  from  the  pren;- 
ises  unless  the  rent  was  paid.  The 
Bethel  society  was  appealed  to  In  this 
dire  extremity,  and  relief  was  offered 
in  the  shape  of  a  payment  on  the  rent. 

All  these  kind  deeds  to  suffering  hu- 
manity are  not  performed  without  in- 
curring great  trouble  and  expense. 
Members  of  the  Bethel  society  cheer- 
fully see  that  the  actual  work  to  be 
performed  falls  upon  themselves,  but 
the  expense  Is  rapidly  becoming  too 
great  to  be  borne  by  the  society  with- 
out special  contributions.  Funds  are  in- 
suflicient.  and  there  appears  to  be  no 
way  to  raise  more  money  except  by 
gjibscrlptlon.

DYNAMITE 

EXPLODES 


Ogdeii,  Feb.  2(i.— Two  cars  of  dyna- 
mite attached  t<«  a  work  train  on  the 
Og-den-Lu(in  cu:-off  of  th©  Southern 
Pacific  railroad  exploded  with  terriflc 
force  late  yesterday  aftemon  at  Jack- 
son station,  eighty-five  miles  west  of 
Ogden,  killing  it  least  twenty-three 
persons,  injuring  as  many  more,  and 
destroying^  a  larjre  amount  of  property. 

The  list  of  tJ^  e  dead  and  injured 
has?  not  been  received,  but  it  is  thou.?ht 
that  a  large  pre  portion  of  the  victims 
w^ere   Greek   laborers. 

Among'  the  kn>wn  dead  are  Conduc- 
tor George  Derrrody,  of  Ogden,  and  his 
train  crew.  It  l9  also  reported  that  a 
fireman  named  Hurt,  with  his  wife  and 
thre  children,  vere  killed.  The  ex- 
plosion wrecked  every  thing  within,  a 
radius   of   half  a    mile. 

Jackson  station  was  used'  principal- 
ly as  a  telegraph  station,  but  a  num- 
ber of  outfit  ca:-s  were  sidetracked  at 
the  place  for  the  a-ccommodation  of  the 
workmen  and  their  families.  Some  of 
these  cars,  it  if  stated,  were  close  to 
where    the    explosion    occurred.        The 


occupants,  it  is  believed,  were  blown 
to  pieces. 

The  telegraph  operator's  house  was 
badly  damaged,  ajid  Operator  Taylor 
and  his  wife  were  Injured.  The  near- 
est telegraph  office  froin  which  mes- 
sages can  be  filed  is  at  Lucin.,  fifteen 
miles  from  th«  scene  of  the  explosion. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  a  water 
train  running  Into  the  two  cars  loaded 
with  dynamite.  Five  locomotives  were 
reduced  to  scrap  Iron,  and  the  big 
steam  shovel  at  Jackson  station  wa» 
completely  demolished.  As  soon  afl 
news  of  the  explosion  reached  Ogden 
a  special,  with  physicians,  nurses  and 
stretchers,  was  hurried  to  the  scene. 

Late  last  night  a  train  arrived  from 
Jackson  station,  bringing  twelve  of  tha 
Injured.  Some  of  them  are  apparently 
lifeless.

The  explosion  following  the  collision 
between  the  tw'b  trains,  which  met 
head  on  almost  In  front  of  the  tele- 
graph station,  was  terriflc.  Everything: 
within  a  radius  of  half  a  mile  was 
wrecked.  The  town  of  Terrace,  fifteen 
miles  to  the  north,  was  shaken  a« 
though  by  an  earthquake,  window 
panes  In  the  station  at  Colon,  fifteen 
miles  away,  were  shattered,  and  the 
sound  of  the  explosion  was  heard  in  tWs 
city,  eighty-one  miles  from  the  scene 
of  the  disaster.  The  ground  upon  which 
the  trains  were  standing  was  torn  up 
for  over  1000  feet,  leaving  a  great  ex- 
cavation thirty  feet  deep.

The  town  of  Terrace,  fifteen 
miles  to  the  north,  was  shaken  aa 
though  by  an  earthquake,  window 
panes  in  the  station  at  Colon,  fifteen 
miles  away,  were  shattered,  and  the 
sound  of  the  explosion  was  heard  In  this 
city,  eighty-one  miles  from  the  scene 
of  "the  disaster.  The  ground  upon  which 
the  trains  were  standing  was  torn  up 
for  over  1000  feet,  leaving  a  great  ex- 
cavation  thirty  feet  deep.

LORD  ROBER.TS'  RETIREMENT. 

The  curt  dismissal  of  Lord  Roberts  from  the  po- 
sition of  commander-in-chief  of  the  British  army 
aroused  considerable  feeling  against  the  Balfour 
government.  It  was  a  case,  parallel  in  some  re- 
spects, t<:)  the  treatment  which  was  accorded  to 
Lieut. -Gen.  Miles  by  the  Roosevelt  administration, 
except  that  Gen.  Miles  was  allowed  to  remain  in  of- 
fice until  he  reached  the  age  when,  under  the  law, 
he  had  to  retire.  The  .\merican  people  hold  Gen. 
Miles  in  high  esteem  and  they  were  frequently  in- 


censed by  the  manner  in  which  he  was  treated  by 

the  administration.  Similarly,  the  British  people  re-    son  and  to  the  natural  inclination  of  the  Scandin 


would  create  more  widespread  sorrow  and  regret 
The  loss  to  the  educational  institution  he  founded 
and  directed  will  be  almost  irreparable.     He  was 
cut  off  in  the  prime  of  life,  just  at  the  time  when 
his  usefulness  was  greatest. 

Dr.  Swensson  was  a  potential  factor  in  the 
Swedish  Lutheran  church,  in  its  educational  affairs 
and  in  the  civic  life  of  the  country  in  which  he  re- 
sided. He  has  frequently  visited  Duluth  and  im- 
pressed our  people  with  his  strong,  magnetic  per- 
sonality, and  exceptional  breadth  of  view.  Al- 
though a  citizen  of  this  country,  born  on  its  soil, 
and  a  firm  believer  in  its  institutions,  his  life  work 
was  devoted  prncipally  to  the  Swedish  clement,  to 
which  he  brought  his  superior  understanding  and 
a  patriotic  and  assertive  citizenship.  He  first 
taught  self-reliance  and  was  constantly  urging 
citizenship  and  complete  identification  with  the 
social  and  civic  life  of  their  adopted  land. 

It  is  to  the  leadership  of  such  men  as  Dr.  Swens- 


garded  Lord  Roberts,  who  was  the  central  British 
military  figure  of  the  present  age,  with  peculiar 
affection,  and  the  ill-feeling  created  by  his  sum- 
mary retirement  was  likely  to  lead  to  a  serious  at- 
tack on  the  government  in  parliament,  when  the 
tact  of  King  Edward  rescued  the  cabinet  from  an 
awkward  position  by  issuing  a  royal  eulogy  of  the 
general  in  the  army  orders. 

Lord  Roberts  is  72  years  old  and  is  entitled  to 
a  rest  from  arduous  military  duties,  but  the  sudden 
dismissal  of  the  hero  of  a  hundred  fights  and  the 
foremost  British  military  commander  of  his  time, 
was  unwarranted.  The  military  history  of  Great 
Britain    since   the   Crimean   war  is  filled  with   the

I  Wasliing:ton  and  the  Rest  of  Us 

I  The  "Father  of  His  Country,"  whose 
172q  birthday  we  are  soon  to  celebrate, 
j  is  not  as  well  understood  as  he  ought  to 
be  by  tho  millions  of  peopel  who  now 
Inhabit  the  land  which  he  helped  to 
wrest  from  England.  To  many  he  is 
still  a  dim  f>emi-mythlcal  figure.  Soms 
only  snicker  when  his  name  is  mention- 
ed, because  their  thought  at  once  re- 
verts to  the  apochryphal  incident  of 
the-  hatchet  and  the  cherry  tree.  And 
yet  thanks  to  such  volumes  as  Senator 
Lodge's  liography  in  the  .series  entitled 
"American  Statesmen"  and  to  Paul 
Leicester  Ford's  "The  Real  George 
Washington,"  he  Is  better  known  to  tills 
generation  than  perhaps  to  any  since 
his  own.  He  has  been  humanized. 
Without  losing  his  massive  grandeur, 
he  has  become  closer  or  kin  to  us,  a 
being  not  to  be  worshiped  but  to  be 
revered  and  followed.  Of  course  sctiol- 
ars  will  f-^ll  discuss  whether  Washing- 
ton is  after  all  the  typical  American; 
whether  that  distinction  does  not  belonj 
more  to  Llncohi.  Washington  being  too 
close  to  the  English  stock  and  habit  of 
life  to  rank  as  such.  But  after  all.  who 
Is  the  typical  American?  Must  It  be 
the  man  in  whose  veins  flows  a  certain 
kind  of  blood?  No,  we  should  broaden 
our  definition  of  the  typical  American 
to  incude  a  Roosevelt  of  Dutch  extrac- 
tion, a  Jacob  Rils  of  Danish  strain. 
Who  knows  but  the  typical  American 
fifty  years  hence  may  be  the  son  of 
that  poor,  ignorant  immigrant  who 
landed  at  Castle  Garden  only  yester- 
day? 

Certainly  George  Washington  stands 
for  three  traits  which  belong  to  the 
best  type  of  American  character.  In 
the  first  place  he  was  a  hard  worker. 
He  owed  his  advances  and  his  successes 
to  his  own  strong  right  arm  and  10 
his  untiring  industry.  What  a  .splendid 
example  he  Is  of  the  men  who  have 
done  the  rough,  hard  work  necessary 
for  the  development  of  this  great  coun- 
try of  ours!  I  am  not  thinking  now  only 
of  the  battles  or  the  terrible  winters  at 
Valley  Forge,  but  also  of  the  experi- 
ences on  the  frontier  as  the  young  sur- 
veyor. Hear  what  he  says  of  theia 
himself  in  a  letter  to  a  friend: 

"Since  last  October  I  have  not  slept 
above  three  or  four  nights  In  a  bed, 
but  aft-^r  walking  a  good  deal  all  tne 
day.  I  have  lain  down  before  the  lire 
upon  a  little  hay.  straw  or  fodder,  of 
a  bearskin,  whichever  was  to  be  had, 
and  happy  is  he  who  gets  the  bertii 
nearest  the  fire."'  Thus  was  he  trained 
and  toughened  in  the  school  of  priva- 
tion, exposure  and  toil.  And  when  one 
thinks  of  his  tremendous  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  the  army  and  the  founding  of  the 
nation,  we  can  hardly,  find  it  in  our 
hearts  to  complain  or  the  work  we 
have  to  do  and  the  burdens  we  have  to 
carry. 

Washington  was  the  great  lover  of 
his  country.  He  believed  in  this  coun- 
try, Its  possibilities  and  its  destiny, 
long  before  there  was  much  of  a  cou.i- 
try  to  believe  In,  when  there  were  hard- 
ly any  resources  in  the  way  of  an  army 
or  a  navy  or  treastires  in  vaults,  or  any 
national  consciousness  of  the  wealth  of 
the  farms  and  the  mines.  Love  of  coun- 
try became  even  under  these  circum- 
stances a  master  passion.  And  shall  ws 
of  later  years,  now  that  the  nation  hag 
become  a  world  .power,  love,  serve  and 
believe  In  it  any  less  despite  manifest 
shortcomings  and  transgressions?  H© 
loved  righteousness  too  and  hated  in- 
iquity. Washington  was  no  prig,  as  ths 
cherry  tree  legend  would  intimate.  HS 
was  a  full-blooded,  large-hearted,  fall- 
ible human  being,  but  among  his  early 
writings  Is  a  set  of  a  hundred  rule* 
which  he  had  copied  In  boyish  hand 
evidently  for  his  own  guidance.  The 
last  rule  reads,  "Labor  to  keep  alive  la 
5'our  brea.it  that  little  spark  of  celestial 
fire  called  conscience.  And  when  he 
had  reached  the  summit  of  his  eartnly 
.successes  his  mother  could  only  say 
that  "George  had  always  been  a  good 
boy  and  she  was  sure  he  would  do  his 
duty." 

It  Is  good  to  have  had  such  a  leader 
at  the  forefront  of  this  nation's  life. 
Abraham  Lincoln,  whose  birthday  has 
just  been  observed,  and  .William  Mc- 
Kinley,  whose  birthday  also  fell  within 
the  last  month,  were  men  of  similar 
caliber  though  differing  in  personal 
characteristics.  We  honor  them  most 
not  merely  by  eating  big  commemora- 
tive dinners  or  by  knocking  off  work 
for  a  day,  but  by  studying  the  sources 
of  their  greatness  and  by  following  in 
their  footsteps.

The  reply  is  quite  brief,  not  containing 
anv  language  beyond  the  foregoing  three 
conditions  and  tin-  Introductory  sentence. 

The  communication  which  Count  Lams- 
dorf  has  received  from  Secretary  Hay  is 
eejuallv  brief  and  explicit,  and  is  confined 
lo  the"  statement  hat  Russia's  answer  is 
considere^d  responsive  to  th*-  American 
proixisllion  and  i»sill  be  transferred  to 
Clilna  and  Japan. 


"Boy.  give  your  right  hand,"  one  hears 
mother  and  teacher  charge  their  little 
ones,  generally  with  no  Idea  of  the  im- 
portant difference  between  the  acllvlty 
of  the  right  hand  that  of  the  left.  Tha 
up-to-date  pedaigogue.  however,  is  fuUjr 
aware  of  this  grave  difference  and  de- 
mands that  many  things  today  b« 
changed.  Until  now  one  has  assigned 
different  offices  to  the  two  hands— greet- 
ing, hand-shaking.  writing,  drawing, 
padnting.  etc..  to  the  right;  eating,  horse- 
curbing,  card-piaylng.  gun-holding,  and 
certain  strictly  "sporting"  uses  to  the 
left— while  only  piano  playing  has  offered 
equal  exercise  for  both  hands.  The  Chi- 
cago Journal  asserts  that  the  necessity 
for  a  new  order  of  things  has  been  em- 
phasized chiefly  in  the  development  of 
art  lnstructlj>n  in  the  schools. 

It  is  a  facf  that  every  part  of  the  body 
which  Is  not  exercised  for  many  genera- 
tions becomes,  through  inertia,  first  in- 
active, then  useless,  and  finally  super- 
fluous. Thus  man  has  entirely  lost  the 
beautiful  tail  of  his  ancestors,  which,  ac- 
cording to  Darwin,  the  hlghes  apes  no 
longer  possess.  Again,  though  we  have 
all  the  necessary  muscles  for  moving  the 
ears,  no  one  who  has  not  acquired  this 
charming  habit  in  early  youth  is  able  to 
use  them.  In  like  manner  we  have  grown 
so  unaccostumed  to  using  the  left  hand 
that  unless  the  modern  pedagogue  later- 
feres,  humanity  Is  in  danger  of  losing  its 
left  hand  as  it  lost  its   tall. 

Perhaps  the  appearance  of  many  mod- 
ern pictures  has  given  the  first  impetus 
toward  the  Improvement  in  training  ttha 
left  hand).  Many  of  them  seem  to  have 
been  painted  with  the  left  hand  by  a 
novice  in  this  technluqe.  While  formerly 
the  •accepted  maxim  was  lo  put  the  right 
color  in  the  right  place,  today  it  seems 
gol-  i  quite  reversed,  and  many  a  man  has  be- 
come famous  through  a  seemingly  grop-  • 
ing.    awkward,    uncertain    touch. 

Seriously  speaking,  the  use  of  both 
hands  in  drawing  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance and  significance.  The  veteran 
painter,  Adolf  von  Menzel,  has  from  boy- 
hood used  both  hands  with  almost  equal 
skill.  In  his  early  work  In  lithography 
he  was  accustomed  to  make  his  drawings 
and  letters  directly  on  the  stone,  and 
finding  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  write 
backwards  with  his  right  hand  with  the 
aid  of  a  mirror,  he  learned  lo  draw  the 
words  necessary  for  his  illustration  with 
his  left  hand.  This  habit  haa  remained 
with  him,  and  toda.v  he  may  he  found  in 
his  studio  using  right  or  left  hand  with 
masterly  ease,  according  as  light  or  com- 
fort  demands. 

It  Is  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the 
sculptor,  keeping  in  mind  l>olh  sides  ot 
his  fiure  and  endeavoring  lo  preserve  a 
perfect  contour  as  he  goes  along,  lo  be 
able  to  model  with  both  hands.  Ambi- 
dexterity is  also  a  great  service  in  all 
mechanical  drawing,  in  the  art  of  design 
and  decoration,  whetse  charm  rests  on  the 
symmetr.v  of  the  object  presented  to  the 
eye.  The  beauty  of  the  human  form  and 
of  the  animal  be>dy  depends  for  the  most 
part  ujxin  the  symmetrical  adjustment  of 
the  two  sides. 

Ijeft-handedness  is  In  no  wise  a  habit 
lo  be  overce>me  by  the  training  of  nurses, 
parents,  or  teacliers.  It  is  tlie  result  of 
natural  causes  of  certain  physiological 
conditions,  and  Is.  in  almost  every  case, 
hereditar.v.  It  is  an  errone<iu9  idea  that 
children  become  left-handed  through  be- 
ing carried  on  the  left  arm  of  nurse  or 
parent,  thereby  pinning  the  right  arm  to 
the  latter's  shoulder,  while  the  left  is  free 
to  gesticulate.  One  can  detect  lef-hand- 
edness  in  the  youngest  child,  even  before 
its   care   has  had   time  to   affect   it. 

In  writing,  drawing,  painting,  and  mod- 
eling the  pupils,  in  some  German  schools, 
employ  the  right  and  left  hand  alternately 
during  the  instruction  hour.  The  train- 
ing Is  a  boon  to  all.  especially  to  the  left- 
handed  child,  who  is  no  longer  lo  be  re- 
garded as  an  abnormal  being  forced  to 
do  everything  clumsily  with  the  right 
hand.  He  now  enjoys  the  opportunity  of 
developing  in  a  fre  and  natural  manner 
and  of  increa.sing  his  usefulness  by  gain- 
ing as  great  cotrol  over  his  right  hand 
as  he  would  If  the  use  of  his  left  were 
denied  him.  The  movement  is  in  the  di- 
rection of  well-rounded,  symmetrical  de- 
velopment for  both  right-handed  and 
left-handed,  and  In  the  interests  of  the 
Increased   usefulness  of  the  race. 

The  keenest  mental  activity  is  as  neces- 
sary le>  the  skillful  use  of  lK)th  hands  &!* 
the  most  exact  knowledge  of  the  smallest 
details  of  writing  or  drawing,  and  the 
moral  of  the  whole  story  Is  that  in  every- 
thing tiiat  man  does,  whether  with  the 
right  or  tlie  left  hand,  mental  exercise, 
the  observing  eye.  and  the  tenacious  pur- 
are  ever  tlie  most  Important  things, 
many  a  pupil,  during  his  school 
days,  has  liLs  head  overloaded  with  things* 
worth  knowing  and  things  not  worth 
knowing:  How  helpless  he  often  is  when 
he  leaves  school!  He  is  like  the  noble 
horse  that  under  bit  and  curb  and  spur 
is  so  useful  and  without  these  the  most 
helple.-s  and   usole.ss  creature   on  earth.

last  crop.  The  market  bears  evidence  of 
broadening  with  the  balance  of  the  grains.

Mftny  Duluth  people  have  for  the  first 
time  had  an  opportunity,  during  the 
past  week,  of  witnessing  a  diver  at 
■work. 

John  Wanless,  the  well-known  local 
diver,  was  employed  by  the  Wieland 
brothers  to  make  an  investigation  into 
the  condition  of  the  sunken  steamer 
Thomas  Wilson,  and  a  small  crowd  of 
Interested  spectatirs  watched  him  de- 
scend into  the  ley  waters  of  the  lake. 

To  descend  seventy  feet  Into  the 
water,  with  two  feet  of  ice  above  one's 
head,  and  with  a  slender  tube  as  the 
only  connecting  link  with  the  outer  air 
and  safety,  is  an  experiment  that  not 
many  would  care  to  risk. 

Heavy  weights  are  attached  to  the 
feet  of  the  diver  to  Insure  an  upright 
position  in  the  water^  and  to  enable 
hlrn  to  sink  to  the  bottom.  The  descent 
Is  not  a  rapid  one.  He  Is  let  down 
Blowly  by  means  of  a  rope  in  the  hands 
of  his  assistants.  Warm  air  la  pumped 
to  him  by  means  of  an  air  pump.  The 
■warm  air  serves  the  double  purpose  of 
keeping  him  warm  when  surrounded  by 
the  cold  water  of  the  lake,  and  of  fur-

nishing  oxygen  for  his  respiration. 
»  A  small  telephone  receiver  is  attached 
to   the   front   of  his   diving  helmet   and 
he  can  communicate  at  any  time  with 
his   assistants   above   water. 

The  time  which  a  diver  can  remain 
beneath  the  surface  varies  according 
to  the  depth  of   water  and   the  consc- 


'seventv   feet   in   depth,   he   can   remain 
down  from  twenty  to  thirty  minutes. 

Divers  state  that  the  winter  Is  the 
best  time  in  which  to  work,  as  the 
water  Is  then  undisturbed  by  passing 
vessels  and  is  much  clearer.  The  ice, 
unless  It  is  covered  with  snow,  does  not 
obstruct  the  light,  but  acts  somewhat 
as  a  glass  prism,  throwing  a  pale  glow

STERILIZED    BULLETS. 
Dr.  Putoshkln,  a  teminlne  scientist,  haa 

recently  demonstrated  the  effects  of  fir- 
ing sterilized  bullets  through  infected 
clothing  before  and  after  thp  barrel  had 
become  heated  from  a  succession  of  shots. 
!  She  experimented  with  the  Swiss  military 
rifle,  of  7.5  millimeters,  propelling  a  steel- 
clad  bullet  possessed  with  an  Initial  ve- 
locity of  fSO  yards  per  second,  says  the 
Phlladelpliia  Record.  The  firing  was  don© 
at  22  feet  through  pieces  of  cloth  that  had 
been  saturated  with  cultures  of  four  dif- 
ferent varieties  of  bacilli.  In  every  in- 
stance a  sterilized  ball  from  a  sterilized 
barrel  became  infected  with  each  of  the 
mlcro-organiFlms,  as  afterward  shown  by 
cultures  of  gelatine  subsequently  pierced 
by  the  ball. 

The  experiments  prove  that  a  bullet, 
even  though  possessed  with  high  velo- 
city, can  become  infected  in  transit,  and 
that  the  heat  imparted  to  the  ball  from  a 
heated  barrel,  In  addition  to  what  may 
be  acquired  by  the  Igrnltlon  of  the  powder, 
is  not  sufficient 'to  prevent  infection. 
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New  York.  Feb.  20.-The  Paris  corre- 
spondent of  the  Millinery  Review  says: 
As  was  expected,  a  great  deal  i-s  done  in 
combinations  of  different  sliades  of  one 
color,  and  also  combinations  of  different 
Itght  tints.  These  being  not  too  pale,  the 
waahed-out  appearance  noticeable  in 
pastel  liarmonies  is  avoided.  Freshness  is 
their  strong  point.  More  frequently  than 
not.  a  selection  is  made,  but  in  some 
cases  tlie  whole  series— a  light  pink,  a 
pale  blue,  with  one  of  the  mauves,  a 
green,  and  either  a  yellow  or  a  cham- 
pagne, is  combined  togeliier  on  a  founda- 
tion of  cream  or  wliiie  with  admirable 
effect. 

But  milliners  do  not  confine  themselves 
to  these  or  any  otiier  fixed  rules  of  color- 
ing; still  it  may  be  said  that,  as  a  usual 
thing,  the  lightest  is  chosen  for  llie 
ehape.  wliere  a  combination  isadopted.  in 
some  in-slauL-es  a  dark  oolor  is  miroduced 
into  the  trimming,  paiticularly  deep  crim- 
son or  violet,  the  shape  and  the  rest  of 
the  trimming  being  of  medium  tone  or 
light.  On  the  other  hand,  models  are 
built  up  of  a  single  color,  bright  scarlet 
being  one  of  those  most  often  chosen  lor 
the  purpose. 

Black  hats  are  In  rather  more  favoi 
than  usual;  for  these  preference  is  given 
to  black  trimmings,  sometlme-s  with  the 
addition  of  a  little  dull  gold.  Of  magpie 
combinations,  au  fashionable  at  the  pres- 
ent writing,  we  siiall  probably  see  less 
this  spring. 

Milliners  are  making  great  use  of  gos- 
samer fabrics,  particularly  as  a  founda- 
tion on  which  to  cai-ry  out  complicated 
scliemej  of  decoration.  For  tlie  very 
smartest  hats,  shapes  built  up  entirely  oi 
straw  are  rather  out  of  it. 

The  ultra-chic  hat  for  tiie  great  race 
wei^k,  and  for  ail  extremely  smart  occa- 
sions, must  l)e  light  of  texture,  as  well 
as  delicate  of  coloring,  two  qualities 
which  go  hand  in  hami.  The  initial  cover- 
ing^ is  therefore  tulle,  mousseline,  or 
crepe-lis.se— a  fabric  once  more  to  the  fore 
-laid  on  plain  or  drawn,  both  arrange- 
meats  preserving  Its  semi-transparency. 
The  decoration  may  consist  of  interlet 
motifs  or  .-scrolls  of  guipure  or  other  lace, 
of  fine  straw  braids  interlet  at  interval.s, 
or  6f  lace  straw  braids  used  in  applique. 
When  the  interlet  lace  decoration  as- 
sumes the  form  of  scrolls,  quillings  of 
rather  narrow  ribbon  are  laid  on  between. 

FJowers  are  the  favorite  trimming  for 
the,go.ssamer  hat.  and  the  sorts  in  vogue 
are' particularly  well  adapted  to  the  pur- 
pose, being  chosen  among  the  smalle.-t 
and  most  delicate,  or  else  rendered  in 
miniature  as  in  tne  case  of  roses,  and 
mounted  in  garl.inds,  ohaplets,  and  in 
thiy  no.segays  joined  by  cordons  of  flower- 
ets. Such  flowers  are  generally  used 
alone  without  leaves,  a  certain  amount 
of  pale  green  being  provided  by  the 
stalks,  mounted  on  .-oft  stalks  are  in- 
troduced  here  and   there. 

The  shapes  chosen  for  these  models  are 
more  or  less  of  the  capeline  order,  the 
wide  brims  arranged  in  gentle  harmoni- 
ous curves,  not  actually  turned  up  in 
any  way.  But  they  are  mounted  .so  as  to 
tilt  a  little  to  one  side,  or  somewhat  off 
the  face,  according  to  fancy.  Tiie  crowns 
are  low  and  small.  So  far  they  do  not 
differ  materially  frome  the  capellnes  worn 
la.'»t  year.  Some,  however,  exhibit  decided 
new  feature.-*,  such  as  the  widening  out 
of  tiie  brim  at  the  sides,  so  that  the  hat 
assumes  an  oval  instead  of  circular  form. 


Sometimes  the  widening  out  is  not  abso- 
lutely symmetrical;  one  side  may  be 
rounded  off  sharper  than  the  other.  These 
shapes  are  neither  round  nor  oval,  but 
slightly  egg-shaped.  Frequently  the 
crown  is  subjected  to  the  same  treatment, 
and  may  be  wider  across,  from  side  to 
side,  than  from  front  to  back.  Some 
are  triangular  or  square. 

This  Is  altogether  a  new  departure, 
more  especially  where  brims  are  con- 
cerned, and  constitutes  the  principal 
novelty  of  the  season.  Hitherto  only  roll 
brims  have  been  made  wider  at  the  slues. 
The  oval  or  egg-sliaped  capeline  is  on  In- 
novation, .r. 

Such  a  system  of , shaping  la  carried  to 
a  much  greater  exttiiit.  t^i,  at  any  late,  is 
much  more  appareiit,  in'  the  new  sailors 
than  in  the  capellne.s.  'In  the  latter  the 
slight  unevenness  given  to  the  brim  is 
less  visible  under  its  peculiar  form  or 
lack  of  symmetry,  whereas  the  hrm  out- 
line of  the  sail6f  4l%^'f  it  off  conspicu- 
ously. A  sailor,  verjf  dr^c^dedly  oval,  worn 
across  the  head,  liai  sdmetliing  the  efftct 
of  a  low-cocked  hat,  but  one  with  a 
broad  curve  on  OTie  side  and  a  rounded 
point  on  the  other  is  a  novelty  with  more 
than  a  touch  of  eccentricity  In  It.  Prob- 
ably such  eccentricity  will  not  prevent 
its  being  adopted  pretty  widely,  or  such, 
at  least,  I  And  is  the  general  opinion. 

Another  new  shape,  or  rather  a  revival 
of  one  that  had  a  short  run  of  favor  some 
seasons  ago,  is  of  quite  a  dirCerent  char- 
anglesactcr.  It  belongs  to  the  class  of 
what  are  called  demi-chapeaux,  or  hats 
of  nvedium  proportions.  This  is  a  small- 
ish plateau  with  the  edge  turned  down 
sliarply  at  right  angles  to  it.  mounted  on 
a  bandeau  raising  the  sliape  an  Inch  or 
so  from  the  crown  of  the  head  In  front 
and  cau.sing  it  to  slant  very  decidedly 
down  at  the  back.  At  the  same  time,  it 
dips   forward  slightly  over   the   orow. 

This  sliape  is  used  for  very  smart  hats, 
as  well  as  for  more  simple  ones.  In  the 
first  place,  it  is  more  frequenlly  than  iiOt 
made  up  of  lace  over  a  foundation  of 
light  tinted  mousseline  or  crepe.  tiie 
turned-down  border  affording  .•^cope  fur 
festooned  arrangements  jf  lace  or  fiingecl 
garlands  of  small  (lowers,  but  it  is 
equally  pretty  and  effective  when  made 
of  straw  braids  with  a  cordon  of  miiiia 
ture  roses  or  other  tlowoiets  set  against 
the  turned  down  portion  of  the  tdge. 

I  have  restricted  myself  to  the  descrip- 
tion of  shapes  showing  more  or  less  of 
novelty,  but  it  must  be  understood  that 
many  of  those  current  this  latter  end  of 
the  winter— more  particularly  tiie  picture 
style  of  broad-brimmed  hat  with  a  some- 
what decided  crown,  tho  medium-sized 
hat  rolled  symmetrically  at  the  .sides  and 
rather  pointed  in  front,  and  many  of  the 
small  hats  and  pork  pie  toques— are  being 
reporduced  in  materials  suitable  to  the 
opening  season.  According  to  the  part 
they  are  called  upon  to  play,  they  are 
built  up  of  gossamer  and  lace,  etc.,  or 
straw  only. 

The  straw  braids  most  in  request  for 
making  .«?hapes  are  rather  wide  chip  of  a 
spikey  order  and  plaited  close,  being  mere 
in  demand  than  paillasson.  For  such 
braids  medium  and  bright  dark  colors  are 
given  the  preference  over  light.  Mixed 
shades  are  also  greatly  fancied  by  the 
best  houises.  A  dozen  shades  of  blue  or  of 
mauve  and  violet  will  often  be  com- 
bined in   these  braids. 

A  new  straw  trimming  lias  appeared 
that  Is  specially  adapted  for  the  decor- 
ation of  sailors  and  toques  made  of 
straw  braids.  It  is  composed  of  short 
pieces  of  satin  straw  piping  threadetj  to- 
gether like   grass   bugles,   which  they  re-

semble  owing  to  their  very  shiny  sur- 
face, only,  of  course,  they  are  thicker. 
These  straw  bugles  are  made  up  into  a 
close  meshod  galon,  which  is  used  to  en- 
circle the  crown  of  sailors,  or  to  face  the 
brims  of  toques.  They  are  also  strung  on 
single  threads  and  mounted  to  the  shapes 
in  festoons  fastened  at  intervals  by  straw 
cabochons.  Such  straw  bugle  work  is 
produced  in  all  colors,  particularly  bright, 
medium  and  dark  shades.  Sometimes  tliey 
are  chosen  to  match  the  straw.  1  was 
shown  a  scarlet  satin  tojue.  the  edge  of 
which  was  festooned  ir  the  way  de- 
scribed with  strings  of  the  .same  scailet 
bugles.  They  may  also  nelp  to  carry  out 
gome  combination  scheme  of  coloring. 
Thus  th^  crown  of  a  Piodel  sailor,  buill 
up  of  shaded  turquoise  blue  braids,  is  en- 
circled by  a  broad  ban'l  coniooscd  of 
dark  purple  bugles  folded  at  tiie  .sides  into 
a  flat  cravat  bow. 

Another  species  of  trin.inlng.  also  made 
of  satin  straw,  a  faithful  reprouv.clion  of 
certain  floss  silk  embroidery,  i^  u.sed  for 
applique  work.  Too  heavi  for  application 
on  gossamer  shai>es,  it  is  generally  re- 
served for  the  decoration  of  ijiack  strav; 
hats,  and  looks  particularly  well  in  com- 
bination with  black  lace,  on  which  its 
dull   tint  shines  to  good   effect. 

Immense  use  Is  made  of  lace,  which  is 
generally  of  a  mellow  hue  wlien  not  ac- 
tually tinted,  rarely  quite  white.  All  sorts 
of  lace  are  in  request;  the  heavier  styie.^ 
of  guipure  motifs  and  garlands  with 
raised  patterns  for  Int^rletting  and  ap- 
plication work.  Brussels,  Mechlin  and 
other  pillow  lace  for  draperies  and  also 
for  veiling  shapes  covered  plain  wiln  two 
or  three  layers  of  pale-hued  mousseline  or 
tulle  Something  is  done  with  blacK 
Chantllly,  particularly  oecoratcd  with 
black  plumes. 

Straw  braids,  an  I  have  said,  figure 
among  the  trimmings  of  made-up  hats. 
For  this  purp<ise  i  it- v  must  necessarily 
be  of  a  light  description.  Plain  Tuscan, 
rice  straw  and  fair  braids  are  applicable, 
as  well  as  lace   woven  braids  wrought  in 

fuipure  patterns  and  used  as  a  substitute 
or  lace.  In  some  of  the.se  models  the 
entire  trimming  is  carried  out  in  appUuqe 
or  with  Incrustations  rendered  all  the 
more  effective  by  reason  of  the  semi- 
transparency  of  tlie  foundation.  Besides 
the  guipure  of  straw  braids,  intervals  will 
be  occupied  by  medallions  of  fine  lace 
framed  In  ruchlngs  of  narrow  ribbon,  or 
better  still,  with  chaplets  of  small  ro-ses. 
Even  when  hows  of  ribbon  enter  Into  the 
.scheme  of  decoration,  these  will  be  .sewn 
down  flat  on  the  shape  a<)  as  to  form  in- 
crustations in  relief. 

Ribbon  is  more  In  request  than  It  has 
been  for  some  time.  Favor  Is  almost  ex- 
clusively reserved  to  the  very  lightest 
makes  of  taffetas  in  plain  or  glace  shades, 
and  with  an  almost  imperceptible  i>order. 
Setting  aside  those  of  narrow  widths  re- 
quired for  making  rU'^hings  as  described. 
I  find  tho  demand  to  be  mostly  for  three, 
four  and  five-Inch  ribbons.  The.se  medi- 
um widths  are  made  up  into  different 
kinds  of  bows.  These  are  generally  com- 
posed of  as  many  short  ends  (snipped  in 
Vandykes)  as  loops,  and  are  not  over 
large,  so  that  half  a  dozen  may  be  easily 
used  for  the  trimming  of  a  broad-brimmed 
hat  set  about  in  different  parts  of  it 
Joined  one  to  the  other  by  a  folded  strap 
of  the  ribbon.  The  widest  widths  are 
for  draperies  or  to  band  round  crowns. 
Similar  bows  are  also  made  to  trim  sail- 
ors and  other  small  hats  and  toques,  as 
are  small  wings  and  short  broad  couteaux. 
both  of  wiiioh  are  more  often  than  not. 
matched  to  the  straw,  whether  this  be 
self-colored,  shaded  or  In  mixed  tints. 
Hardlv  any  of  the  new  models  show 
aigrettes,  althoush  these  are  likely  to  be 
worn  for  some  time  longer,  partlcularly 
on  matinee  and  otiier  ftill  dress  hats.  Or- 
dnrs  for  ostrich  have  fallen  off  very  con- 
siderably,   but    this    is    understood    to    be 
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I  only  a  momeiitar^  depression,  for,  al- 
1  though  flowtr^  ar«^to  be  the  chief  decora- 
;  lion  of  spring  iiatsi  it  is  more  tlian  lijieiy 
tiiat  ostricii  P4UBMS  will  be  to  the  fore

confirm  tlie  intforraatlon  accorded  in  ad- 
vance of  geheraf  exposition,  by  the 
courtesy  of  certain  dealers  in  millinery 
in  our  marketj  an^  given  In  our  review 
of  New  i"ork » millinery  for  last  month. 
As  Intimated  then,  large  hats  are  to  be 
continued,  but.:  as  JRouId  appear  in  mod- 
els shown,  with  Ifcs  amplitude  of  brim 
than  Is  seen  tn  tt)e  very  large  hats  in 
i  vogue  at  the  presant  time.  Fiaring  and 
!  up-tillcd  brims  will  also,  to  some  extent, 
prolong  their  existence,  wiiile  as  a  con- 
trast to  tiiese  garish  brims,  there  are. 
among  the  ne-w  models,  shapes  of  which 
the  brim  is  quite  flat,  and  other  shapes 
I  with  the  brim  slightly  drooping— all  broad 
I  around  the  front  and  sides,  and  narrowed, 
I  and  in  some  model-s.  again,  turned  down 
at  the  back.  All  have  distinctive  crowns, 
this  Indicating,  probably,  that  the  plateau 
hats,  for  the  time,  have  had  their  day. 
The  crowns  of  the  large  hats  thus  far 
seen  may  be  described  as  low,  and  medi- 
um low,  ranginij  from  one  and  a  half  to 
about  three  Inches  in  height  and  generally 
of  medium  width.  They  are  most  fre- 
quently definitely  square,  or  a  little 
sloped  inward  in  the  belleffect,  some  be- 
ing pointed  at  the  front,  with  an  occa- 
sional eccentric  model  In  which  the  crown 
Is  of  the  boat  shape,  the  points  set  from 
side  to  side.  There  has  been  talk  during 
the  winter  of  hats  with  taller  crowns,  but 
they  have  not  as  yet  put  In  an  appear- 
ance, and  possibly  will  not.  until  both 
crowns  and  brims  become  narrower.  A 
tall  crown,  if  more  or  less  narrow,  and  a 
crown  of  even  medium  tallness.  may  be 
Imagined  as,  in  a  sense.  Incongruous  In  a 
hat  with  a  very  wide  brim,  wliether  the 
brim  be  shadowy  or  flaring.  However,  as 
Is  well  known,  the  sight  may  be  educated 
to  tolerate  incongruities,  and  almost  anv 
caprice  of  fancy,  at  the  behest  of  the 
mode. 

Medium  large  bats  were  likewise  notice- 
able in  the  collections  brought  out  in  the 
recent  openings,  some  of  them  showing, 
with  more  simple  brims,  crowns  wider  and 
less  tall  than  those  .seen  In  the  new  largo 
hats. 

Both  turbans  send  toques  were  numerous 
In  these  collections— most  frequently  of 
the  boat  shape  and  (as  marked  In  our 
note  in  reference  to  these  in  our  issue 
of  last  month)  somewhat  smaller  than 
were  the  turbaiis  for  the  winter,  while 
still,  for  the  most  part  of  the  box  fash- 
Ion.  There  have  come  out  also  models  In 
turbans,  the  brims  of  which  are  turned 
up  squarely,  but  arc  not  attached  to  the 
edge  of  the  crown.  And  there  are  models 
that  show  a  rounded  back.  Coming,  as 
it  were,  between  imts  and  bonnets,  and 
rivaling  the  turbans  in  use.  the  toques 
show  much  variety  In  contour,  generally 
tending,  as  do  the  turbans,  to  the  boat 
shape,  with  the  brim  pointed  at  the 
front  and  back"  and  rolled  high  at  the 
sides,  to  hug  loosely  a  wide,  low  crown. 
A  new  shape  in  the  toque  has  the  brim 
cut  squarely  off  at  the  front  and  the 
hack,  about  two  and  a  half  inches  from 
its  junction  with  the  crown,  and  the 
sides  wide  and  rolled  high  to  rest  over 
the  edge  of  the  crown,  leaving  a  hollow 
point  at  the  back.  Other  shapes  In  hats 
which  may  bo  arepted  as  toques  have  an 
oval  front  and  pointed  back;  and.  vice 
versa,  there  are  shapes  with  the  pointed 
front   and   oval   back. 

The  trlcornes.  or  three-cornered  hats, 
models  of  wiilch  app<;ared  quite  numerous- 
ly in   the  late  expositions,  seem  to  have 


promise  of  decided  fa\*or.  Although  the 
shapes  following  the  most  nearly  the 
Continental  cocked  hat,  with  the  brim 
caught  up  to  the  crown  at  each  side  un- 
der a  cockade,  leaving  a  point  at  the 
front,  and  flattened  up  smoothly  at  the 
back,  may  possibly  be  the  choice  of 
fashionable  American  women  with  a 
touch  of  patriotism,  not  all  of  the  new 
triangular  hats  follow  very  closely  the 
chapeau  of  our  fathers  of  the  American 
revolution.  Some  of  the  three-cornered 
hats  have  the  brim  flat  and  smooth  at 
the  front  sides,  the  front  coming  to 
an  acute  point  and  turned  up  against 
the  crown  squarely  at  the  back.  Other 
dispositions  of  the  brim,  more  or  less 
irregular,  with  the  triangular  shape  In 
view,  were  noticed  In  models  recently 
placed  under  inspection.  A  remembered 
model  handed  out  as  a  Continental  hat 
was  ob.served  to  have  a  fourth  uplifting 
of  the  brim,  that  on  each  side  giving  the 
point  at  the  front  of  equal  width,  that 
at  the  right  of  the  back  narrower,  and 
that  at  the  left  of  the  back  considerably 
wider,  thus  throwing  a  hollow  point  to 
the  right  of  the  center  of  the  back. 
A  shape  which  may  be  de.scrlbed  as 
quatrecorne,  with  a  medium  wide  oval 
crown,  has  the  brim  run  out  in  four 
wide  scallops,  and  these  folded  back 
on  the  crown,  leaving  on  the  top  a  va- 
cant space,  and  forming  an  exact  .square 
in  contour  around  the  shajie.  As  has 
been  Intimated,  plateau  hats  will  pos- 
sibly have  little  further  consideration. 
Yet  in  memory.  In  one  of  the  most  satis- 
factory colectlons  of  Imported  models  on 
recent  dlsplav.  from  Madame  Pouyanne. 
of  Paris,  was  a  medium  large  hat  of 
fine  English  split  straw  braid  of  cham- 
pagne tint,  having  a  double  brim,  the 
upper  brim  being  a  projection  of  a  large 
plateau  laid  in  artistic  folds,  and  super- 
Impo.sed  on  an  inside  crown  to  which 
Is  attached  the  lower  brim. 

Bonnets  are  again  scarce  In  the  collec- 
tion of  headwear.  Compared  with  hat.', 
they   do   not   number  one   out   of   ten.

But  they  are  mounted  so  as  to  i 
tilt  a  little  to  one  .side,   or  somewhat   off  , 
the  face,  according  to  fancy.     Tiie  crowns  : 
are   low   and   small.     So    far    they    do    not; 
differ  materially  frome  th^  capellnes  w.jrn 
last  year.     Some,  however,  exiilbit  decided  I 
new    feature.-!,    such    as    the    widening   out  | 
of  the  brim  at  the  sides,  so  that   the   hat 
assumes  an  oval  instead  of  circular  form,  i 


Sometimes  the  widening  out  is  not  abso- 
lutely symmetrical;  one  side  may  be 
rounded  off  sharper  than  the  other.  These 
shapes  are  neither  round  nor  oval,  but 
slightly  egg-shaped.  I-^requently  the 
crown  Is  subjected  to  the  same  treatment, 
and  may  bo  wider  acro.ss.  from  side  to 
side,  than  from  front  to  back.  Some 
are   triangular  or  square. 

Tills  is  altogether  a  new  departure, 
more  esi>ecially  where  brims  are  con- 
cerned, and  constitutes  the  principal 
novelty  of  the  season.  Hitherto  onlj'  roll 
brims  have  been  made  wider  at  the  sides. 
Ihe  oval  or  egg-sliapcd  capeline  is  an  in- 
novation, .f. 

Such  a  system  of  iShap^ng  is  carried  to 
a  much  greater  extent,  or,  at  any  late.  is 
much  more  appareiit,  in'  the  new  sailors 
than  in  the  capeline.'--.  in  the  latter  the 
slight  unevenness  given  to  the  brim  is 
less  visible  under  its  pectiliar  form  or 
lack  of  symmetry,  whereas  the  firm  out- 
line of  tlie  sailof  .>4it»v'^  It  off  conspicu- 
ously. A  sailor,  verj*  (jbc^dedly  oval,  worn 
across  the  head,  ha*  something  the  efftct 
of  a  low-cocked  iiat.  but  one  with  a 
broad  curve  on  one  side  and  a  rounded 
point  on  the  other  Is  a  novelty  with  more 
than  a  touch  of  eccentricity  In  It.  Prob- 
ably such  eccentricity  will  not  prevent 
its  being  adopted  pretty  widely,  nr  such. 
at  least.  I  lind  is  the  general  opinion. 

Another  new  shape,  or  rather  a  revival 
of  one  that  had  a  short  run  of  favor  some 
seasons  ago.  Is  of  quite  a  difftrent  char- 
anglesactcr.  It  belongs  to  the  class  of 
what  are  called  demi-chapeaux.  or  hats 
of  medium  proportions.  This  is  a  small- 
ish plateau  with  the  edge  turned  down 
sharply  at  right  angles  to  it.  mounted  on 
a  i>andeau  raising  the  shape  an  Inch  or 
so  from  the  crown  of  the  head  in  front 
and  cau.sing  it  to  slant  very  decidedly 
down  at  the  iiack.  At  the  same  time,  it 
dips  forward  slightly  over   the   urow. 

This  shape  is  used  for  very  smart  hats, 
as  well  as  for  more  simple  ones.  In  the 
first  place,  it  is  more  frequently  than  nOt 
made  up  of  lace  over  a  foundation  of 
light  tinted  mousseline  or  crepe.  tiie 
turned-down  border  affording  .^cope  l>ir 
festooned  arrangements  jf  lace  or  fiingecl 
garlands  of  small  flowers,  but  it  is 
equally  pretty  and  effective  when  made 
of  straw  braids  with  a  coidon  of  minia 
ture  roses  or  other  Howoiets  set  against 
the  turned  down  portion  of  the  tdge. 

I  liave  restricted  myself  to  the  descrip- 
tion of  shapes  showing  more  or  less  of 
novelty,  but  It  must  be  understood  thai 
many  of  those  current  lliis  latter  end  of 
the  winter— more  particularly  the  picture 
style  of  broad-brimmed  nat  with  a  some- 
what decided  crown,  tho  medium-sized 
hat  rolled  symmetrically  at  the  .^ides  and 
rather  pointed  in  front,  and  many  of  tlie 
small  hats  and  pork  pie  toques— are  being 
reporduced  in  materials  suitable  to  the 
opening  season.  According  to  the  part 
they  are  called  upon  to  play,  they  are 
built  up  of  gossamer  and  lace,  etc..  or 
straw  only. 

The  straw  braids  most  In  request  for 
making  shapes  are  rather  wide  chip  of  a 
spikey  order  and  plaited  close,  being  more 
In  demand  than  paillasson.  For  such 
braids  medium  and  bright  dark  colors  arf 
given  the  preference  over  llgiit.  Mixed 
shades  are  al.so  greatly  fancied  by  the 
best  house.s.  A  dozen  shades  of  blue  or  of 
mauve  and  violet  will  often  be  com- 
bined in   these  braids. 

A  new  straw  trimming  has  avipeared 
that  is  specially  adapted  for  the  decor- 
ation of  s.ailors  and  toques  made  of 
straw  braids.  It  is  composed  of  short 
pieces  of  satin  straw  piping  tlireade<3  to- 
gether  like   grass   bugles,    which   they   re-

semble  owing  to  their  very  shinv  sur- 
face, only,  of  course,  tbey  are  thicker. 
These  straw  Inigles  are  made  up  into  a 
clo.se  meshod  galon.  whicii  is  used  to  en- 
circle the  crown  of  sailors,  or  to  face  the 
brims  of  t0(iues.  They  are  also  strung  on 
single  threads  and  mounted  to  the  shapes 
in  festoons  fastened  at  intervals  by  straw 
cabochons.  Such  straw  bugle  work  is 
produced  In  all  color.^.  particularly  bright, 
medium  and  dark  shades.  Sometimes  they 
are  chosen  to  m.atch  the  straw.  I  was 
shown  a  scarlet  satin  to  jue.  the  edge  o£ 
which  was  festooned  Ir  Ihf  way  de- 
scribed with  strings  of  the  same  scailet 
bugles.  They  may  al-so  ntlp  to  carry  out 
some  combination  scheme  of  coloring. 
Thus  th^  crown  of  a  PK)del  sailor,  ouill 
up  of  shailed  turquol.se  blue  brnid.s.  is  en- 
circled by  a  broad  l)and  coni.ijsed  of 
dark  purple  bugles  folded  at  tne  .sides  IntJ 
a  flat  cra\at  bow. 

Another  species  of  trin.mlng.  also  made 
of  satin  -Straw,  a  faithful  reprouuCllon  ol 
certain  floss  silk  embroidery,  is  used  for 
applique  work.  Too  heavj  for  application 
on  gossamer  shapes,  it  is  generally  re- 
served for  the  decoration  of  black  strav; 
hats,  and  looks  particularly  well  In  com- 
bination with  black  lace,  on  which  it.s 
dull    tint    shine.s   to   good   r  ffect. 

Immense  use  Is  made  of  lace,  which  is 
generally  of  a  mellow  hue  when  not  ac- 
tually tinted,  rarely  quite  while.  All  sorts 
of  lace  are  in  request;  the  hea\ler  styles 
of  guipure  motifs  and  garlands  with 
raised  patterns  for  Int-^iletting  and  ap- 
plication work.  Brussels.  Mechlin  and 
other  pillow  lace  for  draperio?  and  also 
for  veiling  shapes  covered  plain  wiln  two 
or  three  lavers  of  pale-hued  mousseline  or 
tulle  Something  Is  done  wllh  ulacK 
Chantllly,  particularly  uecoratcd  with 
black  plumes. 

Straw  braids,  as  I  have  said,  figure 
among  the  trimmings  of  made-up  hats. 
For  this  purpose  i  aev  must  necessarily 
be  of  a  light  description.  Plain  Tuscan, 
rice  straw  and  fair  braids  are  applicable, 
as  well  as  lace   woven  braids  wrought  In 

fruipure  patterns  and  used  as  a  substitute 
or  lace.  In  some  of  the.se  models  the 
entire  trimming  Is  carried  out  in  applluqe 
or  with  Incrustations  rendered  all  the 
more  effective  by  reason  of  the  semi- 
tran.sparency  of  the  foundation.  Besides 
the  guipure  of  straw  braids,  intervals  will 
be  occupied  bv  medallions  of  fine  lace 
framed  In  ruchlngs  of  narrow  rllibon.  or 
better  still,  with  chaplets  of  small  ro.ses. 
Even  when  bows  of  ribl»on  enter  into  the 
scheme  of  decoration,  tliese  will  be  .sewn 
down  flat  on  the  shape  .so  as  to  form  in- 
crustations in  relief. 

Ribbon  is  more  in  requ?st  than  It  has 
been  for  some  time.  Favor  Is  almost  ex- 
cluslvelv  reserved  to  the  very  lightest 
makes  of  taffetas  in  plain  or  glace  3ha4les. 
and  with  an  almost  imperceptible  border. 
Setting  aside  those  of  narrow  widths  re- 
quired for  making  ruMilngs  as  described. 
I  find  tiie  demand  to  be  mostly  for  three, 
four  and  five-Inch  ribbons.  The.se  medi- 
um widths  are  matle  up  into  different 
kinds  of  bows.  These  are  generally  com- 
posed of  as  many  short  ends  (snipped  in 
Vandykes)  as  loops,  and  are  not  over 
large,  so  that  half  a  dozen  may  be  easily 
used  for  the  trimming  it  a  broad-brimmed 
hat  set  about  in  different  parts  of  it 
Joined  one  to  the  other  by  a  folded  strap 
of  the  ribbon.  The  widest  widths  are 
for  draperies  or  to  band  round  crowns. 
Similar  hows  are  nl.so  made  to  trim  sail- 
ors and  oth'-r  small  hats  and  toques,  as 
are  small  wings  and  slmrt  brosd  couteaux. 
both  of  which  are  m.'re  often  than  not. 
matched  to  the  straw,  whether  this  be 
self-colored,  shaded  or  In  mixed  tints. 
Hardlv  any  of  the  new  models  show 
aigrettes,  a'lthiiugli  these  are  likely  to  be 
worn  for  some  tim.^  longer,  particularly 
on  matinee  and  otlier  full  dress  hats.  Or- 
d.-rs  for  ostrieh  have  fallen  off  very  con- 
siderably,   but    this    is    understood    to    be

'  ing    pointed    at    the    front,    with    an    occa-

However,  as 
Is  well  known,  the  sight  may  be  educated 
to   tolerate   Ineongrulties.    and   almost   anv 
caprice    of    fancy,    at    the    behest    of    the 
mode. 

Medium  large  hats  were  likewise  notice- 
able in  the  collections  brought  out  In  the 
recent  openings,  some  of  tiiem  showing. 
with  more  simple  brims,  crowns  wider  and 
less  tall  than  those  seen  in  the  new  large 
hats. 

Both  turbans  amd  toques  were  numerous 
In    these    collections— most    frequently    of 
the    boat    shape   and    (a.s    marked    in'  our 
note    in    reference    to    these    in    our    issue 
of    last    month)    somewhat    smaller    than 
were    the    turbaiis    for    the    winter,    while 
still,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  box  fash- 
ion.    'I'here  have  come  out  also  models  in 
turbans,    the    brims   of   which    are   turned 
up  .squarely,   but  aii-  not  attached  to  the 
edge  of  the  crown.     .\nd  there  are  models 
that   show  a   rounded    back.

Although  the 
shapes  following  the  mo.st  nearly  the 
Continental  cocked  hat.  with  the  brim 
caught  up  to  the  crown  at  each  side  un- 
der a  cockade,  leaving  a  point  at  the 
front,  and  flattened  up  smoothly  at  the 
back,  may  possibly  be  tho  choice  of 
fashionable  American  women  with  a 
touch  of  patriotism,  not  all  of  the  new 
triangular  hnts  follow  very  closely  the 
chapeau  of  our  fathers  of  the  American 
revolution.  Some  of  tlie  three-cornered 
hats  have  the  brim  flat  and  smooth  at 
the  front  sides,  the  front  coming  to 
an  acute  point  and  turned  up  against 
the  crown  squarely  at  the  back.  Other 
dispositions  of  the  brim,  more  or  less 
irregular,  with  the  triangular  shape  in 
view,  were  noticed  in  models  recently 
placed  under  nspectlo'n.  A  remembered 
model  handed  out  as  a  Continental  hat 
was  observed  to  have  a  fourth  uplifting 
of  thf  brim,  that  on  each  side  givhig  the 
point  at  the  front  of  equal  width,  that 
at  the  right  of  the  back  narrower,  and 
that  at  the  left  of  the  l)ack  considerably 
wider,  thus  throwing  a  hollow  point  to 
the  right  of  the  center  of  the  back. 
A  shape  which  may  be  described  as 
quatrecorne.  with  a  medium  wide  oval 
crown,  has  the  brim  run  out  In  four 
wide  scallops,  and  these  folded  back 
on  the  crown,  leaving  on  the  lop  a  va- 
cant space,  and  forming  an  exact  square 
in  contour  around  the  shape.  As  has 
been  Intimated,  plateau  hats  will  pos- 
sibly have  little  further  consideration. 
Yet  In  memorv.  In  one  of  the  most  satis- 
factory colections  of  imported  models  on 
recent  display,  from  Madame  Pouvanne. 
of  Paris,  was  a  medium  large  hat  of 
fine  English  split  straw  braid  of  cham- 
pagne tint,  having  a  double  brim,  the 
upper  brim  being  a  projection  of  a  large 
plateau  laid  in  artistic  folds,  and  super- 
imposed on  an  Inside  crown  to  which 
Is  attached  the  lower  brim. 

Bonnets  are  again  scarce  In  the  collec- 
tion of  headwear.  Compared  with  hat.l 
they   do   not   number   one   out   of   ten.

8ult?>]  to  the  purp.^se  ihan  ferns  and  vires. 
These  are  so  extremely  decorative  th.Ti  they 
can  b  '  placeti  in  difftrent  parts  of  the  house 
at  different  times,  combined  with  vases  of 
cut  flowers,  and  thus  add  greatly  to  the  gen- 
eral scheme  of  decoration.  A  few  good  ferns 
and  vines  make  the  basis  of  good  floral  orna- 
mentation for  the  winter  season  Indoors. 

Wli.le  apparently  very  delicate,  these 
plants,  if  cared  for  IntelUgently,  will  thrive 
with  so  small  an  amount  of  fffort  that  It  Is 
well  worth  while  to  make  it.  Maid-?nhalr 
fern,  beautiful  and  fragile,  is  apt  to  give 
the  Impression,  because  taken  from  A-trk 
crevices  in  the  woods,  that  It  will  get  along 
la  dark  places  ludcors.  This  Is  a  mistake. 
The  fern  ought  to  have  the  morn-ug  sun  to 
thrlvv.  If  the  pluut  Is  Intended  for  hall- 
way decoration,  it  should  be  moved  Into 
a  sunny  east  room  for  a  while  before  coon 
each  day.  Another  necessity  for  this  ever 
popular  plant  Is  a  soil  half  sand.  Cold  air 
drauguts  sboulfi  never  strike  It,  as  the  sensi- 
tive fronds  are  apt  to  shrivel  and  die  at  the 
sever.-'  ordeal.  It  does  no:  require  much 
watering- none,  really— until  the  earth  has 
become  (juite  dry. 

All  ferns,  and.  Indeed,  any  potted  plants, 
should  b*  kept  quite  clean.  Those  who  have 
been  successful  with  the  growing  of  ferns 
Indoors  say  that  they  give  them  a  weekly 
bath.  This  is  done  by  placing  the  pot  In  a 
half  tubfui  of  warm  water.  In  which  Is  a 
Aasb  of  ammonia- not  enough  to  make'  the 
process  of  washing  unpleasant,  however. 
The  fronds  should  be  carefully  sponged  and 
the  outside  of  the  pots  cleansed.  A  plant 
will  grow  much  better  In.  a  perfectly  dean 
pot  than  a  dirty  one,  as  it  la  more  porous 
and  beaUbful  to  live  in. 

If  the   ferns  hare  bad  to  be  kept  near  a 


be  treated  to  a  bath  of  quite  strong  ammonia 
water.    This  Is  lefreslUDg  and  tientficlal. 

At  no  t'me  durln^r  the  winter  should  the 
plants  be  taken  from  tbelr  warm  bath  and 
placed  out  of  doors,  at  an  open  window,  In 
a  cold  draught,  or  othcwise  exposed  to 
the  severity  of  the  weather.  They  are  much 
like  hamau  beings,  and  would  suffer  and 
often  die  from  such  trt-atmenr,  were  tbey 
subjected   to   it. 

If  possible,  all  plants  shoiild  be  set  la 
the  sun  in  a  warm  room  after  the'r  bath. 
until  they  are  dry.  • 

The  Indoor  cultivation  of  vines  is  one  that 
attracts  many  lovers  of  graceful  floricul- 
ture. Iry  and  clematis  are  both  capable 
of  being  transplanted  to  Indoor  realms. 
These  pretty  trailers  will  get  along  la  a  j 
temperature  as  low  as  fifty  d-rgrees:  so  1 
little  concern  need  be  felt  abf'ut  keeping  them  | 
warn,  enouga  in  the  house,  eveoi  in  mid-  1 
winter.  | 

The  ivy  vine  needs  a  rich  soil  and  daily  ! 
watching,  the  pots  bHng  well  drained  to 
admit  of  this  treatment.  The  weekly  wash- 
ing iu  warm  water  In  which,  in  the  case  of 
the  ivy,  a  little  common  household  socp  is 
used  is  productive  of  a  great  luxuriance  of 
foliage  and  a  beautiful  house  plent.  No  scale 
bug- the  enemy  of  ihi«  vice — can  withstand 
the  soapy  water  if  it  is  applied  thoroughly 
and   regularly. 

As  a  trellis  vine  that  blosroms  the  clem- 
atis b  one  of  the  leading  fpvorltes,  and  de- 
servedly so.  This  also  requires  a  rich  soil— 
one-third  of  manure  afided  to  the  ordinary 
loam  not  being  too  heavy  for  It.  When  it 
begins  to  bloom  a  eemi-weekly  watering 
of  manure  water  will  also  be  required  to 
keep  It  In  good  condition.  At  any  time  the 
plant  should  be  watered  dally,  toward  even- 
ing being  the  best  time.

The  Invitations  should  be  sent  out  wheiS 
the  baby  Is  about  eight  weeks  old  and 
should  be  restricted  to  the  most  Intimate 
friends  of  the  family,  and  should  consist 
of  a  tiny  card  bearing  the  child's  nam*, 
enclosed  In  an  envelope  with  the  mother'* 
visiting  card.  On  her  card  should  be  writ- 
ten: "Caudle  Party.  Wednesday  Afteruooo, 
February  12.  at  Four  o'Ciock.""

fuls  of  pastry  flour,  and  stir  into  the  cak% 
mixture  Add  the  well  beaten  whites  at  th« 
last  moment  and  mix  thoronghl.v.  When 
readv  to  bake  take  out  one-third  of  the  bat- 
ter and  add  to  It  a  tablespoonful  of  cinna- 
mon an  ounce  of  chocolate  melted,  two  table* 
spoonfuls  of  chopped  nut.«  and  a  tablespoon- 
ful  of  shredded  citron.  Grease  three  sheet 
nans  of  exactly  the  same  size;  put  th» 
fruit  mixture  Into  one.  the  rest  Into  the 
other  two  pans.  Bake  In  a  moderate  oven 
for  half  an  hour.  When  the  cakes  are  done 
turn  out  on  para  .ne  prpor.  spresd  one  light 
cake  with  boiled  frosting,  colored  and  CaT- 
ored  with  strawberry  extract:  place  the 
darker  cake  on  top.  sprc.d  It  with  frosting 
aud  on  top  of  this  lay  the  remaining  light 
cake  ice  the  entire  c.ike  with  strawberry, 
frosting  and  decorate  with  candied  cherrle«« 
Small  Fancy  Iced  Cakes. 
Prepare  a  rich  cake  batter  and  whert 
smooth  and  light  turn  "^t'',,^^^""^;^  i'^,*' 
Ing  p-iis  that  have  been  well  greased  wltH 
butter  Bake  In  a  quick  oven  fifteen  min- 
utes Turn  out  carefully  and  cut  with  small 
cutters  Into  diamonds,  hearts  and  squares. 
Correspondinglv  shaped  pieces  can  be  plncefl 
together  with  a  fllllug  of  Jelly.  Put  chop- 
ped nuts  or  whipped  cream  between,  and 
then   Ice   with  vanilla  or  strawberry  frost. 

Old    EnRllsh  Cnndlo  Cake. 

This  should  be  prrprred  the  day  before 
It  Is  to  be  u.sed.  Stir  two  I.nrge  cupfule  of 
oatmeal  Into  three  omrts  of  boiling  water, 
salting  It  to  taste,  adding  a  cupful  of  stoned 
raisins,  two  sliced  lemons,  a  stick  of  cinna- 
mon and  one  nutmeg  grated.  Boll  one  honr 
nnd  strain  c.Trefully,  then  place  In  the  Ice 
box  until  ready  to  serve.

Pour  Into  a  ptir.chbowl,  whose  con- 
tents may  be^kept  hot  by  a  tiny  spirit  lamp 
underneath.  Perv  In  caudle  cups,  with  a 
spoonful  of  whipped  cream  and  a  littla 
grated   lemon  peel.

1  ho 
well-rounded  matron  of  the  pair  was  the 
Romeo,  the  younger,  but  not  less  awk- 
ward, maiden  was  the  Juliet,  and  to- 
gether they  jested  so  wltle.saly,  clowned 
so  clumsily  and  were  so  dull  and  slow 
that  the  fun  of  ridiculing  them  soon  ex- 
hausted itself  and  the  audience  dwindled 
from  2000  to  200  before  the  curtain  fell. 

A  contrastingly  dramatic  thing  In  this 
matinee  was  "The  Sacrament  of  Judas,  ' 
with  its  rellgio-ethical  problem  of  a  for- 
mer priest  hearing  the  confession  of  a 
profilgate  that  he  has  wronged  the  girl 
both  love  and  ranting  absolution  to  his 
ilval  while  sulTering  the  pangs  of  pealou.s 
hatred.  Kvrle  Ilellew  Is  using  this  short 
tragedy  here  and  Jaraes  O'Neill  on  a  tour. 
I  watched  a  dozen  clergymen  In  this  spe- 
cial audience  and  they  were  absorbed 
deeply  by  It,  especially  at  the  climax.  In 
which  the  apostate  priest  resumes  the 
spirit  and  self-sacrifice  of  his  holy  vows, 
makes  the  repentant  sinner  promise  to 
marry  his  victim,  helps  him  to  esscapc 
from  a  plot  to  deliver  hlraup  to  death 
and  himself  stands  forth  to  be  shot  In 
the  other's  stead.  When  the  play  was 
first  produced  In  Broadway  I  described 
bow  Bellew  fell  headlong  down  a  stair- 
way to  the  floor  below.  I  said  that  evi- 
dently the  feat  was  an  Imitation  of  what 
the  actor  had  seen  two  trained  athletes 
do  In  his  remarkable  encounter  with  as- 
sassins last  season  in  "A  Gentleman  of 
France,"  and  I  predicted  that  he  would 
hadn't  pa.ssed  when  he  had  to  omit  two 
performances  owing  to  a  twisted  spine. 
I  noted  at  the  Actors'  Church  Aliance 
matinee  that  he  no  longer  took  the  plunge, 
but  Instead  slid  down  the  steps  hea<l 
downward  against  the  newel  post— pic- 
turesque and   less  dangerous. 

A  new  play  written  for  this  occasion 
was  "A  New  Alliance,"  by  Robert  Ede- 
sun.      It    was    a    polite    little    comedlatta, 

f»ertlnent  to  the  significance  of  the  mat- 
nee  and  acted  by  the  author  and  two 
others  with  that  quiet  grace  which  looks 
so  easy  as  to  make  amateurs  believe  they 
can  do  as  well.  What  Edeson  Is  capable 
of  doing  with  a  full-length  drama  Is  not 
Indicated  In  this  short  monologue  and 
dialogue,  with  tlie  plot  told  in  soliloquy, 
with  no  demand  for  skill  In  construction. 
A  former  actor  Is  now  a  cleryman.  The 
star  actress  in  whose  traveling  company 
he  was  a  minor  member  Is  now  a  Lady 
Bountiful  In  society.  They  recognize  each 
other.  Old  times  are  recalled,  with  the 
humor  of  hardships  In  one-night  towns 
and  the  sentiment  which  then  existed  be- 
tween them.  They  recall  her  Juliet  and 
his  performances  of  all  the  other  male 
parts  In  the  tragedy  except  Romeo.  They 
recite  a  little  from  the  parting  scene  in 
the    fiction    and    decide    that,    for   a   fact. 

they  will   remain  together  for   lite. 
«     *     • 

The  level  of  the  drama  was  to  have  been 
jacked  up  a  little  by  a  matinee  perform- 
ance of  "The  Triumph  of  Love,"  but  the 
levers  didn't  lift,  tlie  screws  didn't  hold 
and  I  fear  me  that  the  effort  was,  on  the 
whole,  rather  lowering.  The  play  liad 
won  a  prize  offered  by  the  Theater  Maga- 
zine. F.  Marion  Crawford,  the  novelist. 
and  William  Seymour,  a  stage  director 
and  brother-in-law  of  the  Davenports, 
had  been  the  Judges  who  selected  it  as 
the  best  among  SX)  manuscripts.  As  pro- 
fessional playwrights  had  not  been  barred 
from  the  competition,  and  the  winner  was 
the  experienced  Martha  Morton,  the 
avowed  purpose  of  discovering  a  dramatic 
genius  in  the  mass  of  unknown  writers 
was  defeated.  And  Miss  Morton's  work 
was  a  failing  off  in  merit  from  mucli 
that  she  had  done  before.  A  brilliant 
widow  in  society  had  scandalized  hor.><elf 
with  a  man,  and  h**  dared  not  marry 
her.  as  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  gov- 
ernorship of  New  York,  and  feared  that 
an  exposure  of  hLs  Immorality  would  de- 
I  feat  him  at  the  polls.  So  he  engaged 
I  hlm-self  to  wedan  extremely  good  girl 
whom  he  didn't  care  for.  Now.  this  pure 
maiden  deserved  all  of  the  audience's 
sympathy,  but  the  author  let  the  wicked 
widow  plead  so  strenuously  for  exculpa- 
tion that  it  became  a  toss-up  which  we 
wanted  to  get  the  man. 

Now,  a  Mrs.  Pat  Campbell  or  a  Mrs. 
Leslie  Carter  may  convince  us  that  a 
Hedda  Gabler  or  a  Mme.  Du  Barry  Is  a 
lovely  being,  but  the  ta.sk  requires  genius 
in  both  author  and  actress,  el.so  the  out- 
come is  un.'^atisfactory.  no  matter  whether 
feminine  virtue  or  feminine  vice  wins  in 
the  contest.  This  time  the  man  wa.s 
finally  awarded  to  the  widow. 

The  actress  who  made  the  pleas  for  the 
transgressing  widow  was  none  other  than 
the  Minna  K.  Gale  who  hasn't  been  for- 
gotten as  the  Ophelia  and  the  Desdemona 
In  the  famous  Booth  and  Barrett  produc- 
tions of  "the  Shakespeare  tragedies.  Mr. 
Barrett  had  taken  her  directly  from  a 
Brooklyn  fashionable  amateur 
culb  and  put  her  In  the  way  of  profes- 
sional distinction.  Her  talent  and  beauty 
were  a  factor  In  the  tremendous  Booth- 
Barrett  success  of  art  and  business.  After 
their  death  she  retired  intoaffluent  matri- 
mony, and  as  Mrs.  Archibald  C.  Haines 
she    is   a   leader   in    New    York   .society. 

To  her  emergence  on  the  stage  again 
for  tills  occasion  was  due.  I  suppose,  the 
crowding  of  the  theater  with  distinctly 
fashionable  people,  mostly  women.  And, 
although  she  was  fully  as  fine  in  looks 
and  acting  as  she  had  ever  been,  it  was 
something  of  a  sliock  to  nee  the  former 
embodiment  of  chastity  In  Shakespearean 
drama  emerge  from  retirement  to  iKirtray 
a  fever-hot  woman  in  an  affair  that  had 
all  the  aspects  of  a  liaison.  She  figured 
In  a  bevy  of  society  types  which  Included 
just  one  absolutely  white  woman.  AU 
the  others  were  touched  and  tainted  by 
evil.  In  thought  If  not  In  deed,  for  they 
were  such  wives  as  had  gone  astray,  or 
might  on  small  provocation.  The  men 
were  quite  as  bad  a  lot.  So  Miss  Morton's 
studies  in  society  may  be  said— pardon  me 
for  saying  It— to   have  been   made   In   the 

nude.

George  H.  Broadhurst  has  been  known 
hitherto  for  farce  only.  He  Is  now  gone 
with  'The  Crown  Prince."  In  the  direc- 
tion of  rom.antic  melodrama,  but  has 
stopped  judiciously- either  by  original 
or  subsequent  change — at  the  happy 
m  of  fanta.^tlc  comedy.  His  final 
ion.  however  arrived  at,  was  to 
satirize  the  kind  of  stage  fiction  In  which 
virtuous  braves  are  let  loose,  sword  in 
hand,  to  save  lovely,  girls  and  slaughter 
ugly  scoundrels.  His  composition,  as  de- 
livered to  audiences,  is  altogether  a 
merrymaker.  The  crown  prince  of  Mo- 
rantia  goes  to  the  capital  of  Rhodoland 
Incognito,  tv/o  days  before  the  date  set 
for  his  formal  betrothal  to  the  young 
queen.  His  errand  In  getting  there  un- 
known and  ahead  of  time  Is  to  recover  a 
stolen  document  which  might  raise  the 
devil  and  all  with  the  peace  which  has 
been  patched  up  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, and  which  la  to  be  made  permanent 
by  a  marriage  of  International  conveni- 
ence. 

He  has  a  two-day  whirl  of  adventures, 
and  Is  all  the  while  .so  jolly  that  we  are 
amused  at  every  tninute  of  hl=!  oerll.  He 
saucily  Introduces  himself  a  the  guise 
of  a  Romeo  at  a'  masquerade  where  the 


girlish  Queen  Cecilia  Is  larking  as  a 
Juliet.  They  have  never  seen  each  other. 
With  all  the  celerity  of  Shakespeare's 
caloric  Italians,  they  fall  into  mutual 
love,  and  Rol>ert  Impudently  kisses  Ce- 
cilia, who  pouts,  but  likes  it.  Their  mar- 
riage is  delayed,  however,  by  personal 
and  political  enemies.  Droll  and  delight- 
ful pleasantry  characterizes  their  court- 
ship until,  when  they  stand  at  length 
revealed  to  each  other  as  royal  person- 
ages, they  are  true  lovers,  eager  for  the 
wedlock    which    they    have    dreaded. 

But  it  hasn't  been  all  billing  and  coo- 
ing. Robert  has  slain  his  foes  as  well 
as  fooled  them.  His  best  exploit  has  been 
to  disguise  himself  as  a  famous  highway- 
man and  hold  up  the  coach  in  which  the 
duke  who  stole  the  state  paper  la  travel- 
ing. The  professional  robber  turned  up 
on  the  spot,  and  the  amateur  fights  a 
duel  with  him  todecide  which  shall  leave 
the  job  to  the  other.  Robert  wins,  and 
then  proceeds  to  plunder  the  duke  of  the 
all-important  document.  Cheap  melo- 
drama? Oh.  no -comic  comedy,  no  less 
legitimate  than  Jos.^ph  Jefferson's  dueling 
in  "Tile  Rivals,"  for  Instance,  and  even 
more    laughable,    besides    being    new. 

James  K.  Hackett  brougiit  "John  Er- 
month  fniyi'os.w  cmfwyp  vbgkqj  xzfiflm 
jected  It  Ho  must  have  lost  a  deal  of 
money  through  the  failure.  He  brings 
"The  Crown  Prince"  to  us  this  week  anit 
we  accept  it.  He  will  get  a  deal  of  monev 
through  its  success.  That  is  a  sordii 
*nlne"  to  us  three  months  ago  and  were 
valuation  of  the  two  plays  and  not  con- 
slderat  of  their  elements  of  worth  and 
wortlilessness.  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  to 
know  that  Mr.  Hackett  would  have  pre- 
ferred prosperity  with  the  piece  to  which 
It  was  denied,  because  John  Ermine,  the 
white-born  scout  with  an  Indian  rearing, 
was  a  son  of  nature,  a  lover  in  an  idyllic 
romance,  a  character  with  which  any 
actor  of  culture  and  purpose  would  be 
glad  to  triumph.  But  to  the  people  who 
can't  or  won't  look  more  than  skin  de»p 
Into  stage  heroes,  unless  geniun  in  the 
author  or  actor  helps  them  to,  John  was 
a  merely  melodramatic  fellow  and  a  dull- 
ard at  that.  The  fault  lav  with  the  au- 
thor, who  was  not  explicit  or  graphic  In 
Ma  language  and  did  not  provide  any 
material  with  which  the  Interpreter  might 
expose  John's  heart  and  soul. 

If  you  had  never  seen  Mr.  Hackett  until 
he  took  up  his  role  of  Impossibilities,  you 
would  have  been  warranted  In  a^kln? 
how  on  earth  he  had  acoulred  his  repu- 
tation. If  I  have-  made  the  reason  clear 
why  his  art  proved  unremuneratlve  In 
"John  Ermine"  I  may  proceed  to  tell  why 
he  will  replenish  hia  coffers  with  "The 
Crown  Prince."  The  conditions  are  dif- 
ferent in  every  way.  All  Is  on  the  sur- 
face, requiring  no  thought  to  compre- 
hend the  meanings,  with  apt  wit  and 
easy  humor  pervading  the  very  obvious 
sentiment  and  with  never  a  tear  to  damp- 
en the  gayety  on  either  side  of  the  foot- 
lights. The  net  result  is  an  entertain- 
ment, which,  here  in  New  York  at  least, 
13  as  popular  at  the  front  of  the  par- 
quet as  at  the  rear  of  the  gallery.  Every 
inch  and  ounce  of  the  play  with  whicn 
that  can  be  accomplished  Is  coinabh; 
Into  dollars.  And  as  to  the  fame  of  the 
prlnclpal  actor— well,  it  will  be  extended 
on  the  level  and  downward.  If  not  up- 
ward. Indeed,  as  a  light  cimedian,  a!- 
ii'cst  a  burlesquer,  Mr.  Hackett  should 
gain  ground  with  critical  people  In  his 
present  medium,  and  ho  does  not  deserve 
to  lose  any  through  its  superficiality.

Advocated  By  Man  Who

New  York,  Feb.  20.— "I  would  walk 
down  Broadwuy  naked  if  It  were  not 
for  the  police,"  said  a  remarkable 
looking  man  who  attracted  a  great 
crowd  as  he  strolled  along  the  Rialto, 
attired  in  a  corduroy  mantle  which 
coverede  his  body  from  shoulders  to 
just  below  the  knees.

than  plenty  for  a  few.  "The  Third 
Power"  teaches  the  more  humane  Idea 
that  "co-operation  is  the  life  of  trade." 
Co-operation  means  helpfulness  for 
others;  competition  means  helplessness 
for  many.  Hence  here  is  a  sign  of  ad- 
vancing civilization— a  sign  that  the 
purposes  and  thoughts  of  men  are 
changing  for  the  better.

J.  Locke  will  welcome  a  new  work  from 
his  pen  entitled  "Where  Love  Is,"  to 
be  published  shortly  by  John  Lane.  Mr. 
Locke  is  steadily  gaining  followers  In 
this  country,  and  It  Is  dlfllcult  to  find 
another  writer  who  combines  In  a 
higher  degree  the  three  essentials  of 
successful  novel  writing,  viz.,  able  plot- 
construction,  lucid  narration  and  force- 
ful diction.  Mr.  Locke's  present  novel 
takes  its  title  from  the  saying:  "Better 
is  a  dinner  of  herbs  where  love  Is  than 
k  stalled  ox  and  hatred  therewith"— 
the  quaint  old  phrase  from  Proverbs. 
Shortly,  the  story  tells  the  experiences 
of  a  girl,  brought  up  a  thorough  world- 
ling, with  a  father  and  mother  bent 
only  upon  the  arrangement  of  a  pro- 
fitable match  ,and  from  her  earliest 
girlhood  open  to  the  influence  only  of 
the  frivolous  and  sejfish  smart  set  of 
society.  On  the  eve  of  her  engagement 
to  a  suitor  convenient  to  her  parents' 
ends,  she  meets  a  young  Impecunious 
artist,  whose  more  vivid  view  of  the 
philosophy  of  life  opens  her  eyes  to  her 
surroundings;  but  th^  r-^velatlon  is  not 
accomplished  until  a  marriage  has  been 
already  contracted  with  the  rich 
suitor.

Again  on  the  eve  of  marriage,  her  tor- 
tured mind  is  changed,  and,  cutting  the 
knot  of  perplexity,  she  turns  to  a  pre- 
vious admirer  from  the  smart  world, 
and  suddenly  elopes  with  him,  leaving 
the  artist  to  his  impecunious  life.  Sub-

"You  may  know  the  gospels,  but  you 
don't  know  the  military  regulations.""

caused  Chicago  high  school  authorities  ] 
this    week,   to    lay    before    the    Michigan 
faculty  a  proposition  that  no  freshman 
having  entrance  conditions  shall  be  al- 
lowed in  athletics,  with  the  one  excep- 
tion that  he  may  have  conditions  if  he 
is  a  high  school  graduate.     The  object 
of    this    rule    Is,    of   course,    to    prevent 
boys  leaving  high  school  early,  and,  at 
the   price  of  one  or  two  entrance   con- 
ditions,  getting  Into   college    by   taking 
the    examinations    with    the    sole     am- 
bition of  athletics. 

No  member  of  the  Michigan  faculty 
can  be  found  who  favors  this  limited 
rule.  If  passed  it  will  be  made  general, 
and  will  bar  all  students  with  entrance 
conditions.  Such  conditions  at  Micli- 
igan  arc  not  a  sign  of  poor  scholarship, 
but  of  required  work  which  has  never 
been  taken.  Some  high  schools  do  not 
teach  these  required  subjects.  Such  In- 
stitutions as  the  Chicago  high  schools, 
whose  diploma  admits  without  con- 
ditions, make  it  necessary  to  spend  the 
entire  four  high  school  years  In  pre- 
paration for  one  specitied  course,  other- 
wise there  will  be  entrance  conditions. 
Should  a  boy  suddenly  change  his  mind 
about  his  profession  at  the  beginning 
of  his  college  course  that  change  wouid 
bar  him  from  athletics,  as  he  would 
not  have  all  the  required  work  for  that  ; 
particular  course.  i 

There  is  only  one  athlete  at  Michigan  ; 
this   year   Included       In       the     Chicago 
changes,    and    there    are    hundreds      of 
students    who    entered    before    finishing  .

The  Michigan  athletic  authorities.  In  \ 
permitting  men  with  such  conditions 
to  play,  took  the  ground  that  the  board  \

college  work.  Plainly,  the  board  said 
these  men  had  never  been  in  college, 
and  athletics  had  no  connection  with 
their  entrance  conditions. 

The  faculty  states  authoritatively 
that  Michigan  athlete  have  never  re- 
ceived favors  In  entrance  examinations, 
and  that  athletic  directors  have  even 
kept  secret  the  Identity  of  young

DENIES  SHOOTING. 

McNamara  Says  He  Did  Not 
Kill  Jennings. 

New  York.  Feb.  2t).— Frank  McNa- 
mara. of  Elgin,  III.,  who  was  arrested 
charged  with  shooting  and  killing 
George  R.  Lennings,  a  manufacturer  of 
window  shades,  in  Brooklyn,  was  ar- 
raigned In  police  court  yesterday  and 
h*rld  for  examination  until  Fridny  next. 
The  prisoner,  who  wa-s  not  represented 
by  an  attorney,  and  who  seemed  very 
self-possessed,  told  the  magistrate  tiiat 
he  did  not  shoot  Jennings.  His  request 
for  bail  wa.s  refu.sed. 

To  the  reporters  McNamara  declared 
he  did  rot  know  Jennings  was  shot  un- 
til he  V.  as  arrested.  He  recited  his  fm- 
anciai  dealings  with  Jennings,  and  said 
that  when  he  came  East  and  asked  for 
the  money  due  him.  Jennings  treated 
him  brutally  and  sali:  "If  you  want 
that  money  you'll  have  to  sue  me  for 
It."

•woman  in  the  case,  he  answered:  "It 
was  ju.st  a  plain  case  of  steal;  it  was 
all  over  money.  Yesterday  afternoon  I 
went  to  Jennings"  offlf-e  and  tried  to  get 
my  money.  He  turned  on  me  and 
said.  Get  out  of  here  or  I'll  give  you 
this,"  opening  his  desk.  I  saw  a  revol- 
ver lying  there  and  I  walked  out  of  the 
office.  I  had  not  gone  far  when  someone 
came  up  behind  me  and  knocked  me 
dov/n.  holding  me  until  I  was  arrett- 
ed."

The  addi- 
tional warrants  were  sworn  out  yester- 
day,  and  three  constables   appeared   -^t 
the  pool  room  to  serve  them. 

Two  policemen  were  present,  and 
declared  they  had  arrested  the  oper- 
ators of  the  pool  room  and  were  guard- 
ing thom.  Betting  was  going  on  a.s 
UKual  at  the  time.  Tlie  constables  were 
ordered  to  leave  the  premises,  which 
they  did.  after  argument. 

Proceeding  through  the  neighbor- 
hood for  the  next  half  hour,  the  con- 
stables organized  a  posse  of  citizens, 
numbering  about  half  a  hundred.  The 
constables  and  citizens  returned  to 
the  pool  room,  and  entered.  They  were 
at  once  ordered  out,  and  the  doors  were 
iocked.  The  posse  then  prepared  fo.* 
eventualities.

FAIL  TO  REPORT. 

Labor  Bureau  Complains  of 
Rang:e  Minit-jg:  Companies. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  20.— Ofl3cials  of  the 
state  labor  bureau  are  of  the  opinion 
that  some  of  the  mining  companies  In 
the  northern  part  of  the  state  are  vio- 
lating the  law  which  requires  them  to 
report  all  accidents  to  the  state  labor 
bureau,  and  the  "department  has  bearun 
an  Investigation  with  a  view  to  bring- 
ing suits  if  there  Is  sufficient  evidence 
to   set'ure   convictions. 

An  official  of  the  bureau  said  that 
the  mining  companies  located  in  one 
county  reported  nineteen  death*  In  a 
given  time.  From  an  exam.inatlon  of 
the  books  of  the  coroner  of  the  county 
the  officials  found  that  forty-five  wortf- 
men  had  been  killed  by  accidents  In 
the  mines  duiing  the  same  period. 

Violation  of  the  law  Is  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  from  $25  to  $6CtO,  or  hnprlson- 
ment  In  the  county  jail  from  ten  to 
ninety  dayt. 


Wll.L  PROP  TRIGGS. 
Chicago,  Feb.  W.— The  Tribune  states 
that  the  name  of  Dr.  Oscar  Lovell  Triggs. 
instructor  In  English  at  the  university  of 
Chicago,  has  been  drooped  from  the  list 
of  instructors  who  will  be  notified  of  their 
re-appointment  l>y  the  board  of  trusters 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  After  July 
1  Ms  services  with  the  universu>  'Aill 
cease.  This  action  .s  said  to  be  on  ac- 
count of  his  connection  with  political 
leagues.  The  Tribune,  however,  says 
that  Professor  Triggs'  liberal  views  have 
proved  distasteful  to  the  high  authorities 
of  the  university.

CIVIL  W.A.R  GENERALS. 

Some  interesting  statistics  as  to  the 
variouh  generals  who  served  In  the  civil 
w?r  were  lecently  presented  in  a  talk 
before  the  Oneida.  N.  Y.,  Historical  so- 
ciety at  Utica.  by  State  Historian  Hugh 
Hastings.  According  to  the  New  YorK 
Times  Mr.  Hastings  recalled  that  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  for  the  Union, 
Ulysfes  Grant  was  a  tanner,  McClellan 
a  railroad  president,  Sherman  a  banker 
in  New  Orleans,  Rc«?ecr9ns,  Hooker. 
Slocum.  Halleck  and  Burnside  werj 
also  out  of  the  service;  Thomas  was  a 
major  in  the  Second  cavalry,  Meade  u 
captain  of  engineers.  Sheridan  had  Just 
been  promoted  first  lieutenant  In 
Grant's  old  regiment,  the  Fourth  infan- 
try; Hancok  was  a  captain  In  the  quar- 
termaster's department;  Schofield  wa« 
a  first  lieutenant  of  artillery;  Granger 
was  a  first  lieutenant.  Most  of  the  offl- 
cers  who  afterward  became  distin- 
guished in  the  Confederate  service,  had 
continued  in  the  army  from  the  time 
they  were  graduated  from  West  Point 
to  the  breaking  out  of  the  war.  Lee 
was  colonel  of  the  First  cavalry,  Albert 
Sidney  Johnson  colonel  of  the  Second 
cavalry,  J.  E.  B.  Sturt  a  captain  of  cav- 
alry. Hood  first  lieutenant  of  cavalry. 
Joe  Johnson  quartermaster  general  of 
the  United  States  army.  Beauregard 
captain  of  engineers,  Longstreet  a 
major  in  the  pay  corps.  Stephen  D.  Lee 
first  lieutenant  of  artillery.  Bragg  had  !  man 
resigned  In  IB^.  and  Stonewall  Jackson  I  jrff*

Then 
the  bfaken^^n  waves  the  go  ahead 
signal  which  the  ergineer  acknowiedgea 
by  two  short,  qulclt  blasts  of  his  whi.->- 
tle;  the  engine  gives  the  train  a  back- 
ward jolt  to  take  out  the  slack:  tli6 
engineer  reverses,  and  the  train  startj 
ahead  and  goes  rumbling  across  a  hign 
wooden  trestle,  around  a  long  curve, 
where  she  is  lost  in  the  depths  of  a 
red  clay  cut  whence  we  shall  follow. 

The  brakemen,  silting  in  the  copoli. 
watch  the  great  clouds  of  black  smoke 
floating  back  over  the  tops  of  the  un- 
steady box  cars  v  hich  sway  clumsily 
from  side  to  side.  They  smoke  and  talk 
cf  the  next  dance  at  the  armory,  dis- 
pense railway  gossip,  or  warmly  dis- 
pute over  ambiguous  points  in  the 
•'Book  of  Rules."  Down  below,  tha 
conductor  sits  at  his  folding  table, 
checking  way  bllhi  or  calculating  the 
tcnnage  of  his  train,  while  a  third  of 
a  mile  away,  sept. rated  from  the  ca- 
boose by  fifty  cars,  the  •'eagle  eye"  — 
so  the  engineer  Is  ramed — keeps  his  un- 
divided attention  fixed  upon  the  track 
ahead,  the  water  s  lass  and  the  steam 
gauge:  the  firemar  watches  the  gauge 
and  feeds  the  fire,  and  the  head  brake- 
man  contenjedly  squirts  tobacco  juice 
into  every  nook  and  corner. 

The  caboose  or  v,-ay-car  is  the  train- 
men's home  and  is  fitted  up  with  many 
little   comforts   which   one  would   never 
guess    from    its    pliin    extreior.      There 
are  bunks  for  the  men,  a   table,  a  sta- 
tionery cabinet  and   a  chair  for  the  con- 
ductor, a  water  cooler  and  wash  basin,

Rather  close,  you  say;  an  unusually

Similar  risks  are  nin 
daily,  but  the  public  never  hears  of 
J  them  unless  a  wreck  is  the  result.  Even 
i  then  comparatively  few  accidents  are

Old  Fashioned  Pound  Cake 

A  young  housekeeper  writes  to  know  Jnst 
how  to  make  a  good  pound  cake,  such  as 
rr.-/  still  lie  found  In  small  towns  where 
women  do  their  own  fine  cooking  and  where 
company  teas  are  something  to  remember. 

The  old  rule— and  there  is  none  better — 
calls  for  one  pound  each  of  butter,  sugar 
and  flour,  ten  eggs  and  a  h.ilf  wine  glass 
each  of  wine  and  brandy.  Beat  the  butter 
to  a  cream  and  add  the  sugar  little  by  little, 
stirring  all  the  while.  If  preferred,  this 
beating  may  be  doue  with  the  hand  Instead 
of  a  spoon.  Beat  ten  eggs  without  sepa- 
rating until  they  become  light  and  foamy. 
Add  gradually  to  the  butter  and  sugar  and 
beat  hard.  Sift  In  the  flour  already  once  or 
twice  sifted,  and  add  the  wine  and  brandy. 
Line  the  cake  pans  with  buttered  paper,  and 
pour  In  the  well  beaten  mixture.  Bake  In  a 
moderate,  steady  oven. 

This  recipe  may  be  varied,  b.v  the  addition 
of  raisins,  seeded  and  cuj  In  halves,  shred- 
ded citron  or  almonds,  blanched  and  pounded 
in  rose  water.  Some  old  fashioned  house- 
keepers always  add  a  quarter  of  a  teaspoon 
of  mace.  This  same  mixture  may  be  baked 
In  patty  tins,  putting  currants  Into  some, 
almonds  or  raisins  Into  the  rest.  Pound 
cake  Is  apt  to  be  lighter  baked  In  thia  way. 
The  cakes  may  be  left  plain  or  frosted.  If 
kept  In  stone  Jars,  they  will  grow  richer  with 
the  keeping.  Old  time  housekeepers  used  to 
keep  an  apple  In  the  Jar  with  their  pound 
cake,  thinking  It  tended  to  keep  the  cake 
moist.

To  make  old  fashioned  molasses  candy— 
the  kind  that  the  more  yen  eat  the  more  you 
want  and  th.nt  leaves  a  delicionsly  sweet, 
whoU^(.me  taste  all  the  way  down  your 
oesophagus— requires  a  combination  of"  sci- 
ence, sense  aikd  muscle  and  a  willingness  to 
"pull"  till  the  palms  tingle  and  the  shoul- 
ders ache.  It  means  gi'iiuiiie  Xew  Or'eans 
molasses  .sf  rnlght ;  no  substitute,  no  aduitera- 
tl..n.  It  i.-eds  a  crisp,  cold  night,  preferably 
with  fresh  now  f.-.l!ei:  gnov.-  on  the  ground; 
a  cheery  kitchen,  warm  and  bright,  with 
plenty  of  room  "to  swing  a  cat  around  by  its 
tall."  There  should  be  a  generous  popper 
and  a  lot  of  dry.  crispy  corn  Just  rc.idy  to 
rattle  from  th"  cob:  a  nut  crpcker  or  n  him- 
mer  and  a  flatlron,  with  a  pile  of  genuine 
••shag  barks"  to  keep  them  busy;  a  lug  of 
elder,  a  pan  of  apples  and  a  company  che-e:i 
so  that  the  kitchen  becomes  "P.iradiae 
enow"  even  without  the  nuts  and  eandy. 

An  invitation  to  a  real  old  fashlonpd  cVndv 
pull  ne^er  goes  begging.  There  win  be  no 
suddenly  devised  "prior  engagements"  or 
"awfully  sorrys."  Preparations  ar?  simple

frocks,  no  frills,  no  aftermath  of  ijlUs.  There 
needs  be  plenty  of  SM^istantla!  plates,  tin 
or  stone  ware;  fruit  knives,  nut  picks' and 
glasses  or  steins  for  the  cider.

The  Hague.  Feb.  22.— The  arbitration 
tribunal  which  has  been  considering 
the  claims  of  the  blockading  powers 
for  preferential  treatment  of  their 
claims  against  Venezuela  has  decided 
unanimously  that  the  three  blockading 
powers,  Great  Britain,  Germany  and 
Italy,  have  the  right  to  a  preference 
of  30  per  cent  of  the  customs  duties  at 
Guaira  and  Porto  Cabcllo,  the  litigants 
to  pay  their  own  co.sts.  The  United 
States  is  commissioned  to  carry  out 
the    decision     of    the     tribunal     within 

three   months. 

In  giving  judgment,  the  tribunal 
points  out  that  it  hjis  been  guided  by 
international  law  and  the  etiuiiy  of  Che 
case,  and  that  the  protocols  signed  at 
Washington  since  Feb.  13,  1903,  and  par- 
ticularly the  protocol  of  May  7,  whereof 
the  obligatory  nature  cannot  be  doubt- 
ed, form  the  legal  basis  of  its  sentence; 
that  the  tribunal  is  not  competent  to 
question  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mixed 
commissions  at  Caracas,  nor  to  judge 
their  action  or  their  warlike  oi)era- 
tions  of  the  blockading  powers,  nor 
to  decide  if  the  three  blockading  pow- 
ers exhausted  all  pacific  means  to  pre- 
vent tiie  necessity  for  employing  force. 
The  tribunal  decides  that  it  is  only  in  a 
position  to  certify  that  since  1901  Ven- 
ezuela refused  arbitration,  proiiosed  on 
several  occasions  by  Germany  and 
Great  Britain;  that  after  the  war  no 
formal  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded; 
Ihnt  the  operations  of  the  blockaders 
were  stopped  before  they  had  received 
Ballsfaclion  for  all  their  claims,  and, 
further,  that  the  question  of  preferen- 
tial treatment  was  submitted  to  arbi- 
tration. The  tribunal  declares  that  It  ! 
found  and  recognized  In  these  facts 
precious  evidence  in  favor  of  the  great 
principle  of  arbitration  in  all  phases  of 
International  conflict.  In  adhering  to 
the  protocols  the  blockaders  could  not 
have  intended  to  renounce  their  ac- 
quired rights,  nor  their  privileged,  de 
facto  position.  The  government  of 
Venezuela  itself  had  recognized  in 
principle  the  well-foundedness  of  their 
claims,  while  it  had  not  recognized 
those  of  the  non-blockading  powers, 
and  until  the  end  of  January,  1903,  made 
not  the  slightest  protest  against  the 
claims   for   i)referential   treatment. 

Throughout  the  diplomatic  negotia- 
tlop.s  Venezuela  constantly  disiln- 
guishcd  between  the  allied  powers  and 
the  neutrals.  These  latter,  not  having 
protested  against  the  claims  for  pref- 
erence of  the  blockading  powers,  either 
at  the  time  the  war  stopped,  nor  imme- 
diately after  the  signature  of  the  pro- 
tocol of  Feb.  13,  the  government  of 
Venezuela  only  agreed  in  respect  to  the 
ellied  powers  to  offer  special  guaran- 
tees for  the  fulfillment  of  its  engage- 
ments. The  good  faith  which  should 
direct  international  relations;  imposes 
tlie  duty  on  the  tribunal  of  declaring 
that  the  words,  "All  claims."  employed 
by  the  Venezuelan  representative  In  the 
negotiations  with  the  repreFentntive?;  of 
the  alli';'d  powers  could  relate  only  tc  to 
the  latter  powers.  Neutrals  could  in 
jjon.e  respect  profit  by  the  circumslan- 
ces  created  by  the  oi>eratlons  of  the 
v.ar  without  accjuiring  new  riirhts,  the 
rights  already  acquired  remaining  abso- 
lutely intact. 

In  the  decision  the  T'nited  State?  Is 
charged  merely  to  supervise  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  decision  regarding  costs. 
After  the  delivery  of  the  decision 
President  Muravieff.  the  Russian  min- 
ister <;f  .iustirt\  in  a  short  spicech.  fie- 
clared  that  the  findings  had  been 
r^acl'.cl  after  a  mo«t  minute  .and  most 
Impartial  investigation.  Like  all  human 
nets,  he  added,  the  decision  was  sus- 
ceptiiile  to  criticism,  but  now  it  was 
made,  everyone  should  accept  it.  The 
arbitration,    begun    in    times    of    peace. 


Chicago,  Feb.  22.— Fire  today  practi- 
cally destroyed  the  building  occupied  | 
by  the  Alhambra  theater,  hotel  and  > 
apartments.  The  structure  was  three 
stories  high  and  fronted  on  Archer  \ 
avenue  and  State  and  Nineteenth  ! 
streets. 

After  the  fire  was  extinguished  the 
remains  of  three  persons,  two  men  and 
a  woman,  who  had  been  suffocated, 
were  found  in  the  ruins.  There  were 
many  narrow  escapes,  but  so  far  as 
known  only  one  was  seriously  Injured. 
The  loss  is  estimated  at  $75,000.  The 
I  Alhambra  theater,  around  which  the 
'  hotel  is  built,  was  partly  destroyed,  in 
1  the  theater  new  stage  fittings  and  fur- 
]  nishings  had  been  installed  and  re- 
'  modelling  in  compliance  with  the  new 
theater  ordinance  had  practically  b-en 
I  completed. 

1  The  fire  is  believed  to  have  started 
;  from  an  overheated  boiler  in  the  ba.=ie- 
j  ment  of  the  Alhambra  restaurant.  The 
i  smoke  soon  filled  the  halls  of  the  upper 


storie«,  and  but  for  the  night  clerk, 
Phillip  Vingo,  the  firemen  asserted, 
there  probably  would  have  been  a 
much  greater  loss  of  life.  He  ran 
through  the  halls  awakening  the  200 
guests.  A  moment  later  the  halls  were 
filled  with  half-clad  men  and  women, 
who  groped  their  way  down  the  stairs 
to  the  snow-covered  streets  and  sought 
refuge  in  neighboring  buildings.  The 
Alhambra  theater  is  owned  by  Stair  & 
Haviland,  owners  of  the  Bijou,  Colum- 
bus and  other  theaters  in  Chicago. 

Fully  fifty  of  the  guests,  most  of 
them  women,  were  carried  down  lad- 
ders by  firemen.  The  three  bodies  were 
found  in  a  room  on  the  top  floor  of  the 
building.  From  the  position  of  the  re- 
mains the  two  men  had  api'arently  at- 
tempted to  assist  the  woman  to  escape, 
but  had  been  overcome  by  the  smoke. 
All  clothing  was  burned  from  the  bodies 
and  the  flesh  seared  and  scorched.  Th-? 
remains  of  the  men  were  identified  as 
William  Fisher  and  Frank  Beckman. 
both  of  whom  had  recently  arrived 
here  from  Cincinnati.  The  body  of  the 
woman  was  identified  as  that  of  Anna 
Smith.

KING  EDWARD  INJURED  BY  FALL 


New  York,  Feb.  22.— ^Vhile  inspecting 
the  cruiser  Cumberland,  King  Edward 
has  been  much  inconvenienced  by  the 
injuries  resulting  from  a  fall,  says  a 
dispatch  to  the  American  from  Ports- 
mc>uth,   Englajid.

The  Hague.  Feb.  22.— The  arbitration 
tribunal  which  has  been  con.sidering 
the  claims  of  the  blockading  powers 
for  preferential  treatment  of  their 
claims  against  Venezuela  has  decided 
unanimously  that  the  three  blockading 
powers,  Great  Britain,  Germany  and  i  nishmgs 
ItaJy,  have  the  right  to  a  preference 
of  oO  per  cejit  of  the  customs  duties  at 
Guaira  and  Porto  Cabello,  the  litigants 
to  pay  their  own  costs.  The  United 
fcjtaifcs  is  commis-sionod  to  curry  out 
the    decision    of    the    tribunal    within 

three   months. 

In  givmg  judgment,  the  tribunal 
pomts  out  that  it  has  been  guided  by 
International  law  and  the  equity  of  the 
case,  and  that  the  protocols  signed  at 
^\'ashington  since  Feb.  13,  iyo3,  and  par 
tnularly  the  prutocol  of  May  7,  whereof 
the  obligatory  nature  cannot  be  doubt- 
ed, form  the  legal  basis  of  its  sentence; 
that  the  tribunal  is  not  competent  to 
question  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mixed 
conunissioiis  at  Caracas,  nor  to  judge 
their  action  or  their  warlike  opera- 
tions of  the  blockading  i»owers,  nor 
to  decide  if  the  three  blockading  pow- 
ers exhausted  ail  pacillc  means  to  pre- 
vent tiie  necessity  for  employing  force. 
The  tribunal  decides  that  it  is  only  in  a 
position  to  certify  that  since  ISK*!  Ven- 
ezuela refused  arbitration,  proposed  on 
several  occasions  by  Germany  and 
Great  Britain;  that  after  the  war  no 
formal  treaty  of  peace  was  coiicludtd; 
that  tl:e  operations  of  the  blockaders 
were  stopped  before  they  had  received 
Batlsfaclion  for  all  their  claims,  and, 
further,  that  the  question  of  preferen- 
tial treatment  was  submitted  to  arbi- 
tration. The  tribunal  declares  that  It 
found  and  recognized  in  these  facts 
precious  evidence  in  favor  of  the  great 
piinciple  of  arbitration  in  all  phases  of 
International  conllict.

Life  Savers  Unable  to  Rescue  Men 
From  Wrecks  on  tlie  Atlantic. 


New  York,  Feb.  22.— During  a  dense 
fog  two  vessels  went  ashore  today, 
one  near  Heliport,  L.  I.,  and  the  other 
near    L<ns    Beach,    N.    J.     The    former 

wa*  the  Benj.  C.  Cromwell,  a  Portland, 
Me.,  schooner  from  Charleston,  S.  C. 
for  HaJlfax,  with  pine.  The  name  of 
the  craft  ashore  at  Long  Beach  is  as 
yet  unknown.  The  mate  of  the  Crom- 
well and  four  men  were  drowned,  two 
others  reaching  shore,  floating  on  a 
piece  of  wreckage.

LONDON  PHONE  SYSTEM 


Is  a  Lon§:  Way  Behind  New 
York's. 

London,  Feb.  22.— Interesting  comparl- 
eons  of  English  and  American  telephone 
systems  were  made  last  week  and  show 
l^ondon  to  be  a  long  way  behind  New 
York.  In  the  latter  city  an  area  of  429 
square  miles,  with  a  population  of  6.500.- 
(»KK  is  covered  by  no  less  than  _'t»,(VHi 
wires,  while  this  city.  Including  15,<Xk) 
po.stoffice  lines,  can  only  boast  of  80,iXKi. 
T)esplte  this  big  difference  and  the  fact 
that  London  pays  a  proportionately  heav- 
ier rate,  the  .service  on  this  side  leaves 
much  to  J>e  desired,  and  as  regards  effi- 
ciency it  certainly  Is  not  to  be  compared 
:«vith   New  York. 


Heavy  stockholders  of  the  Giant  Grip 
Hors&^hoe  company  of  this  city  live  in 
Wadena,  Minn.,  and  the  Pioneer  Journal 
of  that  city  reports  that  overtures  for 
the  purchase  of  the  company  have  recent- 
ly been  made  to  the  stockholders.

"The  gentlemen  In  question  had  looked 
over  the  plant  at  Duluth  and  had  Investi- 
gattd  the  company's  affairs  and  tlie  out- 
look thoroughly,  and  came  on  here  to 
make  an  offer.  They  held  a  long  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Baumbach.  and  at  the 
end  of  the  conference  announced  that  no 
stock  in  the  company  so  far  as  he  knew 
was  for  sale. 

The  presint  stockholders  are  well 
.salisHed  with  the  outlook,  and  they  be- 
lieve that  they  have  a  good  thing.  They 
are  accordingly  going  to  hold  on  to  th-eir 
stock." 

When  asked  a-s  to  the  truth  of  the 
siateme-nt.  Mr.  Swanstrom.  the  manager 
of  the  Duluth  concern,  .said  a  Duluth 
concern  together  with  a  Chicago  firm  had 
endeavored  to  purcha.se  a  controlling  in- 
terest, but  that  the  stockholders,  beins; 
well  .satisfied  with  the  outlook  and  confi- 
dent that  th-.y  have  a  good  thing,  refused 
to  .sell. 

Th^i  affairs  of  the  company  are  said  to 
be  in  a  very  prosperous  shape,  and  Its 
future  prospects  very  bright,  the  pro- 
duct of  its  factory  "finding  a  good  de- 
mand. It  began  bu.slness  In  Duluth.  Oct. 
1.  1902,  and  since  thnt  time  has  done  a 
g<x>d  business,  finding  a  ready  market 
for  more  shoes  than  It  could  manufac- 
ture. 

In  order  to  meet  this  large  demand  the 
riant  has  shut  down  for  two  week.s  for 
the  purpose  of  making  needed  repairs 
and  installing  new  machinery.  A  new 
furnace  which  will  be  about  three  times 
as  large  a.s  the  old  one.  Is  being  con- 
structed, and  a  new  cork  press,  capable 
of  turning  out  2400  corks  every  ten  hours, 
is  exp-cted  to  arrive  in  a  short  time 
from  Bridgeport.  Conn.  When  complet- 
ed the  plant  will  have  a  capacity  of  6000 
shoes  daily,  a.s  compared  with  the  3000 
which  it  has  had. 

The  largest  market  for  the  shoes  Is  In 
Chicago,  where  they  were  first  Intro- 
duced. A  large  number  are  used  In  Du- 
luth. however,  and  also  bv  the  loggers, 
who  find  them  much  better"  for  their  pur- 
pose than   the  ordinary  kind.

"SAINT"  OF  MORMONS. 

She  Once  Saved  Life  of  Joseph 
Smith. 

Salt  Lake  City.  Utah,  Feb.  22— Mrs. 
Barah  C.  Bigler,  beloved  by  all  Mormonis 
a.s  "St.  Sarah,"  is .  dead  at  riymouth, 
Elder  county,  aged  98  years.  Old  age  was 
the  cause. 

"St.  Sarah"  was  one  of  the  earliest 
converts  to  the  religion  founded  by  Jos- 
eph Smith,  and  .'she  pa.ssed  through  all 
the  troubles  that  attended  the  early  day.s 
of  the  Mormon  church.  She  was  a  friend 
of  tne  "prophet,"  and  was  his  compan- 
ion  during   the   most   trying   veary 

Twice  she  saved  Smith's  life.  In  Jack- 
Ron  county.  Mo.,  when  a  mob  was  seek- 
ing his  death,  Mrs.  Kigler  secreted  him 
In  her  house,  and.  disgui.sing  him  In  her 
O.wn  clothing,  enabled  him  to  escape 
Later,  when  Smith  and  his  brother  were 
forced  to  fleo  fr.xn  Kir  Hand,  O.,  pursued 
by  men  who  would  kili  them,  "St  Saran  ' 
led  the  mob  astray  and  tlius  aided  the 
Mormon  leaders  to  make  their  escape  At 
the  time  of  the  killing  of  the  Smith 
brothers  in  the  Carthage  jail  "St  Sarah" 
was  living  at  the  Mormon  city  of  Nau- 
voo.  111.,  and  with  the  other  Mormons 
•was  driven  from  home  by  mobs.  In  com- 
pany with  the  Brigham  Young  expedition 
uhe  crossed  the  plains  to  the  new  Zlon 
In   the   valley  of  Salt   Lake. 

Mrs.  Bigler  was  revered  by  the  people 
of  her  faith.  It  was  .said  she  had  a  rev- 
elation of  the  death  of  the  "prophet"  sev- 
eral days  before  the  tragedy  at  Carthago.

SERMON  ON 
WASHINGTON 

Dr.  A.  F.  Elmquist  Draws 

From  Great  Man's 

Life. 

In  Bethany  Lutheraji  church.  Dr.  A. 
F,  Elmquist  spoke  last  evening'  on 
"Lessons  from  the  character  of  George 
WasJilng-ton."  The  s^^eaker  mentioned 
the  causes  that  led  up  to  the  break 
with  England.  The  navigation  act 
passed  by  the  Eng-llsh  parliament  wa"? 
characterized  as  the  "most  wicked  ;ut 
of  the  times."  Washing-ton  was 
brought  up  as  any  other  young  man. 
As  a  surveyor  for  Lord  Fairfax,  he 
became  acquainted  with  the  lands  and 
used  to  hardships.  As  the  French 
came  down  the  lakes  from  the  St. 
Lawrence,  Gov.  Dlnwillle  sent  Wash- 
ing^ton  to  go  and  fully  investigrate  their 
doings.  Washington  went  and  on  com- 
ing back  home  referred  to  the  trip  as 
"an  old-fashioned  Virginia  fox  hunt." 
Then  the  real  trouble  was  soon  to  com- 
mence. England  was  the  power  the 
matchless    Washing-ton    was   to   attack. 

The  speaker  spoke  at  length  on  the 
bravery  of  Washington  displayed  at 
Delaware,  Trenton,  Monmouth  and 
New  York.  His  bravery  in  haniship.s 
and  sufferings  at  Valley  Forge  was 
referred  to.  Washington  was  not  only 
brave  but  sympathetic.  His  sym- 
pathy with  Mrs.  Arnold  and  with  Chas. 
Argill  and  family  was  told.  Sjinpathy 
is  the  sweetest  characteristic  of  maji. 
of  God,  it  is  ?aid:  "Like  as  a  father 
pitieth  his  children,  so  pitieth  he  them 
that  fear  him,"  of 
"When  he  saw  the 
moved    with    pity." 

Gralama,  the  Buddha  consisted  in  his 
sympathy  with  suffering  humanity. 
The  Brahmin.<?  often  say:  "You  Christ- 
ians are  cruel  to  your  animals."  Parts 
.sing-  of  "man's  inhumanity  to  mar^ " 
The  practice  of  killing  plumed  bir'Js 
off  the  coast  of  Florida  for  the  aigrette 
{-lumes  was  depicted  as  a  most  cruel 
practice.  Marie  Antoinette  ordered  all 
paupers,  beggars  and  cripples  off  the 
street  as  s-h*  rode  to  church  on  her 
marriage  trip.  Th^  world's  pauperism 
creaking  at  the  feet  of  the  protiigat^ 
Louis  XVI,  this  proud  bride  must  not 
mar  the  solemnities  and  the  glories  of 
the  occasion.  Napoleon  once  .«aid : 
"One  hundred  thousand  men,  what  are 
they  to  me?"  Edmund  Burke  spok"? 
of  the  masses  as  "a  swinish  multi- 
tude." Men  like  Livingstone  in  Africa 
and  John  Ruskin  in  East  London  di.s- 
played  sympathy  in  the  manner  of 
Washington. 

The  third  le.s.«on  from  Washington's 
character  mentioned  was  patriotism. 
His  whole  life  was  a  sacrifice  to  his 
country.  His  own  words  as  a  young 
militia  officer  show  his  unbounded  pa- 
triotism. He  said:  "The  j^upplicating 
tears  of  the  women,  and  moving  peU- 
tions  of  the  men  melt  me  into  such 
deadly  sorrow  that  I  solemnly  declare. 
If  I  know  my  own  mind,  I  could  off^r 
myself  a  willing  sacrifice  to  the  butch- 
ering enemy,  provided  that  would  con- 
tribute to  the  people's  ease — I  would 
be  a  willing  offering  to  savage  fury, 
and  die  by  Inches  to  save  a  people." 
Washington's  patriotism  was  the  ful- 
crum of  the  constitution.  The  people 
had  faith  in  him  and  any  policy  he 
advocated   was   accepteable    to   them. 

aWshington  was  not  onJy  brave,  sym- 
pathetic, patriotic,  but  religious.  Ha 
betook  himself  to  God  In  prayer  In  all 
difficulties.  When  the  first  prayer  In 
congress  was  offered  Washington  fell 
on  his  knees,  while  around  him  with 
uncovered  head?  stood  men  like  Pat- 
rick Henry.  Samuel  Adams,  Randolph, 
Rutledge,  Lee  and  Joy.  On  the  eve 
of  the  battle  of  Brandywlne.  Washlng- 
Ington  ordered  his  chaplain  to  make  an 
exhortation    speech    and    offer    prayer.

Ottaw-a.  Ont.,  Feb.  22.— While  Eng- 
ttslv-speaking  Canada  is  all  for  Japan, 
as  a  British  ally,  French-Canedlan 
sympathy,  unless  every  indication,  pub- 
lic and  private,  is  misleading,  Is  taknig 
shape  for  Russia,  the  ally  of  France, 
as  unmistakably  as  it  did  for  the  anti- 
British  side  in  the  Boer  war. 

It  would  therefore  be  a  ticklish  thing 
just  now  for  the  government  of  Can- 
ada to  allow  the  idea  to  go  forth  that 
the  Briti.sh  war  office  authorities  can 
count  on  Canadian  troops  for  service 
in  Asia  if  the  mother  country  Is  even- 
tually drawn  Into  the  conflict.  For  this 
reason  all  offers  of  service  from  mili- 
tary men  who  are  under  the  Impression 
Canada  may  before  long  be  asked  to  co- 
operate with  Great  Britain  in  the  far 
East  are  discouraged. 

The  question  of  furnishing  Canadian 
garrison  for  the  imperial  stations  on 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  releas- 
mg  British  troops  now  doing  duty 
there,  if  required,  is  a  different  affair, 
and  as  a  purely  defensive  measure 
would  not  be  likely  to  meet  with  serious 
opposition  from  the  French-Canadians 
in  the  province  of  Quebec.

Work  on  the  sunken  steamer  Thomas 
"V\'il8on  has  been  discontinued.  Nothing 
has  been  done  on  the  steamer  since  the 
diver  was  sent  down  last  week,  and  U 
looks  as  if  the  plans  had  been  abandon- 
ed for  the  present. 

The  only  work  that  was  accomplished 
consists  of  the  taking  of  a  number  of 
soundings  abous  the  sunken  vessel,  and 
the  work  done  by  the  diver.  The  diver 
examined  the  vessel  and  made  a  com- 
plete report  to  the  Weiland  brothers, 
which  has  been  kept  secret.  Whether 
the  cessation  of  work  was  due  to  this 
report  or  not  is  not  known. 

"I  do  not  believe  thev  will  get  the 
eteanier  vip  this  year  at  any  rate,"  said 
a  Duluth  man  well  known  in  marine 
circles.  "The  work  will  recjuire  a  vei-j* 
large  outlay  of  money,  and  even  then 
It  is  doubtful  if  the  vessel  would  be  a 
paying  proposition  if  raised.  It  is  not 
known  what  condition  she  is  in.  and  tne 
report  of  the  diver  is  the  only  thing 
that  would  give  an  insight  into  that. 
The  Wielands  have  received  that  re- 
port, and  as  the  work  has  been  qks- 
continued,  they  have  either  determinod 
to  abandon  the  vessel,  or  are  waiting 
to  perfect  their  jilans  for  raising  her. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  they  have  de- 
ciiied  either  to  abandon  her  or  to  at- 
tempt to  sell  her  to  some  other  parties 
\ilio  are  willing  to  invest  the  re<iuir<id 
amount  of  money  to  successfully  carry 
out  the  venture.  In  any  event  I  am 
willing  to  predict  that  the  vessel  won't 
be  raised  during  the  coming  sum- 
mer." 

The  little  shanty  which  was  erected 
on  the  ice  for  the  use  of  the  men  at 
work  on  the  steamer  still  remains,  but 
It  will  probably  be  removed  in  the  near 
future.  * 

Such  favorable  conditions  for  prseout- 
Ing  the  work  as  have  existed  this  .'rea- 
son will  not  probably  occur  again.  The 
Ice  pack  is  of  great  thickness  and  has 
every  appearance  of  •stability,  and 
marine  men  predict  that  If  the  work  is 
not  done  this  winter  it  never  will  be 
done,  and  the  steamer  will  be  allowed 
to  remain  at  the  bottom  of  the  lake.

Dr.  William  J.  Morton  is  now  at  work 
developing  his  purported  discovery  that 
fluorescent  water  in  conjunction  with  X 
or  radium  rays  will  operate  to  cure 
cancer  and  other  diseases.  He  is  now 
preparing  a  paper  to  the  Medical  Jour- 
nal for  the  consideration  of  the  profes- 
sion. 

As  auxiliary  to  this  discovery  a  New 
York  physician  has  discovered  that  an 
almost  perfect  diagnosis  of  the  stomach 
may  be  made  by  the  use  of  the  fluores- 
cent liquid  and  a  light  that  will  cause 
it  to  fluoresce.  The  Intestines  are  first 
flooded    with    the    liquid    and    then    the

"Washington,  Feb.  22.— Offliials  here 
arc  apprehensive  that  friction  may  fol- 
low the  efforts  of  the  belligerents  \n 
Asia  to  define  contraband  uf  war,  in  a 
manner  injurious  o  American  trade. 
"While  the  matter  has  not  yet  been 
treated  in  the  negotiations  had  with 
Russia  and  Japan  on  the  one  side,  an3 
the  United  States  on  the  other,  there  Is 
reason  to  believe  that  some  of  th^ 
powers  already  have  been  confronted 
with  threatened  restrictions  upon  their 
trade,  which  they  are  di«po.«;ed  to  re- 
sist. A  vast  quantity  of  American  food 
stuffH  is  now  afloat,  destined  for  both 
Russia  and  Japan,  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  question  will  be  very  speedily 
raised  whether  or  not  these  supplies 
are  contraband  of  war. 

The  I'nited  States  has 
Insisted  that  foodstuffs 
traband,  and  could  not 
belligerent  unless  It  were  shown  thai 
the  kockIs  were  consigned  to,  or  clearly 
Intended  for,  a  belligerent.  This  prin- 
cipal was  recognized  by  the  British  gov- 
ernment during  the  Transvaal  war,  and 
British  courts  awarded  considerable 
Bu.ns  of  money  to  American  shippers 
on  account  of  food  seized  by 
warships.

Tokio,  Feb.  22.— The  assuraiv^e  of 
France  that  the  Russian  tleet,  except 
two  tori'Cdo  boat  destroyers,  which  have 
been  disarmed  and  will  be  retained 
until  the  war  ends,  have  left  Jibutil, 
French-Somaliland,  reached  Toklo  to- 
day and  produced  a  feeling  of  general 
satisfaction.  The  go\ernment  is  confi- 
dent of  the  intention  of  France  to  r?- 
frain  from  permitting  the  Russians  to 
use  its  port^  as  bases  for  naval  opera- 
tions but  is  concerned  over  the  delay  of 
tne  fleet  at  Jibutil,  and  has  made  rep- 
resentations to  France  on  the  subject. 
The  reaffirmation  of  neutrality  is  highly 
reassuring  to  the  present  diplomatic? 
Bltuation.  It  is  the  opinion  that  main- 
tenance of  neutrality  of  the  Oriental 
ports  is  advantageous  to  Japan,  as  it 
Insures  her  mastery  of  the  naval  situa- 
tion, and  limits  the  Russian  source  of 
supply  to  the  trans-Siberian  railroad. 

Paris,  Feb.  22.— The  Japanese  offi- 
cials here  Insist  that  M.  Takahashl.  tne 
vice  president  of  the  Bank  of  Japan  at 
Tokio,  and  Baron  Kanekn,  who  start 
from  Tokio  for  America  Feb.  24  on  a 
mission  to  the  United  States,  are  not 
charged  to  enter  into  any  negotiation.^ 
with  the  United  States  government. 
The  othcials  asseit  that  they  are  going 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  gauging  Amer- 
ican sentiment  in  respect  to  the  far 
Kastern  war. 

Regarding  the  offer  of  the  French 
Red  *'ro.ss  society  to  send  relief  at  once 
to  Manchuria,  M.  Nelldoff,  the  Russian 
amba.ssador,  has  written  to  the  Russian 
authorities  on  the  subject.  He  says 
the  land  operations  will  not  commence 
before  some  weeks,  and  then  only 
should  practical  relief  measures  ba 
taken.  This  statement  is  accepted  as 
an  indication  that  the  Russians  wisn 
to  complete  the  con-^entration  of  their 
trcjops  before  engaging.  In  a  decisive 
conlli'.t.

Harbin  was  started  primarily  as  a  mili- 
tary center  and  an  administration  town 
Icir  the  government  and  direction  of  rail- 
way attairs.  Its  giowth  Into  a  splendid 
commercial  and  manutacturing  city  was 
not  originally  provided  for  by  the  pro- 
moters and  it  nas  been  somewhat  ^t  a 
surprise  to  them,  but  the  fever  of  mak- 
ing it  a  great  i^usslan  commercial  and 
manufacturing  city  lias  now  taken  i)Os- 
session  of  the  railway  management  and 
every  system  of  promotion  and  protec- 
tion that  can  be  devised  to  Increase  its 
growth  along  these  lines  Is  being  ener- 
getically   encouraged. 

The  capital  for  most  of  the  private  en- 
terprises is  furnished  by  Siberian  Jews. 
Chinese  are  furnishing  money  for  the 
construction  of  some  oi  tne  finest  private 
buildings,  such  as  hotels,  store  rooms, 
etc.  In  the  administration  part  of  the 
city  no  private  buildings  of  any  kind  are 
permitted. 

The  old  town  was  the  first  to  be  laid 
out  and  the  land  was  sold  to  the  public 
at  the  rate  of  1  ruble  (51.5  cents;  per 
square  sagene  (49  square  feet)  the  fiist 
year,  but  this  rate  Is  now  Increased  to 
lo  3  rubles  ($l.o5>  per  square  sagene. 
Following  this,  in  19ol,  the  administra- 
tion town  was  laid  out  and  construction 
work  began  on  buildings  covering  2t>,000 
square  sagene  (19S,0u0  square  feet;.  I^ater, 
the  river  town  Preston  wa.i  laid  out,  and 
in  a  verv  short  time  all  of  this  was  sold 
at  a  price  of  17  rubles  (S.70)  per  square 
sagene,  and  most  of  It  is  now  covered 
with  substantial  brick  structures,  there 
being  850  buildings,  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  8,000,00<J  rubles  ($4,120,000).  Recently 
of  1  two  very  large  additions  were  laid  out 
adjoining  the  administration  town  and 
the  land  has  been  sold  at  prices  ranging 
from  5  to  15  rubles  ($2.5i  to  $7.73  per 
square  sagene.  Tnis  was  purchased  large- 
ly bv  speculators  and  Is  being  bougiit 
from"  now  at  from  20  to  40  rubles  ($10.30  to 
$20.00;   per  square  sagene  (-fi  square  feet.) 

The  administration  has  already  received 
over  2,000.000  rubles  ($1,030,000)  for  land 
sold  to  private  parlies.  Many  elegant  res- 
idences and  substantial  structures  are  in 
course  of  construction  In  ttie  additions  ad- 
jacent to  the  administration  town.  A 
hotel  and  theater  combined  was  built  at 
a  cost  of  «0,0<.K)  rubles  ($30,0i'0)  and  rent- 
ed for  25.000  rubles   ($12,875;   per  annum. 

All  of  this  land  Is  secured  on  an  eighty- 
.six  vears"  lease. 

The  Russo-Chinese  bank  is  the  only 
banking  institution  in  the  place,  and  It 
has  an  elegant  home  in  a  structure  of 
stone  that  n.".s  a  steam-heating  and  elec- 
tric-lighting plant  of  its  own.  Ihe  build- 
ing cost  200,(X)Oruble3  ($103,00<o.  The  bus- 
iness of  the  bank  has  increaseU  30  per 
cent  during  the  past  year,  and  its  daily 
transactions,  exclusive  of  railway  and 
other  government  accounts,  amount  to 
4O0,<X«  rubles  ($200,000).  The  bank  makes 
no  loans  on  realty,  but  advances  from 
one-third  to  one-half  capital  for  current 
substantial  business.  It  is  inauguruimg 
a  very  efficient  and  active  system  cl 
credits  to  Chinese  merchants  purchasing 
Russian  goods  for  sale  in  Manchuria.  In 
some  cases  as  much  as  ,:00,000  rubies  ($lj3,- 
000)  have  been  given  In  letters  of  credit 
to   Chinese    for    purchases    in    Ru.ssia.

This  system  of  advancing  credit  to  Cni- 
nese  merchants  for  the  purchase  of  Rus- 
sian goods  prevails  now  generally 
throughout  Manchuria,  and  It  is  by  this 
method  and  bv  imports  free  of  duty  and 
favored  rates  over  the  railway  that  Rus- 
sian cotton  goods  are  likely  to  cajuure 
the  grreat  trade  of  Manchuria  that  Is  now 
largely  In  the  hands  of  American  man- 
ufacturers. 

The  Russo-Chinese  bank  Is  also  very 
generous  to  Chinese  and  Russian  mer- 
chants In  encouraging  the  purchase  and 
shipping  out  of  native  products,  but  it  is 
exclusive  In  Us  methods  and  will  not 
encourage   foreigners. 

The  leading  Industry  of  Harbin  Is  the 
manufacture  of  flour.  Eight  mills  arc 
now  in  operation,  all  with  modern  Eu- 
ropean machinery  with  one  exception 
and  tliere  Is  a  small  one  constructed  with 
American  machinery.  Applications  have 
been  made  and  granted  for  the  construc- 
tion of  two  more  large  ones,  and  by  the 
middle  of  19 '4  10  mills  will  be  in  opera- 
lion,  producing  25.000  poods  (902.800  pounds) 
of  flour  per  day.  They  pay  from  30  to 
.15  cents  gold  per  bushel  for  their  wheat 
delivered  at  the  mills,  and  the  wheat- 
producing  area  can  be  Increased  enor- 
mously The  present  \alue  of  tlie  flour 
mills  In  Harbin  is  l,200,(HiO  rubies  ($.;is,(»(io.. 

In  the  Immediate  vicinity  of  Harbin 
there  are  200  brick  making  plants,  the 
cost  of  which  was  500.00O  rubles  ($2.57. .WO). 
Two  of  these  plants  were  constructed  by 
the  administration,  at  a  cost  of  2oO.o00 
rubles  ($10:(,<Kh)).  Most  of  the  brick  pro- 
duced are  used  In  the  construction  of  the 
city.  A  verv  good  grade  of  red  brick  is 
prc)duced  and  sold  at  (5.50  ruble.s  ($3.35)  per 
1000  Most  of  the  work  is  dc»ne  by  Chinese, 
who  are  paid  35  kopecks  (18  cents)  per 
day.  ,     ^, 

The  next  Industry  of  Importance  Is  the 
productbm  of  the  Russian  liquor,  vodka. 
There  are  eight  manufactories,  construct- 
ed at  a  cost  of  200.000  rubles  ($103,000). 
S-Mcral  of  these  produce  vodka  from  spir- 
its of  wine  and  sugar  brought  from  Ru.s^ 
sin;  some  produce  only  the  spirits  of 
wine  from  the  local  wheat,  while  other? 
produce  their  spirits  from  local  wheat  and 
the  vodka  from  their  own  manufacture 
of  spirits.  The  consumption  of  vodka  In 
Harbin  alone  is  loOO  vedro  <2707  gallons) 
per  dav,  and  the  consumption  through- 
out Manchuria  is  something  enormous. 
In  Russia  the  production  is  very  heav- 
ily taxed  and  it  costs  10  rubles  ($5.15)  per 
liedro  »2.707  gallons,)  while  In  Harbin  it 
sells  at  from  1.50  to  2.60  rubles  in  cents 
to  $1.28»  per  vedro;  this  is  for  40  per  cent 
alcohol.  To  make  1  vedro  of  9C  per  cent  of 
spirits  of  wine  requires  82  poui.ds  of 
w'heat.  The  bottles  for  this  vodka  are  at 
present  brought   from  J.apan.   but  at  Im- 
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6nia-ln  Manchurla-tbe  Ru.«^sians  are  now 
building  a  large  bottle  and  glass  factory. 

Three    breweries    ore    now    In    course    of 
construction   in   Harbin   to   cost  200.000  ru- 
bles   (Siai.fiOO).      The    Russians    are    great 
beer  drinkers  and  produce  in  Rus^sia  very 
beer    hence  very  little  Russian  beer 
be  seen  on  the  Pacific  coast  or  any- 
In  Manchuria.    At  the  present  time 
beer  has  the  best  of  the  Man- 
churlan    market,    as   150.000    dozen   bottles 
are     mported    through    one    firm    at   Port 
Arthur  every  year.    A  fine  quality  of  bar- 
I  i  i^y  is  produced  in  the  Sungarl  vr.lley,  and 
-  I  the4  breweries  will  be  able  to  buy  it  at 
'     about  half  the  co.«=t  In  the  United  States. 
There   is    little   doubt    but    that   the    Rus- 
sians   will   soon    be    proclucmg   all   f'f    the 
K  consumed  in  Manchuria.     Our  Pac - 
fVc  coast  hop  men  ought  to  be  able  to  sell 
them  their  hops,   however.  . 

There  are  several  companies  engagecl  m 
iliU  business  with  plants  costing  alto- 
goU.ermoS^  rubles  ($128,750).  They  cure 
hams,  bacx^n,  and  all  varlel  es  f'  ^moked 
meat«  and  prodiu-e  excellent  articles.  The 
h^gs  and  cattle  in  this  part  of  the  country 
are  grain  fed  and  make  splendid  meat-s. 
and  the  Russians  are  experts  In  prepar- 
ing it  for  the  markets.  So  far  these  con- 
t-erns  have  not  been  able  to  supply  the 
Mancliurian  markets,  but  the  cheap  labor 
of  the  countrv.  In  combination  with  the 
cheap  grain  and  the  familiarity  of  thj 
Chinese  with  hog  raising,  makes  a  good 
foundation  for  the  growth  of  the  In- 
dustrv.  and  I  can  see  no  re.-\son  why  it 
should  not  continue  to  grow  sufficiently 
to  produce  all  that  may  be  required  for 
the  Oriental   markets.  „.  „,^

($12,875)  for  the  preparation  of  bean  oil

While  exploring,  during  Christmas,  1901, 
the  up-to-men  unknown  tract  of  country 
which  Ilea  between  L«ikes  Tanganyika 
and  Mweru,  in  British  Central  Africa, 
Maj.  Dennlthorpe  stumbled  acro.ss  a  trib-; 
whose  only  medium  of  exchange  con- 
sisted of  the  teeth  of  a  particular  species 
of   monkey. 

Moreover,  contrary  to  What  might  have 
been  expected,  there  seemed  to  be  no 
dearth  of  this  curious  currency,  says' 
Pearson's       Weekly.  The        expedition 

cooked,  on  Dec.  2o,  four  large  CnrisimAs 
puddings,  and  when  they  wea'e  tiiken  out 
of  the  pots  in  which  .  they  were  boiled 
tne  natives  flocked  around,  each  with  his 
well-filled  bag  of  teeth,  to  secure  a  share, 
however  small,  of  the  unusual  and 
strange-looking  dainty. 

Altiiough,  ol  Course,  the  "money"  in 
question  was  of  little,  if  any,  value  to  the 
explorers,  they  thought  it  best  to  "oblige  ' 
their  expectant  "customers,"  and  one 
(the  largest)  of  the  puddings  was  accord- 
ingly cut  into  slices  for  distribution. 

The  price  per  slice  charged  was  five 
canines  or  molars,  or  seven  incisors;  but 
there  was  not  nearly  enough  to  go  round, 
and  so,  in  obedience  to  the  inexorable 
and  universal  law  of  supply  and  demand, 
the  tariff  was  cjuickly  raised  among  those 
lucky  enough  to  purchase  at  first  hand. 
Ten.  fifteen  and  even  twenty  teeth  per 
mouthful  got  to  be  charged.  Then  one 
more  than  ordinarily  eterprising  darky 
started  picking  out  tlie  plums,  and  selling 
them    singly    by    auction. 

E\'tntually  one  entire  slice,  the  last  left. 
was  disposed  of  after  a  similar  f.a-shion, 
and  was  secured  after  a  brisk  competition 
by  a  syndicate  of  six,  for  no  fewer  than 
730  teeth  of  all  sorts  and  sizes. 

Monkeys'  molars  pass  current  also 
among  the  Wassulus  of  the  West  coast; 
Willie  the  semi-savage  Touregs  of  the 
Libyan  Desert  are  said  lo  utilize  cam- 
els'  teeth   for  a  similar   purpose. 

Further  south  again,  in  Marotse.  as 
well  as  among  the  natives  of  Damaraland, 
the  canines  of  tlie  lion  or  llonesj  pass 
current  readily  at  the  rate  of  from  15 
shillings   to  a  sovereign  apiece. 

Sharks'  teeth  circulate  as  money  almost 
all  over  Polynesia,  and  to  a  lesser  extent 
among  the  island  groups  of  the  China 
■Seas.  While  among  the  natives  of  the 
Paumoto  archipelago,  Harvey  found,  not 
so  very  long  since,  a  circulating  medium 
made  up  entirely  of  whalebone  discs  of 
;  various    sizes. 

1  Glass  money  has  been  used  from  time 
immemorial  by  the  Arabs  of  Fezzan  and 
'Tazill;  and  in  Upper  Burmah  are  huge 
I  leaden  tokens  i.ssued  by  the  late  King 
I  Theebau,  and  which  still  do  duty,  al- 
;  though  they  weigh  three-quarlerd  of  a 
i  pound  apiece,  and  it  takes  seven  of  them 
I  lo  equal  in  value  a  single  Chinese  dollar. 
!  It  Ls  not  ^ich  a  great  while  since  nails 
i  were  used  regularly  as  money  in  the 
I  more  remote  parts  of  Scotland. 
I  In  Lisbon,  only  a  year  or  two  back,  the 
I  citizens.  In  order  to  express  their  di.sap- 
:  proval  at  the  action  of  the  government  in 
I  forcing  upon  them  the  debased  and  cum- 
I  bersome  copper  coinage,  agreed  to  alto- 
gether forego  the  use  of  it,  and  to  suh- 
tstltute  therefor  tram  tickets  and  postage 
stamps. 

When  Belzu  became  dictator  of  Bolivia 
I  he  established  a  paper  currency;  not.  be 
lit  noted,  a  currency  of  redeemable  note^, 
j  but  a  currency   of  actual  paper  money. 

This  he  attecpted  to  compel  the  people 
!  to  accept  and  use  at  Its  face  value,  his 
idea,  being  to  utilize  the  whole  of  the 
available  supply  of  coined  silver— which 
he  had  already  seized  so  far  as  lay  in 
his  power— for  foreign  purchases  of  arms 
and    ammunition. 

Of  course,  the  attempt  was  foredoomed 
to  failure,  and  it  is  now  chiefly  remem- 
bered on  account  of  the  bitter  Jest  uttered 
in  connection  therewith  by  Melgarejo. 
Belzus  rival  and  successor. 

"In    Bolivia."    he    is    reported    to    have 
said    while    addressing    the    national      as- 
sembly,   "paper   Is    worth    normally   about 
six    cents    a    pound— until     the     pre -idem  i 
gets    hold    of   it   and   starts   converting   it  j 
Into   money.     Then   its   value   immediately  ! 
depreciates  50  per  cent.'' 

In  certain  parts  of  Australia  the  ab- 
origlncs  utilize  as  money  a  sort  of  tough 
greenstone,  which  it  cjuarried  and  cut 
into  circular  slabs  of  various  slzej,  the 
largest  being  as  big  and  heavy  as  an  or- 
dinary   grindstone. 

Tne  early  settlers  of  Virginia  made  to- 
bacco a  legal  currency,  and  it  is  used  In 
lieu  of  money  to  this  day  by  the  Apaches, 
the  Yaquls  of  northern  Mexcio,  and 
among  many  of  the  Dyak  tribes.'  ♦ 

Rice  and  oats,  as  likewise  the  flat, 
hard  loaves  Into  which  the  peasants  bake 
it  after  It  is  grc:)und.  are  used  as  money 
in  Norway,  although,  of  course,  neither 
is  recognized  as  legal  tender  by  the  gov- 
ernment. 

Feathers  of  various  kinds,  olive  oil. 
maize,  cocoanut.s.  and  lizard  skins  consti- 
tute at  this  present  moment  the  regular 
currency  of  various  isolated  peoples  in 
different    parts    of    the    globe. 

Among  the  Indians  of  British  Colombia 
halqua  ehells  are  favored,  to  the  exclu- 
sion e>f  all  other  mediums  of  exchange: 
while  cowrie  shells  possess,  of  ccurse,  an 
almost  world-wide  reputation  in  the  same 
connection. 

Indeed,  their  use  had,  toward  the  mid- 
dle of  the  latter  half  of  the  last  cenlury, 
spread  practically  all  over  Central  Africa. 
and  had  been  introduced  besides  into 
various    parts    of   Asia. 

Cowrie  currency  Is  now,  however,  being 
displaced  by  silver  and  gold,  although  it 
is  still  common  in  many  of  the  counlrie.- 
of    further    India. 

In  Siam,  for  example,  6400  cowries'  are 
eejual  to  a  "tical,"  or  about  eighteen 
pence.  While  in  Muniyoma,  not  man.v 
years  ago,  they  were  so  abundant  that, 
according  to  Barth,  the  kings  annual 
revenue  was  .10,000,000  shells. 

Of  coins  proper,  as  distinguished  from 
articles,  such  as  shells  and  teeth,  which 
do  duty  for  money,  perhaps  the  most 
curious  are  the  huge  Iron  "dollars"  as 
they  are  termed  by  outside  traders,  which 
are  occa-sionally  met  with  circulating 
among   the   peasantry   of   Manchuria. 

These  weigh  each  about  seven  pound.s 
avoirdupois,  and  are  w-orth  barely  two 
shillings  of  our  money.  None  of  them  are 
struck  now.  and  it  is  a  curious  fact  that 
nearly  all  those  still  extant  are  sup-in- 
scril>ed  with  the  name  and  title  of  Prince 
lyemitsu.  one  of  J^pan'  most  famous 
"Shoguns,"  or  temporal  emperors. 

The  largest  gold  coin  in  exi.stcnee.  It 
may  be  mentioned,  is  the  Annamese 
"loof."  It  is  worth  about  £6,3,  and  its 
value  Is  written  across  the  face  of  It  in 
Indian    Ink. 

Notwistandlng  this  precaution,  however 
they  are  not  kjoked  kindly  upon  by  Euro- 
peans, for  the  native  have  a  playful  habit 
of  sawing  the  huge  coins  in  two  and 
scooping  out  the  interior  gold. 

Lead  is  then  inserted  to  maintain  the 
proper  weight,  and  the  edges  are  soldereJ 
together  .so  .skillfully  "that  to  detect  the 
I  Joining  is  Impossible,  save  v/ith  the  aid 
j  of  a  powerful  magidfying  glass. 
j  The  smallest  coin  in  the  world 
;a  genuine  circulation  Is  probably  the  Mal- 
I  tese  "grain,"  a  tiny  fragment  of  bronze 
i  about  as  big  round  as  the  top  of  a  slate 
]  pencil,  and  worth  only  one-twelfth  of  a 
I  penny. 

!  Insignificant  as  they  are,  however,  both 
j  In  point  of  size  and  value,  these  grains 
I  circulate  largely  among  tlie  poorer  cla.sses 
I  of   Malta. 

I  Not  long  ago  a  pro)>osal  was  made  to 
witlidraw  them,  substituting  instead  the 
ordinary  British  farthing.  I3ut  so  much 
opposition  did  it  create  that  it  was  quick- 
!  ly  dropped,  and  last  year  a  new  Issue 
I  wa-«  made  there  with  King  Edward's 
profile  stamped  upon  It.

FIRE-PROOF    BUILDINGS. 

Baltimore  was  an  old  city.  It  was  but  natural  that 
its  business  district  should  contain  many  buildings  not 
constructed  along  the  lines  of  modern  fire-proof  struc- 
tures. Therefore  when  the  city  was  recently  flame- 
swept  and  destroyed,  the  general  judgment  that  there 
are  no  really  fire-proof  buildings  was 
formed. 

The  Engineering  News  has  been  looking  up 
matter  and  finds  that  strictly  speaking,  the  only  buildings 
of  steel  cage  fireproof  construction  in  the  Baltimore  fire 
were  the  Continental  Trust,  the  Maryland  Trust,  the 
Equitable,  the  Union  Trust,  the  Valvert  and  the  Herald. 
In  all  of  these  the  steel  framework  is  intact  and  plumb, 
and  with  a  ne.v  member  in  one  or  two  places,  will  be  as 
good  as  new;  in  all  of  them,  the  exterior  walls  are  struc- 
turally sound,  although  exhibiting  surface  blemishes  due 
to  spalling  in  all  but  one,  90  per  centX)f  the  floor  arches 
are  intact,  and  of  the  remaining  arches  not  more  than  a 
quarter  will  have  to  be  wholly  rebuilt;  in  all,  every  win- 
dow is  gone,  and  every  item  of  finish  and  contents  has 
been  destroyed;  in  all,  ignition  resulted  from  the  flames 
of  adjacent  non-fireproof  buildings  breaking  through 
the  unprotected  windows.  This  is  the  record  of  the  fire- 
proof buildings  in  the  Baltimore  fire.

As  a  result  of  the  agreem«ait  which  has 
been  entered  into  by  nearly  all  of  the 
commercial  clubs  of  the  country,  men  who 
spend  most  of  their  time  on  the  road 
aie  given  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  club  life  which  heretofore 
demanded   more   than   one   membership. 

The  present  agreement  Is  that  those 
who  hold  membership  cards  In  one  com- 
mercial club  are  entitled  to  the  privil- 
eges of  many  other  clubs  without  the  ad- 
ditional payment  of  dum  or  non-resident 
membership  cards.  While  this  plan  haa 
worked  all  right  In  the  main  there  are 
a  number  of  persona  who  have  tak*=ii  ad- 
vantage of  the  agreement  to  tlgure  out  a 
way  of  obtaining  the  entry  into  all  of 
the  clubs  which  are  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment by  the  payment  of  the  membership 
fee  and  dues  In  the  club  where  th«y  are 
the  lowest. 

"The  semi-association  formed  by  the 
commercial  clubs  of  the  country  have 
t&mpted  many  persons  to  do  things  which 
are  in  direct  violation  of  the  purposes  for 
which  the  alliances  were  formed  and  be- 
fore long  there  Is  apt  to  be  a  searching 
investigation  by  the  officials  of  the  clubs 
concerntd,"  said  a  member  of  the  Min- 
neapolis Commercial  club  yesterday  at 
the    Spalding   hotel. 

••The  officials  of  our  club  have  recent- 
ly learned  that  a  number  of  men  who  live 
In  Minnt-apolls  are  enjovlng  all  th?  priv- 
ileges of  the  club,  while  they  aro  members 
of  some  club  In  another  city  which  has 
entered  Into  the  exchange  of  privilege.'!

"As  a  result  of  the  discovery  there  is 
apt  to  be  a  careful  .search  made  among 
the  records  of  the  various  clubs  which 
are  parties  to  the  agreement  and  th09<?

"The  mcmbfrshlp  fee  of  the  Minneapo- 
lis club  for  a  re.'sident  membership  Is  $50 
and  the  dues  are  one-half  that  sum.  The 
resident  membership  fee  in  the  Duluth 
club  Is  but  $10  and  the  dues  $20  a  year. 
I  do  not  know  wh^t  the  non-resldont 
membership  l.s,  but  I  suppose  It  costs 
about  half  of  the  other. 

••You  will  see  by  this  liiat  in  obtaining 
a  non-resident  membership  in  the  Duiuvh 
club,  although  a  resident  of  Mhuieapolls, 
the  holder  of  .suoh  memljerfihip  may  ob- 
tain all  of  the  prlvilego.=;  of  ti.e  club  in 
his  own  city  at  a  cost  of  about  one-'ourili 
of  what  the  resident  members  pay  for 
them. 

"In  connection  with  this  I  would  say 
that  there  are  several  pt  rsons  who  really 
live  In  Minneapolis,  wh-»  are  not  resi- 
dent members  ol"  tije  Minnear>oll8  ciub 
and  who  might  be  excused  for  obtaining; 
non-resident  memberships  in  tiio  organiz- 
ation. 

"1  know  of  two  or  t^rce  who  spend 
nearly  all  of  their  time  in  Duluth,  or  at 
least  make  this  city  thnr  headiiuartei.=» 
while  actually  residing  in  Minnsapoiis.  In 
the  present  investigation  which  is  golns 
on,  however.  It  will  be  hard  to  draw  tht- 
line  between  those  who  have  and  those 
who  have  not  violated  what  was  meant 
by  the  directors  of  the  variou.-?  clubs  when 
they  entered  Into  the  a/reement  for  an 
exchange  of  courtesies  and  rules  are  apt 
to  be  made  which  will  demand  .strict  t.. 
forcement. 

"Traveling  men  are  now  In  a  position 
to  enjoy,  at  moderate  cost,  all  of  the  pri- 
vileges "to  be  gained  by  a  single  member- 
ship In  a  club  and  It  would  seem  that 
thev  should  be  willing  to  pay  the  small 
amount  asked  for  the  benefits  gained.

It  seems  to  Ije  understood  here  that 
Governor  Herrloks'  decision  to  withdraw 
from  thf^  senatorial  race  In  Ohio  means 
his  delegation  will  be  solid  for  him  for 
vioe  pr-tsident.  For  some  time  It  has  been 
l>elleved  here  that  second  plijce  on  the 
ticket  with  President  Roosevelt  would  go 
to  either  Senator  Fairbanks  or  G<jvemor 
Hfrrlck,  and  It  Is  suppoi*ed  these  two 
men  will  ultimately  agree  between  each 
other  who  shall  be  the  candidate.  They 
were  both  warm  friends  of  Senator  Han- 
na as  well  as  of  Prt.^id^'nt  McKlnley.

The  Split  Rock  Lumber  company's 
timber  comes  from  the  north  shore  and 
is  cut  at  the  Merrill  &  Ring  mill  in 
West  Duluth.  The  salvage  stock  comes 
from  the  logs  picked  up  last  season 
along  the  beach  and  near  the  mouthj 
of  the  rivers  emptying  Into  the  lake. 
The  lumber  was  sawed  by  contract  at 
various  mills. 

The  Immense  field  of  ice  at  this  end 
of  Lake  Superior  has  given  rise  to  the 
belief  that  lumber  shipments  will  begin 
late  this  season,  and  that  the  total 
season's  shipments  may  fall  off  about 
50,000,000  feet  as  a  result.

Harrowing  Details  Given 

of  Life  In  Russian 

Prisons. 

Stockholm,  Feb.  2?.— After  sixteen  years 

of    exile    in    Siberia,    George    Deutch,    the 

famous  Russian   revolutionist,     has     Just 

published  a  book  describing  his  incarcer"- 

tion.  It  is  full  of  horrible  and  timely  rev- 
elations. 

He  was  arrested  at  Kiev  more  than 
twenty  years  ago  because  of  an  assault 
upon  a  Russian  government  spy,  but  suc- 
ceeded in  escaping  to  Switzerland.  He 
settled  at  Friburg,  where  he  engaged  in 
the  printing  of  revolutionary  papers  for 
distribution  in  Ru.ssian  territory.  He  was 
arrested  again  at  the  Instance  of  the  Rus- 
sian government,  extradited  and  taken 
to  St.  Petersburg  and  chained  In  a  cattle 
car.  He  wa.s  locked  up  for  several  mi)nths 
in  the  subterranean  prison  of  the  fortress 
of  Saints  Peters  and  Paul,  where  all  the 
arts  of  persecution  were  employed  in 
vain  to  obtain  from  him  the  names  of 
his    Russian   accomplices. 

After  conviction  he  was  transferred 
from  one  prison  to  another  until  he  was 
locked  up  for  a  whole  winter  in  the  most 
horrible  of  them  all,  that  of  Moscow, 
where  he  found  many  prisoners  con- 
demned for  political  crimes.  In  his  book 
he  describes  the  means  used  by  the  pris- 
oners to  communicate  with  eaeh  other  by 
knocking  on  the  damp  walls  of  their  un- 
derground   cells. 

In  the  St.  Petersburg  prison  was  also 
the  beautiful  Vera  Figner.  the  aristocratic 
nihilist,  who  was  condemned  to  death  In 
1SS3  for  di.sscmlnating  anarchi.«m  among 
the  Russian  nobility,  and  whose  sentence  ! 
was  afterward  commuted  to  Imprisonment 
for  life.  She  is  still  in  the  subterranean 
vaults,  much  like  a  person  burled  alive. 
After  fifteen  months  of  this  life,  Deutch 
was  sent  to  Siberia,  He  gives  a  vivid 
description  of  the  long  journey  of  12,l/.j 
ver.«t3  to  Kara,  where  he  met  many  so- 
cialist convicts,  with  whom  he  spent  the 
most  pleasant  period  of  his  incarceration. 

He  tells  of  a  young  woman  named  Slg- 
Ida,  who  died  there  under  the  knout,  and 
of  three  of  her  companions  who  commit- 
ted suicide  rather  than  stand  the  same 
puiiishment.  He  relates  that  all  of  the 
male  prisoners  determined  to  do  the  same 
with  morphine,  but  that  only  two  suc- 
ceeded in  taking  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
the  p'ii.son. 

In  1902  Deutch  succeeded  in  escaping  to 
Vladivostock  and  Japan,  thence  through 
the  Inited  States  to  Sweden,  where  his 
book   ha3   Just    been    published.

A  Woman  Who  Learned 

the  Secret  Lost  Her 

Tongue. 

London.  Feb.  22.— The  earl  of  Straths 
more,  who  has  just  died  at  Bordighera, 
was  strangely  connected  with  one  of  the 
weirdest  stories  of  castle  ghosts  and 
secret  chambers  known  in  Scottish  his- 
tory. Within  the  walls  of  Glamis 
castle,  his  Forfarshire  seat,  lies  an 
unsolved  mystery.  The  castle  has  a 
secret  chamber,  the  whereabouts  of 
which  is  known  only  to  the  ruling  earl 
and  two  other  persons. 

In  this  chamber,  according  to  the 
country  folk,  an  uneanny  individual  la 
hidden,  a  creature  which  is  nelliiAT 
man   nor  beast. 

On  the  coming  of  age  of  the  heir  ap- 
parent, the  Glamis  castle  secret  is 
communicated  to  him  in  a  peculiar 
manner.  For  the  first  time  he  is  ijitro- 
duced  into  the  hidden  chamber  and 
there  told  what  no  one  yet  has  di- 
vulged. The  figure  of  a  white  lady  I3 
al.so  supposed  to  haunt  the  avenues, 
and  is  said  to  be  the  ghost  of  the  only 
woman  who  ever  discovered  the  secret 
and  whose  tongue  was  cut  out  and 
feet  and  hands  cut  off  in  order  that  she 
should  never  reveal  it.  To  one  lady 
who  implored  him  to  tell  her  the  se- 
cret, the  late  Lord  Strathmore  re- 
plied: 

"If  you  could  guess  even  the  nature 
of  this  secret,  you  would  go  down  on 
your  knees  and  thank  God  that  you 
i  re  Ignorant  of  It." 

That  some  mystery  always  surround- 
ed the  castle  Is  undoubted.  Many  times 
strange  things  have  happened  In  the 
castle  when  guests  have  been  staying 
there.  The  inhabitants  of  the  district, 
who  know  the  place  well,  lock  their 
doors  before  going  to  bed,  hoping  there- 
by to  keep  the  ghosts.  If  gnosis  there  be, 
from  dic'turbing  their  slumbers.  One 
wet  afternoon  a  merry  party  was  play- 
ing In  the  hall  when  the  host  suddenly 
appeared   among  them  and  said: 

"I  want  to  ask  you  all  to  go  to  your 
rooms  at  once  and  remain  there  until 
the    bell    rings." 

All  hurried  anxiously  aw-ay.  In  twen- 
ty minutes  the  bell  rang  and  the  guests 
returned,  but  no  one  made  any  remaxk 
about  tho  singular  request. 

The  dead  earl  was  an  officer  of  the 
Twenty-second  life  guards  before  he 
succeeded  his  father.  The  present  earl 
served  in  the  same  regiment,  and  the 
iRtter's  youngest  brother  is  a  distin- 
guished officer  in  It  now.

Washington,  Feb.  22.— (Special  to  The 
Ileraid.)— The  recent  announcementa 
with  reference  to  new  steamship 
line9  between  the  I'nited  States  and  the 
^Mediterranean  countries  lend  especiaJ 
Interest  to  some  statistics  of  our  present 
commerce  with  those  countries,  just 
maue  public  by  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor  throuh  its  bureau  of 
statistics.  These  figures  show  that  the 
Imports  of  that  section  of  the  world 
fronting  upon  the  Mediterranean  and 
xipou  ih<?  Indian  ocean,  Immediately  be- 
j-ond,  amount  to  more  than  a  billion 
and  a  half  of  dollars  annually,  and  that 
at  present  the  countries  in  question  tak.? 
ouiy  0  per  cent  of  their  total  imports 
fiom  the  I'nited  States.  Northern  ani 
Svestern   Europe    takes    largely   of   our 


exports,  but  many  of  the  countries 
fronting  upon  or  tributary  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, both  those  of  Southern 
Europe  and  Northern  Africa,  as  well  as 
Western  Asia,  take  but  a  very  small 
percentage  of  their  total  imports  from 
the  L'nited  States.  Yet  the  fleld,  as 
?howti  by  the  figures  just  compiled,  is 
t^n  important  one,  the  total  importa- 
tions of  the  countries  fronting  upon  or 
tributary  to  the  Mediterranean,  and  in- 
cluding India  and  the  Straits  Settle 
ments,  lying  beyond,  being,  in  round 
terms,  $l,t]OO,O0O.O"X)  annually,  while  theli 
total  imports  from  the  United  States 
are,  in  round  terms,  but  about  1100,- 
000,000. 

The  proportion  which  American  pro- 
duces bear  to  the  total  importations  of 
Northern  Europe,  in  comparison  with 
those  of  Southern  Europe  and  Northern 
Africa  and  the  countries  lying  east  of 
the  Mediterranean,  presents  a  striking 
contra.st.  The  United  Kingdom,  for 
example,  takes  from  the  United  State.s 
about  24  per  cent  of  her  total  imports; 
Germany,  about  16  per  cent;  Belgium, 
about  12  per  cent;  Netherlands,  about 
11  per  cent;  France,  about  10  per  cent; 
Spain,  about  13  per  cent;  and  Italy, 
about  12  per  cent.  But  aside  from  Italy, 
the  Mediterranean  countries  and  those 
tributary  to  it  take  from  the  United 
States  a  much  smaller  share  of  their 
nnports  than  any  of  the  countries  above 
mentioned. 

Of  the  total  imports  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary, a  part  of  which  are  by  way  of 
the  Mediterranean,  the  United  States 
supplies  only  8  per  cent;  of  those  of 
Greece.  3  per  cent;  of  those  of  Turkey, 
which  aggregate  annually  more  a  hun- 
dred million  dollars,  less  than  2  per 
cent.  t)f  the  imports  of  Egypt,  which 
aggregate  $75.<XM.>,000  annually,  but  a 
little  over  1  per  cent  Is  from  the  UniteJ 
States.  Roumania.  which  Imports  to 
the  value  of  over  $50,000,000  annual'y. 
shows  in  its  reports  no  importance  from 
the  United  States.  Of  the  Imposts  of 
British  India,  which  amount  to  $260,- 
000. OOO  annually,  less  than  2  per  cent  Is 
supplied  by  the  United  States,  and  of 
the  Imports  into  the  Straits  Settlements, 
which  amount  to  about  $130,000,000  an- 
nually, less  than  1  per  cent  is  from  the 
United  States. 

Considering  the  share  which  the  varl-

ous  great  sections  of  the  world  take  of 
their  imports  from  the  United  States,  it 
ini'y  be  said  that  North  Ameiica  as  a 
whole,  by  reason  of  proximity  to  the 
United  States,  takes  40  per  cent  of  its 
total  imports  from  this  country; 
Europe,  about  15  per  cent;  South  Amer- 
ica, about  10  per  cent;  Asia  and  Oce- 
ania, us  a  whole,  about  9  per  cent; 
while  the  group  of  countries  above  re- 
ferred to,  tributary  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean or  Immediately  east  thereof,  as 
already  stated,  take  but  6  per  cent  of 
their  imports  from  the  United  States. 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the 
total  imports  of  the  countries  in  ques- 
tion and  the  value  of  their  imports  from 
the  United  States  in  the  latest  available 
year.

In  Buffalo  Blast

Feb.  22.— Two  men 
were  asphyxiated,  one  was  burned  to 
death  and  reverai  were  seriously  injured 
In  an  explosion  of  blast  furnace  gas  at 
the  plant  of  the  Lackawanna  Steel  com- 
nany  today.     The  dead  are: 

GEORGE   REYNOLDS,    a   mason. 

MICHAEL  M.  SMITH,  a  mason. 

FRANK  PRENATTO,  employed  in 
the  power  house. 

The  explosion  occurred  near  power 
house  No.  2,  where  a  large  reservoir  Is 
.situated.  The  reservoir  Is  a  tube,  100 
feet  long  and  about  ten  feet  in  diameter, 
and  was  stored  with  gas,  to  be  used  as 
motive  power  for  a  large  blower  engme. 

Smith  and  Reynolds  were  working  In 
the  reservoir  behind  a  bulk- 
head yesterday.  A  piece  of 
the  bulkhead  was  removed  'n 
the  course  of  the  operations.  A  valve, 
which  the  men  thought  had  been  closed, 
allowed  ga»s  to  flow  Into  the  tank.  They 
tried  to  escape,  but  were  overcome  be- 
fore they  could  reach  the  exit.  A  torch 
used  by  the  men  was  left  behind.  an4 
%vhen  the  gas  reached  It  a  terrific  ex- 
plosion occurred.  Frank  Prenatt  and 
the  men  were  trying  to  remove  one  of 
the  unconscious  men  when  the  Explosion 
occurred.  AH  of  them  were  hurled  into 
the  air.  Prenatt  died  In  a  few  minutes. 
Alexander  Sanders  was  terribly  burned, 
and  he  may  die.

Washington.  Feb.  22.— A  belated  dis- 
patch, dated  Feb.  12.  from  Capt.  J.  M. 
Miller  of  the  Unlt«l  States  cruisf,.- 
Colombia,  which  wltjh  tlie  Newark  la 
in  Dominican  watery  l,)rings  official 
confirmation  of  the  Ahi'erican  press  des- 
patch regarding  the '  bohibardment  of 
the  insurgents  by  tlie  war  vessels  in 
a  position  near  the  ^Jiiiital  city,  the 
landing  of  marines  and  blue  jackets 
to  punish  the  revolutionists,  and  their 
subsequent  re-embarkatlon.  According 
to  Capt.  Millers  dispatch,  the  affair 
occurred  on  a  river  twenty  miles  froia 
San  Domingo,  presumably  at  Pajarito, 
the  place  mentioned  In  the  press  dis- 
patches as  the  locality  where  the  bom- 
bardment occurred. 

The  Insurgents,  who  were  stationed 
on  the  main  land,  flred  on  a  United 
States  merchant  vessel,  the  New  York, 
which  was  under  convoy  of  a  launch  of 
the  Newark.  The  shots  fell  so  danger- 
ously near  the  war  vessel  that  the  acts 
of  the  insurgents  were  construed  b> 
Capt.  Miller  as  an  attack  on  the  vesse's 
and  a  battery  fire  was  opened  upon  the 
revolutionists. 

This  was  followed  up  by  the  embarka- 
tion of  400  marines  and  blue  Jackets 
from  the  Colombia  and  Newark,  who 
made  a  j>uccessful  landing  ashore.  They 
dislodged  the  insurgents  from  then- 
positions  and  chased  them  into  the 
country.  After  accomplishing  this  the 
marines  and  blue  jackets  took  again 
to  their  boats  and  returned  again  to 
their  ships.  One  man.  a  bugler,  named 
Painter,  was  seriously  wounded  by  the 
accidevital  explosion  of  his  firing  piece. 
There  were  no  other  casualties. 

Close  attention  Is  being  given  by  ad- 
ministration officials  to  affairs  in  San 
Domingo.  A  number  of  warships  are 
being  kept  in  the  waters  of  that  coun- 
try so  that  American  interests  may  be 
protected  in  case  of  trouble  between 
the  regular  governments  and  the  insur- 
gents. Forcible  Interference  In  th? 
affairs  of  the  country,  however,  have 
been  arvoided  up  to  thi.s  time  so  far  aj 
news  to  the  department  Is  concerned. 

It  Is  authoritatively  stated  that  the 
question  of  the  annexation  of  San  Do- 
mingo to  the  United  States  never  has 
received  the  slightest  consideration  on 
the  part  of  the  administration,  and, 
moreover,  the  administration  is  unable 
to  take  a  position  or  adopt  a  policy 
other  than  the  protection  of  American 
Interests  In  San  Domingo,  because  of 
the  absence  of  satisfactory  information 
as   to   conditions   th-ere..

San  Domingo,  Thursday,  Feb.  11.— 
(Delayed). — The  Clyde  line  steamer  New 
York  arrived  here  to^Jay,  convoyed  by 
the  United  States  crdlser,  and  Minister 
Powell  Instructed  the  captain  of  the 
vessel  to  discharge  his  cargo  at  the 
wharf.  t--*  ^ 

An  agreement  has  tfeemmade  by  Min- 
ister Powell  and  Cdmitiander  Mll'er 
with  the  Insurgents  and  the  govern- 
ment that  neither  party  should  fire 
while  the  New  York  wa«  at  the  wharf 
discharging.  The  government  kept 
agreement,  but  the  losurgents  fired  on 
the  steiuiier  and  on  the  launch  from 
the  cruiser  Colombla.jwHich  was  enter- 
ing the  river.  Eight  rifle  shots  dam- 
aged the  New  York's  woodwork  endan- 
gering the  lives  of  pafseii^ers  and  crew. 
The  commander  of  tfre«United  States 
warships  then  decide<^  to'^hell  Pajarito, 
near  this  city,  the  plac^K»ccupled  by  the 
insurgents,  and  to  lafid  300  marines, 
with  the  object  of  punishing  the  insur- 
gents for  insulting  the  United  States 
Hag  and  damaging  an  American  .^team- 
er. 

At  2:30  p.  m.  the  Newark  approached 
and  opened  fire,  discharging  ten  shelhs. 
The"  insurgents  flred  upon  the  marines 
while  they  were  landing,  woundins 
some  of  them. 

The  marines  returned  the  fire  and  the 
insurgents  ran  away. 

The  marines  landed  were  divided  into 
two  columns  and  searched  the  houses, 
woods  and  bushes.  They  then  followed 
the  Insurgents,  who  fired  while  the  ma- 
rines weer  unloading.  The  result  of  the 
bombardment  Is  not  known. 

The  New  York  left  here  at  5  p.  m. 
for  the  roadstead,  after  landing  her 
cargo. 

All  is  now  quiet,  and  it  is  supposed 
that  the  insurgents  have  retreated  .-\ 
considerable  distance.  Reports  from 
the  interior  are  favorable  to  the  gov- 
ernment. Great  misery  exists  in  the 
city  for  want  of  food  and  the  arrival 
of  the  Clyde  line  steamer  is  a  great 
relief.  The  steamer  could  not  land  a 
portion  of  her  cargo  at  Monte  Crlsti, 
being  prevented  from  doing  so  by  a 
Dominican  warship.

Nev/  York,  Feb.  22.— The  German 
steamer  Albano,  Capt.  KudenhoM, 
which  arrived  yesterday  from  Ham- 
burg, brought  to  port  Capt.  Parker  and 
twenty-one  fchipwrecked  men  belonging 
to  the  British  steamer  Kentlgorn, 
which  they  abandoned  at  sea.  Feb.  16, 
in  a  sinking  condition.  The  Albano  left 
Hamburg  on  Feb.  3  and  experienced 
very  stormy  weather.  On  Feb.  16  a 
steamer  flying  signals  of  distress  was 
sighted.  Site  proved  to  be  the  British 
steamer  Kentlgorn.  Seas  were  break- 
ing over  her  bows  aiid  the  captain 
signalled  "wish  to  be  taken  off."  A 
boat  was  launched  and  with  great  dilli- 
oulty  Capt.  Raymond  Parker  and  nine 
men  were  rescued.  Meanwhile  the 
Kentlgorn  launched  one  of  her  boati 
with  the  remaining  twelve  .member.^  of 
her  crew,  who  after  a  terrific  battl'? 
with  the  waves,  were  taken  on  board 
the  Al'oano.

These  figures  show  that  the 
Imports    of    that    section    of    the    world 
fronting    ui>oii    the    Mediterranean    and 
upon  th*  Indian  ocean,  linnu'diately  l)e- , 
yond,    amount    to   more    than    a    billion  ^ 
and  a  half  of  dollars  annually,  and  that  | 
at  present  the  countries  in  (luestion  lak.^ 
on»y  «>  per   rent   of   their   total   imports! 
from  the  I'nited  States.     Northern  ani 
A\  estern    Europe    takes    largely    of    our 


>\port3,  but  many  of  the  countries 
fronting  upon  or  tributary  to  the  Medl- 
i-rran'ian,  both  those  of  Southern 
Kurope  and  Northern  Africa,  as  well  a.s 
Western  Asia,  lake  but  a  very  srr.all 
pprLentc..ge  of  their  total  imports  from 
the  L'nitcd  States.  Yet  the  Held,  as 
shown  by  the  figures  just  compiled,  is 
>?n  mifiortant  one.  the  total  importa- 
tlon.s  of  the  countries  fronting  upon  or 
tributary  to  the  Mediterranean,  and  in- 
cluding India  and  the  Straits  Settle 
ment.'*,  lying  beyond,  being,  in  rourid 
terms,  Sl.GOO.OCO.OW  annually,  while  theii 
total  imports  from  the  United  States 
are.  in  round  terms,  but  about  $100.- 
000, (UX». 

The  proportion  which  American  pro- 
duces bear  to  the  total  importations  of 
Northern  Europe,  In  comparison  with 
those  of  Southern  Europe  and  Northern 
Africa  and  the  countries  lying  east  of 
the  Mediterranean,  presents  a  striking 
'ontrast.  The  United  Kingdom,  for 
txainpl'-,  takes  from  the  United  Slate.s 
about  24  per  cent  of  her  total  imports; 
(Germany,  about  16  per  cent;  Belgium, 
about  12  per  cent;  Netherlands,  about 
11  p^r  cent;  France,  about  10  per  cent; 
Spain,  about  13  per  cent;  and  Italy, 
about  12  per  cent.  But  aside  from  Italy, 
the  Mediterranean  countries  and  those 
tributary  to  it  take  from  the  United 
States  a  much  smoller  share  of  their 
imports  than  any  of  the  countries  above 
mentioned. 

Of  the  total  Imports  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary, a  part  of  which  are  by  way  of 
the  Mediterranean,  the  United  States 
supplies  only  8  per  cent;  of  those  of 
Greece,  3  per  cent;  of  tho.se  of  Turkey, 
which  aggregate  annually  more  a  hun- 
dred million  dollars,  less  than  2  per 
cent.  i>f  the  Imports  of  Egypt,  which 
aggregate  $75,000,000  annually,  but  a 
little  over  1  per  cent  la  from  the  I'nltel 
States.  Roumanla,  which  Imports  to 
the  value  of  over  $50,000,000  annually, 
shows  in  Its  reports  no  importamre  from 
the  United  States.  Of  the  imposts  of 
British  India,  which  amount  to  $260.- 
0<>^0uO  annually,  less  than  2  per  cent  Is 
supplied  by  the  United  States,  and  of 
the  Imports  into  the  Straits  Settlements, 
which  amount  to  about  $130,000,000  an- 
nually, less  than  1  per  cent  Is  from  the 
Lidted  States. 

Considering  the  shar*  which  the  vari- 


ous great  sections  of  the  world  take  of 
their  imports  from  the  United  States,  it 
nuiy  be  said  that  North  America  as  a 
wholf,  by  reason  of  proximity  to  the 
United  States,  lakes  40  per  cent  of  its 
total  imports  from  this  cotmlry; 
F^urope,  about  !.">  per  cent;  South  Amer- 
ica, about  10  per  cent;  Asia  and  Oce- 
ania, as  a  whole,  aliout  9  per  cent; 
while  the  group  of  countries  above  re- 
ferred to,  tributary  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean or  "immediately  east  thereof,  a.s 
already  stated,  take  but  6  per  cent  of 
their  imports  from  the  I'nited  Slates. 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the 
total  imports  of  the  countries  in  (jues- 
tlon  and  the  value  of  their  Imports  from 
the  United  States  in  the  latest  avallabl-^ 
year.

THREE  MEN 
ARE  KILLED 

By    E.xplosion    of   Gas 

In  Buffalo  Blast 

Furnace. 

Buffalo,  N.  y.,  Feb.  22.— Two  men 
were  asphyxiatf^d,  one  w;us  burned  to 
•jfjath  and  several  were  seriously  injured 
in  an  explosion  of  blast  furnace  gna  at 
the  plant  of  the  l..acka\v;inna  Steel  com- 
pany to<iay.     The  dead  are: 

GEORGE   REYNOLDS,   a   mason. 

MICHAEL  M.   SMITH,  a  mason. 

FRAXK  PRENATTO,  employed  in 
the  power  house. 

The  explosion  occurred  near  power 
house  No.  2.  where  a  large  reservoir  Is 
.>-ituated.  The  reservoir  Is  a  tube,  100 
feet  long  and  about  ten  feet  in  diameter, 
and  was  stored  with  gas.  to  be  used  a.'^ 
motive  power  for  a  large  blower  engine. 

Smith  and  Reynolds  were  working  In 
the  reservoir  behind  a  bulk- 
head yesterday.  A  ple+^e  of 
the  bulkhead  was  removed  m 
the  course  of  the  oi>erationa.  A  valve, 
which  the  men  thought  had  been  closed, 
allowed  gajs  to  flow  Into  the  tank.  They 
tried  to  escape,  but  were  overcome  be- 
fore they  could  reach  the  exit.  A  torch 
used  by  the  men  was  left  behind,  arrt! 
when  the  gas  reached  It  a  terrilic  ex- 
plosion occurred.  Frank  Prenatt  and 
the  men  were  trying  to  remove  one  of 
the  uncon.scious  men  when  the  Explosion 
occurred.  All  of  them  were  hurled  into 
the  air.  Prenatt  died  In  a  few  minutes. 
Alexander  Sanders  was  terribly  burned, 
and  he  may  die. 


Washington,  Feb.  22.— A  belated  dis- 
patch, dated  Feb.  12,  from  Capt.  J.  M. 
Miller  of  the  United  .States  cruise  •- 
Colombia,  which  with  the  Newark  la 
in  Doniinican  wateis.,  brings  official 
confirmation  of  the  Ainerioan  press  di.s- 
pat<h  regarding  the  bohibardment  of 
the  in.surgents  by  tlt«  »var  vessels  in 
a  position  near  the  ^•a^'ital  city,  the 
landing  of  marines  and  blue  jacket.s 
to  punish  the  revolutfontsts,  and  their 
subseiiuent  re-embarkatlon.  According 
to  Capt.  Miller's  dispai<  h,  the  affair 
occurred  on  a  river  twenty  miles  fro;a 
San  I>omlngo,  presumably  at  Pajaritc, 
the  i)lace  mentioned  in  the  press  dis- 
patches as  the  locality  where  the  bom- 
bardment occurred. 

The  Insurgents,  who  were  stationed 
on  the  main  land,  fired  on  a  United 
Stales  merchant  vessel,  the  New  York, 
which  was  under  convoy  of  a  launch  of 
the  Newatk.  The  shots  fell  so  dangt-r- 
ously  near  the  war  vessel  that  the  a-;. 3 
of  the  insurgents  were  construed  bj 
Capt.  Miller  as  an  attack  on  the  vesse's 
and  a  battery  lire  was  opened  upon  the 
revolutionists. 

This  was  followed  up  by  the  embarka- 
tion of  400  marines  and  blue  Jacket.s 
from  the  Colombia  and  Newark,  wiio 
made  a  £>uccessful  landing  ashore.  They 
dislodged  the  insurgents  from  their 
po.sltions  and  chased  them  Into  the 
country.  After  accomplishing  this  the 
marines  and  blue  jackets  took  again 
to  their  boats  and  returned  again  to 
their  ships.  One  man,  a  bugler,  named 
Painter,  was  seriously  wounded  by  the 
accideiital  explosion  of  his  firing  piece. 
Th*re  were  no  other  casualties. 

Close  attention  is  being  given  by  ad- 
ministration officials  to  affairs  in  San 
Domingo.  A  number  of  warships  are 
being  kept  in  th«  waters  of  that  roun- 
try  so  that  American  Interests  may  be 
protected  In  case  of  trouble  between 
the  regular  governments  and  the  insur- 
gents. Forcible  Interference  In  th3 
affairs  of  the  country,  hosvever,  have 
been  avoided  tip  to  thi.s  time  so  far  a.4 
news  to  the  department  Is  concerned. 

It  Is  authoritatively  stated  that  the 
question  of  the  annexation  of  San  D(»- 
mingo  to  the  United  .states  never  has 
received  the  slightest  consideration  on 
the  part  of  the  administration,  and, 
moreover,  the  administration  is  unable 
to  take  a  position  or  adopt  a  policy 
other  than  the  protection  of  American 
interests  In  San  Domingo,  because  of 
the  absence  of  satisfactory  Information 
as   to   conditions   th«re.

San  Domingo,  Thursday,  Feb.  11.— 
(Delayed).— The  Clyde  line  steamer  New 
York  arrived  here  today,  convoyed  by 
the  I'nited  States  cruiser,  and  Minister 
Powell  instructed  the  captain  of  the 
vessel  to  discharge  his  cargo  at  the 
wharf.  '■  "  . 

An  agreement  has  fcieeri- made  by  Min- 
ister Powell  and  Commander  Mll'er 
with  the  insurgents  and  the  govern- 
ment that  neither  party  should  tire 
while  the  New  York  wa»  at  the  wharf 
discharging.  The  government  kept 
agreement,  but  the  insurgents  Ilred  on 
the  steamer  and  on  the  launch  from 
the  cruiser  Colomljla.;  which  was  enter- 
ing the  river.  Eight  rifle  shots  dam- 
aged the  New  York's  woodwork  endan- 
gering the  lives  of  papsei^crs  and  crew. 
The  commander  of  the  ^United  States 
warships  then  declde<|  to-ehell  Pajarlto, 
near  this  city,  the  plac^<>ccupled  by  the 
ini?iirgenls,  and  to  land  300  marines, 
with  the  object  of  punishing  the  insur- 
gents for  insulting  the  United  States 
Hag  and  damaging  an  American  steam- 
er. 

At  2:30  p.  m.  the  Newark  approached 
and  opened  fire,  discharging  ten  shells. 
The"  insurgents  fired  upon  the  marines 
while  they  were  laJidiiig,  woundiiis 
some  (»f  them. 

The  marines  returned  the  fire  and  the 
insurgents  ran  away. 

The  marines  landed  were  divided  into 
two  columns  and  searched  the  houses, 
woods  and  bushes.  They  then  followel 
the  Insurgents,  who  fired  while  the  ma- 
rines weer  unloading.  The  result  of  the 
bombardment  Is  not  known. 

The  New  York  left  here  at  3  p.  m. 
for  the  roadstead,  after  landing  her 
cargo.

The  Albano  lelt 
Hamburg  on  Feb.  3  and  experienced 
very  stormy  weather.  Oji  Feb.  16  a 
steamer  flying  signals  of  distress  was 
sighted.  .She  proved  to  be  the  Britisn 
steamer  Kentigorn.  Seas  were  break- 
ing over  her  bows  and  the  captain 
signalled  ui.sh  to  be  taken  off."  A 
boat  was  launched  and  with  great  dillt- 
culty  Capt.  Haymond  Parker  and  nine 
men  wer,j  re.scued.  Meanwhile  the 
Kentigorn  launched  one  of  her  boat^ 
with  the  remaining  twelve  .mem ber.s  of 
htr  crew,  who  after  a  terrific  battl'? 
with  the  waves,  were  taken  on  board 
the  Albano. 

•Speaking  of  the  sinking  of  his  shlj^ 
Capt.  Parker  said:  "Wo  sailed  frotn 
Portland  on  .Sunday,  Feb.  7,  bound  for 
Limerl-k  witli  a  full  c'^trgo  of  grain. 
On  Tuesday,  while  running  in  a  heavy 
sea.  the  st»ering  gear  Ijecame  di.-- 
abled,  but  <vas  repaired.  It  was  not 
strong  enough,  however,  to  withstand 
the  gale  of  last  Saturday,  and  it  broke 
down  again.  An  effort  was  made  to 
connecL    the   hand    gear,    but   owing    to 


the  darkness  and  t;rrific  sea  it  coiild 
not  be  repaired,  aid  on  the  morning 
of  the  14th  we  discovered  the  hand 
steering  gear  brol<en  to  pieces,  the 
wht^el  gone  and  a  complete  wreck.  l?y 
Monday  the  gale  had  lncrea.sed  to  a 
hurricane,  the  cabins  weif^  flooded, 
and  the  ship  was  bing  at  an  angle  of 
M)  degrees.  The  rudder  was  adrift, 
moving  from  side  to  side  violently,  and 
it  was  impossible  to  get  any  lashing  to 
hold  it  firm.  The  steamer  Albano  fin- 
ally came  In  sight,  and  urgent  signals 
were  made  to  attiact  her  attention. 
The  Albano  took  all  hands  on  board."

"The  United  States  can  help  us  to 
accomplish  all  this.

American  women  are  going  to  the 
seat  of  war  to  care  for  the  Japanese 
sick  and  wounded.  The  Japanese  min- 
ister has  received  a  cablegram  from  his 
government  accepting  the  ojfer  made 
by  Dr.  Anita  Newcomb  Mc-<;ee.  of 
Washington,  D.  V.,  to  take  to  Japan  a 
party  of  trained  nurses  who  have  se-en 
field  service  In  the  camps  and  hospitals 
of  the  United  States  army.  No  one  is 
eligible  to  join  the  party  except  gradu- 
ate women  nurses  who  liave  been  in  the 
army. 

The  first  party  will  sail  in  March  and 
proceed  to  Osaka,  Japan,  the  port  on 
the  Inland  sea.  which  is  the  base  to 
which  disabled  troops  will  come  wiien 
sent  home  from  the  battlefield.  There 
they  will  place  themselves  under  the 
order  of  the  military  authorities,  to  be 
sent  wherever  they  are  most  needed, 
may  be  together  or  they  may  be 
divided  into  different  systems.  There  is 
In  Japan  a  large  official  Red  <;ro.ss  or- 
ganiaztion  which  furnishes  Immense 
supplies  to  the  army,  and  thf  American 
nurses  will  work  side  by  side  with  the 
members  of  that  society. 

The  number  of  American  nurses  to  go 
will  depend  on  the  support  received 
from  the  American  people,  for,  though 
the  Japanese  supply  everything  while 
the  nurses  are  in  their  country,  volun- 
tary contributions  are  desired  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  equipment  and  the 
transportation  of  the  nurses.

Begins  Annual  Convention 
at  Indianapolis. 

President  Parry's  Address 
Is  Chief  Feature. 


Indianapolis,  Feb.  22.— The  first  an- 
nual convention  of  the  Citizens'  Indus- 
trial association  of  America  began  io- 
day  at  the  auditorium  of  the  Claypool. 
Over  250  delegates  are  here.  The  larger 
delegations  came  from  Boston.  Omaha, 
Kansas  City.  Minneapolis,  St.  Louis, 
Chicago  and  Cleveland.  One  hundred 
and  lifty  cities  and  400  associations  are 
expected  to  be  represeiUed.  The  ad- 
dre.ss  of  Pre.sident  I'arry,  of  Indianapo- 
lis, wats  the  feature  of  the  pro- 
gram. 

After  his  introductory  remarks  wel- 
coming the  cenvention  to  Indianapolis, 
ami  Congratulating  the  employers  upon 
the  su'co's  thus  far  achieved  in  the  or- 
g««iilziiti'>n    movement.    Mr.    Parry   said: 

"You  have  come  aogtther.  not  for 
selfish  ►nd.'S,  but  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
tlier'.ns  tlie  best  interests  of  the  na- 
:i<)]i.         The     association     whii-h     yoti     aie 


forming  has  for  its  object  the  mainten- 
ance of  those  free  industrial  condi- 
tions which  have  made  this  nation 
great  in  the  past  and  which  are  nects- 
sary  for  its  future  development  and 
prosperity.  During  this  last  year  so- 
cialistic unions  and  labor  trusts  hav- 
become  a  serious  menace  to  industrial 
welfare  and  to  the  perpetuity  of  Amer- 
if-an  institutions.  We  expressly  deny 
that  we  are  opposed  to  the  right  of  Ig.- 
bor  to  organize,  but  we  are  firm  in  our 
determination  that  individual  and  prop- 
erty rights  .shall  be  respected  by  every 
organization.  be  it  compo.sed  of 
W'>rkmen  or  other  citizens.

He    declared    that    the    only    true 
solution   of   the   labor   question    lay   in   an  I 
appeal   to    the   intelligence   of    the   people,  i 
"The  methods   and   tlie  economic   ideaa  01' 
trades  unionism."   .said  he.   "can  not  sur- 
vive tliorough  public  discussion.  It  should 
therefore  be  the   first  object  of   the  Citi- 
zens' Industrial  a.s.soclatlon  to  carry  on  an 
adequate    educational    propaganda   to    the 
end  that  the  public  may  come   to  a  thor-  j 
ougli  understanding  of  the  true  nature  of 
the  "strike  societies'  and  their  detrimental  I 
effects   upon    the   interests   of   all  classes, 
including  even  those  of  labor. 

"With  the  proper  public  sentiment  in 
favor  of  the  enforcement  of  law  and  the 
maintenance  of  competitive  conditions,  it 
will  be  possible  for  employers  and  inde- 
pendent labor  to  exerci.se  their  constitu- 
tional rights,  but  without  this  salutary 
public  sentiment  it  is  next  to  useless  to 
attempt  to  exercise  those  rights."  An- 
other function  of  the  Citizens'  Industrial 
association,  said  Mr.  Parry,  was  that  of 
directing  campaigns  against  iniquitous 
legislation  proposed  by  organized  labor. 
Said  he:  "So"  long  as  the  empUoyer  has 
a  righteous  cause,  that  cause  is  worthy 
of  being  properly  presented  both  to  the 
public  and  the  law-making  body,  and  it 
is  the  business  of  the  employer  to  make 
such  adequate  provislonri  as  will  insure 
Its  being  properly  presented.  I  hope  the 
time  will  come  when  the  Citizens'  Indus- 
trial association  will  be  able  to  look  out 
for  the  interests  of  the  employers  and 
good  citizenship  of  the  country,  not  only 
at  Wa»ihington,  but  at  every  state  cap- 
ital." 

Mr.   Parry  then  spoke  of  the  moral  ef- 
fect  of  the  national  a.ssociation  on  party 
organizations,    after   which    he   advocated 
the   creation    of   a   national    labor   bureau 
which  would  keep  a  record  of  law  viola- 
tors   for    the    Information    of     employers. 
Continuing,    Mr.    Parry   said:      "I    think   it. 
proper  for  me  to  say  a  few   words  as  to 
the  duty   the  employer   owes    to   the   em- 
ploye and  the  general  public.     In  the  first 
place    the   employer   would    be   derelict   in 
his  moral   obligations    to   labor   if   he  be-  I 
came  a  Voluntary  party  to  discrimination 
in   the  employment   of   men   according   as 
they  may  or  may  not  belong  to  some  civil  I 
organization    having    lawful    purposes.    In 
a   free  country  a  man's  political  or  relig- 
ious belief  should  not  be  considered  a  bar 
to    his    chance    of    miUting    a    livelihood. 
Neither   should    his    membership    or    non-  i 
membership    In    a    union    be    such    a    bar. 
In  order  that  freedom  be  something  more 
than    a    mere    name,    the    general    public ' 
must  possess  the  right  of  contract.    There  1 
could    be    no    freedom    If    only    a    certain  I 
portion    of    the    people    had    the    right    to  j 
contract    for    the    .=ale    of    their    labor    or  | 
.services.     The  employer  should  not  be  in- 
fluenced   by    any    other    consideration    In 
the  hiring  of  men  than  the  ability,  fitness 
and   loyalty   of   the   applicant.     It   I3   only 
by    following   a    policy    of    this   kind    that 
merit    can    receive    its    just    reward    and 
the  highest  measure  of  success  secured  In 
industry.     Therefore,   it  is  the  plain  duty 
of  the  employer  to  resist  to  the  uttermo.st 
the  clocjed  shop  demand  of  organized  la- 
bor. • 

"Since   it   is  his  moral  duty  not  to  dis- 
criminate between  union  and  independent  \ 
labor,   it  la  his  duty  through  organization  ' 
to  demonstrate  to  the  general  public   that  I 
he  should  not  be  forced  Into  becoming  an 
involuntary  party  to  such  discrimination.  | 
I   do   not   believe    that   the   general   public- 
will  support  organized  labor  in  its  efforts  i 
to    compel    the    employer    to    become    Us  \ 
business  agent,  for  such  he  would  become 
If  he  be   forced    to   refuse   employment   to 
men   because   they   do   not    belong   to    the 
union.      The    leader.s    of    organized    laboi 
will  be  relieved  of  a  great  deal  of  the  bur- 
den   of    maintaining    the    membership    of 
their  organization   if  the  employers  could 
be  compelled  to  keep  up  this  membership 
for  them.     Therefore  In   not  resisting  the 
efforts    of    the    labor    agitators    to    make 
them  their  tool  in  the  work  of  fastemng 
the  shackles  of  despotism   upon  labor  the 
employers  are  gravely  lacking  in  the  duty 
they   owe    to   labor   in    general.

Placed  In  Full  Charge  of  Russiein  Army  In  Far  East  By  the  Czar,  and 
Having  Greater  Authority  Over  the  Troops  than  Viceroy  Alexieff. 


WIN  FINAL 


St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  22.— The  appoint- 
ment of  Gen.  Kurbpalkin,  who  was 
Saturday  relieved  o^  his  functions  as 
minister  of  war,  to  the  chief  command 
of  the  Russian  army  in  the  far  East, 
was  gazetted  yesterday'  morning. 

With  the  possible  exception  of  Gen. 
Dragomiroff,  formerly  governor  general 
of  Kieff,  and  later  member  of  the  coun- 
cil   of    state.    Gen.    Kuropatkin    is    the 

most  popular  man  in  the  Russian  army. 
As  a  bluff  old  soldier  who  has  fought 
his  way  up  from  theiboitom  to  be  min- 
ister of  war,  he  is  the  ideal  of  the  en- 
lisled  men.  Not  one  in  the  czar's  army 
has  seen  more  fighting,  and  no  one  can 
tell  a  gtorj'  better.  There  is  never  a 
dull  moment  in  his  company,  for  he  in- 
termingles the  humorous  Incidents  of 
his  campaign  with  tales  of  the  self- 
sat^rlflrc  of  the  men  whom  he  led  with 
.Skobeloff  over  the  parched  wastes  of 
Geok  Tepe  or  over  the  ley  slopes  of 
Plevna. 

No  one  meeting  the  ^hort.  grizzled 
warrior  in  his  charming  home,  on  the 
sunny  side  of  the  Molka,  would  guess 
the  extent  of  his  power  or  the  burden 
of  responsibility  weighing  on  his  shoul- 
ders. As  minister  of  war  he  was  con- 
sidered .1  just  chief  who  gave  rewards 
and  administered  punishments  without 
fear  or  favor.  It  Is  small  wonder,  there- 
fore, that  the  Russian  army  adores 
him.

cess on  land.

WAR  PROPHET 
TO  THE  FORE 

Railway  Clerk  Has  Ad- 
vance Information  of 
Universal  Conflict. 

New  York,  Feb.  22.— Through  letters 
ad.Jre.s.sed  to  President  Roosevelt  and 
Pope  Pius  X.  In  which  he  predicts  a  uni- 
vtisal  war  to  follow  the  preliminary  con- 
iiict  between  Rus.sla  and  Japan,  a  new 
prophet  has  emerged  into  tne  limelight 
in  the  person  of  Chcsser  ixjrtle  of  Brook- 
lyn, near  Jamaica  bay. 

The  latest  prophet  does  not  study  the 
stars  to  le-arn  what  they  may  portend,  bo- 
cau-se  he  spends  his  nights  as  a  freight 
clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  Long  Island 
riiilway  comi>any.  where,  when  he  is  not 
otherwise  occupied,  he  pores  over  the  Old 
TtLstament,  finding  In  the  book  of  Job 
more  advance  news  than  all  the  special 
corrospondents  In  the  far  Ea.st.  He  is  a 
modest  young  man.  who  has  announced 
his  preference  to  be  fi>r  the  Canadian 
woods    wjien    the    gri  at    conllict    beg*iv». 

In  his  letters  to  th<^  president  and  to 
the  poiT€  he  fixes  March  10  as  about  the 
tim^-  for  the  appearance  of  a  sign  that 
is  to  indie. ito  uni\'crsal  war.  He  tix- 
pliiined  today  that  ho  felt  he  was  bound 
to  warn  President   Roosevelt. 

"In  my  letter  to  the  president."  he  said, 
"I  told  him  I  would  give  him  a  sign  early 
In  March,  probably  the  t^nth  day  of  the 
month.  I  told  him  the  sign  would  •  ime 
from  either  the  Balkan  states  or  Turkey, 
and  that  a  year  later  the  United  States, 
Great  Britain,  and  Japan  would  be  ar- 
rayed against  Russia,  China.  Germany. 
France,  Spain.  Austria,  Italy  and  many 
smaller    nations. 

"I  said  Turkey  would  be  driven  from 
EXirope.  that  England  would  surelv  bo 
bv-aten.  I  was  wrong  about  England.  In 
the  sense  that  when  she  is  beaten  she 
will  be  .saved   by  the  I'nitod  States."

ONE  CREW  RESCUED. 

Life  Savers  Take  Off  Men  on 
Whitlier. 

Atlantic  City,  Feb.  22.— After  battling 
with  heavy  seas  for  several  hours  to- 
day, the  captain  and  .•'even  members 
of  the  crew  of  the  three-ni?t«ted  schoon- 
er Olive  Whittier,  lumber  laden,  for 
New  York,  were  rescued  by  the  life- 
saving  crew  of  the  Long  Beach  life- 
saving  station.  The  boat  w;is  ashore 
early  today  on  Little  Beach  bar,  six- 
teen miles  north  of  Atlantic  City.  At 
the  time  there  was  a  heavy  storm 
raging  and  a  dense  fog  hung  over  the 
water.  As  soon  as  the  Whittier  struck, 
the  seas  began  to  roll  over  the  vessel, 
and  the  men  had  to  cling  to  the  rigg^ing 
to  save  themselves.  When  the  fog 
lifted  the  life-savers,  with  great  trouble, 
launched  their  boat  and  after  heroic 
work  brought  all  the  crew  ashore.  The 
waves  are  pounding  the  schooner 
against  the  beach,  and  she  will  prob- 
ably be  a  total  loss.

The   writer   states   that   in   justice    to 
all  clubs  it  is  well  to  call  attention   to 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  constant  chance 
for   abuse    In    this    connection.

CORN  STALKS  FOR  PAPER. 

I 

'  A  Maine  paper  mill  is  making  paper 
i  from  Illinois  corn  stalks  that  sells  8» 
high  as  a  cents  a  pound,  the  result  of  a 
new  farm  operation  that  promise*  grea* 
results.  It  is  a  farm  matter  in  that  th» 
use  of  stalks  for  jiaper  results  in  the 
farmer  having  his  corn  husked  for  $1  an 
cere  instead  of  3  cents  a  bushel,  and 
in  having  gathered  into  his  barn  all  of 
the  fodder  that  is  rtiaily  desirable  foR 
feeding  purposes. 

For  years  tlie  paper  manufacturer* 
have  known  that  the  corn  stalk  pro- 
duces a  fiber  that  is  valuable  for  paper 
making  purposes,  but  up  to  a  year  or 
Eo  ago  they  were  at  a  loss  to  know  how 
to  cook  it  to  advantage.  To  cook  tha 
r.liell  of  the  corn  stalk  to  the  proper  con- 
I  sistency  would  overcook  the  pith. 
;  Neither  could  the  leaves  or  the  husks 
be  cooked  with  the  stalk  without  spoil- 
ing some  component  part, 
I  About  eight  years  ago  George  R. 
i  Sherwood,  of  Kearney,  Neb.,  began  giv- 
!  mg  the  subject  of  utilizing  corn  stalks 
I  considerable  thought.  From  his  seat  in 
I  a  railroad  car  he  looked  out  ovei  the 
!  great  wiistes  of  corn  stalks  and  tried  to 
I  figure  out  the  solution  of  putting  iheru 
to  viiluable  use.  Later  he  consulted  a 
I  Chicago  chemist,  named  William  Hos- 
kins,  and  the  two  set  to  work  to  devise 
,  a  plan  by  which  the  shell  of  the  corn 
!  stalk  and  the  pith  could  be 
I  for  paper  making  separately. 
■  this  it  would  be  necessary  to 
i  the  pith  from  the  shell,  "and 
have  to  bo  done  by  machinerv.

I  ered  us  to  seats.     The  Interior  wail  of  the 
igloo  was  of  smooth  Ice  w-hlch  resembled 
:  ground  glass,  says  a  writer  In  the  Worlds 
Work.       It     wax    plentifully      bespattered 
with    the    blood     of     seals.      Light     came 
through  a  large  clear  sheet   of  Ice.   which 
did  duty   for  a   window-.     Near  the   centre

TO  RAISE  SUNKEN  LOGS. 

Fortune   For    Inventor   Who 
Will  Devise  a  Plan. 

"If  some  scherie  ccruld  be  devised," 
said  George  W.  Noble,  of  Stillwater, 
to  the  Milwa«ke?  Sentinel,  "by  which 
the  sunken  logs  which  fill  the  beds  of 
rivers  and  creeks  in  the  logging  sec- 
lions  of  this  country  could  only  be 
recovered,  immense  fcH'tunes  would  be 
made.  Along  the  St.  Croix  waters  it  Is 
estimated  that  ogs  enough  are  im- 
beded  in  the  s.-ind  of  river  bottoms  to 
keep  mills  ruruil  ig  for  years.  Under 
present  conditions  the  loss  is  total,  for 
no  successful  method  has  ever  been 
devised   to  effect   this  saving. 

■'Occasionally  l'>g-s  cut  j-ears  ago  are 
forced  by  the  washings  cxf  the  fioods 
from  their  sand  beds  and  driven  ujion 
the  shores  where  the  action  of  the 
sun  and  wind  dries  them  out  sulfi- 
ciently  so  that  they  will  fioat  down 
stream,  but  the  percentage  of  logs  re- 
covered is  small  and  millions  of  dol- 
lars' wortli  of  property  is  lost  be- 
yond recovery  until  some  enterprising 
genius  invents  e.  machine  or  process 
to  recover  the  timber. 

"At  Stillwater  logs  occaalonally  come 
to  the  sorting  boams  bearing  marks  in 
use  half  a  century  SLgo,  and  when  they 
appear  the  old  lambermen  grow  rem- 
iniscent of  men  who  have  been  long 
forgotten,  but  v  ho  were  important 
operatoi-s  In  the  pioneer  logging  days 
of  Wisconsin  and   Minnesota. 

"No  possible  estimate  can  be  made 
of  the  amount  of  timber  thus  lost,  but 
lumbermen  estimate  that  the  rivers  of 
Wisconsin,  in  the  value  of  the  logs 
burled  in  their  eunds,  have  fortunes  of 
mllions  of  dollar!*  If  the  logs  could  be 
recovered.  Of  he  billons  in  feet  of 
lo^s  fioaled  down  your  principal 
streams  year  after  yea*-,  a  percentage 
of  lost  annually,  finding  graves  in  the 
sand.  Wisconsin  haa  been  one  of  the 
big  pine  states,  and  ycwir  Chippewa, 
Wisconsin,  SU  Croix  and  Menominee 
rivers  and  their  tributaries  contain  for- 
tunes in  sunken    Imber. 

"Strange  as  it  may  appear  the  value 
of  the  timber  is  not  le3sened.  even 
after  it  has  beei  submerged  for  half 
or  quarter  of  a  ctntury.     Efforts  have

Anotlier  Engagement  Reported  at 
Port  Artliur,  But  No  Details. 


St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  23.— "The  war 
will  end  In  August  or  September  with 
the  complete  defeat  of  the  Japanese," 
said  to  the  As.sociated  Press  a  high 
authority  in  intimate  touch  with  the 
Kusslan  war' plans,  whose  opinion  can 
be  talten  faithfully  to  reflect  the  belief 
III  the  highest  ofRcial  quarters.  He 
added:  "How  the  Japanese  can  hope  to 
succeed  when  our  armj'  in  the  East  is 
etrengthered  to  a  point  equal,  or  su- 
perior in  numbers  to  that  of  our  ad- 
viTs.ariep,  we  are  honestly  unable  to 
comprehend.  It  will  not  be  hard  to 
place  200,000,  400.000  or  even  000,000  ad- 
ditional men  in  the  field,  if  necessary. 
When  our  forces  are  concentnited  and 
ready  they  will  finish  by  driving  the 
Japanese  into  the  sea.  Frankly,  't 
seems  to  us  that  the  Japanese  either 
have  utterly  failed  to  appreciate  Rus- 
sia's I'^fources.  or  have  coimtod  on  the 
aid  of  Groat  Britain  or  the  United 
States,  neither  of  which  ever  contem- 
plated becoming  involved.  So  far  as 
Gre.'<t  Britain  is  concerned,  we  do  U'.'t 
believe  any  hallucinations  existed 
there.  We  think  the  British  statesmen, 
■who  did  so  much  to  push  Japan  into 
v;ar.  realized  that  with  Japans  defeat 
they  v.ould  accomplish  two  things  for 
Gn^t  Britain— First,  to  give  Russia  a 
check — for.  of  course,  the  war  must 
Irnj'ede  our  progress  temporarily:  sec- 
ond, to  cripple  Jajtans  maritime  jjower, 
which  was  beginning  to  be  greatly  felt 
In   the  Pacific." 

It  can  be  said  with  the  utmost  posi- 
tlveness  that  Russia  will  bide  her  time. 
She  will  act  on  the  defensive  until  she 
feels  confident  that  her  weight  of  num.- 
bers  will  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  result. 
Keinforcements  are  going  forward  at 
the  rate  of  3000  per  day.  Probably  some 
time  will  elapse  before  Russia  feel.=» 
fully  jirepared  to  assume  the  offensive. 

The  conviction  is  growing  here  in 
©fficiai  cinles  that  in  spite  of  Japanese 
denials,  the  Japanese  fleet  was  severely 
crippled  at  Port  Arthur  m  the  engage- 
ment which  began  Feb.  S.  The  ad- 
miralty has  no  direct  Information  to 
support  this  except  the  manner  in 
which  the  Japanese  abandoned  the  at- 
tack at  the  end  of  forty-five  minutes. 
It  is  pointed  out  at  the  admiralty  that 
two  weeks  have  now  elapsed  without 
the  whereabouts  of  the  Japanese  fioet 
being  definitely  reported,  and  the  opin- 
ion is  gaining  ground  that  it  has  gone 
to  a  Japanese  port  for  repairs.  It  is 
pointed  out  also  that  it  has  always  been 
the  Japanese  policy  to  announce  only 
victories,  the  admiralty  adding:  "We 
know  they  sustained  losses  in  the  China 
•war  which   were   never  admitted." 

Gen.  Kuropatkin  will  not  leave  for 
the  front  for  another  fortnight.  In  the 
meantime  he  is  going  to  his  country 
estates,  to  bid  farewell  to  relatives. 
His  status  has  not  yet  been  fully  set- 
tled. By  the  terms  of  his  appointment 
the  general  will  command  the  Ma.",- 
churian  army,  subject  to  Viceroy  Alex- 
leff:  but  his  powers  will  be  extended 
to  include  the  troops  north  of  Man- 
churia. The  official  view  of  this  status 
Is  that  Viceroy  Alexieff  will  remain  in 
supreme    command,    but      the     viceroy 


being  a  sailor,  Gen.  Kuropatkin  wlil 
be  appointed  his  lieutenant  for  the 
army  as  admiral  Makaroff  is  for  the 
navy. 

The  viceroy's  departure  from  Port 
Arthur  was  not  due  to  apprehension 
of  the  po.«sibility  of  its  investment,  but 
simply  to  the  requirements  of  the  stra- 
tegical situation,  so  a-s  to  enable  him 
to  direct  the  operations  now  in  pro- 
gress along  the  line  of  the  Korean 
frontier  from  a  more  central  point. 
Possibly  he  will  not  remain  at  Mukden 
but  will  go  from  place  to  place,  a-* 
circumstances  demand.  Speaking  on 
the  subject  of  the  possible  investment 
of  Port  Arthur,  the  military*  authorit- 
ies here  do  not  believe  the  Japanese 
will  attenipt  to  make  a  landing  in 
force  on  the  Idao  Tung  peninsula.  The 
former  say  there  Is  nothing  the  Rus- 
sians w'ould  like  beter  us  such  as  an 
attempt  is  doomed  to  certain  failure. 
The  authorities  here  assert  that  the 
r:(nithem  portion  of  the  peninsula  is 
strongly  guarded  ajid  that  the  north- 
ern shore  presents  ln&ui>erable  ob- 
stacles. The  only  chance  of  the  Jap- 
anese, it  is  claimed,  would  be  march- 
ing down  from  Korea;  but  to  do  this, 
it  is  aded  they  must  first  defeat  the 
Russian  army  on  this  side  of  the  Ya!u 
river,  and,  even  if  successful,  they 
would  be  face  to  face  with  an  im.preg- 
nable   strrvnghold. 

The  Associated  Press  now  under- 
stands that  Grand  Duke  Alexis  (uncle 
of  the  czar  and  high  admiral)  has  re- 
considered his  decision  to  go  to  the  fa;- 
East.  He  was  extremely  anxious  to 
go,  but  the  grand  duke  felt  that  his 
duties  here  would  necessitate  his  re- 
maining in  St.  Petersburg.  The  Rus- 
sisn  government  has  no  official  conf-r- 
ma-tion  of  the  report  that  the  foreign 
commanders  at  Chemulpo,  except  the 
commander  of  the  Unite<l  States  gun- 
boat V:cksburg.  protested  against  the 
Japanese  entering  the  harbor  of  Che- 
mulpo. A  preliniinary  report  from 
Capt.  Roudnef,  on  the  sunken  Rus&ian 
armored  cruiser  Variag,  the  senior  offi- 
cer, says  Admiral  Uriu  served  notic;? 
that  if  the  Russians  did  not  come  out 
he  would  "order"  the  foreign  ships  to 
leave  the  harbor.  Etended  reports 
have  ben  mailed  by  Viceroy  Aleieff.

London,  Feb.  23. — The  Nagnsaki  cor- 
respondent of  the  Daily  Telegraph, 
cabling  under  date  of  Feb.  22,  reports 
that  the  Japanese  squadron  has  cap- 
tured four  Russian  torpedo  boats  at 
Port  Arthur  by  using  Russian  signals. 
This  dispatch  appeai-s  to  confirm  rc- 
fiorts  from  various  quarters  of  a  fresh 
attack  on  Port  Arthur  by  the  Jap- 
anese. 

The    report    reached    Nagasaki    from 
Che  Foo,  and  it  adds  that  the  Russian 
crews  of   the  four  torpedo  boats   have 
[  been  transferred.

stronghold,  and  the  forts  are  being 
manned  by  naval  gunners.  Only  twenty 
foreigners  are  no'v  at  Port  Arthur,  and 
they  are  traders,  disposing  of  their  mer- 
chandise. Some  cf  them  are  under  sus- 
picion, and  there  is  likelihood  of  their 
being  arrested.  There  are  many  com- 
plaints of  unwarranted  arrests,  unex- 
plained expulsior  and  defamation  of 
character  by  the  Port   Arthur  police. 

The  report  that  large  bodies  of  Cos- 
sack and  other  troops  are  occupying 
Newchang  and  Hsin  Ming  Tin  are 
unfounded. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Daily  Mail  from 
Hong  Kong  says  a  British  squadron  is 
concentrating  there,  and  that  a  corre- 
sponding French  concentration  of  war- 
ships is  occurring  at  Sagion,  Indo 
China;  this  is  supposedly  a  result  oi 
the  Anglo-French  understanding. 

According  to  the'  Nagasaki  correspon- 
dent of  the  Daily  Telegraph,  the  Amer- 
ican squadron,  the  vessels  of  which  are 
variously  reported  at  Chee  Foo  and 
Shanghai,  is  goirg  to  make  a  demon- 
stration at  the  mouth  of  the  Yalu  river. 


The  war  between  Japan  and  Rus- 
sia is  scarcely  in  its  initial  stage. 
Military  operations  on  a  large  scale 
cannot  be  expected  for  several 
weeks.  The  lurid  stories  of  bat- 
tles "in  progress"  on  the  Yalu  riv- 
er, the  reported  attempts  to  land 
Japanese  armies  on  the  Liao-tung 
peninsula,  and  the  "furious  com- 
bats" on  sea  are  only  preliminary 
features  of  a  war  that  has  yet  ac- 
tually to  begin. 

Russia  is  preparing  for  a  long 
struggle  and  preparing  with  char- 
acteristic deliberation.  She  has  al- 
ready designed  600,000  troops  for 
service  in  the  far  East.  It  will  re- 
ouire  weeks  to  transport  the  200,- 
000  or  300,000  men  v/ho  are  going 
from  European  Russia. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  trains 
run  two  hours  apart  for  four 
months  will  be  required  to  send 
200,000  men  to  the  far  East. 

Japan's  difficulties  are  not  so 
serious,  but  she  still  has  a  difficult 
problem  in  transportation  to  solve. 
It  is  believed  that  Japan  will  send 
at  least  300.000  men  to  the  Yalu 
river.  The  distance  is  practically 
1000  miles  by  sea. 

Ail  reports  say  that  Japan  has 
100  transports.  These  transports 
probably  can  carry  40.000  men. 

All  delays  would  bring  the  time 
up  to  ten  days  as  the  limit  in  which 
Japan  could  land  40,000  men  on 
Korean  soil,  anywhere  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Chemulpo  or  north  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Yalu.  This  means 
ever  120.000  troops  in  a  month. 
Japan  is  not  likely  to  begin  large 
movements  when  she  has  200.000 
men  in  Korea.  To  do  so  would  be 
a  military  crime. 

THROUGH  DARDANELLES 

Russia     Determined   to    Put 
Black  Sea  Squadron. 

New  York,  Feb.  23.— Negi'tiations  are 
progressing,  .asserts  the  Herald's  St. 
Petersburg  correspondent,  for  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Dardar:elles  by  the  Russian 
Black  sea  fleet.  Russia  is  determitied 
to  get  her  ships  through,  the  correspon- 
dent avers,  even  if  it  Is  necessary  to 
adopt  the  subterfuge  of  altering  their 
appearance,  disguising  them  as  mer- 
chantmen. The  porte  is  almost  willing, 
and  if  England  makes  an  objection,  the 
dispatch  continues,  "it  will  be  a  signal 
for  an  immediate  advance  toward  In- 
dia." 

Admiral  Aleleff's  retirement  to  Har- 
bin, with  his  staff,  is  Interpreted  to 
mean  that  he  is  convinced  the  Japanese 
will  besiege  Port  Arthur.  Tlie  fleet  ha.-? 
received  Instructions  not  to  engage  in 
any  fight  at  present,  but  to  remain  on 
the  defensive  until  the  beginning  of 
July,  when  half  of  the  whole  Baltic 
fleet  will  be  dispatched  to  the  far  East. 

It  is  hoped,  also,  by  that  time  that 
part  of  the  Black  sea  fleet  will  also  be 
on  the  way. 

Work  on  all  the  ships  under  construc- 
tion is  being  specially  pushed  forward.

CONGRESSMAN  MXLELLAN 


Des  Moines,  Feb.  23.— Congressman  J.  A.  T.  Hull  and  Judge  S.  F.  Prouty 
now  figure  in  an  exciting  contest  for  the  congressional  nomination  in  this  dis- 
trict. Mr.  Hull,  who  has  served  six  terms,  is  again  in  the  field,  and  is  general- 
ly supported  by  the  business  element.  Judge  Prouty  has  served  one  term  in 
the  district  court  and  would  like  to  become  a  lawmaker  at  Washington.

Mr.  Si- 
monds has  not  been  a  practicing  attor- 
ney in  Duluth  heretofore,  although  an 
attorney  of  record  in  the  court.  He  has 
been  connected  with^  the  Minnesota 
Canal  and  Power  company  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  is  its  local  represen- 
tative.

Louis  river,  and  "also  other  waters  to- 
ward the  ht?ad waters  of  that  river. 
Three  large  reservoirs  are  to  be  con- 
structed, known  as  the  Birch  lake  reser- 
voir, the  Isabel  reservoir  and  the  Ka- 
wishlv.v  reservoir.  They  will  be  large, 
covering  in  all  some  20,000  to  30,000 
acres. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  company  to 
develop  power  at  Duluth  and  to  bring 
ihe  waters  to  the  top  of  the  hill  for  that 
purpose.  The  intentions  of  the  com- 
pany, according  to  Mr.  Simonds,  are 
to  develop  the  power  in  the  vicinity  of 
West  Duluth,  and  the  waters  will  be 
brought  to  a  point  where  they  can  be 
delivered  directly  to  those  who  may 
desire  direct  hydraulic  power,  or  where 
electric  power  can  be  generated  for  use 
in  cases  where  it  is  better  adapted. 

The  plans  contemplate  30,000  hora-^ 
power  as  the  Initial  installation,  that 
is,  waters  suflflclent  to  produce  that 
amount  of  power  are  to  be  brought  into 
the  St.  Louis  river. 

Naturally  the  question  arises  as  to 
how  the  Interest*  of  this  company  will 
conflict  with  those  of  the  Great  North- 
ern Power  company,  in  which  the 
Messrs.  Cokefalr  and  a  number  of  Du- 
lutli  men  are  Interested.  Mr.  Simonds 
says  that  so  far  as  the  development  of 
the  so-called  Cooke  power  Is  concerned 
there  can  hardly  be  any  controversy, 
until  that  company  attempts  to  do 
something  in  the  upper  waters  of  the 
St.  Louis  river.  As  to  the  water  which 
his   company   will  use,   he  says  it   will 


take  no  more  water  from  the  St.  Louis 
'  river  than  it  puts  into  it,  and  that 
there  can  hardly  be  any  fight  over  that. 
i  The  original  scheme  of  the  Messrs. 
Cokefalr  was  to  bring  the  waters  back 
of  Duluth  to  the  brow  of  the  hill,  and 
drop  them  down,  developing  the  power 
nctir  Garfield  avenue.  That  plan  Is  still 
part  of  the  system  of  the  Great  North- 
ern Power  company,  to  be  used  when 
the  power  developed  on  the  St.  Louis 
river  is  exhausted. 

The  present  action  of  the  Minnesota 
company  will  directly  conlllct  with  that, 
Mr.  Simonds  concedes,  and  there  will 
be  a  fight  over  it. 

As  to  who  the  stockholders  of  the 
Minnesota  Canal  and  Power  company, 
Mr.  Simonds  preserves  secrecy,  lie 
says: 

•In  this  matter  I  am  doing  and  have 
done  simply  what  I  have  been  directed 
to  do.  We  have  been  at  work  on  this 
for  some  months,  have  had  a  force  of 
surveyors  in  the  field  and  have  worked 
out  our  plans  very  fully.  I  have  noth- 
ing whatever  to  do  with  the  financial 
features,  and  can  give  no  information 
as  to  the  personnel  in  the  financial  end 
of  the  company. 

"All  I  can  say  is  that  we  shall  proceed 
to  acquire  our  rights  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible, and  I  know  that  funds  have  been 
provided  for  doing  that." 

The   company   has   also   amended    its 
articles  of  incorporation  so  as   to   pro- 
vide for  the  new  features  which  if  may 
1  intend  to  incorporate  in  its  plans.

Japanese  Can  Expect  to  Win. 

Another  Engagement  Reported  at 
Port  Arthur,  But  No  Details. 


St.  Petersburg-,  Feb.  23.— "The  war 
TNill  end  in  August  or  September  with 
the  complete  defeat  of  the  Jiipantse," 
©aid  to  the  As.«ioclated  Press  a  high 
authority  in  intimate  touch  with  the 
ltus?lan  war  plana,  whose  opinion  tan 
l)e  taken  faithfully  to  reflect  the  belief 
In  the  highest  offioial  quarters.  He 
added:  "How  the  Japaiuse  can  hope  to 
succeed  when  our  army  in  the  East  is 
elrengthered  to  a  point  equal,  or  su- 
perior in  numbers  to  that  of  our  ad- 
versaries', we  are  honestly  unable  to 
comprehend.  It  will  not  be  hard  to 
place  200,iMK>,  400.000  or  even  ttOO.OOO  ad- 
ditional men  in  the  field,  if  necessary. 
When  our  forces  are  concentnited  and 
ready  they  will  fmish  by  driving  the 
Japanese  into  the  sea.  Frankly.  U 
seems  to  us  that  the  Javanese  either 
have  utterly  failed  to  apprt'ciate  Rus- 
sia's resources,  or  have  counted  on  the 
aid  of  Great  Britain  or  the  United 
States,  neither  of  wliich  ever  contem- 
plated becoming  involved,  t-'o  far  as 
Grej't  Britain  is  concerned,  we  do  not 
believe  any  hallucinaiions  existed 
there.  We  think  the  British  statesmen. 
Avho  did  so  much  to  push  Japan  into 
v.-ar,  realized  that  with  Japan's  defeat 
they  would  accomplii^h  two  things  for 
CIroat  Britain— First,  to  give  FUissia  a 
check — for,  of  course,  the  war  must 
Irnped?  our  progress  temporarily:  sec- 
ond, to  cripple  Japans  maritime  jiower, 
•which  was  beginning  to  be  greatly  felt 
In  the  Pacilic." 

It  can  he  said  with  the  utmost  posl- 
tlveness  that  Russia  will  bide  her  time. 
8he  will  act  on  the  defensive  until  she 
feels  confident  that  her  weisrht  of  num.- 
bers  will  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  result. 
Reinforcements  are  going  forward  at 
the  rate  of  3000  per  day.  Probably  some 
time  will  elapse  before  Russi.i  feel.^ 
fully  prepared  to  assume  the  offensive. 

The  conviction  is  growing  here  in 
official  circles  that  in  spite  of  Japanese 
denials,  the  Japanese  fleet  v.as  severely 
cripfiled  at  Port  Arthur  in  the  engage- 
mer.t  which  began  Feb.  8.  The  ad- 
miralty has  no  direct  Information  to 
support  this  except  the  manner  in 
■which  the  Japanese  abandoned  the  at- 
tack at  the  end  of  forty-five  minutes. 
It  is  pointed  out  at  the  admiralty  thai 
two  weeks  have  now  elapsed  without 
the  whereabouts  of  the  Japanese  tloet 
being  definitely  reported,  and  the  opin- 
ion IS  itainiug  ground  that  it  has  gone 
to  a  Japanese  port  for  repairs.  It  is 
pointed  out  also  that  it  has  always  been 
the  Japanese  policy  to  announce  only 
victories,  the  admiralty  adding:  "We 
know  they  sustained  losses  in  the  China 
■war  which  were  never  admitted." 

Gen.  Kuropatkin  will  not  leave  for 
the  front  for  another  fortnight.  In  the

The  war  between  Japan  and  Rus- 
sia is  scarcely  in  its  initial  stage. 
Military  operations  on  a  large  scale 
cannot  be  expected  for  several 
weeks.  The  lurid  stories  of  bat- 
tles "in  progress"  on  the  Yalu  riv- 
er, the  reported  attempts  to  land 
Japanese  armies  on  the  Liao-tung 
oeninsula,  and  the  "furious  com- 
bats" on  sea  are  only  preliminary 
features  of  a  war  that  lias  yet  ac- 
tually to  begin. 

Russia  is  preparing  for  a  long 
struggle  and  preparing  with  char- 
acteristic deliberation.  She  has  al- 
ready designed  600,000  troops  for 
service  in  the  far  East.  It  will  rc- 
ouire  weeks  to  transport  the  200,- 
000  or  300.000  men  who  are  going 
from  European  Russia. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  trains 
run  two  hours  apart  for  four 
months  will  be  required  to  send 
2GO.OOO  men  to  the  far  East. 

Japan's  difficulties  are  not  so 
serious,  but  she  still  has  a  difficult 
problem  in  transportation  to  solve. 
It  is  believed  that  Japan  will  send 
at  least  300.000  men  to  the  Yalu 
river.  The  distance  is  practically 
1000  miles  by  sea. 

Ail  reports  sav  that  Japan  has 
100  transports.  These  transports 
probably  can  carry  40.00c  men. 

All  delays  would  bring  the  time 
up  to  ten  days  as  the  limit  in  which 
Japan  could  land  40,000  men  on 
Korean  soil,  anj'where  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Chemulpo  or  north  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Yalu.  This  means 
over  T2C.C00  troops  in  a  month. 
Japan  is  not  Hkely  to  begin  large 
movements  when  she  has  200.000 
men  in  Korea.  To  do  so  would  be 
a  military  crime. 

THROUGH  DARDANELLES 

Russia     Determined   to    Put 
Black  Sea  Squadron. 

New  York.  F^b.  ;;3.— Negtitiations  are 
progressing,  .i.sseits  the  Herald's  St- 
Peteroburg  correspondent,  for  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Dardanelles  by  the  Russian 
Black  sea  fleet.  Russia  is  determined 
to  get  her  ships  through,  the  correspon- 
dent avers,  even  if  it  Is  necessary  to 
adopt  the  subterfuge  of  altering  their 
appearance,  disguising  them  as  mer- 
chaiitmen.  The  porte  is  almost  willing, 
and  if  England  makes  an  objection,  the 
dispatch  ccaitinues,  "it  will  be  a  signal 
for  an  immediate  advance  toward  In- 
dia." 

Admiral  Aleieff's  retirement  to  Har- 
bin, with  his  staff,  is  Interpreted  to 
mean  that  he  is  convinced  the  Japanese 
will  be.siege  Port  Arthur.  Tlie  fleet  has 
received  instructions  not  to  engage  in 
any  light  at  present,  but  to  remain  on 
the  defensive  until  the  beginning  of 
July,  when  half  of  the  whole  Baltic 
fleet  will  be  dispatched  to  the  far  East. 

It  is  hoped,  also,  by  that  lime  that 
part  of  the  Black  sea  fleet  will  also  be 
on  the  way. 

Work  on  all  the  ships  under  construc- 
tion is  being  specially  pushed  forward.

The  papers  are  filed  by  O.  H.  Simonds, 
as  attorney  for  the  company.  Mr.  Si- 
monds has  not  been  a  practicing  attor- 
ney in  Duluth  heretofore,  although  an 
attorney  of  record  in  the  court.  He  has 
been  connected  with"  the  Minnesota 
Canal  and  Power  company  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  is  its  local  represen- 
tative. 

The  lands  desired  by  the  company  lie 
both  in  Lake  and  St.  Louis  count'ea. 
Its  plans  involve  the  drawing  of  waters

Naturally  the  question  arises  as  to 
how  the  interests  of  this  company  will 
conflict  with  those  of  the  Great  North- 
ern Power  company.  In  which  the 
Messrs.  Cokefair  and  a  n\imber  of  Du- 
lutli  men  are  Interested.

Citizens  Industrial  Asso^-fs^c 
elation  Passes  Series 
of  Resolutions. 


Declares    Union    Label 

Nothing  But  Species 

of  Boycott. 


Indianapolis.  Feb.  23.— At  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Citizens'  Industrial  associa- 
tion, by  a  unanimous  vote,  accom- 
panied by  cheers  and  loud  applause, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted; 

"Resolved,  that  the  propag-anda  of 
labor  unionism  in  the  United  States 
and  the  practical  workings  thereof  are 


the  destruction  of  the  laws  of  this 
country.  The  people  of  the  country 
have  established  the  courts  and  the 
law.  A  few  men  now  come  In  and  seek 
to  overthrow  these,  thus  establishing  a 
o^ndition  of  practical  anarchy  where  no 
law  exists.  This  is  as  dangerous  to  the 
ordinary  workingman  as  It  is  for  the 
manufacturer  or  biisine.ss  man." 

The  following  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously: 

"That  the  use  of  the  union  label  on 
manufactured  articles  i-ecognizes  and 
the  endeavor  of  the  labor  or- 
ganizations to  control  the  entire  labor 
market.  It  Is  no  Indication  of  the 
Quality  of  the  goods,  and  its  use  is  a 
surrender  of  individual  freedom  and  i.s 
a  badge  of  sub.■^ervlency. 

"Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Citizens'  Iii- 
duslrial  a8.«?ociation  of  America  de- 
clares Its  opposition  to  the  use  of  such 
label,  and  uitcs  upon  members  that 
they  refuse  its  use  on  their  producto, 
being  a  species  of  boyoatt,  and  it  is 
only  by  reason  of  untrammeled  enter- 
prise that  improvement  in  manufacture 
and  national  advancement  can  be  se- 
cured." 

A  resolution  denouncing  the  8-hour 
law  and  the  anti-injunction  bills  now 
pending  before  congress  were  p;xssed.

Capt.  Resche,  Detectives  Ii-vlng  and 
Terry  and  Officer  Fiskltt  went  on  a  stlU 
hunt  this  morning  for  the  two  canine 
cannibals  which  have  been  causing 
consternation  among  the  owners  of 
blooded  dogs  In  the  East  End  and 
Woodland  Park  during  the  past  week. 

A  telephone  message  was  received  at 
police  headquarters  this  morning,  stat- 
ing that  the  tv/o  animals  were  pursuing 
their  efforts  to  exterminate  the  canine 
population  of  the  city  in  the  vicinity  of 
Fourteenth  avenue  east  and  Fourth 
street,  and  the  four  officers  jumped  into 
the  patrol  wagon  and  drove  with  all 
possible  speed  to  the  scene,  determined 
to  discover  what  truth  there  was  in  the 
many  complaints  that  have  been  re- 
ceived during  the  past  few  days. 

They  found  the  dogs  in  the  vicinity 
when  they  arrived,  and  an  excited 
liouseholder  stated  that  they  were  the 
animals  that  liad  been  causing  all  the 
trouble  and  excitement.  The  four  offi- 
cers jumped  from  the  patrol  wagon  and 
endeavored  to  get  within  range  by  the 
use  of  soft  words,  but  the  dogs  were 
wary.  The  animal  pursued  by  Capt. 
Resche  must  have  heard  of  the  cap- 
tain's zeal  in  chasing  down  offenders, 
for  he  suddenly  took  to  his  heels  and 
was  last  seen  going  down  Fourth  alley 
at  a  speed  that  would  make  a  wireless 
telegraph  message  look  envious. 

Officer  Fiskltt  had  better  luck  with 
his  prey.  He  approached  closer  and 
closer  to  the  dog  and  finally  got  in  a 
position  where  he  could  shoot  without 
having  any  houses  in  range.  He  then 
pulled  his  gun.  but  the  dog  evidently 
understood  the  motion,  for  he  also  took 
to  his  heels.  The  officer  fired  and 
clipped  a  piece  of  skin  from  the  dog's 
shoulder.  And  then  the  dog  got  down 
to  business  in  earnest  and  left  a  great 
crack  in  the  atmosphere  as  he  betook 
him.self  out  of  danger's  way.  By  the 
time  the  officers  looked  up  after  the 
shot  the  dog  was  six  blocks  away  and 
heading  for  Fond  du  Lac  in  a  manner 
that  left  little  doubt  but  that  he  in- 
tended to  get  there,  and  not  lose  any 
time  about  it  either. 

One  of  the  officers  stated  that  he 
could  hear  the  dog  whizz  as  he  turned 
down  Sixth  avenue,  but  the  others  deny 
this  part  of  the  story.

'Published  reports  of  destituticn 
among  certain  families  in  West  Duluth 
have  been  gros.sly  exaggerated,"  said 
Mrs.  H.  H.  Phelps,  of  Fifty-seventh 
avenue  west,  thi*  morning. 

"All  the  printed  accounts  of  destitu- 
tion appear  to  locale  the  families  in 
West  Duluth,  when  they  are  spoken  of 
indiviuually,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  number  of  these  cases  is  smaller 
here  than  in  certain  other  portions  of 
the  city,  and  as  soon  as  they  are 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.  and  ladies  of  the  St.  James  Cath- 
olic church,  immediate  relief  is  afford- 
ed. 

"This  practice  of  making  an  exagger- 
ated feature  of  poverty-stricken  fam- 
ilies works  hacm  in  more  ways  than 
one.  If  the  accounts  were  held  strictly 
to  the  truth  there  would  be  less  grounds 
for  objections,  but  they  are  not.  This 
morning's  paper  gives  a  pitiful  account 
of  the  destitute  circumstances  of  Mrs. 
it.  Stockman,  of  Sixty-first  avenue,  and 
her  six  children,  asserting  that  the  fam- 
ily IS  in  urgent  need  of  fuel,  food  aiid 
clothing. 

■'This  family  is  being  well  cared  for. 
Mrs.  Stockman  was  in  rather  a  hard 
condition,  but  the  West  Duluth  ladi?3 
railed  to  her  aid  as  soon  as  the  matter 
was  brought  to  their  attention.  Her 
husband,  who  is  out  of  the  city  at  the 
present  time,  has  written  her  a  letter, 
inclosing  money,  and  the  family  is  now 
well  supplied  with  the  necessities  of 
life. 

"The  ladies  of  West  Duluth  are  going 
to  give  a  social  next  week,  the  proceeds 
to  go  to  a  fund  for  assisting  the  poor. 
In  one  or  two  Instances  we  have  ap- 
pealed to  the  county  for  a.ssistance  in 
helping  poor  families,  but  in  mo.st  cases 
we  have  been  able  to  tide  over  unfoi- 
tunate  families  until  they  are  able  to 
care    for    themselves   again. 

"I  wish  The  Herald  would  correct  the 
impression  which  must  be  prevailing 
up  town  that  West  Duluth  is  a  pover- 
ty-stricken district,  populated  with 
hard-hearted  people  with  no  thought  of 
their  neighbors."

Assessments  for  new  civic  improve- 
ments amounting  to  between  $100,000 
and  $150,000  will  be  confirmed  at  a  spe- 
cial meeting  of  the  board  of  pubilc 
works,  to  be  held  tomorrow  morning. 

There  are  three  improvements  in  ail 
to  be  considered — the  paving  of  East 
Superior  sti'eet  from  Sixteenth  to 
Twenty-third  avenues  ea?t;  the  paving 
of  Second  street  from  Seventh  avenue 
east  to  Sixth  avenue  west,  and  the 
paving  of  First  avenue  east  from  Su- 
perior street  to  the  railroad  right-of- 
way. 

The  exact  cost  of  the  work  will  not 
be  known  until  the  kind  of  pavement 
desired  is  chosen  and  the  contracts 
let,  but  the  engineer's  estimates  on 
the  cost  of  tar  macadam  pavement 
amount  to  over  $100,000. 

It  is  likely  that  all  three  of  the  aft- 
ses.sments  will  be  confirmed,  althougn 
some  protests  are  expected  from  prop- 
eity  owners  on  First  avenue  east,  who 
claim  that  the  improvement  of  that 
avenue  between  Superior  street  and  the 
railroad  track  will  be  of  little  benefit 
unless  St.  Croix  avenue  Is  also  Im- 
proved. 

Very  few  complaints  have  been  heard 
from  the  property  pwnei"S  on  East  Su- 
perior street  and  on  Second  street,  and 
these  assessments  will  likely  go  through 
with  little  or  no  opposition.

The  principal  beneficiaries  are 
the  widow,  Mrs.  Charlotte  Augusta  Han- 
na; the  son,  Daniel  R.  Hanna,  the  two 
daughters,  Mabel  Augusta  Hanna  Par- 
sons and  Mrs.  Ruth  McCormick,  wife  of 
Medill    McCormick   of   Chicago.    A   sister, 

Lillian  C.  Hanna  Baldwin,  is  given  $10,000. 
An  aunt.  Mi-s.  Helen  Converse,  Is  given 
JlOOO  and  each  of  the  grandchildren,  $6oO0 
each. 

The  widow  is  given  the  homestead  prop- 
erty, all  its  furni.*hings,  the  stables  and 
tlie  library  in  lieu  of  one  years  support. 
Several  years  ago  Senator  Hanna  took 
out  considerable  life  insurance  for  the 
benefit  of  his  children.  The  will  provides 
that  the.se  gifts  are  not  to  be  taken  into 
consideration  In  the  settlement.  The 
estate  in  main  is  to  be  divided  into  three 
equal  parts.  The  first  third  was  left  to 
Mrs.  Hanna  to  remain  as  her  own  dur- 
ing her  natural  life  and  at  her  death  to 
be  disposed  of  by  tlie  trustees.  The  re- 
mainder, two-thirds,  is  then  to  he  divided 
into  three  equal  parts  and  divided  among 
the  three  children,  share  and  share  alike. 
But  the  shares  are  to  be  held  In  trust  for 
the  children  by  the  tru.«tees  who  will  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  each  and  give  to  them 
the  Income  from  each  part.  In  event  of 
the  death  of  the  two  daughters  and  that 
they  have  no  children,  then  one-fourth  of 
their  share  Is  to  be  slveii  to  their  hus- 
bands and  the  remaining  three-fourths 
are  to  revert  back  to  Mrs.  Hanna  or  ner 
son  Daniel.  The  t-xeoutors  are  not  asked 
to  give  bonds.

Examiner  Johnson  Practically 
Removes  Him  From  Office. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  23.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — P.  A.  Gunders  [second  assist- 
ant bank  examiner,  has  been  asked  by 
Public  Examiner  Johnson  to  tender  his 
resignation.  Mr.  Johnson  made  pubilc 
in  connection  with  the  statement  that 
he  had  asked  for  Mr.  Guilders'  resigna- 
tion two  long  letters  in  which  he  takes 
him  to  task  for  commenting  on  de- 
partmental work  and  of  making  pubhc 
certain  matters  connected  with  the  de- 
partment which  Mr.  JoHii.<*on  claims  was 
the  prerogative  of  the  governor  alone. 
In  conclusion,  Mr.  Johnson  asks  for 
the  resignation  together  with  the  books, 
papers,  mileage  and  other  state  prop- 
erty in  Mr.  Gunders'  possession,  Mr. 
Gunders  when  seen  said:  "I  am  not 
rea.dy  to  say  anything  yet.  I  have 
simply  been  discharged.  I  was  asked  to 
resign  and  I  refused  ttt  do  so,  saying 
that  I  had  no  good  reason  for  resigning 
that  I  knew  of.  I  was  then  told  that  1 
could  consider  myself  discharged.  I 
shall  have  something  to  say  in  a  few 
days.'' 


UNITED  STATES 
SUPREME  COURT 

Affirms  Decision  In  Policy 

Case  and  Several 

Others. 

Washington,  Feb.  23.— The  supreme 
court  of  the  United  .States  today  decided 
the  c.'ise  of  Al.  Adams,  the  so-called 
policy  king  of  New  York,  against  Adams, 
the  opinion   l>elng  by   Judge    Day. 

The  court  affirmed  the  decision  of  the 
lower  court  in  the  case  of  Cornell  vs. 
CovTie,  late  c-olleclor  at  the  port  at  Chi- 
cago. 

In  an  opinion  by  Justice  Holmes,  the 
court  di.smissed  the  appeal  of  a  number 
of  Chinese  laborers,  whose  dcporl.-\lion 
has  been  ordered  under  the  exclusion 
laws. 

The  court  affirmed  the  opinion  of  the 
court  of  claims  in  the  case  of  the  Dela- 
ware Indians  vs.  the  Cherokee  Indians. 
Taking  the  j'osition  that  the  Delawarcs 
were  only  entitled  to  10<J  acres  of  land 
each  in  the  Cherokee  lands  and  an  equal 
division  with  Cherokees  in  residence  lands 
and    funds. 

Justice  White  delivered  the  opinion  of 
the  court  in  the  case  of  \V.  J.  Butterfiekl 
vs.  Collector  Stranahan  of  New  York. 
Involving  the  constitutionality  of  the  act 
of  congress  regulating  the  Importation  of 
tea.  The  decision  was  favorable  to  the 
colleitor  and   upheld  the   law. 

An  opinion  was  handed  down  by  Justice 
Day  in  the  case  of  Jaekson  Giles  vs.  the 
board  of  registration  of  Montgomerv 
county.  Ala.,  dlsmls.sing  the  case  for 
want  of  Juris<iiction  no  federal  question 
being   involved. 


MUST  HAVE 
NEW  FLOOR 

Armory  In    Need  of  It 
From  Effect  of  Burst- 
ing Main. 

The  city  may  be  called  upon  to  pay 
$6(»0  for  a  new  floor  to  the  Armory 
building  on  account  of  the  recent  flood 
caused  by  the  bursting  of  the  water 
main  on  Second  street. 

The  water  poured  down  Second  ave- 
nue east  and  flooded  the  floor  of  the 
Armory.  It  penetrated  the  cracks  of 
the  Iloor,  and  froze  beneath  it,  causing 
It  to  cKu-k  and  heave  in  a  number  of 
places. 

Men  have  been  kept  at  work  clearing 
away  the  ice  from  the  building  and  try- 
ing to  keep  the  hall  at  a  temperature 
where  the  water  would  not  freeze,  but 
the  damage  is  already  done,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  can  be  repaired.

Try  Auction  Jewelry 

Business. 

The  article  in  The  Herald  last  week 
relative  to  the  questlon.tble  methods 
employed  by  the  Crown  Jewelry  com- 
pany, at  3-'4  West  Superior  street,  in 
disposing  of  its  goods  has  attracted  a 
good  deal  of  attention,  and  given  risa 
to  expressions  of  wonder  that  such  an 
establishment  pursuing  such  tactics 
should  be  allowed  to  operate  in  the 
very  heart  of  Duluth's  business  dis- 
trict. Fears  are  freely  expressed  that 
unless  steps  are  immediately  taken  to 
compel  the  firm  to  carry  on  its  busi- 
ness in  a  legitimate  manner,  others  will 
enicr  the  business. 

The  occupation  of  selling  cheap  Jewel- 
ry to  lumberjacks  and  other  persons  at 
several  times  its  real  value  has  proven 
to  be  such  a  profitable  occupation  that 
others,  envious  of  this  money-making 
scheme  of  the  Crown  people,  are  pre- 
paring to  engage  in  the  same  line  of 
business.  If  no  further  attention  Is 
paid  the  store  on  the  part  of  the  city, 
the  new  auction  establishments  will  not 
be  slow  in  putting  In  their  appearance. 

In  speaking  of  the  Crown  Jewelry 
store  yesterday,  an  old-established 
merchant  on  Superior  street  said: 

The  Herald  did  not  use  strong 
enough  terms  In  describing  the  methods 
of  this  company,  and  I  believe  their 
worst  tricks  still  remain  unexposed.  I 
have  it  straight  that  men  are  regularly 
employed  by  these  auction  people  to 
scout  about  the  streets  in  search  for 
woodsmen  with  money.  When  such  a 
man  is  found  he  is  inveigled  Into  the 
store,  and  the  auction  man  and  boostei-s 
do  the  rest. 

'Acting  on  the  advice  of  his  new 
found  friend,  he  parts  with  his  hard- 
earned  cash  for  watches  and  jewel;-y, 
which  he  finds  almost  valueless  when 
he  comes  to  pawn  them  at  some  later 
date,  as  the  typical  lumberjack  is  bound 
to  do  at  some  time  or  other."

The  first  annual  banquet  of  the  Du- 
luth Commercial  club,  which  was  given 
last  night  at  the  club  cannot  be  sum- 
med up  in  one  word  sucess.  It  was 
something  more  than  a  succesa  and 
may  -  very  properly  be  said  to  have 
been  a  musical,  gastronomical  and  com- 
mercially   Intellectual    treat. 

Music     of     unquestioned     excellence, 

addresses  which  could  not  fall  to  make 
one  feel  proud  of  having  residence  in 
the  citj-  and  a  menu  which  did  credit 
to  the  abilities  of  the  house  committee 
in  catering  to  the  desires  of  the  ban- 
qireters  were  in  themselves  enough  to 
make  the  members  think  temporarily 
that  "home  ain't  nothin'  like  this," 
and  when  to  these  was  added  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  membei-s  there  was 
not  one  pctaon  present  who  was  not 
sorry  that  all  good  things  must  come 
to  an   end. 

Last  night's  soiree  may  be  taken 
as  the  signal  for  a  united  movement 
on  the  part  of  Duluthians  to  maka 
1904  the  Initial  year  of  a  great  indus- 
trial era  for  the  Zenith  city.  The 
remarks  of  the  speakers  ujion  the  fu- 
ture which  is  in  store  for  the  city 
cannot  be  said  to  have  been  unduly 
optimistical.  On  the  contrarj'  they 
were  remarks  which  were  the  result 
of  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  were 
uttered  soberly  and  with  a  great  deal 
of  attention  paid  to  faxrts  which  were 
at  once  indisputable. 

What  might  be  termed  the  three 
principal  features  of  the  evening  aside 
from  the  dinner,  were  the  addresses 
of  President  W.  A.  McGonagle,  Mayor 
T.  W,  Hugo  and.  C.  C.  Cokefair.  The 
first  spoke  of  the  condition  of  the  club 
from  a  financial  and  other  standpoints. 
The  mayor  spoke  upon  the  work  which 
will  be  cut  out  for  the  recently  ap- 
pointed public  affairs  committee,  mak- 
ing a  number  of  pertinent  remarks  re- 
garding telephone  franchises  and  other 
matters  of  great  interest  to  the  tax- 
payers and  citizens,  while  Mr.  Coke- 
fair  addressed  the  club  upon  what 
may  be  expected  of  the  Great  Northern 
Power  company  in  developing  the  in- 
dustries of  the  Duluth  of  the  future. 

Shortly  before  7:30  o'clock  the  rooms 
of  the  Commercial  club  became  filled 
with  members  and  their  friends,  and 
at  that  hour  the  banquet  hall  was 
thrown  open  and  the  diners  filed  in  and 
occupied  every  seat.  With  a  few  open- 
ing words  on  the  part  of  President  Mc- 
Gonagle. Flaaten's  orchestra  began 
playing,  and  the  dinner  began.  For 
one  and  one-half  hours  the  room  was  a 
pleasant  picture  to  look  upon. 

Everybody  was  there,  apparently,  to 
enjoy  himself  to  the  utmost,  and  most 
of  them  did  it.  Shortly  after  the  cigars 
and  coffee  were  brought  in.  the  mem- 
bers gradually  deserted  the  banqup.t 
room  for  the  drawing  room  above, 
where  the  rest  of  the  evening's  pro- 
gram was  to  be  given. 

PRESIDENT   McGONAQLE. 

After  all  were  comfortably  settled. 
President  McGonagle  made  a  brief 
speech  regarding  the  affairs  of  the 
club  and  the  relation  they  bore  to  the 
city's   welfare.     He   said: 

"On  behalf  of  the  officers  and  direc- 
tors of  the  Duluth  Commercial  club,  I 
extend  to  each  and  every  member  and 
all  friends  a  cordial  welcome  at  the 
first  annual  dinner  of  the  club.  I  trust 
that  It  may  be  but  the  first  of  many 
similar  entertainments  in  the  future. 

•We  consider  the  large  attendance 
this  evening  a  great  compliment  to  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  club.  I 
think  that  the  results  of  this  gathering 
will  demonstrate  that  you  are  all  In- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  the  city  and 
the  club. 

"Those  of  you  who  have  not  been 
here  for  some  time  will  no  doubt 
notice  that  several  changes  for  the 
better  have  taken  place.  The  dinmg 
room  has  been  finished  tastefully  and 
is  now  equal  to  the  best.  You  will  a'so 
notice  that  the  buffet,  which  formerly 
occupied  a  prominent  place  on  the  lower 
floor,  has  been  established  in  the  bil- 
liard  room. 

"This  move  was  made  so  that  It 
would  not  be  in  such  close  proximity  to 
the  path  which  ladies  must  necessarily 
use  when  availing  themselves  of  the 
privileges  offered  in  our  cafe.  It  is 
our  intention  to  add,  as  soon  as  con- 
slstant,  attractive  features  to  the  draw- 
ing and  billiard  rooms  and  the  hall  on 
the    lower  fioor. 

"In  return  for  such  attractions  we 
hope  for  your  presence  In  the  club 
rooms  whenever  you  find  a  little  time 
which  cannot  be  more  suitably  employed. 
You  have  a  great  future  to  work  out  for 
the  city  of  Duluth  and  the  hol^j  of  each 
and  all  Is  needed.  We  trust  and  hope 
that  you  will  lend  all  the  aid  possible 
towards    accomplishing    the    desired    end. 

"A  word  about  the  membership.  Wc 
now  have  over  llOO  members.  We  re- 
cently added  fifty  new  members  and 
within  a  short  time  the  recently  applnt- 
ed  membersluD  committee  will  add  luo 
more.  In  speaking  of  lhl.«<  committee  I 
wish  to  say  a  word  about  thr  man  who 
heads  It-C.  W.  Elston.  He  has  labored 
night  and  day  for  the  interests  of  the 
club  and  the  results  of  his  elTorts  are 
manifest. 

"Ouf  finances  are  In  excellent  condi- 
tion. W©  have  paid  all  bills,  our  credit 
at  the  bank  Is  good  and  we  have  a  sub- 
stantial balance  on  hand,  statements  to 
the  contrary  not  being  In  accordance 
with   the  facta  In  the  case. 

"A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  to  the 
house  committee.  A.  A.  Farrington.  wlio 
uses  the  cafe  as  his  particular  hobby, 
has  done  much  In  keeping  the  cafe  from 
l>eing  a  heavy  losing  proposition.  We 
look  for  a  deficit  In  the  rafe  account, 
but  when  this  does  not  amount  to  more 
than  $300  a  month  we  are  keeping  with- 
in  reasonable  bounds. 

"One  point  which  I  wish  to  Impress 
upon  th*  members  and  that  is  that  they 
should  all  take  a  deep  Interest  In  the 
club.  We  have  as  good  and  a  little  bet- 
ter than  they  have  eLsewhere.  We  hope 
that  the  members  will  give  attention  to 
the  meetings  and  realize  that  their  at- 
tendance l.s  es.sentlal  to  the  welfare  of 
the  organization. 

"Another  thing  and  that  i.^— the  pro- 
posed ladles  'nights.  The  ladles  would 
be  much  happier  If  they  knew  where 
their   hu.sbands  spend  their  evenings. 

"The  Commercial  club  is  naving  an 
extended  Influence  In  the  affairs  of  the 
city.  We  are  on  teh  eve  of  an  industrial 
age  for  Duluth.  The  industrial  side  of 
our  city  has  ceased  to  be  experimental. 
By  united  and  persistent  effort  we  wiij 
build  ut)  a  center  that  will  rival  Minne- 
apolis  and   St.    Paul. 

"We  hoi>e  to  see  the  day  when  Duluth 
will   be  the  first  city  In    Minnesota." 

At  the  conclusion  of  President  Mc- 
Gonagle's  addr-ss.  Mrs.  Anna  Farrtll 
Ball  sang  fwo  selections  and  was  re- 
ceived with  the  welcome  wlilch  her  pres- 
ence usually  brings  forth. 

\LA.YOR    HUGO    SPP1A.KS.

Mayor   Hugo.       In   maWngrthe   introduc- 
tion he  said:  i       f 

"Duluth  is  the  best  Jgo\»rncd  city  in 
the  United  States.  'flluslls  due  in  a 
large  degree  to  the  gantlelnan  whom  I 
siiall  next  introduce.  Public  officials  are 
usually  appreciated  af»«T  -they  retire 
from  office  more  than  they  are  wiien  in 
office  and  1  know  that.. hu  future  year.^ 
Duluth  will  know  this  to  be  a  tact,  that 
Mayor  Hugo  is  the  best  mayor  we  ever 
had. 

"I  introduce  him  tonight  in  a  new  ca- 
pacity, that  of  chairman  of  the  new 
public    affairs    committee.  " 

Mayor  Hugo  said:  t 

"To  the  public  affairs  'committee  is 
given  a  most  important  portion  of  the 
work  of  the  Commercial  club.  It  will 
have  to  deal  with  such  a  ymrlcty  of  sub- 
jects that  we  cannot  at  this  time  give 
an  outline  of  much  ot,  the  work  which 
will  have  to  be  done.  ' 

"In  tlie  first  place  the  'committee  l.^-. 
divided  into  four  parts  or  groups  of  ten 
members  each.  The  first  part  of  the 
committee  will  assume  charge  of  matter.^ 
financial.  They  will  endeavor  to  assist 
those  who  come  here  with  legitimate  en- 
terprise for  which  they  wish  money 
laised. 

■"The  .second  sub-committee  will  have 
charsre  of  the  manufacturing  Intieresta. 
It  will  assist  in  the  bringing  to  Duluih 
of  manufactories.  There  is  no  need  to 
go  Into  details.  Duluth  must  become  a 
manufacturing  center.  This  committee 
will  gather  statistics  and  In  addition  to 
bringing  outsiders  In  will  try  to  Improve 
and  ejihirge  the  Industries  already  estab- 
lished   here. 

"The  third  part  will  handle  all  these 
subjects  which  pertain  to  legislative  or 
municipal  improvements,  all  matters  in 
which  the  citizen  may  exercise  his  citi- 
zenship without  iterferlng  with  the  per- 
cgitlves  of  city  officials.  The  comraitte? 
wll  be  listened  to  by  public  officials. 

"The  main  weakness  In  democracy  lies 
In  the  lack  of  a  manifestation  of  Interest. 
This  committee  might  take  up  the  ques- 
tion of  pavements  which  l.s  one  on  which 
much  nlscusslon  is  now  ensuing.  The 
fourth  part  of  the  committee  should  de- 
cide which  is  tlie  best  pavement  and 
their  opinion  should  carry  a  great  deal  ot 
weight  with  the  city  officials.  The 
commlttte  should  delve  into  statistics 
and  dcciled.  Duluth  should  have  what 
is  rightfully  coming  to  it  regardless  of 
corporations    or    other    interests. 

"Now  as  to  the  telephone  question. 
There  Is  a  such  a  thing  as  being  fair  and 
impartial.  The  Bell  Teh  nhone  company 
has  no  more  right  to  hold  an  exclusive 
francliLse  In  the  government  building 
than  the  Zenith  company  lias  to  hold  an 
exclusive  right  to  the  same  privilege  at 
the   city   hall. 

"On  March  11  tho  five  years  of  the  Zen- 
ith Telephone  franchise  will  be  up  and 
then  comes  the  question  of  deciding 
whether  or  not.  the  city  shall,  as  provldtd 
for  in  the  charter,  a.«5sume  control  of  th- 
plant  after  giving  six  months  notice  of 
it's  Intention  of  doing  so. 

"This  question  should  h"  liberally  dis 
cussed  and  It  Is  one  of  those  which  prop- 
01  ly  comes  under  the  head  of  question.s 
which  should  be  referred  to  the  public 
affairs  committee.  ■\^ii  will  see  by  what 
I  ha\e  said  that  there  will  be  no  lack 
of  Important  questions  which  will  keep 
the  meml>ers  of  the  committee  busy." 
POWER  COMPANY    PLANS. 

C.  C.  Cokefair  was  received  with  ap- 
plause when  introduced  by  Mr.  McGonl- 
gle,  showing  that  intercut  Is  high  regard- 
ing the  doings  of  the  fJreat  Northern 
Power    company.      Mr.    Cokefair    said: 

"I  notice  hy  the  evening  paper  that  I 
am  to  speak  on  the  benefits  that  will  ac- 
ciue  to  Duluth  upon  tho  completion  of 
plans  for  the  development  of  the  plant 
of  the  Great  Northern  Power  company. 

"I  could  not  help  noticing  that  today 
as  I  came  down  Superior  street  that  the 
entire  western  half  of  the  sky  was  ob- 
scured from  view  on  account  of  smoke. 
It  was  certainly  as  bad  as  Pittsburg. 
Wlien  we  have  our  machinery  Installed 
and  going  Duluth  will  be.  a  much  cleaner 
city. 

"1  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  out 
In  the  state  and  I  must  say  that  I  am 
glad  to  get  back  again.  Glad  on  account 
of  the  hotel  accommodations,  which  are 
poor  throughout  the  state,  and  glad  to 
get  back  where  1  can  drink  Lake  Superior 
water. 

"As  to  our  plans.  We  may  have 
worked  what  api>ears  to  you  to  have  been 
a  long  time  on  our  plans,  but  it  has  been 
a  comparatively  short  period  of  time 
since  we  began  making  the  first  plans. 
We  began  figuring  on  developing  a  water 
power  over  the  hill  by  way  of  Duluth 
Heights  four   years  ago. 

"We  went  ahead  and  found  that  we 
could  get  a  fall  of  740  feet.  When  those 
in  control  of  the  Jay  Cook  property  saw 
that  wo  were  In  earnest  thoy  readily  con- 
sented to  open  negotiations  with  us  and 
this  resulted  In  our  acquit ing  the  prop- 
erty eighteen   months  ago. 

"Some  have  argued  that  we  have  de- 
lay d  entirely  too  long.  Taking  a  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  mantifacture  of  ele*'- 
trlcal  machinery,  and  particularly  that 
used  In  water  powers,  has  been  greatlv 
Improved  during  the  last  few  years  1 
think  that  none  will  contradict  me  when 
lasay  that  the  present  Is  a  good  time 
for  the  development   of  the   wat?r  power. 

"A  few  years  ago  an  electrical  horse 
power  water  wheel  of  one  or  two  thou- 
sand horse  power  wa.s  considered  an 
enormous  piece  of  electrical  machinery. 
We  are  now  having  plans  completed  for 
two  water  wheels,  each  havi.ig  12,500 
horse  iiower. 

"We  will  have  eight  of  these  on  the 
St.  Louis  river  and  these  will  give  us 
100.000  hor.se  power.  As  sjon  as  we  have 
this  developed  we  will  begin  on  tlie  Du- 
luth Heights  proposition  and  tiie  wheels 
here  will  give  a  total  of  LOO.OOO  addition- 
al horse  power.  We  have  boughc  and 
now  control  all  of  the  avallarne  watoi- 
power  at  the  head  of  the  lakes.

plished our  interference  in  their  domestic  rule  should 
cease." 

Of  course,  it  would  not  be  advisable  or  even  pos- 
sible for  the  United  States  to  withdraw  immediately  from 
the  Philippines  and  grant  independence  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  islands.  Undoubtedly  Mr.  Cleveland  sees  the  im- 
possibility of  such  action.  But  the  hope  of  independence 
should  be  held  out  to  the  Filipinos.  They  should  be  as- 
sured that,  as  soon  as  they  have  shown  their  ability  to 
maintain  a  government  of  their  own,  their  independence 
will  be  recognized  and  the  United  States  will  cease  to 
interfere  in  their  domestic  rule.  But  it  would  be  un- 
wise to  throw  them  on  their  own  resources  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  with  the  almost  positive  certainty  that  a  series 
of  revolutions  would  occur.  The  policy  of  this  govern- 
ment should  be  to  educate  the  Filipinos  in  the  principles 
and  duties  of  self-government,  and  they  should  have  the 
promise  set  before  them  that  they  shall  become  a  free 
and  independent  republic  whenever  they  become  qualified 
to  maintain  a  stable  government.

IN  FAVOR  OF  DULUTH. 

The  movement  to  secure  the  holding  of  the  Republi- 
can and  Democratic  state  conventions  in  Uuluth  is  mak- 
ing good  progress.  The  idea  has  been  received  with 
favor  in  many  sections  of  the  state,  and  there  is  a  good 
prospect  that  success  may  attend  the  efforts  of  those 
who  are  endeavoring  to  land  the  conventions.  The  Her- 
ald has  published  extracts  from  a  number  of  the  country 
papers  favoring  Duluth  as  the  convention  city,  and  now 
the  Minneapolis  Tribune  has  come  into  line  and  endorses 
the  idea.     Says  the  Tribune: 

Why  should  not  one  of  the  state  conventions  go  to 
Duluth?  There  is<  too  much  disposition  in  thPse  cities 
and  the  southern  part  of  the  state  to  take  the  offer  of 
that  city  to  entertain  either  of  the  coming  conventions 
Hghtly.  There  are  four  of  these  meetings  to  be  held. 
TV'e  do  ni't  see  why  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolir.  should 
monopolize  them  all.  Duluth  is  the  third  city  In  the 
ftate.  classed  with  the  other  two  in  the  first  rank.  It  is 
far  more  nearly  central  than  anybody  supposes,  when 
you  take  into  account  the  increase  of  population  in 
northern  and  w^estern  counties.  It  may  be  reached  from 
a  large  part  of  the  state,  even  from  the  southwest,  we 
believe,  without  going  through  Minneapolis  or  St.  Paul. 
It  is  a  pleasant  place  in  tli*-  summer  and  we  should 
think  the  delegates  might  like  a  change.  The  city  is 
said  to  have  ample  auditorium  and  hotel  accommoda- 
tions. Those  who  have  enjoyed  its  hospitality  in  the 
humblest  capacity  will  testify  that  in  no  city  are  dele- 
gates likely  to  have  a  better  time. 

This  is  a  splendid  boost  for  Duluth,  and  no  doubt  it 
will  have  a  good  effect  in  increasing  the  sentiment  in 
favor  of  this  city  being  selected.  The  decision  rests 
with  the  state  central  committees  of  the  two  parlies, 
but  the  members  of  the  committees  will  undoubtedly  act 
in  accordance  with  the  sentiment  of  the  rank  and  file 
of  their  parties.  • 


CONVICTS   ITSELF. 

The  Boston  Herald,  which  v»as  a  firm  supporter  of 
the  Republican  party  during  i^e  campaigns  managed  by 
the  late  Senator  Hanna,  after  praising  the  deceased  for 
his  many  virtues,  says: 

"There  is  reason  to  believe  that  he  was  deliberately  a 
corrupter  of  public  morals  in  the  use  he  made  of  money 
and  of  public  offices  to  secure  personal  and  party  vic- 
tories. His  first  requirement  in  a  campaign  was  a  vast 
fund  of  money,  and  his  second  was  authority  to  dis- 
tribute official  rewards  in  case  of  success.  Both  these 
means  of  influencing  voters  he  used  lavishly,  with  no 
apparent  regard  for  the  necessarily  debasing  influence 
of  such  campaigning.  When  a  public  man  dies  and  so 
becomes  for  the  moment  more  conspicuous  than  the  liv- 
ing, it  is  meet  to  exalt  hi*^  virtues  for  imitation,  and  to 
name  his  errors  for  warning.*' 

If  these  charges  are  true  it  is  somewhat  singular  that 
they  should  be  brought  after  the  senator's  death  by  a 
paper  that  said  naught  of  them  while  he  was  alive.  .\ 
Democratic  paper  that  would  make  such  charges  at  this 
time  wcmld  at  least  be  accused  of  indelicacy,  although  it 
might  have  freely  criticised  the  senator  during  his  life- 
time, but  they  come  with  especial  ill  grace  from  a  paper 
that  lent  its  support  to  a  movement  which,  according 
to  its  own  story,  depended  for  success  upon  the  use  of  a 
vast  fund  of  money  by  a  "deliberate  corrupter  of  public 
morals."

AN  UNWARRANTED  ATTACK. 

The  .Minneapolis  Journal  lias  undertaken  to  dictate 
to  the  Republicans  of  Duluth  and  the  other  portions  of 
the  Eighth  congressional  district  in  regard  to  the  selec- 
tion of  delegates  to  the  national  convention.  The  Jour- 
nal raises  an  objection  to  Joseph  B.  Cotton,  of  this  city, 
being  chosen  as  one  of  the  delegates,  because  Mr.  Cotton 
is  general  solicitor  of  the  United  States  Steel  corporation 
in  Duluth.  It  assumes  that  by  reason  of  his  business  as- 
sociations Mr.  Cotton  would  not  be  "loyal  to  the  pres- 
ident and  the  principles  for  which  he  stands,"  and  would 
not  represent  fairly  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  this 
district. 

Mr.  Cotton  needs  no  defense  by  The  Herald  from 
this  unwarranted  attack  by  a  newspaper  published  in 
another  congressional  district.  Here,  where  he  is  best 
known,  there  will  be  no  doubt  as  to  the-  ability  and  de- 
sire of  Mr.  Cotton  to  fairly  represent  public  sentiment, 
free  from  any  entangling  business  connections.  ^Ir. 
Cotton  is  a  supporter  and  admirer  of  President  Roose- 
velt and  is  in  thorough  accord  with  the  policy  of  the 
administration. 

The  Republicans  of  the  Eighth  congressional  district 
will  select  their  representatives  at  the  Chicago  conven- 
tion without  "the  advice  and  consent"  of  the  Minne- 
apolis censor  of  Minnesota  politics. 


AMERICA'S   WEAKNESS. 

In  peace  as  well  as  in  war  the  success  of  any  enter- 
prise depends  upon  the  kind  of  men  engaged  to  carry  it 
along.  No  matter  how  great  the  inherent  merit  of  any 
movement  it  cannot  be  successful  if  placed  in  the  hands 
of  incompetent  and  dishonest  men. 

American  citizens  generally  have  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities  is 
the  proper  thing.  And  yet  in  many  instances  where 
they  have  tried  it,  their  hopes  have  been  deslrojed  be- 
cause in  trying  out  the  plan,  weak  and  dishonest  men 
have  been  given  the  management.  The  Political  Science 
association,  which  held  a  meeting  at  .Ann  Arbor,  Mich., 
recently,  conceded  that  municipal  ownership  might  be  a 
good  thing  if  we  could  be  assured  of  just  the  right  men  to 
manage  it.  The  success  or  failure  of  the  merit  system 
and  other  schemes  for  the  protection  of  public  interests 
was  shown  to  be  dependent  almost  wholly  on  the  char- 
acter of  individuals  to  whom  they  were  entrusted. 

One  thing  that  has  delayed  the  government  owner- 
ship of  railroads  has  been  the  general  fear  on  the  part 
of  the  American  public  that  this  would  place  in  the 
hands  of  unscrupulous  politicians  a  power  of  perpetua- 
tion too  great  to  overcome.  In  other  words  thej'  have 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  the 
men  they  choose  to  govern  them.  Government  by  pop- 
ular vote  must  prove  a  failure  if  carried  on  by  unfit 
men. 

How  important  it  is  then  for  the  country's  welfare,  if 
men  in  public  capacity  are  found  out  in  dishonesty  or 
crime,  that  they  be  swiftly  and  severely  punished,  but 
how    much    more    important    that    the    rising    generation

When  deer  and  rabbits 
are  abundant  wolves  are  not 
liungry,  and  much  prefer  to  lie  in 
wait  for  those  innocent  creatures 
than  (o  attack  human  beings  when 
tlie  chances  are  that  they  will  be 
destroyed.

N«v.-  Orleans.  Feb.  23.— The  various 
bird  societies  of  the  Southwest,  and 
especially  the  Audubon  society,  of  Loui- 
siana, are  taking  advantage  of  the  Mex- 
ican boll  weevil  scare  to  press  theli' 
measures  for  the  protection  of  birds, 
not  only  game  birds,  but  also  those 
cau:,'ht  and  sold  because  they  sing  and 
ihosf  killed  because  of  their  plumage. 

They  have  presented  the  argumorit 
that  if  the  birds  had  not  been  recklessly 
exterminated  they  would  have  betn- 
able  to  cope  with  the  boll  weevil  and 
other  Insect  nuisances,  and  would  have- 
feavtrd  the  cotton  growers  from  the  loss 
of  tens  of  millions  of  dollars.  They  sup- 
port this  argument  by  recalling  the  la.'t 
that  in  the  ante  bellum  days  of  birds 
cotton  growers  had  no  trouble  or  in- 
jury from  insects,  and  that  the  only 
injury  that  could  then  happen  to  cotton 
v.as  fiom  the  v.eather. 

The  destruction  of  birds  in  the  .South 
may  be  charged  to  Reconstruction.  L'p 
to  the  time  of  the  civil  war  the  Soutli- 
wesi  was  full  of  game,  song  and  plum- 
age birds. 

Kich  planter  preserved  his  game,  and 
the  nesrroos,  not  being  allowed  to  carrj- 
weapons,  the  birds  increased  and  mult'- 
plied.

New  York,  Feb.  23.— 'I  am  unlucky 
v/ith  the  Japanese.  I  always  have  b?en. 
My  ill  luck  began  when  I  was  czare- 
witch  and  was  attacked  by  a  Japan- 
ese policeman." 

This  remark  was  made  by  the  czar 
after  the  report  of  the  first  Japanese 
victory,  according  to  the  European 
papers,  and  it  betrays  a  remarkable 
suiierslitition  that  has  possessed  the 
Rus.-tan  ruler  since  the  faatlc  Tsudo 
San-ico  thirteen  years  ago  assailed  him. 

"I  remember  the  incident  well."  said 
William  Ray  Gardiner,  of  this  city,  who 
was  secretary  of  the  American  legation 
at  Tokio  at  the  time.  "The  Japanese 
fully  expected  at  the  time  that  war 
would  result.  They  begun  preparation;^ 
and  have  never  stopped.

man.  The  Ohioan  has  the  nomination 
in  his  charge,  and  was  only  holding  it 
up  out  of  courtesy  to  his  colleague 
during  his  illness.  It  will  be  again 
pressed  after  the  Panama  bill  is  dispu- 
sd  of,  and  it  will  be  opposed  by  Senator 
Scott  in  a  si'eech  based  upon  data  sup- 
plied to  him  by  the  dead  senator.

NOT  IN  CONTEMPT 


Is  Indiana  Husband  Who  Fails 
to  Pay  Alimony. 

Indianapolis.  Ind..  Feb.  23.— The  •!{- 
vorced  husband  scored  heavily  in  tlie 
supreme  court  today  when  it  was  de- 
cided that  he  could  not  be  cited  for  con- 
tempt for  failure  to  pay  alimony.  The 
decision  was  in  the  case  of  Bessie 
Marsh  vs.  Fred  Marsh,  appealed  from 
Wells  county,  where  the  wife  was 
granted  a  divorce  and  $4  a  week  for 
suport.  The  supreme  court  held  that 
the  decree  was  void  because  it  mereiy 
stated  that  the  husband  should  pay  ii 
a  week,  without  stating  the  total  sum 
he  would  have  to  give  np.  But  whether 
or  not  the  decree  was  valid,  the  su- 
preme court  decided  that  it  could  not 
be  enforced  by  any  attachment  for  con- 
tempt, as  a  judgment  for  alimon.v  is 
like  an  ordinary  judgment,  to  be  col- 
lected by  execution. 

The  decision  is  of  unusual  interest, 
because  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the 
judges  of  the  lower  courts  for  many 
years  in  Indiana  to  promptly  fine  di- 
vorced husbands  for  contempt  when 
they  failed  to  pay  their  alimony  ac- 
cording  to   the   divorce   decree.

THE  TREATY 
RATIFIED 

Agreement  With  Panama 

Passes  the  Senate 

66  to  14. 


Washington*  Feb.  23.— The  Panama 
treaty  was  i-atlfled  by  the  senate  in 
executive  session  this  afternoon.  The 
vote  was  66  to  14. 

When  the  senate  went  into  executive 
session  today  to  bring  the  Panama 
canal  treaty  to  a  vote,  the  amend- 
ments which  were  offered  by  the  com- 
mittee on  foreign  relations  and  after- 
wards withdrawn,  were  again  offered 
and  voted  down.  The  Bacon  amend- 
ment providing  for  a  treaty  with  Col- 
ombia with  a  view  to  satisfying  any 
future  i  demands  of  that  country  on 
account  of  the  secession  of  Panama, 
also  was  rejected  by  the  senate.

Washington.  Feb.  23. — The  naval  ap- 
propriation bill  was  taken  up  In  the 
hou.se  today,  Mr.  Foster  (Vt.)  being 
made  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  and  the  reading  of  the  bill 
for  amendment  contTnued.

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SIX  JAPANESE  SHIPS  ARE  SDNK  BY  THE  RUSSIANS; 

JAPAN  ESTABLISHES  A  PROTECTORATE  OVER  KOREA 


Japanese  Attack  on  Port 
Arthur  Repulsed. 

Four  Warships  and  Two 
Transports  Sunk. 

Admiral  Togo  Sails  Away 
With  His  Fleet. 

Paris.  Feb.  34. — A  dispatch  to  the  Havas  Agency  from  Port  Arthur  says 
that  four  Japanese  cruisers  and  two  Japanese  transports  have  been  sunk  in  a 
fresh  attack  on  Port  Arthur.  The  dispatch  adds  that  the  attack  was  repulsed 
and  that  the  Russian  battleship  Retvizaji  covered  herself  with  glory. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  24. — It  is  officially  announced  from  Port  Arthur 
that  four  Japanese  battleships  and  two  transports  have  been  sunk  in  a  fresh 
attack  on  Port  Arthur.    The  attack  was  repulsed. 

Wei-Hai-Wei.  Feb.  24. — Four  Japanese  battleships  and  nine  cruisers 
passed  this  port  today^  bound  eastward. 

London.  Feb.  24. — The  fleet  which  passed  Wei-Hai-Wei  today  is  supposed 
to  have  been  Admiral  Togo's  fleet,  leaving  Port  Arthur. 

Tokio.  Feb.  24. — Reliable  reports  from  Northern  Korea  indicate  that  the 
Russians  have  not  yet  crossed  the  Yalu  river.  Their  scouts,  however,  is  is 
rumored,  penetrated  into  the  country  south  of  Wiju,  but  the  main  force  still 
remains  north  of  the  river.  The  Japanese  seem  to  be  confident  that  the  Rus- 
sians aje  unable  to  assemble  a  sufficient  force  to  attempt  a  movement  into 
Korea.  The  Russian  strength  north  of  the  Yalu  is  variously  estimated  from 
2o,coo  to  40,000.

pan  has  negotiated  a  treaty  with  Korea,  whereby  she  guarantees  the  indepen- 
dence and  integrity  of  Korea. 

This  is  regarded  here  as  one  of  the  cleverest  of  the  many  startling  diplo- 
matic moves  that  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  whole  Eastern 
question.  The  effect  is  to  place  Japan  on  a  high  moral  plane  for  it  is  under- 
stood here  that  this  treaty  is  an  announcement  to  the  world  that  even  if  she 
prevails  in  her  struggle  with  Russia,  involving  military  occupation  of  Korea, 
Japan  will  take  no  advantage  of  that  fact,  but  will  maintain  the  independence 
of  the  hermit  kingdom. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Russian  note  complaining  of  the  violation  of  Ko-

^Vith  each  "phone  tliere  is  a  dial  con- 
taining the  numerals  1,  2,  8,  4,  5,  6,  7,  S, 
The  person  desiring  a  number  picks 
it  out  on  this  dial,  pressing  the  button 
representing  each  flguie.  He  then  pressts 
another  button  that  rings  the  bell  on  the 
'phone  of  the  person  with  whom  he  de- 
sires to  be  connected.  If  that  piionc  is 
already  connected  with  another,  a  buz- 
zing noise  In  the  ear  Informs  him  that 
he  cannot  talk  at   that  time. 

The  act  of  hanging  up  the  receiver 
breaks  the  connection  which  has  been 
etitablished. 

"Everyone  in  Grand  Rapids  Is  delighted 
with  the  system,"  say.s  Mr.  Simonds.  "I 
was  Informed  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the 
company  that  It  cost  $:J' 0.000  to  install  It. 
but  that  it  saved  $24.0oO  the  first  year 
in  operating  expenses.  The  making  of  the 
change  from  the  old  to  the  new  system 
after  the  apparatus  was  Installed,  neces- 
sitated the  su.'^pen.'slon  of  all  telephone 
service    for    exactly    eleven    minute.s." 

Mr.  Simonds  says  from  the  Information 
given  him  that  it  appears  that  the  Grand 
Rapids  concern  was  organized  on  about 
the  same  lines  as  the  Zenith  company,  in 
Duluth.

"The  emperor  of  Korea,  foreseeing 
the  danger  of  a  po.ssible  conflict  be- 
tween Russia  and  Japan,  addressed 
early  in  January,  1904,  a  note  to  all  the  i 
I)owers  declaring  his  determination  to 
preserve  the  strictest  neutrality.  This 
declaration  was  received  witJi  satis- 
faction by  the  powers,  and  it  was  re- 
affirmed by  Russia.  According  to  the 
Russian  minister  to  Korea,  the  British 
government  charged  the  British  dip- 
lomat at  Seoul  lo  present  an  official 
note  to  the  emperor  of  Korea,  thank- 
ing him  for  his  declaration  of  neutral- 
ity. 

'In  disregard  of  all  the  facts,  in  spite 
of  all  treaties,  in  spite  of  its  obligations 
and  in  violation  of  the  fundamenial 
rules  of  international  law,  it  has  been 
proved  by  exact  and  fully  confirmed 
facts  that  the  Japanese  government, 
first,  before  the  opening  of  hostilities 
against  Russia,  landed  Its  troops  in  the 
independent  empire  of  Korea,  whlcn 
had  declared  its  neutrality;  secoiid, 
with  a  division  of  its  fleet  it  made  a 
sudden  attack  on  Feb.  8,  that  Is.  three 
days  prior  to  the  declaration  of  war, 
on  two'  Russian  warships  In  the  neutral 
port  of  Chemulpo. 

"The  commanders  of  these  ships  had 
not  been  notified  of  the  severajice  of 
diplomatic  relations,  as  the  Japanese 
maliciously  stopped  the  delivery  ot 
Russian  telegrams  by  the  Dutch  cable 
and  destroyed  the  telegraphic  commun- 
ication ^of  the  Korean  government. 
The  details  of  this  dastardly  attack  are 
contained  and  published  in  an  official 
telegram  from  the  Russian  minister  at 
Seoul.  ' 

"Third,  in  spite  of  the  international 
laws  above  mentioned,  and  shortly  be- 
fore the  Of>ening  of  hostilities,  the  Jap- 
anese captured  as  prizes  of  war  certain 
Ru.ssian  merchant  ships  In  neutral  ports 
of   Korea, 

"Fourth,  Japan  declared  to  the  em- 
peror of  Korea,  through  the  Japanese 
minister  at  Seoul,  tnat  Korea  wou'.d 
henceforth  be  under  Japanese  adminis- 
tration, and  she  warned  the  emperor 
that  in  case  of  his  non-compliance,  Jap- 
anese troops  would  occupy  the  palace. 

"Fifth,  through  the  French  minister 
at  Seoul  she  summoned  the  Russian 
representative  at  the  Korean  court -to 
leave  the  country  with  the  staff  of  the 
Russian  legation  and  consulate. 

"liecognizing    that    all    of    the    above 
facts    constitute   a   flagrant    breach   of 
!  international     law,    the    imperial    gov- 
i  ernment  considers  it  to  be   its  duty  to 
>  lodge    a    protest    with    all    the    powers 
against    this   procedure  of  the  Japanese 
govenmient,  and  it  is  firmly  convinced 
that  all  the  powers,   valuing  the  prin- 
ciples  which  guarantee   their  relations, 
will    agree    with    the    Russian    attitude.

Russia  Tliinks  Her  Protest  Is 
Well  Received. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  24.— The  Rus-sian 
government  believes  a  deep  impression 
has  been  made  on  international  sym- 
pathies by  the  note  on  the  subject  of 
Japan's  alleged  violation  of  the  laws  of 
nations,  sent  to  tlie  Russian  ambassa- 
dors Monday.  The  government  lays 
si-ec.al  stress  on  the  Japanese  action  at 
Chemulpo,  where,  it  is  pointed  out.  the 
Japanese  seized  and  cut  the  communi- 
cations in  order  to  prevent  M.  Pavloff, 
the  Russian  minister,  and  the  Russian 
warships  Variag  and  Korietz  even  re- 
ceiving news  of  the  rupture  of  diplo- 
matic relations,  and  then  pounced  upoii 
the  ships  with  a  greatly  superior  force. 

Russia  contends  that  this  action 
places  Japan  outside  the  pale  of  civil- 
ized natio'  .  and  that  it  smacks  so 
much  of  barbarism  that  it  must  offend 
the  ohivalric  sense  of  civilized  fair 
play. 

In  diplomatic  circles  the  presentation 
of  Russia's  case  Is  considered  strong, 
the  opinion  being,  even  in  friendly  quar- 
ters, that  Japan,  in  her  haste  to  crippie 
the  Hu«:?ian  fltet  at  the  outset,  com- 
mitted a  blunder  by  thus  striking  a 
blow  without  warning,  for  which  the 
destruction  of  two  ships  will  not  com- 
pensate. 

It  is  further  pointed  out  that  If  Japan 
had  allowed  M.  Plavoff  to  return  to  a 
Russian  port,  on  board  a  Russian  war- 
Bhlp.  her  magnanimity  would  have  been 
unlveri-ally  applauded.

PATRIOTIC  RUSSIANS. 

Incessant  Influx  of  Subscrip- 
tions For  the  War. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  24.— There  is  an 
Incessant  Influx  of  subscriptions  of 
money  and  contributions  of  jewelry  and 
othei  articles  towards  the  fund  beinrr 
raised  to  strengthen  the  navy  and  aid 
the  families  of  the  victims  of  the  war. 
Pe(i?Jle  of  all  rell<^ions,  Jew.s,  Catholics, 
Lutherans  and  Mohammedans  are  vle- 
Ing  with  each  other  and  the  membCiS 
of  the  Orthodox  church  In  the  display 
of  patriotism,  v.hlle  the  pe.isants  and 
workmen  are  contributing  as  freely  in  , 
proportion  to  their  means  as  the  nobles 
and  officials. 

Several  hutidred  Turcomans  have  ap- 
plied to  the  govern'  r  general  to  be  sent 
to  the  far  East.  The  reports  of  Russo- 
phile  demonstrations  in  France,  Italy 
and  the  Slav  countries  are  eagerly  wel- 


sufflclent  unto  themselves,  they  have 
no  legal  cause  of  complaint,  because 
other  workmen,  to  secure  higher  wages, 
or  otherwise  to  better  their  condition, 
or  for  any  reason  sufficient  unto  them- 
selves, take  the  places  which  they 
abandon.

;  tarily  or  upon   their  being  discharged, 
!  were  no  longer  Interested  In  Its  service 
or   its   business,    and    that    they   should 
not  be  suffered    to    interfere    with     the 
plaintiff   by    deterring   others,    by    ps^r- 
suasion  or  argument,   from  entering  or 
remaining    in    its    employ.      There    are 
cases   looking   in   the   direction   of   this 
contention;    but   whatever  may  be  s.aid 
In   support   of  this   contention,    there   is 
perhaps  no  case,   in  which  the  preven- 
tive remedy  by  injunction   was  sought, 
where   the  decision   was  directly  rested 
upon  it. 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  is  broadly 
stated  that  an  injunction  will  not  be 
granted  against  employes  who  liave 
quit  their  emploj'ment.  ajid  who  seek 
by  persuasion,  argument  and  personal 
appeals,  not  pressed  beyong  a  ]>oint 
where  the  hearer  is  willing  to  listen,  to 
induce  others  to  leave  the  service  of 
their  former  employer,  where  no  exist- 
ing contract  for  a  definite  period  is 
broken,  or  to  deter  others  about  to  en- 
ter his  employ  from  doing  so,  they  not 
using  force  and  violence,  nor  threats 
thereof,  nor  intimidation  or  coreclon.  In 
the  many  cases  arising  within  the  last 
few  years  the  right  of  peaceable  per- 
sua?ion   is     usually     assumed     or   dis-

Vague   language,    under   the  particular  ■ 
circumstances    of    its    use,    may    be    as 
effective   intimidation   as  the     bluntest 
words.     So  much  depends  upon  the  al- 
titude of  the  speaker,  his  accent  and  his 
emphasis,   and    the   circumstances   sur- 
rounding, that  no  precise  definition  can  i 
be  given  of  what  constitutes  intimida- 
tion.    In    a  case   cited    by   counsel    for  , 
the   defendants   at   the   argument,    and  . 
one    entirely    favorable    to    union    men,  ' 
it   IS   said    that   persuasion   or  entreaty  i 
may   be   so   persistent   as   to   constitute 
intimidation;  and  that  when  it  appears 
that    employes    are    being    Induced    to 
leave  U-ieir  employer  by  operating  upon 
their    fears,    rather    than    upon      their  ;

"The  strikers  went  to  hotels  and  private 
boarding  houses  anu  requested  them  not 
to  furnish  accommodations  to  the  strike- 
I  breakers.     They  interviewed  Murray,  who

!  known  in   tlie   law  as   a  public   Inn.     The 
I  affidavit  of  the  defendant  Rakowsky  in- 
I  dicates  that  there  was  at  lea.st  a  sugges- 
tion mad^  to  Murray  that  he  might  pos- 
I  sibly    be   boycotted,    perhaps    a    ihitat    of 
i  an    actual    boycott,    if    he    accommodated 
I  the  strike-breakers.    Murray  informed  the 
strikers   that    he   would   accommodate   all 
fit   persons   coming  to  his   hotel.     In   this 
Murray    was    wholly    In    the    right.      The 
.•-strikers   were   sadly  ,ln   the   wrong.     Tins 
their    counsel    admitted    at    the    Hearing. 
At    common    law    it   was    the    duty   of   an 
inn-keeper    to    provide    entertainment    lor 
travelers  asking  for  it.     By  statute  every 
person  is  entitled  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
accommodations  and  prlvilegt^s  of  a  pub- 
lic  Inn-    and    the   denial    thereof,    as    wtll 
as    aiding    and    inciting    such    denial,    is 
Indictable    as    a    criminal    offense.      Ipon 
coming    to    the    city    the    strike-breakers 
were    entitled    to    right     of    accommoda- 
tion   at    any    public    Inn.      If    Murray    had 
denied   them   such   accommodation   at   his 
Inn    he    would    have    been    subject    to    In- 
dictment.    If  the  strikers,  or  anyone  else, 
had    aided    or    Incited    such    denial,    they, 
too,    would   have   been   subject   to   Indict- 
ment.     The      attitude      of    Murray    Is    in 
pleasing  contrast  with  that  ot  one  or  two 
other  hotel  keepers  who,  so  the  nfflvadits 
read,    declared    that    they    would    reccU'e 
no    strike-breaker,    even    before    any    re- 
quest  was  made  of  them. 

"An  injunction  is  granted  with  referenci 
to  what  Is  to  be  expected  in  its  ab.=cnce. 
The  Influences  brought  to  bear  upon  Mur- 
ray did  not  Intimidate  him.  No  one  else 
was  intimidated.  Plaintiff's  emiiloyes 
were  not  denied  accommodations.  In  tlie 
absence  of  an  Injunction  there  Is  to  my 
mind  no  reasonable  probability  tiiat.hotel- 
keepers  will  be  Intimidated  or  the  plain 
tiff  s  employes  denied  their  rlt;ht.s.  I 
the  facts  were  such  as  to  indicate  con- 
tinued threats  and  Intimidation  against 
Murray,  with  a  resultant  denial  of  ac- 
commodtlons  to  those  coming  to  the  city 
to  work  for  the  plaintiff,  there  would  be 
for  consideration  the  question,  but  lightly 
touched  upon  at  the  argument,  whether 
the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  remedy 
by  injunction  to  prevent  ,1  boycott,  or 
threats  of  a  boycott,  of  Murray  because 
he    accommodated    its    employes. 

"In  view  of  some  things  which  were 
said  at  the  argument  It  is  proofr  to  say 
tliat  an  injunction  would  not  be  refused 
simply  brcause  th«»  law  makes  criminal 
the  denial  of  the  privileges  of  an  Inn,  and 
the  aiding  or  inciting  of  such  denial. 
Equity  In  a  proper  case,  enjoins  a  con- 
tinuing injury  to  property,  although  the 
doing  of  such  Injury  Is  also  punishable 
as  a  crime  While  this  question  was 
really  settled  before,  there  has  been  no 
substantial  controversy  about  It  since 
the    Debs    case. 

"In  closing  It  should  be  said  that  only 
a  part  of  the  defendant.",  perhaps  not 
more  than  four  or  five,  had  any  active 
part   In    the   acts    which    have   been    men-

A  STRIKING  DEFECT. 

"Every  votmg  citizen  of  this  country  ought  to  have 


settled  6onvictions  on  a  number  of  important  ciuestions. 
He  ought  to  have  his  mind  made  up  on  the  question 
whether  we  should  ultmiatcly  relinquish  the  Phihppmes 
and  restrict  our  empire  to  the  American  contmcnt.  He 
ought  to  have  settled  convictions  on  the  question  whether 
the  United  States  should  take  Washington's  advice  on 
avoiding  entangling  alliances  or  plunge  right  into  world 
politics  as  an  expanding  power  on  a  hunt  tor  more  terri- 
tory He  ought  to  have  settled  convictions  on  the  ques- 
tion whether  this  country  should  go  on  increasing  its 
navv  or  should  be  content  with  a  navy  .vallioient  for 
home  defense.  He  ought  to  have  ■  ntled  convicttons-not 
fixed  ideas— on  the  tariff  question  and  on  all  other  mi- 
portant  questions  that  are  now  or  soon  will  be  before  the 
people.  .And  he  ought  to  arrive  at  these  settled  convic- 
tions cautiously  and  surely,  by  reading  and  thinking,  so 
that  he  may  hold  them  firmly,  defend  them  intelligently 
and  justify  his  possession  of  the  elective  franchise." 

The  above  is  from  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  and  it 
i*  good  advice.  But  after  a  voter  has  studied  all  these 
public  questions  and  has  acquired  settled  convictions, 
what  particular  good  does  it  do  him? 

A  man  might  believe  in  tariff  for  revenue  only  and 
vote  the  Democratic  party  into  power,  as  was  done  in 
1892.  and  then  be  betrayed  by  a  "'cowardly  makeshift." 

The  voter  might  possess  a  settled  conviction  in  favor 
of  bimetallism  and  vote  into  the  executive  chair  the  can- 
didate of  a  party  advocating  bimetalli>m,  as  was  done  in 
1892.  when  Cleveland  was  elected,  and  in  1896  when 
McKinley  was  elected,  and  be  "sold  out"  by  both. 

One  might  possess  settled  convictions  in  opposition  to 
"criminal  aggression"  and  "forcible  annexation"  and  yet 
be  betrayed  by  a  pjresidmt  who  changes  his  mind  after  a 
battle  of  liberation  and  humanity  has  started. 

If  the  citizen  has  a  settled  conviction  in  favor  of  a 
navy  sufficient  only  for  home  defense,  who  will  he  vote 
for  in  1904  in  order  to  make  his  preference  known?  In 
expressing  his  opinion  on  any  or  all  of  these  subjects, 
ic  there  any  safe  guide  for  him  to  follow?  If  there  is,  it 
remains  for  somebody  to  show  it. 

As  is  shown  almost  every  day  by  their  public  utter- 
ances, no  two  of  Minnesota's  representatives  in  congress 
are  agreed  as  to  public  sentiment  in  this  state  on  the 
question  of  freer  trade  relations  with  Canada.  How  will 
the  man  who  desires  reciprocity  with  Canada  vote  at  the 
coming  election  in  order  to  express  that  preference? 

The  truth  is  that  while  we  boast  of  popular  govern- 
ment, we  possess  it  not.  We  vote'  for  some  one  party  in 
rational  affairs  whose  platform  best  represents  our 
views,  although  in  part  it  may  be  directly  opposed  to  our 
private  opinions.  We  throw  our  ballots  into  the  jumbled 
mass  and  take  pot  luck  in  extracting  what  we  desire.  The 
result  is  in  most  instances  that  we  get  what  we  do  not 
want. 

It  would  seem  that  in  this  day  o^^enlightenmenl  a 
system  of  republican  government  could  be  deviled  that 
would  be  popular  government  in  something  else  besides 
name.  Under  the  present  system,  a  definite  and  satis- 
fying expression  of  the  popular  will  cannot  be  made. 
What  V--  the  use  of  having  settled  convictions  if  one 
lot  express  them  so  they  will  count  for  something?

INSURANCE  AND  THE  CHURCH. 

Occasionally  we  find  a  preacher  of  Cliristianity  who 
yet  labors  under  the  delusion  that  the  taking  of  life  in- 
surance is  "flying  in  the  face  of  Providence." 

According  to  the  Omaha  World-Herald,  a  member 
f  the  Ministerial  association  at  Lincoln.  Neb.,  con- 
demned the  life  insurance  policy,  declaring  it  to  be  a 
thing  of  evil,  and  referring  to  fraternal  lodges  as  "the 
institutions  of  the  devil."  He  declared  that  it  is  a  sin 
to  take  out  policies  in  these  orders,  one  of  his  reasons 
being  the  injunction,  "Lay  not  up  treasures  for  your- 
self on  earth."  This  clergyman  said  that  inen  should 
leave  their  families  "to  the  care  of  the  Infinite  Being  and 
follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Christ." 

What  utter  nonsense!  What  medieval  superstition! 
Let  a  man  belong  to  any  Christian  church  and  to  a  fra- 
ternal order;  let  him  be  sick  and  in  distress;  which  or- 
ganization will  first  go  to  his  relief?  There  is  no  need  to 
answer  here.     The  reader  knov.-s. 

In  what  church  does  the  pastor  rise  in  his  pulpit  every 
week  and  ask:     "Is  any  member  known  to  be  sick  or  in 

need?" 

how  much  does  the  organization  usually  appropriate 

his  relief? 

The  fraternal  insurance  orders  will  gather  members 
and  prosper  when  the  pews  of  churches,  as  at  present 
conducted,  will  be  bare  and  empty,  because  the  orders 
are  doing  their  work  as  Christ  would  have  it  done  if  He 
were  on  earth  today.  Instead  of  being  "in.stitutions  of 
the  devil,"  the  fraternal  orders  are  more  closely  follow- 
ing the  Savior's  teachings  than  are  the  churches. 

However,  it  is  no  wonder  that  some  preachers  are 
opposed  to  fraternal  orders.  They  belong  to  the  same 
class  that  opposes  Sunday  baseball  or  any  other  innocent 
amusement  that  has  a  tendency  to  keep  people  away 
from  the  church.

PASTOR  IS 
OUSTED 

Prom  Chicago  Church  Be- 
cause He  Had  Been 
In  Prison. 


Was  Convicted  In  Eng- 
land on  a  Charge  of 
Vagrancy. 


Chicago,  Feb.  24.— The  Rev.  Maurice 
Otho  Fltzmaurlce  has  been  removed  aa 
a.»slstant  rector  of  Christ  Reformed 
Episcopal  church,  Michigan  avenue  and 
Twenty-fourth  street.  The  action  was 
taken  because  it  had  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  Bishop  Cheney  and  the 
"wardens  of  the  church  that  Mr.  Fitz- 
maurice  had  served  a  sentence  of  three 
months  In  jail  at  hard  labor  in  England 

for  vagrancy. 

Bishop  Cheney  is  prostrated  by  the 
affair  and  has  been  confined  to  his  bed 
for  several  days.  On  the  advice  of  his 
physician  he  declined  to  see  callers  or 
lo  discuss  the  matter. 

Mr.  Fiizniaurice  declared  that  the  de- 
mand for  his  resignation  from  Christ 
church  was  the  result  of  a  conspiracy 
to  keep  him  out  of  a  pastorate.  He 
asserted  that  he  had  never  been  accused 
of  a  •-  riminal  offense  nor  had  his  moi-al 
character  ever  been  cjuestioned.

jail  in  England  and  had  served  three 
months,  but  said  that  he  had  been  con- 
victed under  a  vagrancy  act  of  the 
time  of  King  George  IV,  which  was 
supposed  to  be  obsolete.  Under  this  act, 
he  said,  a  clergyman  could  be  punished 
for  soliciting  funds  outside  his  own 
parish.  He  said  it  was  while  he  was 
selling  tickets  in  an  adjoining  parish 
to  a  patriotic  lecture  on  Ireland  for 
the  benefit  of  the  vicarage  of  St.  James, 
Bolton,  of  which  he  had  been  rector 
seven  years,  that  he  was  arrested.  Be- 
fore that  he  had  been  bitterly  attacked 
for  his  radical  Irish  views  and  for  aid- 
ing the  striking  englneens. 

Mr.  Fitzmaurice  lives  in  an  apart- 
ment In  the  Concord  flats.  He  does  not 
intend  to  leave  Chicago,  and  has  applied 
for  the  position  of  rector  of  St.  John's 
Reformed  Episcopal  church.  Thirty- 
seventh  street  and  Langley  avenue. 
The  pastorate  at  St.  John's  has  been 
vacant  since  last  April  and  a  rector 
will  be  chosen  ne.xt  week. 

It  was  only  seven  weeks  ago  that  Mr. 
Fitzmaurlc£  came  to  Chicago  to  be- 
come the  assistant  of  Bishop  Cheney. 
He  had  come  to  America  In  October 
and  was  given  a  license  to  preach  in  I'ne 
protestant  Episcopal  church  in  Penn.syl- 
vanla  by  Bishop  Alexander  Mackay 
Smith.  His  arrangement  with  ChrlJt 
church  was  made  entirely  by  letter. 

The  trouble  in  England  occurred  In 
February,  1903.  After  serving  his  sen- 
tence he  went  to  Dublin,  Ireland,  cf 
which  city  he  Is  a  native.  There  he 
secured  Indorsements  from  T.  C.  Har- 
rington, the  lord  mayor,  and  many 
clergymen,  who  had  known  him  from 
childhood,  and  declared  their  belief  that 
he  had  been  the  victim  of  persecution. 
Prior  to  ta,klng  the  vicarage  at  St. 
James',  Bolton,  he  had  worked  In  the 
slums  of  London.  He  says  he  stiU 
holds  full  orders  in  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. 

Through  his  family  connections  and 
friends  among  the  clergy,  he  was  pre- 
sented to  Queen  Victoria.  He  wrote 
some  verses  at  the  lime  of  her  Jubilee 
and  received  an  ackaowledgment 
through  her  private  secretary.  He  has 
written  a  book  on  "The  Life  of  King 
Edward." 

•'There  is  nothing  In  my  Bolton  ex- 
perience I  wish  to  conceal,"  said  Mr. 
Fitzmaurice.  "The  employers  were 
bitter  against  me  because  I  befriended 
the  striking  engineers.  I  also  made 
enemies  by  my  attitude  on  the  Irish 
question.  These  were  the  real  reasons 
for  my  imprisonment.  The  home  rule 
question  was  causing  much  trouble  at 
that  time,  as  well  as  the  strike,  and 
some  of  the  people  were  wrought  up.  1 
was  denied  a  trial  by  jury." 

The  officials  of  Christ  church  wer? 
net  Inclined  to  discuss  the  removal  of 
Mr.  Fitzmaurice.  It  was  Intimated  that 
his  enthu.«:lastlc  methods  In  pushing  for- 
ward church  work  and  his  personality 
did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  some 
of  the  conservative  members. 

•'I  do  not  know  much  of  Mr.  Fitz- 
maurlce's  record."  said  Mr.  Byron  Rich, 
one  of  the  leading  church  member.-'. 
"Some  documents  were  submitted  to 
the  church  wardens  in  connection  with 
it.  I  do  not  know  anything  criminal 
concerning  him.  He  did  not  seem  to 
fit  into  the  place  exactly,  however 
That  was  one  trouble."

With  Much  Interest 

Here. 


A.  F.  Kinney,  of  Superior,  Is  the  first 
of  the  Independent  butchers  at  the  heac' 
of  the  lakes  to  take  legal  action  towarc 
breaking  up  thi  combine  alleged  to  exist 
between  the  retail  butcher.s  of  Superloi 
and  the  agreement  between  the  butch- 
ers'   association   and   the  packing  houses. 

Mr.  Kinney  has  commenced  suit  against 
Armour  &  Company,  Omaha  Packing 
company.  Swift  &  Company.  Cudah\ 
Packing  company,  George  H.  Seldon. 
Metzger  Bros..  A.  T.  Kfx-k  and  John 
Andfcrson.  The  four  last  named  art- 
membfrs  of  ih-j  Suptri.»r  Retail  Butch 
ers'    association. 

Mr.  Kinney  demands  damages  In  tht 
amount  of  $15,000  for  malicious  act> 
which  he  claims  the  def'-ndants  prac- 
ticed to  put  him  out  of  business  In  Su- 
perior. He  alleges  that  the  association 
has  been  formed  to  control  and  monopo- 
lize the  meat  business  and  to  keep  inde- 
pendent dealers  from  the  field.  Ht 
claims  that  to  accomplish  this,  it  ha*- 
conspired  with  the  packing  companle.3. 
and  by  Intimidations  and  threats  ha.< 
contrived  to  drive  independent  butcher.- 
out  of  business. 

It  H  also  charged  by  Mr  Kinney  that 
the  asiociation  maintains  a  uniform 
schedule  of  prices  to  ^wtvunt  competi- 
tion and  to  exact  exorbitant  prices  £01 
meat   from   customers. 

Mr.  Kinney  says  he  was  in  business  ir 
Superior  Nov.  4  last,  and  that  from  thai 
date  to  Jan.  16.  the  defondants  con- 
spired to  drive  him  out.  Ho  alleges  that 
tne  association  sought  to  prevent  his 
getting  meats  from  the  packing  houses, 
and  atteinpted  to  extort  *iO"  from  him 
by  bringing  pressure  to  bear  to  make  him 
join  the  association. 

It  Is  alleged  that  because  the  packing 
houses  refused  to  sell  hlin  meats  his 
business  was  ruined  and  lie  has  been 
deprived   of  earning   a   livelihood. 

The  progress  of  the  suit  will  be  watched 
,  with  much  Interest  on  both  sides  of  tln^ 
bay  In  the  light  of  the  campaign  that 
has  been  on  this  winter  to  either  break 
up  the  retail  butchers'  combine,  or  com- 
pel the  members  to  sell  mi-ats  at  livlnr 
prices. 

Independent  markets  hav^^  started  un 
In  Duluth  and  have  done  a  good  busi- 
nf.es.  but  th'lr  supnlles  have  been  mostly 
shipped    In    from    the    count rv. 

The  local  a.-^soclatlon  has  been  and  Is 
.still  .seeking  to  force  out  of  business 
former  members  of  the  association  who 
withdrew  and  declared  their  markets  on 
an    independent   basis. 

While  no  charge  has  been  directly  made 
that  the  packing  hou.'se.s  have  refused  to 
sell  supplies  to  any  meat  dealer  who  can 
p;\y  for  them,  It  is  understood  that  the 
grievance  committee  has  visited  the  man- 
agers of  the  wholesale  meat  cvjncerns  and 
given  them  to  understand  that  they  must 
discriminate  enough  in  the  matter  of 
prices  to  give  the  association  butchers 
the  be.st  of  it. 

The  report  that  an  Independent  pack- 
ing concern  is  to  bo  e.«ta!>llshed  on  the 
range  l.s  generally  believed  to  bfl  a  retal- 
iatory move  on  the  part  of  the  range 
butchers  against  the  local  branch  packing 
houses,  who  hav<^  alwa/;  supplied  the 
range  trade  and  whom  the  range  Interests 
have  sought  to  dictate  to  in  the  matter 
of  aalcs.  The  report  states  that  slaughter 
house.''  and  all  the  rest  of  the  necessary 
equipment.  In  the  way  of  yards,  etc..  will 
l>e  provided  for.  and  that  live  cattle  will 
be  shipped  In  from  the  southern  part  of 
the  state.  The  arrangements  are  also 
understood  to  Include  a  large  acreage  to 
be  kept  .storked  with  animals  for  the 
packing   trade.

Chief  Justice  Fuller  handed  down  the 
opinion  of  that  court  in  the  case  of 
the  United  States  vs.  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific liailway  company,  coming  to  this 
court  on  a  writ  of  certiorari  from  the 
United  States  circuit  court  of  appeals 
for  the  Ninth  district.  The  suit  was 
brought  by  the  United  States  against 
the  railway  company  to  cancel  certain 
patents  issued  in  1894  on  lands  situated 
in  the  state  of  Washington.  It  is 
known  as  the  Overlap  case.  The  de- 
cision of  the  court  below,  which  was 
in  favor  of  the  railway  company,  was 
affirmed.

"No,  tlearle,"  he  said,  "I  can't  gj 
back  to  (.'hicago.  I  am  watched  there 
by  enemies.     I  am  afraid  of  them." 

According  to  Mrs.  Inglis.  it  had  been 
a  iKillucination  of  her  husband  during 
months  befoi-e  his  disappearance  that 
their  home  in  Chicago  at  4.51  Belden 
avenue  was  "shadowed"  by  persons 
seeking  to  injure  him.  In  their  inter- 
view in  Jacksonville,  she  says,  he  gave 
other  indications  that  his  mind  was  af- 
fected. 

"I  left  my  husband  In  despair,  not 
knowing  if  I  would  ever  see  him  again,' 
said  Mrs.  Inglis.  "We  had  lived  to- 
gether happily  twenty-five  years  and 
the  blow  was  heavy.  I  could  see  that 
he  was  not  in  his  right  mind,  and  I  left 
him  enfeebled  by  age  and  broken  In 
spirit  by  the  stories  circulated  about 
him. 

"On  parting  from  him  he  told  me  he 
Intended  to  leave  for  Rochester.  N.  Y.. 
the  next  day.  He  said  that  iny  dis- 
covering his  whereabouts  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  this  step  on  his  part,  but 
had  been  decided  on  before  he  saw  me. 
I  have  no  way  of  knowing  where  he 
now  is,  because  he  refused  to  write  t-o 
me." 

Mrs.  Inglis  said  that  she  had  teb- 
graphed  and  written  to  a  sister  of  her 
husband,  believed  to  reside  In  Ford- 
ham,  N.  Y.,  asking  for  information  as 
to  his  whereabouts.  The  telegram  and 
letter  had  been  returned  to  her. 

When  Inglis  disappeared  he  was  re- 
ported to  be  wealthy,  and  rumors  of 
irregularities  discovered  In  his  books  as 
treasurer  of  the  .St.  Andrew's  society 
were  scouted  by  President  W.  .S.  Bogle, 
a  close  friend  of  the  missing  man,  as 
"ridiculous."  It  'recently  was  discov- 
ered that  Inglis'  means  had  been  over- 
estlnrated,  and  his  wife  said  that  she 
had  been  reduced  to  the  necessity  of 
seeking  employment. 

What  effort  will  be  made  to  induce 
Inglis  to  return  to  Chicago  could  not  be 
learned  from  members  of  the  St.  An- 
drew's society.  It  is  understood  tnat 
the  American  Bonding  and  Fidelity 
<  i>mpany  is  now  engaged  in  a  search 
for  the  treasurer.  Inglis'  bond  for  $5000 
was  secured  by  this  company. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  flnances  of  the  srj- 
clety  shortly  before  Inglis'  disappear- 
ance was  completed  three  weeks  ago, 
and  now^  is  in  the  hands  of  President 
Bogle.  It  is  said  to  show  a  jjvscrep- 
ancy  of  .several  thousand  dollars  in 
stocks,   bonds  and   mortgages. 

"No  intimation  will  be  given  of  the 
nature  of  the  report  until  it  is  read  at  a 
meeting  of  the  society  to  be  called  by 
Mr.  Bogle."  said  David  R.  Forgan,  a 
member  of  the  committee.  Others  of 
the  committee.

W.  p.  Inglis  Is  In  Florida 

and  Refuses  to 

Return. 

Chicago.  Feb.  23.— William  P.  Inglis. 
treasurer  of  the  Illinois  St.  Andrew's 
society,  who  disappeared  from  Chicago 
nearly  two  months  ago,  has  lieeii  found 
by  his  wife  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.  De- 
.spite  her  importunities,  he  has  refused 
to  return  and  make  an  accounting  for 
the  funds  of  tiie  organization  which 
were   intrusted   to   his   keejiiJig.  \ 

The  meeting  between  Inglis  and  liis 
wife  took  place  on  Feb.  1,  and  was 
kept  secret  by  a  few  members  of  the  | 
St.  Andrew  society  until  yesterday.  It .' 
was  brought  about  through  a  telegram  , 
received  by  Mrs.  Inglis  from  a  friend  »n  j 
Jacksonville,  informing  her  that  her 
husband  had  been  seen  there. 

Iiigli.^  was  not  apprised  if  his  wifo'.j 
coming,  and  is  reported  to  have  been  j 
overcome  with  emotion  w  hen  discovered  i 
by  her.  He  listened  nervously  to  her  1 
report  of  the  investigation  made  of  his 
books  as  treasurer  and  her  pleas  that 
he  return  to  his  family.  Then  he  gave 
his  refu.sal. 

"No,  t^tarie,"  he  said.  "I  can't  gj 
back  to  Chicago.  I  am  watched  there 
by  enemies.    I  am  afraid  of  them." 

According  to  Airs.  Inglis,  it  had  been 
a  hallucination  of  her  husband  during 
months  before  his  disappearance  that 
tlieir  home  in  Chica.go  at  4.")1  Belden 
avenue  was  "shadowed"  by  persons 
seeking  to  injure  him.  In  their  inter- 
view in  Jacksonville,  she  say.s,  he  gave 
other  indications  that  his  mind  was  af- 
fected. 

"1  left  my  husband  in  despair,  not 
knowing  if  I  would  ever  see  him  again,  " 
said  Mrs.  Inglis.  "We  had  lived  to- 
gether happily  twenty-five  years  and 
the  blow  v.as  heavy.  I  could  see  tliat 
he  was  not  in  his  right  mind,  and  I  left 
him  enfeebled  by  age  and  broken  In 
spirit  by  the  stories  circulated  about 
him. 

"On  parting  from  him  he  told  me  he 
Intended  to  leave  for  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
the  next  day.  He  said  that  my  dis- 
covering his  whereabouts  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  this  step  on  his  part,  but 
had  been  decided  on  before  he  saw  me. 
I  have  no  way  of  knowing  where  he 
now  is,  because  he  refused  to  write  lO 
me." 

Mrs.  Inglis  said  that  she  had  tele- 
graphed and  written  to  a  sister  of  her 
husband,  believed  to  reside  in  Ford- 
ham,  N.  Y.,  asking  for  information  as 
to  his  whereabouts.  The  telegram  and 
letter  had  been  returned  to  her. 

When  Inglis  disappeared  he  was  re- 
ported to  tie  wealthy,  and  rumors  of 
irregularities  discovered  in  his  books  aa 
treasurer  of  the  .St.  Andrew's  society 
were  scouted  Ijy  President  \V.  .S.  Rogle, 
a  close  friend  of  the  missing  man,  as 
"ridiculous."  It  recently  was  discov- 
ered that  Inglis*  means  had  been  over- 
estlnrated,  and  his  wife  .said  that  she 
had  been  reduced  to  the  necessity  of 
seeking  employment. 

AVhat  effort  will  be  made  to  induce 
Inglis  to  return  to  Chicago  could  not  be 
learned  from  members  <jf  the  St.  An- 
drew's society.  It  is  understood  that 
the  American  Bonding  and  Fidelity 
coinpany  is  now  engaged  in  a  search 
for  the  treasurer.  Inglis'  bond  for  $50W 
was  secured  by  thi-s  company. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  finances  of  the  stj- 
ciety  shortly  before  Inglis'  disappear- 
ance was  completed  three  weeks  ago, 
and  now  is  in  the  hatids  of  President 
Bogle.  It  is  .said  to  show  a  discrep- 
ancy of  .several  thousand  dollars  in 
stocks,   bonds   and   mortgages. 

"No  intimation  will  r>e  given  of  the 
nature  of  the  report  until  it  is  read  at  a 
meeting  of  the  society  to  be  called  by 
Mr.  Bogle."  said  David  R.  Forgan,  a 
member  of  the  committee.  Others  of 
the  committee,  including  John  J.  Bade- 
noch  and  John  R.  Stirling,  also  wore 
reticent.

New  York,  Feb.  24,— The  city  folk 
who  in  the  summer  take  to  the  seashore 
or  cottage  life  are  beginning  to  select 
their  locations  for  next  season.  That 
is,  they  are  doing  so  if  they  are  wise 
and  up  to  what  constitutes  safe  prac- 
tice in  this  matter.  A  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  many  thousands  who 
do  the  cottage  trick  In  summer  own 
the  summer  residence.  New  Yorkers 
are  so  fond  of  something  new  that 
many  of  them  never  think  of  living 
for  two  consecutive  seasons  in  the 
same  place,  and  that  makes  Impracti- 
cable the  owning  of  the  summer  place, 
if  its  dwelling  be  but  little  more  than  u 
shack.  Those  who  are  content  to  speni 
the  heated  term  In  the  same  place  year 
after  year  either  own  property  there 
or  hire  well  In  advance  of  actual  oc- 
cupancy, commonly  engaging  a  cottage 
late  in  one  season  for  the  next  year. 
So  the  rovers,  who  easily  are  a  ma- 
jority of  all  who  hire  such  places,  must 
begin  their  search  early  in  the  winter 
or  be  restricted  in  their  choice,  par- 
ticularly in  places  having  stylish  vogue, 
and  these  are  the  only  ones  many  of 
the  rovers  would  care  to  visit  at  all. 
DID  A  GOOD  BUSINESS. 
So  here.  In  the  height  of  an  extremely 
cold  winter,  owners  of  country  shacks 
are  offering  them  for  rent,  and  on  cold 
and  windy  days  receiving  visits  from 
city  prospectors.  One  of  these  owners 
has  Just  turned  down  an  applicant 
who  had  him  guessing  for  a  brief  time. 
The  owner  has  been  singularly  suc- 
cessful in  the  shore  cottage  line.  Kasy 
life  in  the  heart  of  the  city  had  cost 
him  all  of  one  sizeable  inheritance,  and 
when  he  came  in  for  a  second  handsome 
bequest  he  set  about  taking  up  some 
occupation,  to  the  end  that  he  should 
not  have  so  much  time  for  expensive 
mischief.  A  stretch  of  sandy  acreage 
on  the  Connecticut  shore  of  Long  Is- 
land Sound  attracted  him,  and  he  pur- 
chased a  large  plot  of  It.  This  he  cut 
up  into  smaller  plots  and  went  In  to 
dispose  of  it  on  the  land  boomer's 
plan. 

He  had  small  experience  at  this  line 
of  business,  but  prospered  mightily. 
The  restrictions  of  places  like  Asbury 
Park  were  enforced  in  his  tiny  settle- 
ment, whoge  first  dozen  cottages  he 
built  himself,  but  there  was  no  eccen- 
tricity about  his  negotiations,  merely 
careful  planning  to  make  at  least  a 
good  show  of  trying  to  be  thoroughly 
respectable.  From  the  beginning  he 
would  not  show  property  on  Sundays, 
when  even  the  convej-ance  he  provlaed 
to  take  his  tenants  to  and  from  the 
railroad  depot  two  miles  away  was 
out  of  commission. 

THEY  HIRED  PRIVATE  RIGS. 
In  several  like  ways  he  hinted  of 
his  own  admiration  of  steady  habits, 
and  the  scheme  seemed  to  work  Im- 
mensely. On  Sundays  his  cottagers 
hired  private  rigs  to  fetch  and  carry 
their  company  from  the  city  and  cred- 
ited him  with  being  a  man  of  splendid 
principles.  A  great  deal  was  said  ft 
the  latter,  especially  by  the  women 
of  his  community,  and  It  proved  so 
valuable  as  advertising  that  his  set- 
tlement increased  much  in  size  and 
value,  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  renting  his  properties. 

Last  fall  he  completed  a  half  dozen 
houses,  about  the  last  he  can  place 
on  his  entire  acreage  without  en- 
croaching upon  the  grounds  of  struc- 
tures already  erected.  Half  of  these 
were  rented  for  the  season  of  1904  while- 
in  the  rough  board  stage  of  construc- 
tion. The  others,  with  several  of  the 
older  ones,  are  all  he  has  to  offer  for 
the  coming  sunmmer.  Already  he  has 
circularized  them  to  his  tenants  for 
the  others,  suggesting  that  they  secure 
some  completely  respectable  friend  as 
an  addition  to  "our"  community.  The 
owner  is  confident  that  this  will  oe 
all  the  prospecting  that  It  will  be 
necessary  for  him  to  do,  but  still  has 
at  least  one  unengaged  cottage. 
TWO  WOMEN  APPLIED. 
It  was  applied  for  this  week  by  two 
women  who  were  desirous  of  engaging 
It  on  the  spot.  They  were  ail  right  of 
appearance,  one  distinctly  more  natty 
and  stylish  than  the  other,  but  both  so 
dressed  as  to  suggest  reasonable  pros- 
perity. The  former  was  a  widow,  the 
other  the  wife  of  a  man  who  would  hf. 
the  responsible  party.  Y'et  the  widow 
wanted  the  lease  in  her  name  because, 
as  she  explained,  she  was  to  be  the 
business  head  of  the  household,  since 
the  others  were  to  board  with  her,  as 
they  did  at  present.  The  widow  did 
pretty  much  all  the  talking  for  her  side 
of  the  business  and  quite  overshadowed 
the  other  woman.  It  was  not  until  the 
parley  had  gone  nearly  Its  course  that 
the  latter's  name  made  an  impression 
on  the  owner.  It  was  an  unusual  one, 
and  a  word  of  Inquiry  identified  the 
husband  to  the  owner  as  a  chap  of 
reasonably  ample  means,  but  with  a 
reputation  for  the  most  reckless  dis- 
regard for  appearance. 

This  developed  Just  as  the  widow  was 
about  to  hand  over  a  small  deposit  to 
bind  her  bargain,  and  this  in  the  usual 
course  the  owner  would  have  accepted, 
with  a  clause  in  his  printed  receipt 
that  gave  him  the  right  to  refund  the 
cash  and  renig  on  the  agreement  if 
the  references  didn't  prove  satisfac- 
tory.

They 
are  men — Broadway  loungers  in  good 
part,    to   whom   the  theater   is   an   old 


story— and  who  couldn't  be  prevailed 
upon  for  purposes  of  their  own  amuse- 
ment to  sit  through  an  entire  play.  But 
they  will  look  in  to  see  a  scene  of  novel 
flavor,  or  in  unusual  case  will  come  to 
view  an  entire  act.  This  is  their  limit 
as  to  the  drama  ijroper.  In  musical 
shows  It  Is  a  single  number  that  at- 
tracts them,  or  in  the  folly  show  it  Is 
likely  as  not  a  dance  or  some  lively 
specialty.  In  vaudeville  performances 
of  the  various  grades,  too,  it  is  the 
single  number  of  which  some  acquaint- 
ance has  spoken  highly  that  brings 
these  bored  amuserr,  ent  seekers  out,  and 
in.  the  latter  shows  they  will  do  a  deal 
of  investigating  when  necessary  In  or- 
der to  learn  so  nearly  as  possible  the 
time  the  one  special  item  of  the  pro- 
gram Is  to  be  setn.  Thus  they  can 
avoid  seeing  and  2nauring  the  time- 
worn  specialties  that  followers  of  vau- 
deville Indorse  with  entire  cordiality. 
THE   ATTRACTION. 

In  all  grades  of  shows,  too,  it  some- 
times happens  thst  the  especial  at- 
traction Is  one  of  the  players,  one  of 
the  gentle  sex  always,  one  who  is  new 
as  a  stage  beauty,  or  new  in  some  ac- 
quaintance's friendship.  Significant  of 
the  interest  of  thes?  men  was  ilie  con- 
versation I  heard  in  a  cafe  i-ecently,  in 
which  one  well-groomed  rounder  was 
describing  a  new  stage  beauty  v/ith 
thinking  pa^rt  to  a  fellow.  His  descrip- 
tion, his  urging  of  lis  friend  to  see  the 
girl  in  the  piece  ard  his  directions  for 
doing  this  without  seeing  the  rest  of 
the  show,  which  was  "sim-ply  rot- ten,  ' 
filed  ten  mlnutes<  She  was  a  blooming 
peach  and  all  the  rest,  and  was  at  her 
very  best  In  pink  at  10:15,  th ;  right 
side  of  the  house  being  the  best  quarter 
from  which  to  take  her  in.  The  listener 
attended  to  all  this,  and  though  his  air 
was  bored  the  while,  I  have  little  doubt 
that  he  kept  his  promise  to  see  the 
woman,  despite  thu  warning  that  the 
specialty  and  music  following  her  show- 
ing jn  pink  was  "ai -ro-cious!" 

Now,  these  bored  experts  do  not  buy 
seats,  or  at  least  do  not  occupy  them. 
They  purchase  admission  and  stand 
about  the  back  of  the  orchestra  chairs, 
free  to  go  immediately  the  bit  they 
came  for  is  over.  Most  of  them  unques- 
tionably could  afford  the  pricf:  of  a 
downstairs  seat,  hi.?h  as  current  rates 
are,  but  If  the  show  is  a  successful  one, 
no  good  seat  is  to  be  had  at  the  time 
these  rovers  appear,  and  to  buy  in  ad- 
vance is  cut  of  the  qu<^stion  with  them. 
Now,  the  number  cf  standees  is  being 
limited  to  keep  tl  e  aisles  and  exits 
clear,  and  these  \isltors  are  finding, 
witli  the  few  favored  show.'*,  that  at 
their  chosen  hours  even  admission  is 
not  to  be  had.  The  class  is  numerous, 
and  most  of  the  Broadway  houses  are 
alive  to  its  patronage,  which  Is  con- 
sidered to  be  all  grift,  since  It  may  be 
in  addition  to  an  already  full  hou.ie. 
So  a  way  to  relieve  its  ditflculties  will 
likely  be  found  soon  in  some  relaxation 
of  the  rules, 

THE    CHAIN    OF    STORliS. 

According  to  many  Jobbing  houses 
the  chain-of-stores  Idea  is  being  over- 
done. Maybe  that  belief  is  promoted 
by  self-interest,  but  certainly  this  form 
of  combination  is  ')eing  much  worko  1 
by  those  who  can  pick  reliable  assist 
ants,  or  who  think  they  can,  and  who 
then  can  keep  these  employes  hard  at 
It  without  constant  oversight  of  thein. 
One  of  these  chain  directors  has  be- 
gun to  have  his  dcubts.  He  long  has 
conducted  a  drug  store  in  the  Tender- 
loin, two  years  a§o  he  acquired  an- 
other, last  year  h?  took  on  a  third, 
and  now  he  maintains  a  sharp  watch 
for  desirable  locations  for  others.  But 
his  second  store  recently  has  been  the 
scene  of  difficulties  It  was  in  charge 
of  a  clerk  who  had  served  satisfactor- 
ily for  a  period  ol'  trial  at  the  main 
store,  and  of  a  woiran  cashier  who  also 
had  passed  successfully  through  a  test 
at  headquarters.  The  clerk  was  an  in- 
significant youth,  small,  with  an  Imma- 
ture reddish  beard  and  with  a  tiny, 
piping  voice.  But  he  understood  his 
calling,  and  because  of  the  delicienoes 
of  his  make-up  wasn't  exacting  in  the 
matter  of  wages.  His  employer  was 
a  believer  in  cheap  help,  so  this  youth 
soon  had  charge  of  the  second  store. 
With  him  went  the  cashier,  a  young 
woman  who  had  attended  strictly  to 
business,  and  who  had  displayed  no 
more  alarming  tendency  than  a  lively 
scense  of  humor  thst  made  her  friendly 
with  ail  the  clerks  and  many  of  the 
customers. 

FLEA    PUT    ]N    HIS    EAR. 

Soon  after  she  w;is  sent  to  the  other 
store  with  the  veally  clerk,  their  em- 
ployer began  to  suspect  that  th<;  youth 
was  enamored  of  tlie  girl.  She  seemed 
quite  indifferent  to  him.  and  the  crafty 
employer  wasn't  sure  but  that  the  sit- 
uation was  a  good  one  for  his  Inter- 
ests. No  sign  of  trouble  appeared,  but 
one  day  three  months  ago  a  small-fry 
drummer  put  a  flei  in  the  employer's 
ear.  The  informan:  was  that  grade  of 
city  salesmen  who  visits  his  customeis 
at  very  short  intervals  and  is  pleased 
over  small  orders. 

•'That  clerk  need?  looking  after,  take 
my  word  for  it,"  warned  thi  worthy  sud 
more  than  that  he  would  not  say,  de- 
spite much  urging  from  the  emplojer. 
In  the  end  he  was  .-ailed  a  whelp,  witn 
something  else  in  Iront  of  it.  and  dij- 
mi.^sed  with  a  re  luest  not  to  show 
his  head  thereabou  s  again.  This  may 
bear  a  moral  for  city  salesmen;  its 
sure  effect  on  the  employer  was  to 
make  him  watchfu  ,  but  he  discovered 
no  fault,  and  he  wfs  about  to  make  up 
his  mind  that  the  salesman  was  in- 
venting when  a  physician  of  the  otlier 
stores  neighborhool  warned  him  that 
the  impeached  clerk  wasn't  always 
himself. 

The  employer  wa;j  astonished.  "That 
little  runt  lush,"  lie  ejaculated,  and 
immediately  went  running  for  the  of- 
fender. The  emplojer  had  unconsciou.'^- 
ly  fallen  into  the  habit  of  a  regular 
daily  visit  to  the  shop,  the  increased 
volume  of  his  detail  work  making  In- 
evitable the  tempta.ion  to  work  in  ruts.

During  the  interview  the  employer 
had  kept  the  cashier  In  the  corner  -^f 
his  eye,  and,  now  that  he  could  ob- 
serve her  more  closely,  he  saw  that 
she  was.  as  she  had  previously  ap- 
peared to  be,  hav  ng  a  hard  lime  to 
restrain  her  amusmient  at  the  .scene 
before  her.  She  sobered  down  some- 
what as  the  employer  demanded  to 
know  how  long  this  had  been  going  on, 
why  he  had  not  b»en  Informed  of  his 
clerk's  indiscretion,  and  all  the  rest:

ORIENTAL  NAMES. 


A  Key  to  Their  Pronunciation 
From  a  Prominent  Jap. 

The  following  key  to  the  pronouncia- 
tion  of  Japane.^e,  Chinese  and  Korean 
geographical  names  was  prepared  by 
Hajlme  Ota,  the  Japanese  World's  fair 
commissioner:  Japanese  geographical 
names  are  pronounced  by  .Japanese 
with  little  accent,  as  a  nile.  The  vowels 
are  spoken  broadly — "a"  as  "ah,"  "e" 
as  long  "e,"  "i"  as  short  "e,"  "o"  gen- 
erally as  "o,"  but  sometimes  as  "aw," 
and  "u"  as  "oo." 

There  Is  little  slurring  of  syllables; 
the  divisions  are  distinct,  and  as  a  rule 
both  the  final  letter  of  a  syllable  and 
the  first  letter  of  the  following  one  re- 
tain their  distinct  pronounciation. 

This  leads  Americans  frequently  to 
supix)se  that  another  sound  has  been 
introduced  between  the  syllables.  Take 
the  name  "Tokio."  It  is  pronounced 
"To-kyio"— the  "o"  in  the  first  syllable 
and  the  "k"  In  the  second  being  given 
such  individual  pronounciation  that 
when  spoken  rapidly  it  sounds  to  the 
unaccustomed  ear  much  like  the  "Toa- 
kyoh." 

"F"'  Is  not  spoken  distinctly  when  it 
begins  the  first  syllable,  and  is  followed 
by  "u,  '  as  In  Fukuoka.  This  word  Is 
pronounced  "Foo-kwoo-kah,"  the  souna 
being  much  as  though  It  were  "fKwoo- 
o-kah." 

Here  are  some  of  the  Japanese  names 
most  frequently  met  with  in  the  war 
news: 

Tokio— Toa-kyoh. 

Nagasriki — Nah-giUi-sah-kee. 

Hakodate — Hak-ko-dah-teh. 

Kagoshima— Kah-go-she-mah,  a  slight 
accent  on  last  syllable. 

Shimonoseki— She-mon-o-say-kee. 

Fukuoko — fKwoo-o-icah. 

Sasebo — Sah-sav-bo. 

Hiroshima — sHe-ro-she-malx.  (Th9 

affix,  "shima,"  frequently  found  in  Jap- 
anese names  signifies  "island."  Thus, 
"sHc-ro-island.") 

Tokushima— To-koo-she-mah,  "to"  aa 

"tow"  in  "towboat." 

Takr.oka— Tah-kah-oh-ka. 

Nanao — Nah-nah-oh, 

Tsuruga — Tsoo-roo-gah. 

Nugata  —  Nzhe-zhe— gah-tah,  tho 

double  "i"  taking  the  sound  of  "zhe- 
zhe.  '  The  word  has  a  slight  accent  on 
the  thlid  syllable. 

Fukuyama— Fkvah-mah;  slight  ac- 
cent on  the  first  syllable, 

Sakata— Sah-kah-tah. 

Ishikari— Eesh-e-kah-rey  (a  bay). 

O.saka— Oh-sah-kah. 
,  Shikoku— 3he-ko-koo. 

Kiushu— Kyu-shoo,  the  first  "u  '  given 
its  full  sound. 

In  many  respects  Korean  and  Chinese 
names  are  iironounced  after  the  same 
rules  as  Japanese,  although  many  have 
a  decided  accent  on  the  final  syllable. 
Among  them  are: 

Y'aiu— Yah-loo,  river  dividing  Korea 
and  Manchuria. 

Chemulpo— Chee-mweel-po,      accented 

on  the  second  syllable. 
Masampo— Mah-sahm-po,     accent    on 

second  syllable. 

Mokpo— Mok-po,  accent  on  first  syl- 
lable, the  "k"  being  sounded  much  Hluu 
the  "ch"  in  the  German  "ach."

here  among  speculators  is  that  the  future 
of  wheat  uepends  now  on  the  war  devel- 
opments. There  is  the  impression  that 
the  market  has  had  ail  the  advance  it  is 
likely  to  have  on  the  home  ;-ituation.  Any 
spreading  of  the  conflict  nc>w  under  way 
between  Russia  and  Japan  would,  it  is 
quite  generally  agreed,  mean  a  new  buy- 
ing excitement  and  much  higher  prices. 
In  cass  the  war  is  kept  within  its  present 
limits,  there  is  the  feeling  Uiat  prices  will 
halt  or  possibly  react  back. 

Wheat  has  had  an  advance  from  the 
low  price.-  in  November  of  24c  to  31c.  the 
May  selling  from  7(;c  on  Nov.  17  to  $1.07 
on  Saturday,  and  the  July  from  73c  in 
November  to  %'^c  Saturday.  The  war 
excitement  found  the  wheat  markets  in 
this  country  already  under  the  bull  in- 
centive of  small  stocks,  of  an  oversold 
condition  and  of  a  remarliable  flour  de- 
mand. The  war  motive  at  the  heels  of  the 
domestic  help  carried  price.s  up  very  rap- 
idly. About  half  the  wheat  advance  In 
the  last  three  months  has  been  on  the 
conditions  which  existed  before  the  war, 
and  at  least  lOc  of  the  rally  has  been  on 
the  war  excitement. 

From  this  forward  it  looks  as  if  the 
market  would  depend  almost  entirely  up- 
on the  war  developments.  If  there  should 
be  an  outbreak  in  the  Balkans  or  if  other 
nations  should  be  drawn  Into  the  contest 
between  Russia  and  Japan,  higher  prices 
Would  certainly  follow.  If  the  war  in- 
volves no  other  power  there  is  not  much 
likelihood  that  the  price  will  be  much 
further   affected. 

While  the  war  lasts  there  will  be  the 
continual  danger  of  new  troubles.  The 
shipping  incidents  already  show  how 
frequent  the  reports  of  invasion  of  the 
rights  of  other  nations  will  be.  It  is 
evidently  to  be  a  long  period  of  uncer- 
tainty. There  will  be  every  opportunity 
for  alarms.  The  war  promises  to  be  a 
long  one.  While  it  lasts  there  is  no  pros- 
pect of  the  ordinary  market.  The  spec- 
ulator can  only  expect  wide  fluctuations. 
An  Antwerp  grain  house,  in  discussing 
the  effect  of  the  war  on  Ru.ssian  grain 
shipments,  says:  "We  rather  think  Kus- 
FAiin  grain  exports  will  increase,  as  the 
banks  will  withdraw  the  advances  given 
on  stocks  in  seaports  and  in  the  Interior. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  war  would  not 
mean  an  increase  in  the  consumption  In 
Russia,  as  the  soldiers  who  are  not  in 
Asia  must  be  fed  in  time  of  peace,  too. 
Furthermore,  the  Rusian  army  will  find 
along  the  Trans-Siberian  railway  more 
than  sufficient  cereals  for  their  wants. 
\ou  must  bear  in  mind  that  in  Siberia 
more  grain  every  year  Is  thrown  away  or 
becomes  decayed  than  it  would  take  to 
feed  an  army  of  2.00',M'00  soldiers  dui  ing 
one    year.

— The  British  foreign  office  has  received  an 
official  dispatch  saying  that  not  one  of  the  Japanese  torpedo  boats  was  injured 
in  the  attack  on  Port  Arthur  of  Wednesday,  Feb.  24. 

Port  Arthur,  Feb.  25. — At  about  i  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  the  Japanese 
made  a  desperate  attempt  to  block  the  entrance  of  the  inner  harbor  and  dock. 
With  this  object,  four  merchant  steamers,  accompanied  by  torpedo  vessels, 
were  sent  from,  two  sides  towards  the  entrance  of  the  channel.  The  movement 
was  perceived  by  the  Retvizan,  which  was  lying  in  the  c'nannel  and  which 
opened  fire  at  once.  At  the  same  time  the  guns  of  the  forts  on  the  Tiger  pen- 
insula. Golden  hill  and  Electric  cliff  were  turned  upon  the  enemy,  and  furious 
cannonading  ensued,  lasting  until  5  in  the  morning.  Then  the  fight  slackened  and 
became  desultory.

The  plant  dioon  is  described  as  "an 
exceedingly  rare  genus  of  cycads."

Paris,  Feb.  25. — Additional  details  of  the  Japanese  attempt  to  close  the 
entrance  of  the  harbor  of  Port  Art'nur  have  been  received  from  most  authori- 
tative quarters.  These  say  the  Japiinese  sent  five  or  six  transport  hulks,  con- 
voyed by  torpedo  boats  to  Port  Arthur,  with  the  evident  purpose  of  sinking 
the  hulks  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbor.  The  battleship  Retvizeji  discovered 
their  approach  and  her  fire  on  them  was  strongly  seconded  by  that  of  the 
shore  batteries  north  of  Port  Arthur.  The  report  adds  that  two  Japanese  ships 
were  wrecked  and  lie  in  Tiger  bay,  that  along  the  shore  another  Japanese  ship 
was  burning,  and  that  a  fourth  lies  wrecked  on  the  shore  outside  Tiger  bay. 
It  is  believed  that  these  wrecks  are  not  warships,  but  hulks,  designed  to  be 
sunk  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbor.  The  wrecks  are  said  to  be  at  considerable 
distances  from  the  harbor  entrance,  which  remains  open. 

This  report  gives  no  information  concerning  the  Japanese  fleet  which  is 
said  to  have  supported  the  operations  against  Port  Arthur.

Scientific  Explanation 

That  Explains. 


The  break  In  the  Ea^st  Second  street 
water  main,  at  Uie  Intorsection  with 
Second  avenue  east,  was  repairtd  yester- 
day afternoon,  r.y  1  o'clock  the  people 
tn  that  district  who  had  been  cut  off 
from  city  water  supply  since  Sunday 
evunlng,  were  getting  water  as  heretofore. 
The  repair  has  been  accomphsh^d  by 
removing  an  entire  section  of  the  broken 
Iron  pipe  and  putting  in  a  new  secliou, 
twelve  feet  in  length. 

One  of  the  rt;niijxlvable  features  of  the 
accident  is  that  the  break  vva.--  not  cau.sed. 
as  is  generally  supi»sed.  by  tlie  frost. 
There  was  no  frost  in  the  ground  for  a 
distance  of  two  feet  above  the  water 
main. 

The  btvak  Is  simply  an  illustration  o.. 
the  phenomena  explained  by  the  prin- 
ciples of  physics,  for  when  the  break  wds 
opened,  and  the  broken  piece  of  pipe,  a 
curved  section  two  fr^et  long  and  eleven 
Inches  acrosr*.  was  taken  out.  It  was 
found  that  tiie  pipe  had  not  been  subject 
to  the  action  of  frost,  to  electrolysis,  nor 
were  there  any  Haws  or  Indications  of 
faulty  construction. 

The  break  wa.s  a  clean  one  and  indicat'?d 
the  presence  of  a  tremendous   pressure. 

This  breaking  of  water  pipes  under  si- 
milar circumstances  has  been  a  subject  of 
a  gri.-at  deal  of  discussion  by  the  water- 
works experts  from  all  over  the  country, 
and  the  question  Invariably  bobs  up  at 
the  annual  convention  of  the  managers 
of  the  water  plants  in  this  country. 

Two  veaiH  ago.  at  the  national  conven- 
tion of  managers.  L.  N.  Case,  of  this 
city,  after  an  exhaustive,  scientific  re- 
search, read  a  paper  on  this  subject  that 
was  received  with  much  favorable  com- 
ment. 

Jlr.  Case  explained  that  the  mysterious 
breakages  were  due  to  the  principles  of 
phvsics.  All  finite  objects-  are  made  up 
of  molecules  and  the  molecules  are  com- 
prised of  atoms,  invisible  to  the  eye,  the 
smallest  subdivision  of  matter  known  la 
natural    philosophy. 

When  metals  are  In  a  molten  state 
the  molecules  are  less  closely  held  to- 
gether by  capillary  attraction,  but  as 
the  metal  cools  they  arrange  themselves 
In  the  proper  order.  If  conditions  exist 
that  prevent  the  molecular  arrangement 
from  taking  part  evenly  in  the  body, 
there  will  be  a  tension  or  strain  at  the 
point  where  molecular  arrangement  was 
not  completed,  and  in  metals  this  will 
be   the    weak   point. 

In  the  matter  of  water  mains,  after 
thi^y  are  placed,  there  is  likely  to  be 
piping  where  such  tension  of  m.decules 
exists.  Perhaps  the  pine  is  laid  so  that 
there  >s  another  strain,  because  it  is 
not  properlv  rested  or  braced.  The  water 
rushing  through  l!ie  pipe  produces  vi- 
brations which  act  much  as  a  hammer 
pounding  the  metal.  These  vibrations  are 
called  -rams."  Hesldes  all  these  other 
strains  and  tensions,  there  is  tlie  water 
pre:;sure  which  varies  from  a  few  pounds 
to  over  luO  pounds  to  the  sQuare  inch.

This  dlsarrartgetuent  of  the  originaJ 
scheme  was  looked  upon  as  a  disfigure- 
ment at  the  tfme,  but  the  seu'iel  has 
shown  that  the  reiadjustment  has  re- 
sulted in  the  World's  Fair  grounds 
being  completed  on:  a  scheme  of  grand- 
eur not  even /thought  of  during  the 
months  when  archlte<'t9  and  landscape 
gardeners  were  in  daily  consupltatlon, 
and  the  early  disptite  over  the  tract  of 
land— since  an^icaJ^ly  adjusted  to  the 
glory  of  the  Pikt^— proved  a  blessing 
in  disguise. 

For  agriculture,  rising  in  her  might 
on  a  western  hlU,  is  Ute  center  of  a 
second  picture  that  rivals  in  beauty 
the  first  with  its  .setting  of  ten  main 
buildings.  In  the  first  picture,  water, 
leaping  from  tliree  cascades  and  sur- 
rounded in  p-art  by  the  colonnades  and 
festival  hall,  is  the  central  gem,  where- 
as in  the  second,  acres  of  flowers  ripple 
under  the  breeze-^a  lagoon  of  glowing, 
growing  color  that  in  beauty  rivals  the 
lagoon  of  crystal  water  into  which  the 
cataracts  ])lunge.

Think  of  fifty  acres  devoted  to  the 
grov/th  of  seeds  and  bulbs,  fifty  aciva 
with  things  of  beauty  springing  from 
the  soil.  Never,  In  the  history  of 
exposition  making  was  soich  an  oppor- 
tunity offered,  until,  by  chance,  the 
ground  plan  of  this  greatest  of  all 
fairs  was  altered. 

First,  the  slave8,-tp  the  lamp  of  Flora 
wooed  the  rose.  Aim  itn  the  spring  of 
10o3  fifty  thousand  of  these  plants  were 
placed  in  the  grouiui  where  they  were 
carefully  watched  4uring  the  .summer 
and  fall  and  as  carefully  tucked  away 
to  sleep  under  beds  of  straw  when 
winter's  blasts  swept  down  from  the 
ru>rth.  This  earner  they  will  be  moat 
prolific  and  their  bloom  will  cover  six 
acres.  Europe  gave  the  idea  of  the 
formal  bedding  for  this  rose  garden, 
the  borders  being  similar  to  those. seen 
in  England  and  France. 

It  Is  but  a  s.tep  from  this  region, 
which  h;xs  fragrance  and  flowers  of  the 
northern  clime,  into  the  tropics— 
around  a  comer  in'  fact,  to  the  space 
which  extends  south  of  the  agricul- 
ture palace,  between  that  and  the  pal- 
ace of  horticulture.  Here.  In  water 
that  during  the  early  spring  months 
la  heated  by  coils  of'  steam  pipes,  are 
to  be  found  lilies  of  the  upper  Amazon 
and  the  lotus  of  the  Nile,  their  lux- 
uriant blooms  coaxed  into  early  grow- 
ing by  the  articficial  heat  beneath. 
Rusitic  bridges  span  the  ponds  and 
ai'ound  the  gxiarded  woodwork  creep 
vliies  that  once  lived  in  the  Jungle. 

West  of  agricultrue,  between  that 
structure  and  the  Philippine  village, 
are  two  acres  of  land  devoted  to  noth- 
ing but  what  grows  In  the  city  of  St. 
Louis  and  St.  Louis  county.  During 
the  sum.er  of  1903  several  squads  of 
men,  engaged  by  the  agricultural  de- 
partment of  the  exposition  explored 
the  woods  and  fields  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  exposition  site  and  wagon  load 
after  wagon  load  of  things  that  grow 
—weeds  and  domestic  garden  flowers — 
were    transplanted    into   this   section. 

"We  are  going  to  show  wliat  a  beau- 
tiful display  can  be  made  with  some 
of  the  plants  which  are  termed  weeds,' 
said  Mr.  Taylor,  "and  wo  believe  the 
nomenclature  will  then  be  changed  to 
that  of  wild   flowers." 

Yet  this  is  no  tame  show,  the  floral 
exhibit  of  St.  Louis  city  and  county. 

"No   section    of   land    of   similar   size 
in   the   United   States   contains   such    a 
variety    of    plant    life,"    recently    said 
William   Vincent   Byars,   who   is  recog- 
nized   as    an    authority    on    botany    as 
well  as   a   literati.     And   he  added:      "I  j 
have    found    flowers    Indigenous    to    Si- 
beria in  the  fields;   they  probably  were 
wafted    on    a    high    northwest    wind    Lo  1 
this   zone,   and   I   have   also   discovered  1 
vegetable  life  that  started  in  the  trop-  I 
Ics.     One  pretty. litl^  creeper  that  only  I 
came    Into    this    country    a    year    ago,  i 
v.'as   first   dlscof^ered   in   Texas.     It  has  i 
followed  the  line  ofUhe  Mi.ssourl.  Kan- ' 
sas    and    Texas      railroad,        advancing 
slowly   year  after  year,   until   it    has  ^t 
last  reached   here,  to  add   beauty  spots 
wherever  It  ha&  taken  root."

The  story  of  the  alleged  downfall  of 
Columbus  is  full  of  sensations.  He  wa,« 
not  content  to  steal  from  merchants, 
like  an  ordinary  thief,  according  to  the 
claim  of  the  police  department,  but 
chose  as  his  victim  the  head  of  the 
county  Jail,  where  he  had  been  a  guest 
for  sixty  days. 

A  little  over  two  months  ago  Colum- 
bus was  locked  up  by  the  police  on  the 
charge  of  vagrancy  and  given  sixty 
daye  in  the  county  Jail  by  Judge  Wui- 
Com.  His  sentence  was  completed  a 
week  ago  yesterday  and  he  was  re- 
leased .'ibout  noon. 

Early  the  following  morning,  accc>id- 
ing  to  the  story  of  one  of  the  prisoners 
at  the  jail,  who  claims  to  have  wit- 
nessed the  act.  he  returned  to  his  for- 
mer home  and  entered  the  sheriff's 
residence  before  the  family  was  awake 
He  Investigated  and  discovered  a  new 
overcoat  belonging  to  the  sheriff,  which 
was  hanging  In  the  hall.  He  appro- 
I'riated  this,  and  before  he  could  com- 
plete his  Investigations  was  distuibed 
by  some  one  approaching.  He  leaped 
out  the  parlor  window,  fearing  that  no 
would  be  seen  if  he  left  by  any  other 
means  of  egress,  and  made  his  escape. 

The  theft  was  discovered,  and  one  of 
the  prisoners  in  the  jail  claims  to 
have  seen  Williams  making  off  with 
the  coat. 

The  police  have  been  searching  all  the 
lodging  houses  and  other  likely  places 
in  the  <ity  for  the  past  week,  but  until 
last  evening  their  search  was  unsuc- 
cessful. It  had  been  reported  that 
Wiliiams  had  gone  to  Fargo,  and  the 
I'Olice  notified  the  Fargo  authorities. 
Last  evening,  however.  Lieut.  Briggs 
located  him  in  West  Duluth.  and  with 
the  assistance  of  Patrolman  Anderson 
placed  him  under  arrest.  He  was 
bi ought  to  headquarters  this  morning 
and  will  be  arraigned 
court  this  afternoon  on 
j)etty    larceny. 

The  sheriff's  residence  is  a  favorite 
with  thieves.  This  is  the  second  time 
that  it  has  been  visited.  During  the 
time  William  Sargent  was  sheriff  a 
thief  visited  the  house  and  made  his 
escape  with  a  large  amount  of  silver- 
ware. 

Williams  is  an  old  offender  and  has 
served  several  terms  for  vagrancy.  He 
makes  a  living  by  selling  •red-hots" 
along  the  Bowery  at  night. 


Enters  Houses  Through 

Sewers— One  Family's 

Narrow  Escape. 


The  water  and  light  department  has 
discovered  the  source  of  the  gas  leakage 
in  the  Tenth  avenue  east  district,  which 
has  been  causing  more  or  less  trouble  in 
homes   in   that   vicinity  for  a  week   past. 

The  gas  main  crosses  the  sewer  at 
Fifth  avenue  ecu"=t,  and  the  alley  be- 
tween Third  and  Fourth  streets,  and  it 
is  known  that  the  gas  is  leaking  into  the 
sewer  at  this  point.  Just  what  the  condi- 
tion of  the  break  is  has  not  yet  been  de- 
termined, but  it  is  expected  that  the 
ground  about  the  sewer  or  the  sewer  wall 
hag  caved  in  causing  the  gas  main  to  set- 
tle Tiiid  break. 

The  complaints  at  the  city  water  and 
light  department,  of  the  presence  of  gas 
in  the  homes,  came  first  from  Tenth  ave- 
iue  East.  Gas  was  discovered  in  some 
houses  that  did  not  have  gas  connections 
Indicating  defective  plumljing,  for  no 
sanitary  appliances  properly  put  In  will 
permit  the  escape  of  gas  from  sewer 
pipe. 

Yesterday  a  crew  of  men  traced  the  gas 
leakage  from  Tenth  avenue  east  clear 
back  to  Fifth  avenue  east,  and  when  the 
manhole  was  taken  off  the  sewer  at  that 
point  the  gas  poured  out  in  great  volume. 
The  manliole  was  left  off  for  the  reason 
that  It  will  relieve  the  gas  congestion 
In  the  sewer  and  relieve  the  situation  in 
the   homes   already   affected. 

The  sewer  leakage  and  the  broken 
water  main.  Manager  Case  of  the  water 
and  light  department  says,  are  due  to 
bad  conditions  that  existed  before  the 
city  acquired  the  plants.  He  says  the 
cilv  is  overcoming  tlnsse  conditions  as 
fas"t  as  they  turn  up  and  in  its  own  new 
construction  ia  taking  pains  to  provide 
Against   such   trouble   in   the   future. 

As  an  effect  of  the  gas  leakage  for 
thrae  davs  and  three  nights  tne  iioufeo 
occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chris  Schaf, 
at  631  East  Third  strejjt,  has  been  un- 
inhabitable on  account  of  the  stiong  odor 
of  gas  which  pervades  it. 

"We  were  awakened  Sunday  night  by 
the  odor  of  gas."  said  Mr.  Schaf  tiiis 
morning  in  speaking  of  the  matter.  "My 
wife  awoke  about  l:3u  o'clock  complain- 
ing of  a  bad  headache  and  a  feeling  of 
nausea.  I  noticed  a  strong  smell  of  gas 
In  the  room  and  got  up  to  inve&llgate. 
As  soon  as  I  arose  to  my  feet  I  became 
suddenly  ill.  When  my  wife  got  up  she 
was  taken  ill  In  the  same  manner.  We 
hurried  to  arouse  the  children,  who  wore 
sleeping  in  an  adjacent  room.  We  liad 
difficulty  in  awakening  them  and  tney 
also   became   sick   when    they   arose. 

"We  all  dressed  as  hurriefily  as  wa 
could  and  got  out  of  the  house.  We 
opened  the  doors  and  windt'ws  to  air  the 
liouse,  but  the  odor  did  not  appear  to  be- 
come anv  less  and  we  ttnaily  had  to  go 
to  our  neighbors  for  the  night,  as  we 
dare  not  return  to  our  rooms  to  sleep. 

"The  odor  Is  still  strong  about  tne  house, 
although  I  believe  the  men  are  at  work 
todav    repairing    the   leak. 

"Mrs.  Schaf  is  still  ill  from  the  effects 
of  the  gas,  but  she  is  growing  better  and 
will  be  all  right  in  a  day  or  two.  I  think. 
I  felt  no  after  effects  be>ond  a  slight  ill- 
ness the  following  day. 

"We  have  been  compelled  to  find  rome 
other  place  to  sleep  In  tiie  meanwJille, 
however,  and  dare  not  go  back  to  the 
itoase  to  pass  the  night  until  the  odor  is 
all  gone  and  the  leak  has  been  repaired."

The  agitation  of  the  abolition  of  ver- 
tical writing  in  the  schools  of  Duluth 
Will  come  before  the  school  board  at 
its  next  meeting,  in  all  probability.  In 
The  Herald  of  Monday  the  fact  that 
petitions  are  being  circulated  asking  the 
board  to  cut  the  system  out  of  the  Du- 
luth schools  was  reported. 

Miss  Lucy  E.  Keller,  who  has  charge 
of  the  teaching  of  writing  in  the  schools 
and  is  the  vertical  penmanship,  expert 
as  It  were,  has  this  to  say  of  the  agi- 
tation and  of  the  article  in  The  Her- 
ald: 

'Some  like  to  sugar  their  oatmeal  and 
some  do  not.  Some  like  vertical  writ- 
ing and  some  dislike  it.  If  a  business 
slant  from  a  vertical  writ- 
he can  have  it.  It  Is  an 
easy  matter  to  change.  We  have  10,000 
children  and  among  them  are  many 
slant  (Spencerlan)  writers.  They  get 
en  A  mark  if  it  is  good  slant.  We  also 
have  a  large  number  of  the  vertical  for- 
ward slant.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  a  true 
vertical  of  90  degrees.  There  is  a  com- 
mon tendency  to  back  slant,  and  in  the 
endeavor  to  avoid  one  extreme  we 
into  the  other,  the  forward  slant. 

"The  same  principles  are  applied  in  j 
teaching  our  vertical  as  in  teaching  i 
Spencerlan.  The  movement  exercises  j 
are  almost  the  same.  The  rate  of  speed 
is  the  same  in  both  styles.  We  have  ! 
taken  many  tests  and  have  proved  that! 
the  time  or  rate  is  a  little  faster  for  j 
the  vertical.  However,  we  own  that 
our  school  children  are  not  trained  Ij 
speed. 

"The  average  age  of  pupils  is  13  years 
for  the  seventh  grades.  The  eighth 
grades  have  had  no  lessons  for  several 
years.  Taking  out  the  Washington  and 
Franklin  schools,  the  other  eightn 
grades  have  had  lessons  for  the  past 
live  months.  Some  have  not  had  any 
since  Christmas.  They  have  Latin  and  { 
algebra.  There  are  no  writing  lessons 
in  the  high  school.  We  have  the  child 
in  writing,  from  his  8th  to  13th  year, 
for  thirty  to  forty-five  minutes  each 
week.  It  is  doubtful  whether  Spen- 
cerlan would  make  any  better  showing  ] 
under  the  same  conditions,  because  it 
is  a  more  artistic  and  delicate  hand. 

"We  have  sent  out  a  few  good  vertical 
writers  whose  employers  are  satisfied. 
We  have  also  parted,  unwillingly,  with 
some  poor  verticals.  It  is  an  open  ques- 
tion whether  that  poor  vertical  lad 
spoken  of  in  The  Herald  would  have 
had  his  application  favorably  consid- 
ered even  if  he  wrote  slant — his  slant. 
Anything  does  for  an  excuse,  and  we 
can  make  excuses,  too.  If  the  lad  was 
turned  aw.iy  for  no  other  fault  than  hi.-< 
poor  vertical  writing,  he  need  not  de- 
spair of  a  job  somewheer. 

'The  writer  of  this  was  once  shown 
a  slack  of  applications  in  a  business 
office.  Not  half  were  from  our  school 
boy.'-,  and  six  were  vertical  writers. 
With  the  exception  of  one  vertical  writ- 
ing boy  (who  had  been  wise  enough  to 
ask  assistance  from  his  former  teacher  i 
and  whose  eighth  grade  has  always  had 
lessons  in  writing),  the  spelling 
and  penmanship  of  all 
enough  to  make  that 
wrathy.

could  be  well  dispensed  with,  lor  the 
convenience  of  all  who  desire  to  see 
the  minister  while  he  is  delivering  his 
usual  Sunday  sermons. 

The  question  of  hat  wearing  in  the 
churches  is  an  old  one  and  has  been 
agitated  more  or  less  during  the  past 
several  years  in  various  city  churches 
over  the  country. 

In  some  places  the  innovation  has 
suceeded  and  the  women  have  become 
reconciled  to  the  idea,  but  in  other 
churches  a  storm  of  oMKJSilion  ha.s 
arisen  and  the  subject  was  dropped 
rather  than  cause  any  rupture  in  the 
cordial  relations  that  existed  amo.ig 
the  members.

Miss    Keller,     Wriling 
Teacher,  Talks  on  Anti- 
Vertical  Agitation. 

The  agitation  of  the  abolition  of  ver- | 
tical  writing  in  the  schools  of  Duluth 
will  come  before  the  school  board  at 
its  next  meeting,  in  all  probability.  In 
The  Herald  of  Monday  the  fact  that 
petitions  are  being  circulated  asking  the 
board  to  cut  the  system  out  of  the  Du- 
luth schools  was  reported. 

Miss  Lucy  E.  Keller,  who  has  charge 
of  the  teaching  of  writing  in  the  schools 
and  is  the  vertical  penmanship,  expert 
as  it  were,  has  this  to  say  of  the  agi- 
tation and  of  the  article  in  The  Her- 
ald: 

"Some  like  to  sugar  their  oatmeal  and 
some  do  not.  Some  like  vertical  writ- 
ing and  .«ome  dislike  it.  If  a  business 
man  wants  slant  from  a  vertical  writ- 
ing schocd  boy,  he  can  have  it.  It  Is  'tn 
easy  matter  to  change.  We  have  lO.OiX) 
children  and  among  them  are  many 
slant  (.Spencerian)  writei-s.  They  get 
en  A  mark  if  it  is  good  slant.  We  also 
have  a  lar.ge  number  of  the  vertical  for- 
ward slant.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  a  true 
vertical  of  90  degrees.  There  is  a  com- 
mon tendency  to  back  slant,  and  in  the 
endeavor  to  avoid  one  extreme  we  fall 
into  the  other,  the  forward  slant. 

"The  same  principles  are  applied  in 
teaching  our  vertical  as  in  teachin.g 
Spencerian,  The  movement  exercises 
are  almost  the  same.  The  rate  of  speed 
is  the  same  in  both  styles.  We  have 
taken  many  tests  and  have  proved  that 
the  time  or  rate  is  a  little  faster  for 
the  vertical.  However,  we  own  that 
our  .school  childien  are  not  trained  it 
speed. 

•The  average  age  of  pupils  is  13  yeai-s 
for  the  seventh  giades.  The  eighth 
grades  have  had  no  lessons  for  several 
years.  Taking  out  the  Washington  and 
Franklin  .schools,  the  other  eightii 
grades  have  had  lessons  for  the  p;ist 
five  months.  Some  have  not  had  any 
since  Christmas.  They  have  Latin  and  j 
algebra.  There  are  no  writing  lessons] 
in  the  high  school.  We  have  the  ch;id 
in  writing,  from  his  Sth  to  13th  year, 
for  thirtv  to  forty-five  minutes  each 
week.  Tt  is  doubtful  whether  Spen-  ! 
cerian  would  make  any  better  showing 
under  the  same  conditions,  because  it 
is  a  more  artistic  and   delicate  hand. 

"We  have  sent  out  a  few  good  vertical 
writers  whose  employers  are  satisfied. 
We  have  also  parted,  unwillingly,  with 
some  poor  verticals.  It  is  an  open  ques- 
tion whether  that  poor  vertical  lad 
spoken  of  in  The  Herald  would  have 
had  his  application  favorably  consid- 
ered even  if  he  wrote  slant — his  slant. 
Anything  does  for  an  excuse,  and  we 
can  make  excuses,  too.  If  the  lad  was 
i  turned  aw.ty  for  no  other  fault  than  hi.- 
I  poor  vertical  writing,  he  need  not  de- 
spair of  a  job  somewheer. 

"The  writer  of  this  was  once  shown 
a  stack  of  application.s  in  a  business 
office.  Not  half  were  from 
boys,  and  six  were  vertic 
with  the  exception  of  one  vertical 
ing  boy  (who  had  been  wise  enough 
ask  assistance  from  his  former  teacher, 
and  whose  eighth  grade  has  always  had 
lessons  in  writing),  the  spellin 
and  jienmanship  of  all  were 
enough  to  make  that 
wrathy.

The  steamer  Thomas  Wilson  Is  brokt-n 
In  two  about  fifty  feet  from  the  bow,  ac- 
cording to  the  rt-port  of  the  diver,  John 
AVanless,  which  was  mad*  to  tlie  WielanU 
brothers,  and  for  this  reason  tiie  at- 
tempt to  raise  the  steamer  has  been 
abandoned  for  the  present. 

■Tliere  has  been  a  great  deal  of  dis- 
cusrsiou  concerning  the  steamer,"  said 
Fred  A.  Wleland  this  morning.  "Such  a 
topic  naturally  causes  no  little  curioeiiy, 
itnd  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  had 
to  litep  our  plans  n^ore  or  less  secret. 

"NVe  sent  a  diver  down  to  examine  tne 
Steamer  and  he  reports  that  slie  is 
broken  in  two  a  short  distance  from  the 
bow.  At  the  point  wliere  the  Hadley 
struck  there  Is  little  or  no  damage  be- 
yond a  large  hole  lii  the  side  of  the  sunk- 
en vessel. 

"Tiie  Hadley  struck  In  a  slanting  di- 
rection and  made  a  liole  wliicji  partially 
closed  up  after  she  iiad  backed  away.  One 
■would  naturally  e.xpect  that  if  the  steam- 
er broke  at  all  she  would  lireak  where 
the  Hadley  had  struck  and  weakened  her, 
but  this  was  not  the  case.  The  Hadley 
struck  near  the  stern,  wdile  the  steamer 
broke  in  two  near  the  bow. 

"It  was  some  Wiial  of  a  surprise  to  find 
the  steamer  broken  In  two.  ^Vhen  you 
consider  that  she  was  drawing  probably 
seventeen  or  eighteen  feet  of  water,  ana 
she  lies  In  about  seventy  feet,  you  will 
See  she  only  had  to  sink  about  tifty  feel, 
and  as  most  of  her  hatches  were  on  she 
must  have  sunk  slowly  on  account  of  the 
air  in  her  hold. 

"She  could  not  have  struck  the  bottom 
•with  a  very  great  deal  of  force  therefore.

TESLA*S   LATEST  DREAM. 

Nicola  Tesia,  the  dreamer  of  dreams  and  inventor  of 
air  castles,  now  proposes  to  make  war  bloodless  by  the 
invention  of  an  automatic  dirigible  torpedo  machine 
which  can  be  operated  on  land  or  sea.  These  machines 
caiT  be  sent  out  to  fight  each  other,  he  says,  and  which- 
ever is  the  more  intelligently  directed  by  the  operator 
who  remains  behind  in  safety,  will  cripple  the  other  na- 
tion's machines  and  place  it  so  at  the  mercy  of  the  victor 
that  it  will  surrender  because  it  will  be  absolutely  de- 
fenseless. 

While  this  announcement  ia  treated  humorously  or 
contemptuously  in  many  quarters,  it  would  seem  to  have 
some  merit  in  its  suggestion,  and  the  chances  are  that 
Mr.  Tesla  only  intended  it  as  a  burlesque  on  the  art  of 
warfare  as  at  present  practiced. 

But  it  international  quarrels  are  always  to  be  settled 
by  games  of  chance,  as  at  present,  what  is  the  object  of 
going  to  the  trouble  of  building  expensive  machines? 
Why  not  resort  to  chess,  or  checkers,  or  dominos,  or 
seven-up?  That  would  be  just  as  sensible  as  the  war 
game,  and  a  great  deal  less  expensive.  It  would  also 
give  the  nations  an  oportunity  to  cheat,  as  in  the  pres- 
ent game  of  diplomacy,  and  the  one  that  could  better 
practice  the  art  of  deception  and  sh.ove  the  more  cards 
up  its  sleeve,  would  stand  the  better  show  of  winning. 

But  if  blood  must  be  shed  and  property  destroyed  in 
the  setlement  of  these  disputes,  what  is  the  sense  of 
subjugating  so  many  thousands  to  the  dangers?  In  Bible 
times  one  war  was  settled  by  a  fight  between  two  men, 
in  which  a  giant  was  slain  by  a  boy  who  carried  a  sling 
and  a  stone.  How  much  better  and  easier  than  for  the 
armies  of  both  sides  to  rush  into  the  fray  and  hew  each 
other  down  with  their  axes  and  spears  until  one  side  was 
vanquished. 

If  we  must  have  bloodshed  why  not  establish  the  rule 
that  the  man  or  set  of  men  responsible  for  the  declar- 
ation of  war  shall  do  the  fighting,  in  hand-to-hand  com- 
bat, and  that  there  shall  be  an  equal  number  of  men  on 
each  side?  The  chances  are  that  such  a  rule  would  very 
soon  result  in  the  establishment  of  an  international  court 
for  the  settlement  of  all  disputes  between  nations. 


BRAVERY  OF  THE  JAPANESE. 

i  W^hen  the  Japanese  meet  the  Russians  in  the  coming 
battles  on  land,  there  will  be  as  stubborn  contests  as  the 
world  has  ever  seen.  The  history  of  the  Japanese  shows 
that  they  possess  three  qualities  that  will  have  a  great 
effect  upon  the  outcome — honor,  love  of  country,  and 
indifference  to  death.  For  years  the  Japanese  people 
have  been  getting  ready  for  this  struggle  with  the  sol- 
diers of  the  czar.  They  have  long  been  convinced  that 
some  day  they  must  fight  to  maintain  their  independence, 
and  that  day  has  come.  They  will  not  be  found  wanting 
in  the  qualities  that  make  brave  and  unyielding  fighters, 
and  they  can  be  depended  upon  to  give  a  good  account 
t)f  themselves  in  the  bloody  battles  that  are  expected 
along  the  line  between  Korea  and  Manchuria. 

These  qualities  of  the  Japanese  gave  vogue  to  a  spe- 
cies of  suicide  called  hari-kari,  which  being  interpreted 
means  the  '"happy  dispatch."  It  has  been  forbidden  by 
law  since  1868,  but  in  spite  of  that  injunction  it  is  still 
practiced  to  a  considerable  extent.  All  military  men  and 
persons  holding  high  civil  office  under  the  government 
were,  in  former  days,  when  they  had  committed  an  of- 
fense, held  bound  to  commit  hari-kari.  When  this  custom 
and  obligation  were  in  force,  over  500  persons  each  year 
either  voluntarily  or  under  compulsion  surrendered  their 
lives  in  accordance  therewith.  The  many  accounts  of 
eye-witnesses  to  this  grewsome  ceremony  state  that  it 
was  performed  in  a  solemn  and  most  dignified  manner. 
An  American  naval  officer  who  saw  one  at  Hakodate,  of 
which  a  Japanese  official  was  the  victim  on  account  of 
his  unsuccessful  opposition  to  establishing  treaty'  rela- 
tions with  foreign  nations  in  the  early  '60s,  says  that  this 
victim  knelt  down  in  the  presence  of  an  imposing  audi- 
ence of  dignitaries  and  made  a  deep  gash  across  his  abdo- 
men with  a  short  dagger;  then  a  kinsman  standing  by  his 
side  gave  the  coup  de  grace,  by  beheading  him  with  a 
swinging  blow  from  a  long  sword.  This  victim  was  no 
criminal.  He  was  an  unsuccessful  politician  at  outs  with 
the  administration,  and  so  committed  hari-kari  to  prove 
the  sincerity  of  his  intentions  and  show  that  his  love  of 
country  was  superior  to  his  fear  of  death.  It  was  just  as 
much  the  duty  of  a  friend  or  kinsman  to  officiate  as 
executioner  in  this  bloody  performance,  when  requested 
to  do  so,  as  it  was  for  the  victim  to  undergo  it  when  his 
honor  was  in  question. 

The  spirit  that  gave  rise  to  hari-kari  still  exists.  It 
incited  the  Japanese  navy  to  attack  and  defeat  the  Rus- 
sian warships  under  the  forts  at  Port  Arthur.  It  will 
inspire  them  in  the  bloody  battles  on  land  to  deeds  of 
valt*r  and  to  stubborn  fighting.

THE    FIRE  DRILL. 

Again  we  have  testimony  of  the  efficiency  and  wis- 
dom of  the  fire  drill  in  public  schools.  A  recent  dispatch 
from  Toronto,  Out.,  relates  that  with  smoke  pouring  in- 
to every  room  from  the  registers  and  with  the  thermome- 
ter 10  below  zero,  800  scholars  marched  in  soldierly  array 
out  of  the  burning  Jesse  Ketchum  school.  ]\lost  of  them 
were  girls  from  8  to  14  years  old.  Obedient  to  the  sound 
of  the  fire  gong  they  walked  quietK-  to  the  cloak-room, 
put  on  their  wraps  and  out  of  eighteen  classes,  all 
marched  out  well  wrapped  up,  except  the  class  of  Miss 
Brown,  who  did  not  have  time  to  save  their  clothes.  Prin- 
cipal W.  J.  Hendrick,  who  was  the  last  to  leave  the 
building,  threw  some  of  the  clothes  out  of  the  window 
and  had  a  narrow  escape  in  getting  out  through  the 
smoke. 

As  the  fire  drill  has  proved  so  satisfactorj-  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  why  would  it  not  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
continue  it  in  all  places  where  there  are  large  concourses 
of  people?  It  would  seem  that  it  might  even  be  attempt- 
ed in  churches  with  propriety. 

Such  drills  would  certainly  have  a  tendencj-  to  allay 
fear  and  prevent  panics  when  actual  danger  threatened, 
and  these  are  the  causes  of  nearly  all  the  fatalities  when 
fire  occurs  in  a  crowded  room.

THE  GREAT  LUMBER 
INDUSTRY  OF  DULUTH  g 

Makes  Winter  Employment  For  an 

Army  of  Men. 

Earnings   Will    Aggregate    Over 

Two  Millions. 


THE  MINING  OUTLOOK. 


In  the  nature  of  things  it  Is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  make  a  perfectly 
ccrrect  census  of  the  men  employed  in 
the  woods.  But  a  fairly  accurate  esti- 
mate ran  be  made  by  gathering  such 
Btatistios  as  can  be  secured  and  guess- 
ing at  the  remainder. 

Simon  Clark,  surveyor  general  of  log.s 
and  lumber  for  the  Duluth  district,  re- 
port.s  that  he  has  sixty  log  scalers  in 
the  field  at  the  present  time.  The^c 
men  are  paid  an  average  of  about  $70 
per  month  and  board,  and  outside  of 
foreiuen  and  some  cooks,  they  are  the 
highest  priced  laborers  employed  In  tlie 
production  of  saw  logs.  The  surveyor 
general's  force  represents  about  one- 
half  the  total  number  of  scalers  em- 
l>loyed  In  the  district,  and  it  is  safe  to 
Bay  that  there  are  from  125  to  150  of 
the.-e  men  at  work  in  the  district. 

The  camps,  their  location  and  number 
of  rnen  employed  by  the  principal  firms 


of  the  Duluth  district,  are  given  below, 
Alger.  .Smith  &  Co.  have  six  camps, 
located  along  the  the  line  of  their  rail- 
road Ml  St.  Louis  and  Lake  counties,  the 
Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota.  Thesi 
camps  employ  about  900  men  and  they 
have  ten  jobbers  getting  out  logs  for 
them  In  the  same  territory,  who  employ 
200  men.  This  is  probably  the  largest 
number  of  men  employed  by  any  one 
concern   in  the  district.

HILE  it  is  not  probable  that  the  shipments  of  iron  ore  from  the  Lake  Superior  district  will  be  greater  this  j 

year  than  in  1903,  on  account  of  the  large  reserves  in  furnace  yards  and  on  the  lower  lake  docks,  the  out-  j 

look  at  present  is  for  a  big  revival  in  the  iron  and  steel  industry  with  the  opening  of  spring.  I 

There  are  many  sources  from  which  a  big  demand  for  iron  products  must  soon  come.     First  and  fore-  j 

most  are  the  railroads,  whose  wants  are  enormous,  and  they  must  soon  enter  the  market  as  enormous  purchasers.  ! 

The  Panama  and  Erie  canals  will  require  large  quantities,  and  rebuilding  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  will  create  some  j 

additional  demand.  | 

The  war  in  the  far  East,  coupled  with  a  demand  for  wheat  at  or  near  the  dollar  mark,  is  going  to  give  business 

another  boost  that  is  certain  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  on   the  iron  industry. 

The  farmers  in  all  sections  of  the  country  are  prosperous  on  account  of  high  prices  for  produce  with  fairly 
good  crops,  and  this  means  a  healthy  revival  in  every  line  of  business. 

All  these  healthy  omens  can  hardly  fail  to  bring  about  a  strong  demand  for  the  product  of  St.  Louis  county 
mines,  and  the  promise  is  that  not  only  will  a  large  number  of  men  be  employed  during  the  coming  summer,  but 
that  the  underground  properties  will  be  worked  to  capacity  during  the  following  winter  months  in  order  to  prepare 
for  the  big  demand  for  ore  that  is  bound  to  come  in  1905.

The  Split  Rock  Lumber  company,  an 
associate  of  the  Merrill  &  Ring  Mill 
company,  has  350  men  employed  in  five 
camps  located  along  their  logging  their 
logging  railroad  in  Lake  county. 

The  Nestor  Estate  employs  600  men  in 
six  camps  located  in  Lake  county. 

The  John  Schroeder  Lumber  com- 
pany has  three  camps  in  Lake  and  Cook 
counties,  employing  250  to  300  men. 

The  Virginia  Lumber  company,  which 
ships  its  product   to  the  mill  of  C.   R. 


Ash  in  Virginia  for  manufacture,  has 
about  L50  men  employed  along  the  line 
of  the  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  River 
road.  The  railroad  company  has  a  like 
number  of  men  engaged  in  construction 
work. 
The  Masheck  Lumber  company,  which 

saws  its  product  at  Longyear  Lake, 
north  of  Hibbing,  has  175  men  employed 
at  two  camps. 

The  ClOQuet  Lumber  company  at  Clo- 
quet  has  ten  camps  of  Its  own  and  three 
jobbers'  camps,  employing  about  800 
men. 

The  Brooks-Scanlon  Lumber  company 
at  Scanlon  has  six  camps  of  its  ov.n  and 
five  jobbers,  employing  a  total  of  600 
men. 

The  other  lumber  companies  at  Clo- 
quet  and  the  Tower  Lumber  company  at 
Tower  failed  to  make  reports,  but  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  between  them  they  em- 
ploy 600  more  men,  while  a  number  of 
small  jobbers  who  are  putting  in  their 
own  logs  with  the  Intention  of  selling 


them  In  the  spring,  will  employ  as  many 
more. 

This  makes  a  total  of  about  8000  men 
engaged  in  the  logging  Industry,  outside 
of  those  employed  in  producing  pulp- 
wood,  ties,  poles,  etc.  Adding  those 
engaged  In  the  latter  Industry  makes  a 
grand  total  of  about  12,500  men.  At  an 
average  wage  of  $30  per  month,  which 
IS  a  conservative  estimate,  they  will 
have  earned  In  five  months  besides  their 
board  a  grand  total  of  $1,875,000.  Add- 
ing to  this  the  earnings  of  laborers  en- 
gaged in  kindred  lines  of  Industry, 
such  as  the  production  of  cordwood.  and 
we  have  easily  reached  a  grand  total  of 
$2,000,000,  poured  into  the  coffers  of  the 
merchants  of  Duluth  and  those  of  the 
towns  tributary  hereto.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  half  of  this  amount  remains 
in  the  hands  of  the  tollers,  and  that 
the  bulk  of  it  will  be  spent  as  soon  as 
the  camps  break  up  In  the  spring  and 
the  worklngmen  are  afforded  the  op- 
portunities Incident  upon  their  return  to 
civilization.  -

«lnce  the  arrost  of  Frank  Nauruth.  in 
this  city,  by  the  military  authorities,  ou 
tho  charge  of  d-.serti  jn  from  the  I'r.iteii 
States  regular  army,  it  has  been  learned 
that  he  is  also  a  des^erter  from  the  navy, 
in  which  he  enlisted  under  the  name  of 
K€nn€th  Brooks. 

Nauruth  is  believed  to  have  been  jii 
assumed  name,  and  it  is  understood  th^t 
tlie  enlistment  In  the  navy  was  made  un- 
der the  young  man's  true   name.

Since  hi.-?  desertion  the  naval  authorl- 
tl»'3  have  been  .st-arching  for  him.  and 
the  arre.st  of  the  young  man  under  tUo 
name  of  Nauruth.  aa  a  dtftrter  from  the 
army  led  to  an  Investigation  which  Is 
said  to  have  resulted  in  hla  identification 
aa   Brooks.  ,  ^.       ,        ,     ^ 

The  officers  in  charge  of  the  local  re- 
<TUiting  station  believe  that  Brook.*  was 
rontideni  that  he  would  never  l>e  recog 
iiized  as  an  army  deserter  and.  desiring

to  bcome  tired  of  thf-  navy  and  desert- 
l.'ig   that  service  in  turn.

Nanruth  served  a  60-day  sentence  in  the 
8t.

garding .  the  taking  of  final  proofs  on 
thfir  claims  by  homesteaders.  Judge 
Page  Morris  of  the  federal  court,  has 
requested  the  resignation  of  all  the  Unit- 
ed   States    commi-ssloncrs   in    the    Duluth 

district,  appointed  in  oinnectlon  with 
land  matters,  with  the  exception  of  tne 
oitlcial  at  International  P'alls.  the  fvr 
nurthern  settlement  of  St.  l..ouis  county. 
Communication  witli  tliis  point  aiul  L»u- 
lulh  is  .so  verj-  difficult  that  the  interna- 
tional Falls  commissioner  will  be  allowed 
to   remain  In   his  position. 

According  to  the  new  rules  issued  hy  the 
interior  department,  notification  of  which 
was  received  at  the  local  land  office  a 
short  time  ago.  a  settler  who  desires  to 
make  final  proof  without  vi.siiing  the 
land  office  in  per.-^on  will  make  the  cus- 
tomaiy  papers  out  as  heretofore,  but  can 
have  no  action  taken  In  the  matter  until 
the  special  agent  of  the  department  i* 
notlfi»'d    and   investigates    tlie    case. 

If  possible,  the  agent  is  required  to  be 
present  at  the  hearing  of  the  tase,  when 
the  final  papers  are  madf  out  Ijy  the  of- 
ficer who  is  qualified  under  the  law  to 
act  In  that  capacity. 

Commissioner  Joseph  Silliman,  of  Hib- 
bing. was  so  surprised  at  rt-ceiving  the 
request  for  his  resignation  that  he  visit- 
ed Duluth  and  consulted  with  Judge  Men- 
ris  and  Register  Conklin  and  Receiver 
Smith,  of  the  local  land  office.  He  was 
told  th*^  cau.^e  for  asking  the  resigna- 
tions is  found  in  the  abridgement  of  the 
Income  of  the  land  office  as  represented 
in  the  fees  paid  to  district  commisionors 
by  homesteaders,  settlers  and  timber 
claimants. 

The  new  rules  are  an  important  step  by 
the  general  land  office  to  provide  against 
fraud  In  the  final  entries  on  government 
lands,  and  It  is  thought  by  officials  that 
the  new  arrangement  of  affairs  will  work 
well.  Frauds  in  Minnesota  have  not  been 
great,  but  a  few  instances  have  occas- 
ionally  cropped    out. 

One  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the 
new  order  Is  that  many  of  the  commis- 
sioners are  grossly  Ignorant  of  what  their 
duties  call  for.  and  by  improperly  filling 
out  the  final  proof  notices  and  forward- 
ing them  to  the  Duluth  office  they  cause 
a  long  delav  to  the  claim  holders,  a  lot  of 
useless  trouble  and  not  Infrequently  a 
great  deal  of  expen.se.  Under  the  present 
ruling  m'ire  trins  will  have  to  be  made 
to  the  district  land  office  by  settlers,  but 
It  Is  said  thev  will  find  It  cheaper  In  the 
long  run.  and"  all  chance  of  fraud  or  mis- 
takes  will   bo   averted.

One  of  the  Adims  Express  company 
horses,  valued  at  %'^*\,  and  driven  by  Kd- 
ward  O'Donnell,  broke  through  the  bay 
ice  opposite  the  ship  canal  at  4.50  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  was  drowned. 
The  young  driver,  unassisted,  tried  to 
save  tlie  animal,  but  the  task  was  one 
requiring  several  men.  and  before  help 
arrived  tiie  horse  was  dead. 

The  break  in  the  lee  occurred  perhaps 
2iX)  feet  from  the  end  of  the  ship  canal, 
and  the  weakness  of  the  Ice  Is  supposed 
to  have  been  caused  by  the  action  oi  the 
water  on  its  under  side.  Even  at  this  dls» 
tance  from  the  canul  the  strong  current 
Is  felt,  and  continually  wears  upon  the 
ice. 

The  express  sleigh  was  on  its  way  to 
the  Pearson  Boat  Construction  company's 
plant  on  the  point.  The  horse  was  driven 
on  the  ice  on  the  well-traveled  road  a 
short  distance  west  of  the  Marsliall-WellB 
Hardware  company's  building,  but  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  according  to  James 
Prior,  keeper  of  the  United  States  light- 
house, it  had  veered  fifty  feet  or  nioie 
from  the  regular  roadway  in  the  direction 
of  the  canal,  although  the  driver  saya;  he 
was  on  the  beaten  track  when  tlie  break 
occurred.  This  seems  hardly  likely,  how- 
ever, for  but  two  or  three  hours  before 
two  teams  drawing  sleighs  heavily  loaded 
with  coal  had  passed  along  the  track. 
The  ice  appeared  to  be  weak  only  in  the 
one  spot,  for  a  hole  barely  large  enough 
to  let  the  horse  fall  through  was  broken. 
The  dead  animal  was  left  in  the  water 
over  night,  and  is  said  to  have  sunk  this 
morning. 

Speaking^  of  the  matter  this  morrdng, 
Mr.   Prior  said: 

"If  the  driver  had  kept  on  the  road, 
which  is  plainly  marked  through  the 
snow,  he  stood  in  no  danger  whatever 
of  brtaking  through,  for  heavy  teams  us*" 
this  track  almost  nourly.  and  it  was  used 
shortly  after  the  break  occurred.  There 
are  danger  signs  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
canal,  although  I  'will  not  say  there  are 
any  Just  where  the  boy  might  have  seen 
them.  Even  In  the  coldest  weather,  when 
the  Ice  is  forty  inches  thick  elsewhere, 
it  is  dangerous  near  the  canal,  made  so 
by  the  continued  action  of  the  strong 
current  against  it.  as  the  people  of  Du- 
luth have  been  repeatedly  warned.  It  ir? 
never  safe,  even  for  foot  passengers,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  canal.  A  weak  spot 
may  be  made  in  the  night." 

The  sleigh  and  harness  of  the  dead 
horse  were  saved  last  eveninc.  The  har- 
ness had  to  be  cut  from  the  body.

While  this  list  shows  the  number  of 
actual  shippers.  It  contains  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  business  men 
employed  In  this  industry. 

The  Northwest  Paper  company, 
whose  pulp  and  paper  mill  Is  located 
at  Cloquet.  has  200  men  employed  this 
winter  getting  out  timber,  with  an 
average  pay  of  from  $26  to  $32. 

Among  the  heaviest  Duluth  dealers 
are  the  following: 

The  Duluth  Log  company  deals  en- 
tirely with  jobbers  and  has  a  list  of 
sixty  men.  from  whom  it  purchases 
wood.  The  camps  operated  by  these 
jobbers  contain  from  twelve  to  fifty 
men,  and  will  probably  average  thirty 
men  to  a  camp,  the  total  approxlmac- 
ing  1800  men. 

L.  R.  Martin  has  one  camp  of  ninety- 
men  and  deals  with  jobbers,  who  have 
about  500  more,  making  a  total  of  600 
men.

the  amount  of  territory  is  required, 
which  necessitates  frequent  moving  of 
camp  and  almost  endless  road  cutting. 
In  fact,  after  a  pulpwood  crew  gets 
through  with  a  piece  of  land  It  is  almost 
cleared,  ready  for  the  farmer. 

The  demand  for  pulpwood  is  con- 
stantly increasing,  and  It  la  expected 
that  next  year's  operations  will  be 
much  larger.

RUSSIA  HAS 
NO  SHOW 

Japan  Will  Win,  Says  a 
United  States  Army 
'      Strategist. 


Russia  Unable  to  Main- 
tain 200,000  Men 
In  Manchuria. 


Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  Feb.  25. — 
"The  Russians  have  no  .«ho\v  to  win  in 
th«  war  with  Japan,"  was  the  opening 
statement  of  a  United  States  captain  of 
cavalry  In  an  interview  on  the  military 
situation  in  Manchuria  and  Korea.  The 
name  of  this  officer  is  withheld  on  ac- 
count of  the  army  rule.  He  is  consid- 
ered, however,  one  of  the  be.st  strate- 
gists and  tacticians  among  the  younger 
officers  of  the  United  States  army. 
"Russia  is  like  a  giant  wiih  a  big  club," 

he  siud,  "sitting  on  one  side  of  a  river 
unable  to  get  across,  trying  to  fight  an 
enemy  armed  with  a  rifle  on  the  other. 
There  is  no  possibility  of  Russia  being 
able  to  maintain  200,000  men  in  Man- 
churia, let  alone  4'^0,OK),  and  it  wil  re- 
MUire  more  than  this  to  defeat  the  Jap- 
anese. 

"In  1S7T  Russia  tried  to  mobilize  two 
army  corps  of  fiO.iXHj  men.  To  move  it 
330  miles  required  three  months.  It  is 
not  easy  to  calculate  how  long  it  would 
take  to  move  at  least  200.000  men  into 
Manchuria,  which  is  less  than  Japan 
<a!i  throw  in  there  with  ease.  On  a 
Hingle  line  of  railway  this  would  be  im- 
|K)ssible  for  Russia.  To  supply  an  army 
•  >f  this  size  would  require  six  trains 
daily  each  way,  runniii/?  SW  miles  a  day. 
without  mishap  or  hit<h  of  any  kind. 
Ther^  is  no  single  track  road  that  can 
do  ih:it. 

"•  Hir  own  experience  with  a  single 
track  at  Tampa,  where  we  had  only  20.- 
Ow  men,  showed  it  was  nearly  Impos- 
sible to  move  needed  supplies  until  the 
army  itself  was  employed  handling 
fr>'ight.  which  the  soldiers  could  easily 
do  at  Tamjia,  becau.se  there  was  no 
enetny  to  engage  them,  but  in  Man- 
churia it  will  be  altogether  a  different 
proi'osition. 

'The  Trans-Siberian  railroad  is  by  no 
means  completed,  and  it  is  little  less 
than  a  road  used  hi  transporting  ma- 
terial to  the  furthermost  part.  Neither 
has  it  the  Immense  amount  of  material 
necessary  along  the  line  to  keep  it  in 
operation.  To  transport  100.000  men  on 
a  .«iivgle  line  the  long  distance  to  Man- 
chvirla  and  maintain  them  without  get- 
ting any  supplies  srored  for  reserve, 
■would  take  six  months,  and  that  with 
a  perfect  road  and  equipment.  Besides 
that,  it  Is  understood  that  the  popula- 
tion living  along  the  road  must  be  sub- 
nlaled  by  means  of  the  road,  and  this 
Interferes  greatly  with  the  extensive 
use  of  the  road  for  military  purposes. 

'To  show  how  difficult  it  is  to  supply 
a  force  on  a  single  line  of  railway,  we 
liOed  only  cite  the  Instance  of  Gen. 
<}rant  after  the  battle  of  Corinth,  before 
he  entered  into  the  Vicksburg  cam- 
liaign.  From  Columbus,  Kj'.,  to  Holly 
i;prings  was  not  a  long  distance,  but 
one  road  wojld  not  bring  in  supplies, 
and  Oen.  Grant  had  to  abandon  his 
campaign  in  that  direction,  and  it 
caus-d  him  to  stay  where  he  could  use 
the  Mississippi  river  as  a  means  of 
communication  for  a  base.  This  one 
line  would  not  subsLst  man  and  bea:-.t 
In  a  plentiful  country,  where  foragiiig 
made  supplying  them  an  easy  problem. 

'In  Sherman's  march  to  the  sea  he 
did  not  use  long  at  a  time  a  line  of 
railroad,  it  is  true,  but  he  had  com- 
j)aratively  little  artillery  and  cavalry. 
He  subsisted  largely  on  the  country, 
and  he  was  constantly  receiving  rein- 
fonements  in  the  way  of  men  returning 
from  furlough,  who  were  put  to  guard- 
ing on  the  railway  and  destroying  it 
after  the  supplies  had  pas4?ed.  The 
liroblem  in  his  case  reduced  itself  to 
bringing  In  ammunition,  and  yet  it 
often  caused  him  great   concern. 

'With  our  armies  the  volunteer  sol- 
dier is  at  all  times  capable  of  running 
trains  and  taking  charge  of  an  entire 
lailroad.  so  that  in  our  history  we  never 
fr-uflVi-  for  the  want  of  personnel.  This, 
of   course,    Russia    will    find    a    serious 


drawback,  because  its  hordes  of  ignor- 
ant men  in  the  ranks  will  never  furnish 
men  necessary  for  anything  except  to 
light. 

"Nearly  the  whole  subject  of  strat- 
egy treats  of  bases  of  supplies  and  com- 
munication. Other  things  being  equal, 
that  army  operating  independently  and 
with  a  secure  means  of  supply,  will 
have  victory  on  its  side  to  start  with. 
Tlie  danger  of  being  separated  from 
the  base  or  having  lines  of  communi- 
cation cut  Is  serious  for  an  army.  It  Is 
a  calamity  to  a  city  to  have  its  com- 
munication cut  off.  As  an  illustration, 
take  Kansas  City  during  the  flood.  The 
problem  is  easily  understood  by  a  lay- 
man by  taking  a  city  of  from  200.00t)  to 
400,000  and  seeing  how  many  times  a 
day  are  needed  to  supply  that  city 
alone,  without  throwing  obstacles  in 
the  way  such  as  are  bound  to  occur  in 
supplying  an  army  of  the  same  size 
with  an  active  enemy  in  striking  dis- 
tance. 

The  allies  had  trouble  over  a  base  of 
supplies  in  China,  The  allies  never 
would  have  started  from  Tien  Tsin  but 
for  the  Americans,  the  allies  asserting 
that  they  were  not  prepared  to  advance. 
All  army  commanders  are  char>-  about 
leaving  a  base  of  supplies  and  cutting 
Icose  from  it.  The  transportation  fuid 
supply  problems  are  the  .<<eriou3  ones 
for  Russia." 


MAY  ELOPE 
THIRD  TIME 


Wlshard  Has  Strenuous 

Time  Holding  on  to 

His  Wife. 

Guthrie.  Okla.,  Feb.  23.— About  two 
years  ago  Judge  J.  P.  Wishard.  at  thM 
time  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  Blaine 
county,  at  Watonga,  Okla.,  eloped  with 
and  married  the  pretty  IS-year-old 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Camp- 
bell, of  that  city.  Campbell  was  one  of 
the  best  known  Republican  politicians 
in  Western  Oklahoma,  having  repre- 
sented his  district  In  the  legislature, 
and  held  numerous  positions  of  trust. 
His  wife  was  the  vice  president  of  the 
Oklaho.ma  federation  of  woman's  clubs, 
and  his  daughter  was  being  educated  at 
the  .^tate  unive^rsity  at  Norman. 

^^  ishard's  suit,  for  some  reason  un- 
known here,  was  opposed  by  the  young 
woman's  parents,  and  the  elopement 
was  in  order.  After  the  return  of  the 
bride  and  groom  the  parental  blessing 
ostensibly  followed,  but  an  estrange- 
ment soon  after  resulted  between  Wish- 
ard and  his  wife,  which  ended  by  h-br 
returning  to  her  father's  house.  It  has 
been  stated  by  Watonga  people  that  in 
so  doing  she  had  the  encouragement  of 
her  mother,  in  particular,  who.  it  Is 
alleged,  never  did  want  her  daughter  to 
remain  the  wife  of  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney. 

Following  the  girl's  return  home  prep 
arations  were  made  to  spend  the  ensu- 
ing summer  months  in  California,  in 
order  to  make  (he  estrangement  the 
more  certain,  and  the  preliminary  ar- 
rangements looking  toward  a  divoro 
are  said  to  have  been  started.  The 
trunks  were  packed  for  the  mother's 
and  daughter's  Western  trip,  but  It  was 
necessarv.  it  seems,  for  Wishard  to  sign 
certain  papers  before  their  departure. 
Evei  y  effort  had  been  exercised  to  keep 
Wi.^hard  and  his  wife  apart,  but  on 
the  afternoon  that  he  called,  as  re- 
quested, to  sign  the  aforesaid  papers 
he  found  his  wife  the  only  occupant  of 
the  house,  both  her  parents  being  ab- 
sent on  business  errands. 

The  meeting  of  the  husband  and  wife 
was  sufficient  to  rekindle  the  old  love, 
and  thev  immediately  again  left  home 
without  her  parents'  consent.  Wishard 
thu.s  eloping  with  his  own  wife  to  a 
olace  unknown  by  any  one  In  Watonga. 
Of  course  a  big  sensation  followed. 
Wishaid  and  his  bride  remained  away 
several  weeks  and  returned,  evidently 
intending  to  live  together  until  death 
did  them  part. 

But  it  seems  another  estrangement 
has  followed.  The  word  comes  now 
from  Watonga  that  Mrs.  Wishard  has 
joined  h»^r  parent.^;,  who  in  the  mean- 
time had  located  in  El  Paso.  Tex.,  and 
it  is  stated  that  she  will  remain  per- 
manently with  them.  Wishard's  friends 
will  not  be  surprised  if  another  re- 
union and  elopement  occur  some  time 
in  the  future,  and  t'nere  are  even  small 
bets  being  wagered  on  the  outcome.

Love  Affair  of  Her  Royal 

Husband  Is  the 

Cause. 

.Stockholm.     Feb.    25. — It    is    reported 
from   the  entourage  of  the   royal   court 
that  there  has   been   a   serious   quarrel 
between  Crown  Prince  Gustav 
Crown    Princess   Victoria,    who 
a    result   of  the   disagreement, 
Swedish   capital     for   a    long 
Italy. 

Back  of  the  quarrel  is  said  to  be  a 
love  affair  of  the  crown  prince.  Prince 
Gustav  married  Princess  Victoria  of 
Baden  in  1881.  The  young  princess  (she 
was  then  19  years  old)  Inherited  from 
her  mother  the  proud  Hohenzollern 
blood.  It  soon  became  evident  that 
democratic  Sweden  did  not  suit  the 
princess,  and  even  in  the  first  years  of 
her  married  life  she  took  frequent  trips 
to  the  paternal  home  at  Karlsruhe. 
There  she  appeared  glad  and  happy, 
while  In  Sweden  she  was  always  serious 
and  irritated.  The  crown  prince,  with 
his  Income  of  less  than  $160,000  a  year, 
could  not  afford  to  maintain  his  house- 
hold in  the  sumptuous  manner  the 
crown  princess  liked,  and  that  restric- 
tion In  expenses  caused  additional  do- 
mestic  trouble. 

But  there  was  no  open  breach  In  the 
royal  household,  and  It  v.as  with  as- 
tonishment that  the  people  read  the  an- 
nouncement In  the  official  paper  that 
the  crown  princess  had  been  taken  lil 
suddenly  and  must  go  away  instantly. 
This  was  two  days  previous  to  the  cele- 
bration of  King  0.scar's  T.^th  birthday, 
and  people  began  to  Inquire  If  there  was 
not  some  other  reason  than  that  of 
sudden  sickness  to  cause  the  crown 
princess  to  leave  Stockholm  at  such  a 
time.  These  inquiries  brought  out  this 
stori": 

Some  days  before  the  announcement 
of  the  departure  of  the  crown  princess 
the  crown  prince  gave  a  reception  witn 
a  concert  at  the  castle,  to  which  a  cer- 
tain member  of  the  monej-ed  aristoc- 
racy and  his  handsome  wife  were  in- 
vited. The  crown  princess  asked  fur 
reasons.  None  satisfactory  were  given 
her.  She  investigated  on  her  own  be- 
half. A  stormy  scene  between  the  crown 
princess  and  her  husband  followed,  and 
she  declared  that  she  at  once  would  go 
to  Italy. 

King  Oscar  Interfered,  but  In  vain. 
The  crown  prince.ss  was  Arm  in  her  de- 
termination, and  In  face  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  king's  Jubilee  she  packed 
her  trunks  and  hurried  away  from 
Stockholm.

Young   Sculptor's  Work 

Palmed  Off  as  Genuine 

Antique. 

London,    Feb.    25.— The      great       "tiara" 

hoax,    which    set    all    Pans    by    the    ears 

some  month.*)  aeo.  has  its  counttrpart  on 
a  small  ^cale  in   London. 

It  concerns  a  silver  statuette  of  Nel.v>n 
and  the  victims  are  the  autliorltles  of  the 
royal  united  service  ln.-*tuutlon,  whooo 
coll*'etion  of  naval  and  military  relics  is 
publicly  exhibited  in  the  old  banqueting 
hall  in   WhltehaM- 

Eighteen  montiiS  ago  thi.<  statuette  was 
offered  as  a  loan  exhibit  and  gladly  ac- 
cepted, for  It  was  repre-sented  and  be- 
lieved to  have  been  presented  to  Lord 
Nelson  by  King  George  HI  himself.  Later 
on  it  came  into  the  market  and  the  united 
service  institution  was  anxious  to  acqufc.< 
it  as  a  cherished  p<jsse3sioii. 

A  subscription  was  opened  to  raise  the 
purcha.8e  money  to  which  both  the  king 
and  prlnoe  of  Wales  cotri bated  and  a  sum 
between  {"i&x)  and  |3<>x>— about  J12oO  short 
of  th«  price  demanded— wh.*  got  togetlier. 
Experts  pronounced  the  workmanship  ul 
the  statuette  to  be  early  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, but  it  now  appears  that  the  sup- 
posed historic  work  of  art  is  simply  the 
work  of  a  youg  art  student  named  Kicli- 
ard  Garbe  and  was  executed  a  little  over 
two  years  ago. 

The  sculptor  Is  quite  blameless  in  the 
matter,  for  he  merely  did  the  work  ti- 
the order  of  a  patron  who  supplied  hin: 
with  everything  necessary  to  see«re  tliat 
accuracy  of  detail  which  so  deceived  the 
ex;>erta. 

Garbe.  the  young  sculptor  who  uncon- 
sciously executed  the  graud.  modeled  the 
statuette  openly  In  the  presence  of  his 
fellow-students.  But  he  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  pedestal  bearing  the 
bogus  Inscription.  "To.  N,"  which  was 
added  when  the  sliver  cast  was  made. 
He  also  asserts  that  his  model  had  two 
.slghtful  eyes,  while  in  the  cast  statuette 
one  of  those  eyc^  was  made  .sightless. 
Other  changes  were  also  made  by  the 
man  who  passed  off  the  statuette  a.s  a 
genuine   antique. 

The  author  of  the  hoax  naturally  re- 
mains anonymous,  while  the  committee 
of  the  R.  V.  S.  I.  finds  itself  in  an  awk- 
ward quandary. 

The  committee  has  asked  the  sul>- 
scribers  to  the  purchase  fund  whether 
they  will  have  their  money  returned  and 
meanwhile  they  have  retained  the  sta- 
tuette, which  is  exhibited  on  its  merits.

Japanese  Await  the  Report  of 
To§:o's  Onslaught. 

Toklo,  Tuesda>,  Feb.  23.— (Delayed 
:in  ti-ansmisslon.)— Advices  are  hourly 
I  anticipated  here  jf  the  third  naval  en- 
jgagement  which  has  taken  idace  at 
Port  Arthur.

New  Land  Office  Re§:ula- 

tion  Does  Not  Affect 

Them.

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  25.— There  is  a 
growing  belief  here  that  an  understand- 
ing exists  between  Russia  and  Ger- 
many, relative  to  the  developments 
from  the  war,  and  the  diplomatists  are 
giving  more  attention  to  the  likelihood 
of  other  powers  becoming  involved. 
France's  enormous  financial  invest- 
ments iu  Russian  funds  and  enterprises 
are  estimated   at  close  to  $2,000,000,000, 

and  U  Is  feared  that  in  case  of  Russian 
reverses,  which  might  threaten  the  em- 
pire, France  may  be  compelled  to  go  to 
the  bupport  of  her  ally.  There  are  sus- 
picions of  the  motives  of  Great  Britain 
here  of  a  character  to  cause  complica- 
tions in  that  direction.  It  is  strongly 
intimated  that  the  return  of  the  Rus- 
sian ambassador  to  Great  Britain, 
Count  Benckendorff,  to  St.  Petersburg, 
was  not  solely  to  bid  farewell  to  his 
son,  previous  to  the  latter's  departure 
for  the  far  East  with  his  regiment,  but 
that  it  was  also  to  consult  with  the 
Russian  foreign  office  relative  to  the 
British   expedition   to   Thibet. 

The  Russiaji  government  is  angry  at 
the  language  used  by  Foreign  Minister 
Lansdowne  as  printed  in  the  recent 
British  blue  book  on  the  subject  of 
Thibet  .and  Ambassador  Benckendorff 
may  receive  Instructions  to  reply  in 
kind  if  exch£Lnges  on  the  subject  con- 
tinue. 

The  conditions  in  the  Balkans  are 
alFO  considered  extremely  critical,  and 
altogether,  the  diplomats  feel  that  If 
the  danger  of  a  general  conflagration 
is  to  be  avoided  every  enei^gy  should 
be  directed  not  only  to  limiting  the 
sphere  of  operations,  but  toward  an 
attempt  at  mediation.  They  are  re- 
garding the  .subject  with  great  ser- 
iousness. It  Is  not  believed  that  Rus- 
.sia  will  be  disposed  while  smarting 
under  the  humiliation  of  defeat  to  ac- 
cept intervention,  but  once  a  decisive 
victory  is  achieved  the  diplomats  are 
inclined  to  bellve  that  owing  to  the 
czar's  aversion  to  war,  he  will  welcome 
good  offices. 

The  Novoe  Vremva  declares  Great 
Britain's  failure  to  protest  against  the 
violation  of  the  neutrality  of  Korea, 
whose  inviolabilltv  was  guaranteed  by 
the  An^lo-Japani-se  treaty,  proves  that 
the  treatv  was  directed  solely  against 
Russia. 

Some  old  believ4rr.-  in  the  schismatics  of 
300  yeal*s  ago,  who  are  among  the  weal- 
thiest Russians,  show  a  disposition  to 
place  a  vast  sum  at  the  disposal  of  the 
government  if  the  occasion  requires  it. 
Scores  of  millions  are  among  them  at 
Moscow,  whef-e  they  enjoy  valuable  con- 
cest^ions  granted  by  Catherine  the  Great. 
As  they  are  net  believers  in  banks  the 
monfy  would  have  to  come  out  of  their 
private   strong    boxe.s. 

A  special  dispatch  from  Port  Arthur 
says  Pekln  and  Tien  Tsln  report  that

HOW  OYSTERSARE  TRAir^ED 

A  French  Scientist  Is  Educat- 
ing: the  Bivalves. 

The   oyster  is   the   last   thing  on   earth 

that    an    ordinjiry    man    would    dream    of 

educating,  but  to  the  scientist  nothing  is 

Impossible,   and  a  scientist  of  France,   in 

a  unique  little  sch<^>ol  he  has  set  up,  is 
educating  and  graduating  clas.=es  of 
oysters  every  day,  says  the  New  Orleans 
Times- Democrat. 

These  oysters  do  not  learn  in  the  scien- 
tist's school  to  construe  Greek,  to  play 
football  or  to  demon.strate  knotty  prob- 
lems In  geometry,  for  such  accomplish- 
ments would  be  valueless  to  them,  but 
they  learn  what  is  much  more  important 
—they  learn  how  to  keep  alive  when  out 
of  water,  how  to  thrive  and  flourish  in 
the  interim  between  their  capture  from 
the  beds  and  their  final  entry  into  the 
human    maw. 

The  scientist,  la  a  word,  is  conducting 
Immensely  useful  experiments  which 
prove  that  by  artificial  means- by  a 
course  of  training— oysters'  lives  out  of 
water  may  be  greatly  lengthened.  These 
experiments  show  that  it  will  be  po.ssible 
In  the  future  to  keep  oyster.s  many  times 
longer  and  to  ship  them  many  times  far- 
ther than  is  the  case  today.  Thus  a  new 
land  is  opened  up  to  the  oyster,  and  the 
oysterless  West  and  many  of  the  oyster- 
less  interior  countries  oS  Europe  need 
lack  no  more  the  world's  most  famous 
delicacy. 

Nis  less  than  10.00<j.00<j.000  oysters,  ac- 
cording to  Uie  latest  statistics  of  the  En- 
cyclop-»dla  Britannica,  are  consumed  in 
the  world  annually.  These  oysters  are 
worth  $20,000,000,  or  on  the  average  one- 
fifth  of  a  cent  apiece.  They  live  out  of 
•wuter  on  the  average  three  weeks  in 
winter  and  a  day  or  two  In   summer. 

If  these  oysters  could  be  made  to  live 
two  months  out  of  water  In  the  winter  j 
and  a  month  in  the  summer  their  value  ' 
would  l>e  much  enhanced  for  a  good  part ! 
of  them  could  then  be  shipped  to  those  j 
distant  regions  that  only  have  canned  | 
oysters  today,  and  the  remainder  would  i 
commande  higher  prices  than  they  do ', 
now  on  account  of  their  superior  condl-  j 
tlon   and   their   greater  length   of   life,        1 

The  French  scientist  claims  that  he  | 
caJi  make  oysters  live  two  months  In  ; 
winter  and  a  month  in  stunmer.   and  he  1 


has  brought  up  a  little  oyster  school  to 
prove  his  claim.  This  school  is  In  Paris 
at  No.  119  Rue  Duphot,  and  on  it  the 
eyes  of  the  oyster  dealers  of  France  are 
fixed. 

The  scientist.  Marl  Fondante.  describes 
his  oy«ter  school  In  this  way: 

"I  nave  been  e:cperimenting  witli  oys- 
ters since  1901,  ray  object  being  to  dis- 
cover some  means  of  prolonging  the  oys- 
ter's life  out  of  water.  The  prolongation 
of  oysters'  lives  las  been  a  subject  la- 
bored over  by  sclijntLsts  for  many  years, 
but  up  to  the  present  time  no  discovery  of 
any  real  value  has  been  made. 

"My  discovery,  [  believe,  will  have  an 
enormous  value.  It  con.slsts  simply  of  a 
course  of  training.  It  is,  really  and  truly, 
a   school   for   oysters. 

"In  this  school  oysters  are  taught  how 
to  keep  sound  and  healthy  out  of  water. 
Now  the  oyster  t  lat  remains  sound  and 
healthy  out  of  v/ater  Is  the  one  that 
keeps  Its  mouth  shut,  and  the  oyster  that 
becomes  thin  and  dies  is  the  one  that 
opens  Its  mouth.  It  is  natural  for  an 
oyster,  on  being  irought  into  the  upper 
air,  to  open  its  ciouth.  to  gasp,  in  the 
new  element.  1  train  oysters  not  to  open 
tlieir   mouths. 

"I  train  them  ii  a  simple,  easy  way. 
Instead  of  taking  them  out  of  water  sud- 
denly and  completely,  1  take  them  out 
by  degrees.  1  giv^  an  oyster  a  few  min- 
utes in  the  open  iiir  and  then  cover  him 
with  water  again.  Afterward  I  give  him 
a  half  hour  and  cover  him  with  water. 
Next   I    eive    him   an    hour.     And    so   on. 

"And  the  oyster  gradually  learns  in  my 
school  that  if  iie  keeps  his  shell  closed 
he  will  thrive  out  of  water  and  be  com- 
fortable,   while   if  he  opens   his   shell   he 

"What  is  the  result?  The  result  is  that 
with  a  brief,  simple,  inexpensive  training 
an  oyster  learns  to  keep  his  shell  closed 
out  of  water,  and  thus  he  prolongs  his 
life  from  100  to  2001  to  3000  p.^r  cent." 

The  scientist  demonstrates  forcibly  the 
effect  of  schoollni;,  the  value  of  educa- 
tion, m  the  case  of  an  oyster.  He  takes 
simultaneously  fron  the  water  six  trained 
and  six  untrained  oysters  and  he  puts 
them  in  a  dry  ph.ce  In  separate  groups. 
It  is  not  long  befoie  the  untrained  oysters 
have  their  toolish  mouths  wide  open,  but 
the  educated  oysters  keep  their  mouths 
closed. 

As  he,  In  his  small  way.  trains  a  few 
oysters  in  a  tray,  so.  the  scientist  claims, 
the  dealers  may  train  thousands  of  oys- 
ters in  great  wooden  boxes.  The  method 
would  cost  practlc2.11y  nothing  and  trained 
oysters  would  conimajid  on  the  market, 
because  of  their  superior  keeping  quali- 
ties, double  the  pr.ce  of  the  ordinary  un- 
trained  sort.
